A  Time  For  Change

One  thing  more  than  any  other  that  seems  a  constant 
feature  of  modern  life  is  change.  Our  world  is  moving  at  a 
pace  so  rapid  that  most  of  us  can  hardly  keep  up  with  what 
we  experience  and  read  about.  Here  and  gone  tomorrow— this 
maxim  applies  to  the  lives  of  nations  as  it  does  to  individuals, 
to  our  ways  of  thinking  and  working  together  as  to  the  ways 
we  dress  and  eat.  We  take  it  for  granted  that  our  not  distant 
ancestors  would  be  amazed  and  bewildered  if  they  could  come 
and  see  us  now.  Only  faintly  do  we  realize  that  we  ourselves 
would  falter  at  the  sight  of  what  our  own  lifetime  may  bring 
only  decades  from  now. 

Much  of  what  is  happening  is  attributable  to  the  ever  in- 
creasing scientific  and  technological  advancement  of  mankind. 
It  started  with  Galileo  and  Copernicus,  Bacon  and  Newton, 
who  freed  men's  minds  from  the  false  notions  of  an  earlier 
age;  with  the  Industrial  Revolution,  which  freed  men's  hands 
from  labor  which  could  better  be  done  by  machines;  with  the 
steamship,  the  railroad,  and  the  telegraph,  which  freed  men's 
bodies  from  hitherto  firmly  established  limits  of  time  and 
space  and  which  set  their  ideas  free  to  spread  over  the  face  of 
the  earth. 

Each  new  discovery  has  come  ever  faster  on  the  heels  of 
the  last  until  now  there  is  no  end  of  inventions  that  continually 
revolutionize  our  lives  —  and  our  ways  of  thinking.  Wonder 
drugs,  frozen  foods,  television,  and  jet  planes  are  some  of  the 
aspects  of  modern  life  which  we  most  enjoy.  In  the  same  breath 
we  must  mention  automation,  little  understood  and  greatly 
feared;  space  travel,  much  applauded  and  the  preoccupation  of 
our  age;  and  atomic  energy,  the  great  question  mark  which 
hangs  over  us.  We  have  hardly  been  able  to  keep  pace  with 
ourselves.  Few  are  the  men  whose  imagination  is  powerful 
enough  to  see  the  implications  of  the  new  discoveries.  None 
there  is  who  can  safely  predict  what  we  shall  face  in  a  hundred 
years,  or  even  in  a  generation. 

With  all  this,  one  thing  has  not  changed,  has  not  progress- 
ed, has  not  improved  —  our  moral  attributes.  We  may  know 
more  than  our  fathers,  we  may  live  better  than  they,  we  may 
understand  ourselves  better,  we  may  have  greater  hopes  —  and 
fears  —  but  man  still  lives  on  the  same  moral  level  as  in  days 
past.  His  technical  capacity  for  good  has  increased  immeasur- 
ably with  his  inventiveness.  His  power  to  do  evil  has  increased 
to  the  point  where  we  fear  for  the  continued  existence  of  life 
on  earth.  But  inwardly,  as  individuals  and  as  groups,  we  are 
the  same  as  ever. 

I  am  not  one  who  believes  that  our  ancestors  were,  as  a 
rule,  more  righteous  and  noble  than  we.  But  I  know  that  with 
all  the  advancement  of  the  human  mind  to  which  we  are 


witnesses  there  has  been  no  corresponding  moral  advance- 
ment. Human  desires  and  passions,  human  foibles  and  failings 
are  the  same  as  in  the  past. 

To  read  Barbara  Tuchman's  THE  GUNS  OF  AUGUST 
is  to  remember  that  as  late  as  1914  civilized  people  in  many 
civilized  nations  —  not  madmen  —  openly  desired  war  as  a 
means  of  national  aggrandizement.  Not  only  did  they  see  noth- 
ing wrong  in  this  desire,  not  only  did  they  proudly  arm  and 
train  for  the  fight,  not  only  did  they  write  learned  tomes  on 
the  methods  and  aims  of  war,  but  they  freely  invoked  the  deity 
in  their  cause. 

Apparently,  we  are  not  so  foolish  today;  but  it  would 
seem  that  our  horror  of  war  stems  not  so  much  from  the 
realization  of  its  immorality  as  from  the  fear  that  no  one  today 
can  win  a  war.  Our  basic  motives  have  not  changed;  it  is  only 
fear  that  has  made  us  more  circumspect  in  our  actions,  more 
concerned  to  find  a  way  to  permanent  peace. 

The  human  heart  is  the  same  as  ever.  "The  heart  is  de- 
ceitful above  all  things,"  says  the  prophet  Jeremiah,  "and 
desperately  corrupt;  who  can  understand  it?"  Our  individual 
lives  bear  testimony  to  that.  In  addition  to  murder,  robbery, 
embezzlement,  slander,  and  cruelty,  all  the  lesser  sins  that  we 
catalogue  in  the  AL  HET  prayer  of  Yom  Kippur  are  as  con> 
mon  today  as  when  this  confession  was  first  penned. 

If  change  is  the  rule  in  our  world,  then  we  must  know 
that  our  religion  is  dedicated  to  change  —  change  in  the  human 
heart,  that  of  all  things  which  seems  least  susceptible  to  im- 
provement. Judaism  insists  that  man  has  the  capacity  for  good 
which  will  transform  him  if  only  he  desire  it  with  all  his. 
strength.  Our  faith  is  that  man  is  perfectible.  With  the  help  of 
God  and  with  trust  in  God  he  can  come  to  do  God's  will. 

It  is  this  proposition  which  the  High  Holydays  come  to- 
teach.  The  word  for  the  transformation  which  we  seek  is 
TESHUVAH,  an  untranslatable  expression  which  can  perhaps 
be  rendered  "returning  to  what  we  should  be,"  or  "becoming 
what  we  are  able  to  be."  Now  more  than  ever  man  must  trans- 
form his  heart  in  order  to  avert  the  destruction  conceived  bv 
his  brain. 

A  Hassidic  rebbe  once  expounded  on  the  verse  where 
King  Saul  asks,  "Why  has  the  son  of  Jesse  (David)  not  come 
either  yesterday  or  today?" 

Why,  asked  the  rabbi,  has  the  'Messiah,  the  son  of  Jesse^, 
not  come?  —  because  our  today  is  like  our  yesterday.  Each  one 
of  us  has  not  changed;  therefore  the  world  cannot  have  chang- 
ed and  we  cannot  have  peace. 

How  can  the  High  Holydays  help  each  one  of  us  to  the 
transformation  that  we  call  TESHUVAH?  Is  it  enough  to- 
come  to  the  synagogue  a  few  times,  to  listen  to  the  haunting

Is 
it  enough  for  us  all  to  be  in  schul 
on  that  Holy  Day.  .  .  and  to  for- 
get what  L'Shono  Tovo  really 
means  the  day  after? 

Oh,  I  myself  have  come  to  a 
time  of  life  when  at  last  most  of 
us  become  quite  decent  in  our 
ways  of  living.  There's  no  more 
reason  to  feel  greedy,  because  in 
ripe  years  one  doesn't  need  any 
more  of  wealth.  And  there's  no 
more  reason  to  feel  hateful.  .  .  be- 
cause one's  mind  had  grown  old 
enough  and  wise  enough  to  reject 
the  poison  of  hate.  And  there's 
reason  to  be  kind  because  one's 
old  heart  may  no  longer  be  strong 
enough  to  take  the  poison  of  un- 
kindness  into  it. 


It's 


easy  to  sit  in  the  syna- 
gogue several  hours  on  Rosh 
Hashonah  morning  .  .  .  listening 
to  the  rabbi  and  singing  along  in 
the  heart  with  the  cantor  .  .  .  and 
to  go  on  from  there  toward  one's 
lesser  way  of  living  for  another 
year. 

So  really,  what  does  Rosh  Has- 
honah mean  to  many  of  our  lives? 
What  of  the  day  after  Rosh  Has- 
honah? Yes,  Rosh  Hashonah 
should  be  a  day  for  starting  to  live 


better  than  through  the  years  be- 
fore. Yes,  even  I  who  has  lived 
long  enough,  discover  some  faults 
of  own  during  the  past  year.  I 
pushed  off  from  that  guy  who  had 
asked  me  for  some  help;  I  pushed 
him  away  because  he  didn't  look 
clean  enough,  though  I  should 
have  noticed  rather  the  hunger  of 
his  stomach. 

But,  really,  my  own  poor  wis- 
dom isn't  qualified  to  speak  up 
for  Rosh  Hashonah.  Maybe  I 
should  rather  let  the  wisdom  of  the 
Talmud  speak  in  this  Rosh  Has- 
honah column  of  mine.  Talmud 
speaks  much  more  wisely  than  can 
my  own  poor  heart  and  head,  and 
I  find  Talmud  speaking  up  in  a 
way  that  fits  the  meaning  of  Rosh 
Hashonah.  Talmud  is  telling  me: 
"A  teacher  said  to  his  pupils:  'Re- 
pent one  day  before  thy  death'. 
How  do  we  know  that  day  of 
death?  asked  the  pupils.  Where- 
upon the  teacher  rejoined:  Since 
any  day  may  be  the  day  of  death, 
repent  every  day.  A  king  bade  all 
his  servants  to  a  great  repast,  but 
did  not  indicate  the  hour;  some 
went  home  and  put  on  their  best 
garments  and  stood  at  the  door  of 
the  palace.  Others  said:  There  is 
ample  time,  the  king  will  let  us 
know  beforehand.  But  the  king 
summoned  them  of  a  sudden;  and 
those  that  came  in  slovenly  garb 
were  turned  away  in  disgrace." 

Well,  Talmud  reports  this  story 
about  the  King  toward  advising 
us  all  always  to  be  quick  and  ready 
along  the  worthwhileness  of  our 
lives.  .  .  "Repent  today,  lest  ye  be 
summoned  tomorrow,"  Talmud 
tells  me.  "The  aim  and  end  of 
wisdom  are  repentance  and  good 
works.  The  truly  repentant  are 
more  meritorious  in  the  sight  of 
God  than  the  most  righteous.  One 
good  deed  brings  another  in  its 
train  and  the  result  of  sin  is 
sin." 

Oh  yes,  all  this  sounds  to  me  as 
high  counsel  for  us  all  as  we  start 
off  toward  the  new  year.  It  points 
to  me  the  way  on  which  we  should 
all  keep  going  through  all  the 
years.  And  Talmud  goes  on  to  tell 
me:  "The  dying  benediction  of  a 
sage  to  his  disciples  was:  May  your

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The  Rabbi

i  he  Jewish  faith  is  a  demo- 
cratic theocracy  that  recognizes 
the  potential  ability  of  every  hu- 
man being  to  commune  with  God. 
Man  and  his  maker  require  no 
intermediary.  Judaism  has,  there- 
fore, never  known  of  any  distinc- 
tion between  Rabbi  and  layman 
with  regard  to  ecclesiastical  attri- 
butes or  religious  obligations. 
The  Rabbi  is  not  a  super-religious 
personality,  nor  does  he  posses  a 
private  door  to  godliness.  Both  he 
and  the  layman  are  equally  re- 
sponsible for  the  fulfillment  of 
the  duties  placed  upon  all  Jews 
by  the  Torah.  We  might  well 
characterize  him  in  the  words  of 
the  late  George  Foot  Moore  as  a 
"diplomaed  Doctor  of  Law."  The 
Rabbinate,  however,  without  be- 
ing an  association  of  Jewish 
ministers,  priests  or  theologians, 
has,  nevertheless  exercised  the 
most  profound  influence  upon 
the  course  of  Jewish  life;  so  much 
so,  that  its  very  continuity  may  be 
said  to  depend  upon  the  proper 
functioning  of  the  Rabbinate. 

If  we  understand  the  real  sign- 
ifiance  and  meaning  of  the  Syna- 
gogue, we  can  appreciate,  all  the 
better,  the  character  and  place  of 
the  Rabbi  in  Israel.  The  Rabbi 
is  the  custodian  of  the  ideals  for 
which  the  Synagogue  stands.  He 
must,  first,  symbolize  the  Bet  Hak- 
nesset,  It  is  his  duty  to  be  the 
leader  of  the  Jewish  community 
and  of  all  that  pertains  to  com- 
munity welfare.  He  is  the  social 
worker,    better    yet,    the  social 
architect.  His  social  activity,  how- 
ever, is  motivated  and  conditioned 
by  a  pious  outlook  and  a  spiritual 
J  purpose  which  makes  it,  in  the 
-  deepest  sense,  religious.  The  soc- 
,  ial  or  communal  function  which 
*t  is  given  a  higher  spiritual  purpose 


is  no  longer  a  purely  social  and 
secular  activity,  but  a  genuinely 
religious  one. 

Again,  the  Rabbi  must  symbol- 
ize the  "Bet  Hatfilah";  he  must 
in  his  own  life  personify  Jewish 
pietfy.  Above  all,  however,  the 
Rabbi  must  symbolize  the  "Bet 
Hamidrash,"  for  the  reservoir 
from  which  he  draws  his  inspira- 
tion is  the  Torah.  A  rabbi  from 
the  historic  point  of  view,  is  one 
who  is  imbued  with  the  convic- 
tion of  the  centrality  of  Torah 
learning  and  Torah  practice  as 
the  essence  of  Judaism.  Thus  his 
1  rue  function  is  to  be  the  Jewish 
scholar,  the  authority  on  Jewish 
Law,  teaching  the  Torah  to  his 
Community. 

There  is  more  to  the  Torah 
than  a  cursory  glance  can  reveal. 
Rabbi  Judaht  once  said  that  who- 
ever translates  a  verse  of  the 
Torah  in  strict  literalness  is  a  fal- 
si lier,  and  he  who  makes  additions 
or  changes  in  it  is  a  blasphemer, 
it  is  the  Rabbi  who  must  bring  to 
his  people  the  hidden  treasures 
that  rest  in  the  commentaries  and 
that  are  contained  in  the  rich  re- 
positories of  Jewish  learning.  If 
one  claiming  to  be  a  Rabbi  does 
not  have  the  profound  knowledge 
of  the  Torah  expounded  in  the 
Oral  Law,  and  is  without  "Semi- 
cha"  or  true  Rabbinic  authority, 
he,  therefore,  is  unable  to  forge  a 
link  in  the  precious  chain  of 
scholarship  which  is  the  Rabbin- 
ate, tracing  its  way  back  to  the 
beginnings  of  our  spiritual  exist- 
ence, and  he  will  either  ignorantly 
falsify  the  essence  of  Torah  or 
constantly  endeavor  to  change  the 
Law  in  order  to  adjust  it  to  his 
own  outlook-indeed,  an  act  of 
blasphemy. 

One  must  bear  in  mind  that 
Judiasm  does  not  consist  only  of 
theological  dogma.  The  Rabbi  is 


not  simply  a  theologian  trained  to 
think  of  Judiasm  solely  in  terms 
of  doctrines,  beliefs  and  articles 
of  faith-  Theology,  as  a  separate 
branch  of  study,  has  never  been  a 
central  elements  in  Judaism.  Mai- 
monides,  for  instance,  in  his  com- 
mentary on  the  Mishnah,  enum- 


erates thirteen  fundamental  doc- 
trines which  are  in  his  opinion, 
the  basic  elements  of  Jewish  faith. 
Although  developed  through  deep 
study  and  earnest  reflection,  ac- 
cepted by  the  majority  of  Jews 
and  incorporated  in  the  prayer

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I  WILL  NEVER  BE  THE  SAME

ISRAEL'S  IMPACT  HAS  WROUGHT  CHANGES 


I  was  fortunate  to  be  one  of 
many  thousands  of  visitors  to  the 
State  of  Israel  this  last  year.  I  was 
in  the  Land  for  only  two  weeks, 
touring  from  north  to  south,  from 
city  to  settlement,  from  textile 
plant  to  vineyard  with  an  inten- 
sity peculiar  only  to  Israelis  and 
Americans  You  would  hardly  ex- 
pect anyone  to  adjust  to  any  place 
within  a  span  of  fourteen  days, 
but  I  adjusted  to  Israel  in  about 
five  minutes.  It  has  taken  me 
longer  than  that,  however,  to  find 
a  way  to  talk  of  the  experience.  I 
finally  found  myself  with  an 
automatic,  if  banal  response  to 
the  stimulus,  "How  was  your  trip 
to  Israel?"  I  say,  "I'll  never  be  the 
same."  And  I  won't. 

I  am  an  American,  born  and 
bred.  I  am  eternally  grateful  to 
my  grandparents  for  choosing  to 
leave  the  known  hazard  for  the 
unknown;  to  leave  family  an'1 
friends  to  be  strangers  in  the  land 
of  America.  Everyday  that  passes 
underlines  for  me  the  essential 
nobility  of  the  democratic  expres- 
sion as  our  country  strives  to  be 
what  it  says  it  is.  I  am  unable 
then,  to  tell  you  why  "I'll  never  be 
the  same." 

Perhaps  it  was  the  impact  of 
seeing  what  had  been  but  colors 
on  a  map  translated  into  the  roll- 
ing valleys  of  Jezreel  and  Zebu- 
lun,  the  rugged  Judean  hills  and 
the  bustling  Galilee,  the  Golden 
City,  Jerusalem,  and  Safed,  sun- 
splashed  and  sharply  etched  in 
the  crystal  clear  air.  And  far  to 
the  south,  a  sleeping  giant,  bestirs 
itself  as  the  Negev  wakes  from  a 
thousand  years  of  decay,  the  tre- 
mors of  its  mighty  shrug  breaking 
out  in  hundreds  of-  settlements 
and  industries,  pushing  up  out  of 
inert  sand  and  uncounted  ages  of 
rock  strata. 

It  might  have  been  that  I  felt 
a  strange  kind  of  nostalgia,  as 
though  I  had  walked  along  this 
road  before,  stepping  backward 
into  history  and  forward  into  life, 
at  one  and  the  same  moment,  of 
slipping  between  past  and  future 
into  the  here  and  now. 

Whatever  it  was,  I  am  not  the 
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same  person  that  I  was  before  I 
turned  my  face  to  the  east  and  set 
my  feet  upon  the  waiting  soil  of 
Israel.  Wherever  I  go,  I  take  with 
me  memories  of  that  other  Land. 
We  ride  through  the  pleasant  and 
familiar  byways  of  our  state,  and 
I  find  myself  gazing  eagerly 
ahead,  then  turning  quickly  to 
seek  in  the  moving  landsape,  some 
part  of  another  pageant  far  away. 
When  I  find  myself  on  occasion 
among  those  fortunate  American 
Jews  who  speak  Hebrew,  or  in  the 
company  of  Israelis  who  visit  our 
community,  I  feel  again  that  first 
transcendent  pleasure  of  hearing 
a  new  and  lively  Hebrew,  colloq- 
uial, vivid,  reflecting  the  dynamics 
of  our  century. 

Of  an  evening,  when  our  stars 
at  night  are  big  and  bright,  I  re- 
member a  Friday  evening  on  a  kib- 
butz where  I  spent  a  week-end. 
The  kibbutz  was  small  but  chutz- 
pahdik,  sitting,  so  to  speak,  with 
one  sandalled  foot  on  the  Syrian 
border  and  the  other  in  Lake 
Kinneret.  It  was,  in  fact,  so  close 
to  that  restless  border,  that  its 
small  basketball  court  could  not 
be  used  because  "they  like  to  take 
a  few  pot  shots  at  us  now  and 
then,"  said  one  of  the  members 
wryly.  The  seventy  permanent 
members  of  the  kibbutz  raised  a 
banana  crop  that  could,  and  often 
did  gross  a  tidy  $250,000  annually. 
Their  vineyards  flourished,  their 
vegetable  garden  was  neat  and

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WHAT  IS  A  JEWISH  BOOK! 

By  Professor  Solomon  Liptzin 

Jewish  Book  Council  of  America 
and  the  complexity  of  these  seem- 
ingly simple  questions  was  then 
laid  bare  in  articles  by  Alfred 
Kazin,  Michael  Blankfort,  Charles 
Angoff,  Harold  I.  Ribalow,  and 
others. 


A  Jewish  book,  in  my  view,  is  a 
book  which  interprets  Jewish  real- 
ity honestly  and  which  is  written 
by  a  person  who  identifies  himself 
with  that  reality.  Honest  interpre 
tation  means  not  idealization,  not 
flattery,  but  rather  the  holding  up 
of  a  mirror  to  the  Jewish  com- 
munity, saying  to  it:  this  is  how 
you  are  with  all  your  grimaces, 
your  ugliness,  your  decadence,  no 
less  than  with  your  glamorous  ex- 
ploits, your  titanic  energy,  your 
yea-saying  to  life  despite  its  tragic 
essence,  and  your  messianic  striv- 
ing in  the  midst  of  a  world  gone 
awry.  Identification  means  not 
holding  oneself  icily  aloof  from 
Jewish  group  interests,  not  keep- 
ing an  escape  hatch  open  to  an 
alien  reality,  not  being  mired  in 
self-hatred,  not  being  callous  to- 
ward fellow-Jews  in  other  lands. 

Identification  includes  love  and 
reverence  for  the  community  of 
fate  which  has  been  reviled  for 
centuries  but  which  still  keeps  its 
head  aloft  as  it  proceeds  on  its 
march  through  history,  on  to  a 
selfwilled  future.  Love  and  rever- 
ence necessitate  eschewing  that  of 
superiority  flaunted  by  far  too 
many  of  our  talented  Jewish 
intellectuals  who  write  best-sellers 
lor  American  audiences. 

I  miss  this  love  of  one's  people 
in  such  bestselling  novels  as  Jer- 
ome Weidmann's  I  Can  Get  It  For 
You  Wholesale,  Herman  Wouk's 
Marjorie  Morningstar,  Philip 
Roth's  Goodbye  Columbus,  Budd 
Schulberg's  What  Makes  Sammy 
Run,  Ben  Hecht's  A  Jew  In  Love.  I 
find  this  love  of  one's  people,  des- 
pite harsh  criticism  of  this  peo- 
ple's waywardness,  in  Abraham 
Cahan's  Rise  of  David  Levinsky, 
in  Ludwig  Lewishohn's  chastising 
(Please  turn  to  Page  84) 
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Honest,  talented  interpretation 
of  Jewish  life  is  one  of  the  pre- 
requisites for  that  cultural  rejuve- 
nation which  we  yearn  for.  This 
interpretation  may  take  the  form 
of  a  scholarly  investigation  under- 
taken by  a  socioligist,  economist, 
or  psychologist.  But  it  may  also 
take  the  form  of  a  literary  work 
which  displays  insight  into  Jewish 
life.  A  scholarly  work  communi- 
cates facts  and  appeals  to  reason. 
A  literary  work  communicates  im- 
pressions and  perceptions  and  ap- 
peals also  to  the  emotions  and  the 
imagination.  It  generally  leaves 
a  deeper  impact  and  reaches  wider 
audiences. 

The  questions  have  often  been 
asked:  What  is  a  Jewish  book?  Is 
any  book  dealing  with  a  Jewish 
topic  or  centering  about  a  Jewish 
character  a  Jewish  book?  Can  a 
Jewish  book  be  written  by  a  non- 
Jew?  Indeed,  ask  some  of  my  cynic 
American  friends,  should  we  not 
look  for  deeper  insight  into  the 
Jewish  soul  in  non-Jews  than  in 
Jews,  in  Hersey  who  gave  us  the 
best  book  on  Jewish  Warsaw  and 
Michener  who  is  expected  to  give 
than  in  Leon  Uris  who  gave  us 
us  the  next  best-seller  on  Israel 
Mila  18  on  Jewish  Warsaw  or 
Ben  Hecht  who  gave  us  Perfidy 
on  Israel? 

To  answer  these  questions 
would  require  many  sessions  and 
the  Commission  on  Jewish  Affairs, 
which  is  the  ideological  arm  of 
the  American  Jewish  Congress,  is 
prepared  to  wrestle  with  them  as 
it  continues  the  exploration  of 
Jewish  values.  A  preliminary  sur- 
vey of  possible  answers  was  at- 
tempted a  few  years  ago  by  the 
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Abraham  C.  Myers 

Confederate  Quartermaster  Genera 
By  Harry  Simonhoff 


Born  in  1811  Abraham  Charles 
Myers  was  a  third  generation 
American.  Back  in  1750  his  grand- 
lather  Moses  Cohen  was  the  first 
hazzan  of  Kahal  Kodesh  Beth  Eloh- 
him  in  Charleston  and  that  meant 
he  officiated  as  rabbi  in  the  Sep- 
hardic  synagone.  His  father,  Abra- 
ham Myers,  admitted  to  the  South 
Carolina  bar  in  1796,  was  elected 
Intendant  of  his  city  in  1826.  He 
had  sufficient  political  influence  to 
enter  his  son  at  West  Point  two 
years  later.  This  was  no  easy  chore, 
for  the  slave-owning  plantation 
lords  were  also  eager  to  place  their 
sons  in  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy. 
Abraham  Charles  graduated  in 
1833  and  was  stationed  in  Baton 
Rouge  with  the  rank  of  brevet  sec- 
ond lieutenant. 

The  Seminole  War  broke  out. 
Abraham  C.  Myers  served  in  the 
Florida  campaign  then  joined  Gen- 
eral Zachary  Taylor  in  Texas  and 
later  functioned  as  quartermaster 
in  the  army  of  Mexico  with  the 
rank  of  brevet  Colonel.  After  the 
Mexican  War  he  was  stationed  in 
various  posts  in  the  South  and  for 
13  years  served  in  the  quartermas- 
ter division.  In  the  meantime  he 
married  out  of  the  faith  the  young 
and  beautiful  daughter  of  General 
David  E.  Twiggs,  Commander  ol 
the  Texas  Department. 

As  1861  opened  Abraham  Myers 
commanded  the  U.S.  Ouartermas- 
ter  Department  at  New  Orleans. 
On  January  28,  the  Louisiana  of- 
ficials demanded  all  the  supplies 
in  his  charge.  Immediately  he  sur- 
rendered the  quartermaster  and 
commissary  stores  and  resigned  his 
commission  in  the  U.  S.  Army.  The 
ne  wly  elected  Provisional  President 
appointed  A.  C.  Myers  Lieutenant 
Colonel  of  the  quartermaster  de 
partment  and  in  December  of 
1861  he  became  quartermaster-gen- 
eral of  the  Confederate  army. 

The  quartermaster-general  had 
a  tremendous  problem  in  equip- 
ping the  army.  Procuring  supplies 
by  purchase  in  the  open  market 
worked  until  the  sources  were  ex- 
hausted by  the  autumn  of  1861. 
The  South  had  recently  started  its 
industries  and  Myers  entered  into 
contracts  with  manufacturers  who 
could  produce  cotton  and  woolen 
cloth,  shoes,  tents,  wagons,  harness, 
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equipage,  ambulances  and  such 
necessities  as  were  available.  When 
private  industry  failed  to  supply 
the  pressing  needs  he  establishea 
government  shops  for  making  the 
articles  vitally  necessary. 

The  difficulties  Myers  ran  into 
were  staggering.  He  never  had  suf- 
ficient money  to  buy  adequate  sup- 
plies. When  he  requested  authority 
to  trade  cotton  blankets  available 
in  Memphis  the  President  refused 
to  grant  it.  He  ran  into  problems 
with  the  railroads  in  the  matter 
of  transportation  which  was  so 
poor  that  meats  sent  from  Nash- 
ville to  Richmond  in  closed  cars 
were  delayed  from  10  to  20  days 
and  completely  spoiled. 

The  quartermaster-general  came 
into  conflict  with  the  Ordinance 
Department.  Both  were  badly  in 
need  of  leather.  Cattle  were  slaugh- 
tered for  army  food  and  both  or- 
ganizations fought  for  the  hides. 
The  Ordinance  Department  had  to 
provide  harness  for  the  artillery 
and  leather  cartridge  boxes  for  the 
infantry.  The  quartermaster  had 
the  responsibility  of  furnishing 
shoes  for  soldiers  and  harness  for 
60,000  transportation  horses. 

Another  cause  that  aggravated 
the  growing  unpopularity  of  the 
quartermaster-general  lay  in  the 
impressment  of  horses  and  sup- 
plies. To  the  civilian  population 
the  taking  of  their  possessions 
meant  outright  confiscation.  The 
fact  that  A.  C.  Myers  gagged 
against  such  a  step  did  not  mitigate 
the  painfulness  of  the  procedure. 
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The  citizen  bereft  ol  his  property 
nursed  a  grudge  that  eventually 
needed  to  be  satisfied. 

But  the  event  that  hastened  the 
downfall  of  A.  C.  Myers  had  little 
to  do  with  the  competency  or  ef- 
ficiency of  the  quartermaster-gen- 
ieral.  His  decline  originated  in  a 
squabble  between  women.  In  the 
Confederate  capital  the  ladies  ex- 
ercised quite  some  influence.  Their 
sway  might  have  been  due  to  the 
spirit  of  chivalry  that  deferred  to 
the  fair  sex. 

Mrs.  Jefferson  Davis  was  intelli- 
gent, tactful,  cultured,  an  accom- 
plished story  teller,  kindheart- 
ed  and  tolerant  with  her 
friends.  While  she  had  un- 
usual charm  she  could  be 
sarcastic  and  aloof  to  people 
she  did  not  like.  Above  all  Varina 
Davis  worshipped  her  husband  and 
subordinated  everything  to  his 
well-being.  In  the  loyalty  of  her 
love  she  could  not  remain  silent  to 
the  criticisms  directed  at  him.  Nor 
did  she  take  the  trouble  to  conceal 
her  enmity  towards  the  wives  of 
Generals  Joseph  E.  Johnston,  Rob- 
ert Y.  Toombs,  or  Senator  L.  T. 
Wagfall.  open  antagonists  of  the 
President.  These  women  formed  a 
sort  of  cabal  and  their  hostility 
towards  the  First  Lady  furnished 
the  gossip  in  Richmond.  For  some 
reason  Mrs.  A.  C.  Myers  joined  the 
group  and  carried  on  a  separate 
feud  with  "Queen  Varina,"  as  the 
spiteful  ones  referred  to  her. 

The  daughter  of  General  Twiggs 
should  have  known  better  than  to 
antagonize  the  wife  of  the  Presi- 
dent, her  husband's  Commander- 
in-Chief.  But  she  could  not  restrain 
the  jibe  that  Varina  Davis  looked 
like  a  squaiv.  This  was  particularly 
mean  since  the  First  Lady  was  quite 
dark  and  at  the  time  pregnant. 
Coming  from  the  handsome  wom- 
an, who  was  popular,  graceful  and 
a  beautiful  dancer,  hurt  the  Queen 
even  more.  The  feud  attracted 
partisans  on  both  sides  and  had 
repercussion  in  official  circles  and 
even  in  the  Senate. 

On  August  17,  1863  President 
Davis  issued  an  order  removing 
A.  C.  Myers  from  the  office  and 
naming  Brigadier  General  Alex- 
ander R.  Lawton  as  his  successor. 
The  quarrel  now  reached  the  Sena- 
tors, who  withheld  Lawton's  con- 
firmation and  voted  that  Myers  re- 
tain the  post.  The  hotly  contested 
issue  reached  bitter  proportions 
and  it  took  the  President  six 
months  after  great  difficulty  to  get 


Lawton  confirmed  on  February  17, 
1864.  After  winning  the  contest 
Jefferson  Davis  rubbed  salt  in  the 
wound  and  commanded  Col. 
Myers  to  take  orders  from  the  new 
quartermaster-general  in  the  very 
department  he  had  organized  and 
operated  since  the  war's  begin- 
ning. Myers  refused  to  serve  his 
successor  and  soon  found  himself 
"out  of  the  army"  on  some  tech- 
nicality. Military  service  at  best 
was  not  highly  compensating  fin- 
ancially and  Confederate  paper 
money  was  sinking  to  fantastic 
lows.  Myers  went  back  to  Georgia 
and  for  the  rest  of  the  war  period 
lived  "almost  in  want,  on  the 
charity  of  friends"  according  to 
his  letters  to  General  Braxton 
Bragg. 

Virtually  nothing  is  known  ol 
him  after  the  war.  Since  he  had  no 
contact  with  his  coreligionists  he 
does  not  appeal  in  the  Jewish  en- 
cyclopedias and  his  name  is  barely 
mentioned  in  the  histories  of 
American  Jewry.  Following  the 
trend  of  I  he  emancipation  era  in 
merging  completely  with  the  dom- 
inant majority,  Abraham  Charles 
Myers,  like  Judah  Benjamin  and 
David  Ytdee,  found  no  place  in 
Jewish  tradition.

TAKING  THE  JEWISH  PULSE 

By  Alfred  Able 


That  amateur  force  of  medical 
research  best  described  as  taking 
the  pulse  of  the  American  Jewish 
body  politic  proved  as  irresitable 
to  a  variety  of  practitioners  during 
the  past  Jewish  year  as  in  any 
previous  one  —  and  hardly  more 
productive. 

Those  whose  assignment  it  is  to 
record  the  infinite  variety  of 
American  Jewish  punditry  could 
choose  either  the  dark  side  or  the 
light  the  viewers  with  cheerful 
optimism  or  those  expressing  stark 
despair.  In  the  abundance  ol 
American  life  during  the  Jewish 
year  5723,  there  was  no  shortage 
of  such  pulse-checking  and  public 
reports  thereon. 

There  are  those  with  a  tempera- 
mental affinity  perhaps  for  seeing 
only  the  hole  in  the  American 
Jewish  doughnut.  The  examples 
which  could  be  considered  as  sus- 
taining their  pessimism  —  as  well 
as  the  opposing  stances  —  are  of- 
fered here  not  as  starling  or 
unique,  lor  many  more  could  be 
listed. 

The  pessimists,  for  instance, 
could  point  at  the  comments  of  a 
Denver  social  work  expert,  Dr. 
Alfred  Neuman,  the  executive 
director  of  that  city's  Jewish  Fam- 
ily and  Children's  Service.  Look- 
ing about  him,  he  expressed  the 
view  that  the  Jewish  family  in 
the  United  States  was  taking  on 
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a  host  of  innovations 
await  you  at...

many  undesirable  characteristics 
of  the  general  environment. 

He  listed  specifically  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  mixed 
marriages  higher  divorce  rates, 
more  family  breakdowns,  more 
juvenile  delinquency  and  more 
drinking  among  American  Jews. 
One  might  Avonder,  to  bring  up 
at  least  one  doubt,  where  Dr. 
Neumann  obtained  his  data  on 
1  he  rate  or  volume  of  mixed  mar- 
riages throughout  the  Jewish 
c  ommunity  and  the  basis  on  which 
they  were  compared  with  equally 
hard-to-get  reliable  data  on  that 
situation  in  previous  years  —  and 
which  years. 

Or  consider  the  doleful  views 
of  Max  Baer,  the  director  of  the 
B'nai  B'rith  Youth  Organization, 
who  told  an  Ottawa  conference 
that  "we"  —  a  handy  if  diffuse 
target  —  had  failed  to  imbue 
American  Jewish  youth  with  the 
kind  of  zeal  for  Jewish  life  that 
becomes  a  decisive  factor  in  choos- 
ing a  Jewish  career.  As  a  conseq- 
uence, he  said,  Jewish  communal 
services  were  "scraping  the  man- 
power barrel"  for  qualified  per- 
sonnel. 

A  severe  indictment  but  per- 
haps one  that  might  be  put  into 
some  kind  of  perspective  by  not- 
ing that  this  situation  is  equally 
true  in  the  general  social  work 
field,  and  that  it  all  may  have 
something  to  do  with  the  fact 
that  the  tremendous  growth  in 
the  welfare  state  aspect  of  Amer- 
ican society  has  erupted  at  a  rate 
which  the  always  lagging  profes- 
sional schools  are  still  unable  to 
meet. 

Another  dark  prospect  was  sket- 
ched by  Rabbi  Morris  Adler  of 
Detroit,  who  told  a  B'nai  B'rith 
national  commission  for  adult 
Jewish  education  that  American 
Jewry  "cannot  rely"  on  the  con- 
viction that  "its  Jewish  survival 
seems  assured."  The  "real  chal- 
lenge" before  the  present  genera- 
tion, he  added,  is  "whether  we  can 
survive  meaningfully."  But  who 
has  laid  down  any  ground-rules 
by  which  so  vast  and  disparate  a

existence,  with  the  social  and  hu- 
man pressure  ol  a  heterogeneous 
population. 

The  wonder  of  Israel  is  thai  it 
ceases  to  show  some  new  and  won- 
drous facet  of  meaning  and  pro- 


gress, even  to  those  who  have  been 
intimately  linked  with  its  day  to 
day  developments.  Within  the 
compass  of  Israel's  many-sided 
life,  the  year  that  has  just  passed 
into  Jewish  history  had  one  new 
and  significant  occurrence.  Simul- 
taneously with  the  celebration  of 
its  fifteenth  anniversary,  it  usher- 
ed in  the  beginning  of  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  first  Israel  Bonds  ever 
to  be  floated  overseas  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Israel. 

In    the  matter  of   fact  atmos- 


phere of  the  financial  community 
this  event  caused  no  quickening 
of  anyone's  pulse.  Wall  Street  lift- 
ed no  eyebrows  when  Israel  start- 
ed to  repay  the  Bonds  that  reach- 
ed maturity  last  May.  This  casual 
reaction  was  perhaps  the  most  elo- 
quent testimonial  to  the  measure 
of  stability  which  the  economy  of 
Israel  had  achieved  in  the  eyes 
of  those  sections  of  the  world 
which  never  looked  at  it  through 
rose-colored  glasses.

THE  SERIOUS  SHORTAGE  OF  SOCIAL  WORKERS

Jewish  social  service  in  the 
United  States  today  is  "big  bus- 
iness" —  extensive,  complicated, 
costly  and  extremely  important. 
It  also  has  a  big  problem  —  a  crit- 
cal  shortage  of  professional  per- 
sonnel. 

In  1962,  there  were  over  2200 
lull-time  professional  workers  em- 
ployed in  the  four  major  fields  of 
Jewish  social  service.  This  is  a 
substantial  number  when  one 
considers  that  full-time  paid  work- 
ers probably  were  not  employed 
until  the  1880s,  and  even  by  1906 
their  number  was  less  than  100. 
However,  the  current  "supply"  of 
professional  workers  is  still  in- 
adequate to  fill  existing  jobs. 

Of  the  approximately  2200  full- 
time  professional  workers  employ-

ed  in  the  fields  of  Jewish  social 
service,  Jewish  federations  and 
welfare  funds  employed  195  full- 
time  workers  in  1962  and  had  over 
30  unfilled  positions.  The  person- 
nel and  training  service  of  the 
National  Jewish  Welfare  Board 
(JWB)  reports  that  even  though 
Jewish  Community  Centers  and 
YM-YWHAs  in  1962  employed 
close  to  1,300  workers,  there  were 
200  vacancies  for  which  no  quali- 
fied staff  was  available.  The 
Council  of  Jewish  Federations  and 
Welfare  Funds  (CJFWF)  estimates 
that  the  640  workers  in  child  and 
family-welfare  agencies  and  the 
100  professionals  in  agencies  for 
the  aged  needed  to  be  supple- 
mented in  1963  by  75  and  10  more 
workers,  respectively,  to  meet  cur- 
rent requirements.  All  fields  will 
require  more  professional  workers 
in  the  decade  ahead.  In  1960 
JWB's  personnel  and  training  ser- 
vices estimated  that  the  Jewish 
Community  Centers  would  require 
1,000  additional  workers  by  1970.

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UNITED  STATES  JEWS  AND  ISRAEL

JERUSALEM  —  Having  now 
been  living  in  Israel  for  several 
months.  I  have  been  asked  by  the 
editor  to  write  a  piece  "on  how 
little  or  how  much  the  Israelis 
understand  the  American  Jew." 
This  is.  indeed,  a  tall  order,  be- 
cause as  soon  as  you  begin  to  re- 
flect on  the  matter,  you  ask  your- 
self: Which  Israelis?  Which 
American  Jews?  Israel  is  a  land 
of  immigrants  and  wants  to  re- 
main that  kind  of  land  for  a  long, 
long  time  —  it  wants  as  many  Jews 
from  abroad  as  possible  to  come 
here  to  settle.  Half  of  the  Israeli 
population  is  of  "Ashkenzzi," 
that  is  of  European  and  American 
origin,  while  the  other  half  is  of 
"Sepharadi"  and  Oriental  origin. 
Half  of  the  population  is  Ortho- 
dox, while  the  other  half  is 
neither  non-Orthodox  or  non- 
religious  altogether-  According  to 
the  latest  Government  Statistics 
the  native-born  "sabras"  consti- 
tute only  .38  per  cent  of  the  total 
population. 

American  Jewry,  on  the  con- 
trary, is  now  overwhelmingly 
native-born  —  some  80  per  cent  of 
American  Jews  were  born  in  the 
U.S.A..  according  to  recent  statis- 
tics. American  Jews  are  nearly 
all  of  European-Ashkenazi  cHcnu, 
those  of  Sepharadi-Oriental  origin 
being  a  tiny  percentage  of  the 
U.  S.  Jewish  population.  There  are 
far  more  non-Orthodox  Jews  — 


Conservative,  Reform,  noni-affil- 
iated  —  in  America  today  than 
there  are  Orthodox,  who  cannot 
even  dream  of  wielding  the  same 
power  over  other  American  Jews 
as  the  Orthodox  in  Israel  wield. 

In  the  economic  sphere  Israelis 
are  overwhelmingly  workers, 
farmers  and  small  shopkeepers 
who  might  be  called  poor,  at 
least  by  American  standards, 
though  they  are  better  off  than 
people  in  most  Asian  and  African 
countries.  Still,  at  least  20  per 
cent  of  Israeli  families  today  own 
private  automobiles  and  many 
more  have  lesser  luxuries,  such 
as  frigidaires  washing  machines, 
etc.

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ARE  JEWS  ALSO  GUILTY!

Is  it  possible  that  Jewish  stereo- 
types, so  common  in  these  days, 
prove  to  be  a  hindrance  to  the  de- 
velopment of  true  mutually -re- 
spectful and  sincerely  friendly  at- 
titudes between  Jews  and  non- 
Jews  in  the  United  States? 

Definitely  yes,  says  a  rabbi  who 
has  worked  for  several  years 
directly  with  Catholics  and  Pro- 
testants to  determine  what  they 
really  think  and  feel  about  Jews 
as  an  outgrowth  of  their  religious 
thought  and  commitment. 

Rabbi  Marc  H.  Tanenbaum, 
Director  of  the  Inter-Religious  Af- 
fairs Department  of  the  Ameri- 
can Jewish  Committee,  is  a  con- 
sultant to  both  Protestant  and 
Catholic  leadership  groups,  part- 
icularly in  the  area  of  textbooks 
for  church  schools.  He  has  met 
with  and  talked  to  thousands  of 
Christian  officials. 

Jews  may  well  feel  they  have 
ample    reason    to   harbor  strong 


doubts  about  the  essential  good- 
will of  Christians  toward  them. 
For  centuries  church  engendered 
teachings  have  sparked  a  long 
trial  of  bloody  persecutions  of 
Jews. 

Rabbi  Tanenbaum  agrees  and 
he  would  hardly  deny  that  the 
record  does  exist.  But  he  spelled 
out  for  the  34th  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  National  Federation 
of  Jewish  Men's  Clubs  recently 
why  he  is  convinced  that  the  pro- 
cess of  adjustment  and  elimina- 
tion of  religiously-oriented  stereo- 
types must  be  a  two-way  street. 

On  the  basis  of  his  widespread 
conversations  with  a  great  variety 
of  church  officials  and  leaders 
and  educators,  he  told  the  1,000 
delegates  at  the  Conservative 
Men's  Clubs  convention,  he  was 
convinced  that  these  Christian 
leaders   were   determined    to  re-

Zvi  coming  across  the  long  room, 
arm  in  arm,  for  all  their  simpli- 
city and  humility  they  still  looked 
larger  than  life.  The  President 
wore  a  white  suit  and  his  kind 
face  and  gentle  manner  belied  the 
iron  resolution  and  strength 
which  had  enabled  him  to  escape 
to  Palestine  from  Russia  after  his 
whole  family  had  been  deported 
to  Siberia.  Their  crime— collecting 
arms  for  Jewish  self-defense. 

The  President  immediately  be- 
gan to  speak  in  Russian  to  Mae- 
stro Stravinsky,  in  English  to 
Robert  Craft,  and  in  Hebrew  to 
my  husband.  Of  course  one  takes 
this  for  granted  in  Israel,  for  so 
many  are  multilingual  there  and 
the  President  was  no  exception. 
Mrs.  Ben-Zvi  gave  Mme.  Stravin- 
sky and  me  some  gifts,  some  hand- 
embroidered  evening  bags  made 
in  1  he  kibbutz  where  they  spent 
much  of  their  lives  and  which 
they  had  helped  to  build. 

Ben-Zvi  came  by  his  Zionism 
naturally.  Although  descended 
from  rabbinic  scholars  in  White 
Russia,  his  father  was  an  active 
Zionist  in  the  Ukraine  where  Ben- 
Zvi  was  born  in  1884.  This  famil- 
ial love  of  learning  manifested  it- 
self in  Ben-Zvi  who  became  an 
authority  on  Oriental  Jewish  com- 
munities, the  Kurdish  Jews,  the 
Persians,  the  Yemenites  as  well  as 
the  Arabs  and  the  Druze.  He  and 
David  Ben-Gurion  are  often  re- 
ferred to  as  "The  Twins"  for  they 
studied  the  law  together  in  Con- 
stantinople, were  exiled  by  the 
Turks  and  came  to  America  to- 
gether, and  later  joined  the  new

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THE  WIDOW  IN  JUDAISM

At  an  International  Congress 
held  recently,  the  Pope  pointed  out 
that  whilst  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  did  not  condemn  second 
marriages  for  widows,  it  favored 
those  who  remained  faithful  to  the 
memory  of  their  first  husband  and 
to  the  "perfect  symbolism  of  the 
sacrement  of  marriage." 

The  attitude  of  many  ancient 
peoples  to  the  widow  varied  con- 
siderably. Among  some  the  widow 
was  killed  as  part  of  the  funeral 
ceremonies;  among  others  re-mar- 
riage was  forbidden.  Many  were 
the  indignities  which  she  suffered. 
She  had  to  paint  her  body  white  in 
order  to  demonstrate  to  her  hus- 
band's spirit  that  she  was  still  in 
mourning.  She  had  to  wear  a  skull- 
cap and  was  obliged  to  observe 
silence  for  some  time  after  the 
death  of  her  husband.  In  time  of 
an  epidemic  four  widows  had  to 
drag  a  plough  in  order  to  expel  the 
demons. 

To  the  Jew,  however,  the  very 
word  widow  conjures  up  in  the 
mind  a  woman  of  heavy  heart, 
bereft  of  her  companion  and  pro- 
vider. Joy  has  gone  out  of  her  life 
and  her  sun  has  set  at  noon.  She  is 
pictured  as  desolate  and  defence- 
less. Hence  the  prophet  —  Jere- 
miah's dirge:  "How  doth  the  city 
sit  solitary,  that  was  full  of  people! 
How  is  she  become  as  a  widow!" 
Whatever  the  cause  or  dispute,  the 
plea  that  "she  is  an  Almanah"  was 
an  incontrovertible  rejoinder  cap- 
able of  silencing  any  argument. 
According  to  the  Talmudic  teach- 
er, R.  Hana  of  Baghdad,  the  term 
Almanah  is  derived  from  Manah, 
the  100  zuzim  which  a  widow  re- 
ceived for  her  Kethubah  (Marri- 
age  Contract).   Others   trace  the 


etymology  from  the  Hebrew  roots 
"dum"  or  "silent." 

To  lighten  the  burden  of  the 
widow  was  a  great  Mitzvah.  Here, 
rabbis  would  not  stand  on  their 
dignity.  The  famous  Tzanzer  rab- 
bi, Hayyim  Halberstamm  (1793- 
1876),  the  author  of  Dibre  Chav- 
y  im,  was  once  walking  through  the 
market  place  when  he  noticed  a 
widow  behind  her  fruit  stall  bitter- 
ly bewailing  the  lack  of  customers. 
Without  further  ado,  Rabbi  Hay- 
yim took  her  place  at  the  stand  and 
shouted  'Buy  fine  apples,  a  dozen  a 
gulden!'  The  news  that  the  Tzad- 
dik  had  turned  salesman  soon 
spread.  All  rushed  to  make  a  pur- 
chase and  the  widow  was  consider- 
ably helped. 

Like  the  poor,  the  stranger  and 
the  fatherless,  the  widow  receives 
loving  consideration.  God  is  the 
"father  of  the  fatherless  and  the 
Judge  of  the  widow."  Judgment 
must  be  executed  for  her  with 
fairness  and  promptitude.  Cruelty 
or  injustice  will  bring  on  Divine 
retribution.  "Ye  shall  not  afflict 
any  widow,  or  fatherless  child.  If 
thou  afflict  them  in  any  wise— for 
if  they  cry  at  all  unto  Me,  I  will 
surely  hear  their  cry.  My  wrath 
shall  wax  hot,  and  I  will  kill  you 
with  the  sword;  and  your  wives 
shall  be  widows,  and  your  child- 
ren fatherless."  The  widow  was  to 
share  the  gleanings  of  the  corn 
field,  olive  trees  and  vineyards.  She 
was  to  participate  in  the  triennial

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THE  DAY  SCHOOLS  BRING  JUDAISM 
TO  THE  SOUTH

About  18  years  have  passed 
since  this  writer  first  visited  the 
South  as  representative  of  the 
Mizrachi  Council  For  Torah 
Education  to  interest  Jews  there 
in  day  school  education.  Lately 
he  traveled  through  this  same 
area  inhabited  by  a  half  a  million 
Jews.  What  a  revolutionary 
change  for  the  better  regarding 
Judaism  has  taken  place  in  less 
than  two  decades,  and  the  process 
is  at  its  inception. 

My  first  visit  18  years  ago  was 
in  the  nature  of  "I  seek  my  breth- 
ren." I  was  looking  for  Orthodox 
Jews  and  those  who  could  be  won 
to  the  ideal  of  organizing  day 
schools.  My  first  stop  in  the 
South  was  in  Savannah,  Georgia, 
which  was  known  for  its  devoted 


Rabbi  and  Sabbath-observing 
Jews.  Rabbi  Abraham  I.  Rosen- 
berg, received  me  warmly  and 
told  me  that  though  there  were 
no  day  schools  in  the  South,  there 
was  an  association  of  Orthodox 
synagogues  known  as  the  South- 
eastern Synagogue  Conference 
and  Harry  Stern  of  Nashville  was 
its  president. 

The  meeting  with  the  president 
of  the  Conference  was  a  very  aus- 
picious one.  Mr.  Stern,  a  former 
European  Yeshiva  Bochur,  who 
became  a  successful  businessman 
and  a  devoted  patron  of  Torah 
and  Jewish  education,  immedi- 
ately grasped  the  significane  of 
day  schools  for  Orthodox  Jewish 
living  in  the  South.  He  invited

One  of  the  most  puzzling  and  to 
many  American  Jews,  one  of  the 
most  interesting— issues  of  life  in 
Israel  is  the  role  of  Jewish  religion 
for  Israels  Jews.  From  time  to 
time,  American  Conservatives  and 
Reform  groups  have  sent  emis- 
saries to  Israel,  to  spy  out  the  land, 
in  a  unique  recapitulation  of  the 
history  of  the  ancient  Hebrews. 
They  have  brough  back  reports 
that  many,  if  not  most,  Israeli 
Jews  are  alienated  from  the  of- 
ficial state-supported  Orthodox 
Judaism  which  prevails  in  Israel. 

The  Orthodox  promptly  retort 
that  this  is  not  true  and  contend 
that  if  there  was  a  real  demand 
among  any  large  segments  of  Is- 
raeli Jews  for  a  non-Orthodox 
Jewish  expression,  such  Jews 
would  have  found  ways  to  fulfill 
it.  This  is  coupled  with  vigorous 
denunciations  of  —  and  action 
against  —  efforts  of  Reform  and 
Conservative  Jewish  leaders  to 
bring  their  versions  of  Judaism  to 
the  Israeli  scene. 

For  a  variety  of  reasons,  no 
ideally  comprehensive  in-depth 
study  has  been  made  of  this  issue 
in  Israel.  But  reports  do  emerge  oc- 
casionally which  shed  some  light 
on  the  matter.  They  are  especially 
interesting  when  they  are  free  of 
polemical  position-taking.  One  of 
the  most  recent  of  such  reports 
deals  with  a  Chanukah  conference 
held  at  the  Jerusalem  Biblical  and 


Archaelogical  School  which  was 
dedicated  shortly  afterwards  in  a 
ceremony  boycotted  by  Israel's 
Orthodox  leadership.  The  school 
is  the  major  effort  to  date  of 
American  Reform  in  Israel,  other 
than  a  scattering  of  small  congre- 
gations established  with  some  aid 
from  American  Reform  sources. 

The  theme  of  the  conference 
was  "Seeking  Peace."  Invitations 
were  issued  to  50  distinguished 
leaders  from  all  parts  of  Israel, 
to  discuss  for  three  days  "the 
spiritual  problems  of  Israel,"  ac- 
cording to  Rabbi  Herbert  Weiner, 
a  young  Reform  rabbi  who  had 
taken  a  leave  of  absence  from  his 
congregational  duties  in  New  Jer- 
sey to  direct  the  affairs  of  the 
lerusalem  School  in  its  first  six 
months  of  operation.  A  total  of 
70  such  personalities  came  to  the 
conference.  Rabbi  Weiner,  report- 
ing on  the  event  in  a  recent  issue 
of  the  Journal  of  the  Central  Con- 
ference of  American  Rabbis,  did 
not  specify,  but  obviously  no  in- 
vitations were  issued  to  Orthodox 
personalities. 

Among  the  dignitaries  who 
came  were  members  of  Israel's 
Parliament,  high  army  officers,  a 
variety  of  professors  and  leaders 
of  the  non-religious  kibbutz  move- 
ments. Rabbi  Weiner  explained 
that  the  dignitaries  were  invited 
not  because  they  were  famous  but 
because  he  and  other  members  of 
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the  organizing  committee  "per- 
sonally knew  them  to  be  seriously 
concerned  with  religious  matters." 

Dispensing  with  the  usual  rout- 
ine of  an  opening  speech,  the  or- 
ganizers asked  the  participants  to 
divide  themselves  into  five  smaller 
groups,  each  to  discuss  the  quest- 
ion: What  is  our  most  serious 
spiritual  problem?" 

For  the  first  minutes,  there  was 
some  grumbling  about  "Ameri- 
can techniques,"  Rabbi  Weiner 
reported,  but  the  participants 
quickly  got  down  to  some  serious 
talking  and  listening.  Every  per- 
son had  a  chance  to  speak  and 
then  there  was  a  gathering  to  re- 
port on  the  concensus  of  each  of 
the  five  subgroups  and  to  pre- 
pare plans  for  further  discussion. 

After  breakfast,  the  next  morn- 
ing, one  of  the  builders  of  the 
Emek,  a  farmer  of  tremendous  in- 


fluence in  the  Israeli  labor  move- 
ment, spoke  his  views.  He  told  of 
the  attitude  of  the  Jews  who  came 
to  work  on  the  land  when  most 
of  it  was  swamp  and  desert.  He 
said:  "We  had  to  be  narrow,  to 
shut  out  other  worlds  in  order  to 
create  this  revolution,  this  trans- 
valuation  of  values,  restoring  to 
the  Jew  a  reverence  for  physical 
labor  and  farming."  But  as  the 
years  passed,  it  became  evident 
that  this  philosophy  was  no  long- 
er adequate,  so  he  had  come  to 
the  conference  "to  exchange  views 
with  others  who  saw  the  problem." 

A  kibbutznik  from  Ayelet  Has- 
hachar  told  of  his  30-year  search 
for  the  meaning  of  life  which  had 
taken  him  from  an  Orthodox 
home  in  the  Mea  Shearim  quarter 
of  Jerusalem  to  a  pioneer  kibbutz 
in  the  Emek.  He  said  he  had  dis- 
covered  during  these  years  that

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"we  can  lose  our  way  or  even  be 
powerless  before  forces  stronger 
than  ourselves  but  we  can  also  cast 
down  an  anchor  stone  in  the  tur- 
moil of  life  and  on  this  stone 
build  something  creative."  He  said 
Israeli  jews  must  free  themselves 
from  their  "inhibitions  about  dis- 
cussing God  and  faith"  and  he 
added  that  "all  attempts  to  build 
a  culture  and  Judaism  and  holi- 
days without  God  will  remain 
artificial  and  ineffective."  Thus 
spoke  a  farmer  from  a  non-reli- 
gious Kibbutz.  Whether  he  had 
acted  in  any  way  in  the  convictions 
thus  expressed-other  than  to  come 
to  the  conference— was  not  ind- 
icated. 

A  member  of  the  Knesset  told 
of  her  alienation  from  Jewish 
tradition  and  her  longing  "for  that 
which  she  knew  could  be  found 
only  in  the  religious  spheres.  But 
what  to  do  in  Israel  where  the 
word  'religion'  was  associated  only 
with  struggles  lor  power,  or  dis- 
putes about  pig-raising  and  mar- 
riage laws?" 

A  leader  in  a  collectives  settle- 
ment told  how  his  grandson  had 
gone  to  a  Reform  congregation 
and  how,  on  his  return,  he  told  his 
father:  "You  know,  I  like  to  pray 
with  that  rabbi,  even  though  he 
isn't  religious." 

With  such  soul-searching  did 
the  participants  fill  the  conference. 
One  evening  a  shoemaker  from 
Ashdod  Yaakov,  possessor  of  a 
Ph.D  degree,  led  the  group  in  Sab- 
bath songs  "and  no  one  objected 
when  we  sang  the  blessings  after 
the  meal  though  some  present  had 
not  heard  those  blessings  for  50 
years." 

By  the  end  of  the  conference, 
there  was  no  question  in  the 
minds  of  any  of  the  participants, 
"including    the    many   who  had 


come  skeptically  to  a  building  as- 
sociated with  that  strange  breed 
called  'Reform  Jews,'  but  that  we 
must  immediately  prepare  an- 
other such  meeting— in  fact,  a  ser- 
ies of  such  meetings,  both  in  Jeru- 
salem and  in  other  parts  of  the 
country." 

The  farmer  from  the  Emek 
spoke  for  many  when  he  said 
''There  was  a  time  when  we  could 
occasionally  go  someplace  and  re- 
ceive inspiration  or  at  least 
frankly  discuss  with  others  those 
questions  which  had  had  little  to 
do  with  agriculture  or  defense  but 
which  touch  the  center  of  our 
lives.  Now  these  sources  of  inspira- 
tion and  even  opportunities  for 
discussion  are  drying  up.  I  look 
forward  to  the  next  meeting." 

One  might  wonder  whether  such 
assemblies  of  inquiring  dignitar- 
ies under  Reform  auspices  could 
make  any  major  impact  on  the 
structure  of  institutional  Judaism 
in  Israel  or  even,  in  fact,  whether 
such  a  gathering  could  be  justi- 
fied by  its  sponsors  in  terms  of 
their  ultimate  objectives  in  Israel. 
Surely  such  a  non-missionary  ef- 
fort could  be  no  threat  to  the  of- 
ficial monopoly  of  religion  in  Is- 
rael by  the  Orhodox.

"MR.  PRESIDENT"

The  Centennial  of  Dr.  Cyrus  Adler 


When  a  Philadelphia  public 
school  teacher  asked  a  first-grader 
to  name  her  father's  occupation, 
the  little  girl  replied,  "President." 
She  was  not  far  wrong  because 
her  father  was  Dr.  Cyrus  Adler, 
president,  chairman  or  founder  of 
more  major  national  Jewish  in- 
stitutions and  organizations  than 
anyone  ever  was  or  probably  ever 
will  be. 

Almost  every  phase  of  Jewish 
life  between  1888  and  1938  was 
influenced  by  Dr.  Adler,  the  cent- 
ennial of  whose  birth  will  be  ob- 
served Sept.  13th.  If  all  of  the  or- 
ganizations and  insitutions  at 
whose  cradle  he  stood  and  which 
he  guided  to  maturity  and  achieve- 
ment were  united  they  would  con- 
stitute ht  closest  approcah  to  a  nat- 
ional representative  body  of  Am- 
erican Jewry. 

The  list  is  almost  unbelievable. 
A  one  time  or  another  Dr  Adler 
was  president  or  chairman  of 
Dropsie  College,  Jewish  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  of  America,  Amer- 
ican Jewish  Historical  Society, 
American  Jewish  Committee, 
Jewish  Committee  on  Scouting, 
United  Synagogue  of  America,  the 
American  Council  of  the  Jewish 
Agency,  the  Publications  Commit- 
tee of  the  Jewish  Publication 
Society,  the  National  Council  of 
YMHAs  and  Kindred  Associations, 
the  National  Jewish  Welfare 
Board  and  the  Army  and  Navy 
Committee  of  JWB.  He  also  head- 
ed the  American  Oriental  Society. 
In  Philadelphia  he  was  president 
of  Mikveh  Israel  Synagogue  and 
the  Public  Library. 

Dr.  Adler  was  also  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  American  Jewish 
Joint  Distribution  Committee,  a 
prime  mover  in  the  creation  of 
the  first  Jewish  Encyclopedia  and 
one  of  the  American  delegates, 
with  Louis  Marshall,  to  the  Ver-

sailles  Peace  Conference  where 
Jewish  minority  rights  were  incor- 
porated into  the  peace  treaties. 
Nothing  Jewish  was  alien  to  this 
unique  figure,  by  training  a  scho- 
lar in  Semitics  Johns  Hopkins 
University  in  1887  gave  him  the 
first  Ph.D.  in  Semitics  granted  bv 
an  American  university.  Born  in 
Van  Buren,  Ark.,  in  1863  in  the 
middle  of  the  Civil  War,  Dr.  Ad-

PLANS  FOR  NORTH  CAROLINA'S  HOME 
FOR  THE  JEWISH  AGED  DISCLOSED 


Israel  Silverberg,  Executive 
Director  of  the  North  Carolina 
Home  for  the  Jewish  Aged,  a  joint 
project  of  the  North  Carolina  As- 
sociatons  of  Jewish  Women  and 
Men,  in  announcing  that  bids  for 
the  construction  of  the  Home, 
located  in  Clemmons,  near  Wins- 
ton Salem,  N.  C.  were  about  to  be 
received,  disclosed  some  prelimin- 
ary details  of  the  plans. 

The  24-room  mansion,  former 
home  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
R.  E.  Lasater,  will  be  the  main 
building  of  the  three-unit  home 


to  be  developed  on  a  "village" 
pattern  on  the  117-acre  Forest 
Hills.  Farm. 

The  other  two  buildings  will  be 
south  of  the  manor.  One  will  have 
24  units  and  will  house  resident 
who  need  some  nursing  care. 
Across  the  landscaped  court  will 
be  a  25-unit  building  for  residents 
in  good  health. 

All  49  units  have  been  planned 
to  accommodate  two  persons  but 
may  be  used  by  one. 

'We  have  followed  the  village 
plan  for  the   buildings  and  the

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community  plan  for  our  operation 
and  programs/,  said  Mr.  Silver- 
berg,  as  he  described  a  model  of 
the  home  on  exhibit  in  his  office 
in  the  manor. 

Cottages  will  be  built  near  the 
"village"  for  the  builders.  While 
they  will  conform  to  the  wishes 
of  the  builders,  they  will  be  de- 
signed to  fit  into  the  over-all 
development  program  since  they 
eventually  will  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  home. 

Scores  of  pieces  of  furniture, 
many  of  them  antiques,  have  been 
placed  in  the  mansion,  and  in  its 
huge  glass  enclosed  porch.  Most 
of  the  furniture  was  given  the 
home  by  the  Cone  family  of 
Greensboro. 

"As  we  move  forward  with 
building  plans  we  expect  numer- 
ous gifts  of  furniture,  furnishings 
and  equipment,"  the  director  said. 

Mr.  Silverberg  will  use  a  suite 
on  the  first  floor  of  the  mansion 
for  his  office.  Most  of  the  remain- 
der of  the  floor  will  be  used  for 
activity  purposes. 

Two  rooms  will  be  used  for 
chapel  services.  The  smaller  one 
will  be  for  week-day  services,  the 
larger  for  week-ends  and  holy 
days.  A  portable  altar  will  be  pre- 
pared so  it  can  be  used  in  either 
place. 

"Whatever  our  residents  want  to 
do,  they  will  find  provision  for  it 


in  this  main  building,"  the  direc- 
tor said.  There  will  be  television, 
radio,  games,  arts  and  crafts  and 
whatever  else  is  needed  after  the 
program  gets  underway. 

The  manor  includes  many 
suites,  virtually  all  of  them  with 
a  fireplace.  Several  of  these  will 
be  used  as  living  quarters  for 
staff  members.  Some  of  them  will 
be  available  for  guests  when  they 
come  to  visit  residents  of  the 
home. 

Each  of  the  24  units  in  the  mo- 
tel-type building  will  have  a  liv- 
ing room,  bedroom,  bath  and 
kitchenette.  The  kitchenette  is  in- 
tended only  for  light  cooking  or 
preparing  refreshments  when  resi- 
dents have  visitors. 

"We  expect  those  who  are  able 
to  do  so  to  have  at  least  two 
meals  a  day  in  the  main  dining 
room  of  the  manor,"  the  Director 
said.  "In  this  way  we  know  they 
will  get  well-balanced  meals  and 
at  the  same  time  will  be  mixing 
with  other  people  at  the  home" 

A  large  greenhouse  will  allow 
residents  to  grow  flowers  or  hot- 
house vegetables.  Residents  will 
also  be  encouraged  to  have  out- 
door gardens. 

Plans  for  the  development  are 
being  prepared  by  Greensboro 
architects,   Leowenstein Atkinson.

The  first  time  I  saw  little  Nasser 
Chasan  at  the  Hadassah  Hospital, 
he  was  lying  on  his  stomach  in  his 
crib,  crying  weakly.  An  enormous 
growth,  red  and  infected  rose  from 
just  above  his  buttocks,  at  the 
bottom  of  his  spine.  Nurse  Mizra- 
chi,  a  tall,  dark,  young  woman  with 
strong,  capable  hands,  hovered 
over  him  tenderly,  trying  to  make 
him  more  comfortable.  But  there 
was  very  little  she  could  do.  She 
could  not  turn  him  on  his  back, 
nor  pick  him  up  in  her  arms,  nor 
take  away  his  pain.  He  was  due 
for  an  operation  in  a  few  days. 

He  was  a  beautiful  little  boy, 
just  over  a  year  old,  with  reddish- 
blond  hair,  eyes  piercingly  black, 
now  clouded  over  with  pain,  and 
his  face  so  pale,  almost  white.  I 
stood  at  his  crib  looking  down  at 
him  helplessly. 

I  am  a  member  of  YAAL— Yad 
Auzer  L'Cholim  (Helping  Hand  of 
the  Sick)  and  like  other  YAAL 
members,  all  volunteers,  I  help  out 
where  I  can  be  of  some  use.  I  have 
chosen  to  work  in  the  Children's 
Department  on  the  fifth  floor 
which  had  been  established  by  the 
New  York  Chapter  of  Hadassah  in 
honor  of  Rose  L.  Halprin. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  work 
with  these  children  because  they 
are  so  responsive.  Often  an  infant 
will  be  crying  his  heart  out  for 
want  of  a  little  affection.  Take  him 
up  in  your  arms,  hold  him  on  your 
lap,  play  with  him  and  he  is  happy. 
For  the  time  being  you  are  his 
mother.  The  tragedy  comes  later, 
when  you  have  to  put  him  down 
again. 

But  to  get  back  to  little  Nasser. 
When  I  next  saw  him  he  was  a 
tiny,  feverish  bundle  on  a  cot  in 
the  post-operative  department  on 
the  sixth  floor.  It  was  three  days 
after  his  operation.  Both  his  par- 
ents had  come  from  Nazareth  to  be 
with  him.  The  father,  a  tall,  dark 
mustached  man  in  Arab  dress,  was 
pacing  the  six-cot  ward  impatient- 

iy- 

The  mother,  a  pleasant,  com- 
fortable looking  woman  of  about 
forty,  in  a  long  black  Arab  dress 
with  a  white  hospital  smock  over 
it,  and  a  black  kerchief  on  her  dark 
hair,  sat  on  a  chair  close  to  the 
child's  cot,  gazing  at  him  solicitous- 
ly. She  gave  me  a  warm,  friendly 
smile,  revealing  her  fine  strong 
teeth. 


As  neither  of  them  knew  any 
Hebrew,  we  spoke  through  an  in- 
terpreter, Nurse's  Aid  Ziona,  a  na- 
tive-born Israeli  whose  father  had 
come  from  Yemen. 

Little  Nasser  had  been  ailing 
since  birth,  the  father  said,  but  had 
grown  much  worse  of  late  and  the 
English  doctor  in  Nazareth  who 
had  been  attending  him,  recom- 
mended him  to  Hadassah. 

"How  do  you  feel  about  Hadas- 
sah?" I  asked  the  father.

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"So,  so,"  he  replied,  with  a  de- 
precating shrug.  He  had  been  wait- 
ing for  the  doctor  a  whole  houi 
and  he  had  not  come  yet,  he  said. 

I  took  it  upon  myself  to  mention 
this  to  the  Head-Nurse  on  my  way 
out  and  she  explained  that  this 
was  noi  the  time  for  the  doctor's 
visit.  He  had  been  there  once  in 
the  morning  and  was  not  due  again 
until  later  in  the  afternoon. 

I  went  down  to  the  fifth  floor  to 
see  "my  child,"  year-old  Shimon, 
who  was  recovering  from  a  severe 
case  of  pneumonia.  He  was  stand- 
ing up  in  his  crib  whimpering  piti- 
fully. His  parents  lived  in  Petach 
Iik\a!i  and  very  seldom  came  to 
see  him.  There  were  five  or  six 
other  children  at  home  and  his 
mother  had  no  time  or  inclination 
to  hold  him  in  her  arms.  He  had 
never  learned  to  smile.  He  recog- 
nized me  as  soon  as  he  saw  me  and 
stretched  his  arms  out  longingly. 


Two  days  later  I  came  back 
again  to  visit  little  Nasser.  He  was 
asleep.  Out  in  the  corridor  his 
mother  was  looking  out  ol  the  win- 
dow and  smoking  a  cigarette.  She 
smiled  her  warm  smile  and  emitt- 
ed a  How  of  words.  Ziona  was  not 
around  so  I  found  another  inter- 
preter, Mrs.  Tufik,  a  young  moth- 
er, who  had  come  here  from  Iraq 
1  en  years  ago.  Her  little  girl,  Osnat, 
not  quite  two,  had  fallen  on  her 
head  a  few  clays  earlier  and  was  at 
Hadassah  for  tests  and  observa- 
tions. 

"We  think  much  better  of  Ha- 
dassah now,"  little  Nasser's  moth- 
er volunteered.  "The  doctor  is  so 
good  and  kind."  She  kept  on  talk- 
ing, answering  questions  and  con- 
tinuing to  smile.  She  had  six  more 
children,  five  girls  and  a  boy,  she 
said,  also  a  mother-in-law,  all  liv- 
ing in  one  room.  Gesturing  with

GRANDPA'S  LAST  ERUV  YOM  KIPPUR 

By  David  L.  Baruch 


ll  was  noon  on  the  day  beiore 
Yom  Kippnr.  Grandpa,  then 
reaching  90,  had  invited  his  two 
out-of-town  sons,  who  were  visit- 
ing the  homestead  for  the  High 
Holy  Days,  to  bring  their  children 
for  a  noon  dinner.  The  sons,  Ben 
and  Hyman,  complied.  Grandma 
was  dead  by  that  time,  but  Grand- 
pa had  arranged  for  his  local 
daughter-in-law  to  prepare  the 
Erev  Yom  Kippur  meal.  It  was  in- 
deed a  festive  table  as  the  14  pre- 
sent including  eight  children 
ranging  in  ages  from  seven  to  not- 
quite-thirteen  —  gathered  for  that 
memorable  high,  High  Holiday 
dinner. 

Over  the  second  course,  the  rich 
chicken  soup,  Grandpa  answered 
the  first  of  the  questions  posed  not 
only  by  his  grandchildren,  but  in- 
deed, by  his  grown  sons:  Why  this 
feast? 

"There  are  two  reasons,"  Grand- 
pa answered  "and  you  may  take 
your  choice.  One  is  this.  You  eat 


a  great  meal  just  on  the  eve  of 
Yom  Kippur  so  that,  when  the 
fasting  is  on,  you  miss  food  and 
drink  more  than  ever.  In  that  way, 
the  good  Jew  heightens  the  ordeal 
he  is  about  to  face.  But  there  is 
another  reason  given  by  some  of 
the  Masters.  On  Yom  Kippur,  the 
Ten  Days  of  Awe  come  to  an  end. 
Each  Jew  knows  that,  by  tom- 
morrow's  twilight  —  at  the  end  of 
the  long  day  of  Yom  Kippur  pray 
ers  —  God  would  seal  his  fate.  The 
Jew,  therefore  faces  his  Maker 
early  —  with  confidence.  If  he  ate 
poorly  on  the  eve  of  Yom  Kippur, 
he  might  lead  one  to  think  he 
feared  the  morrow's  verdict.  But 
if  he  feasts  —  he  proves  that  he  is 
secure  in  the  knowledge  of  his 
own  rectitude  because  he  is  not  a 
sinner.  Therefore,  he  eats  heartily 
this  day." 

There  were  many  other  exposi 
tions  of  traditional  tales  as  the 
meal  proceeded.  But  it  was  when 
the  feast  was  done,  the  children

how  they  all  slept  —  one  next  to 
the  other,  the  third,  fourth  etc. 
with  hardly  any  space  between 
them.  They  were  poor  people,  she 
continued.  Her  husband  owned 
twenty  sheep.  He  could  not  afford 
the  trip  from  Nazareth  and  back 
very  often.  She  herself  had  not  left 
the  hospital  since  the  operation. 
Ai  night  a  folding  bed  was  brought 
in  for  her  to  sleep  on,  and  she 
bought  her  meals  from  the  cafeter- 
ia downstairs  which  is  run  by 
YA'AL  women. 

Nasser  awoke,  whimpered  petu- 
lantly, but  seeing  his  mother,  his 
pinched  little  face  lighted  up  in  a 
smile.  She  kissed  his  hand  passion- 
ately. Later  she  pulled  a  paper 
bag  out  of  the  little  white  bedside 
cupboard  and  offered  me  what  1 
thought  were  peanuts  or  seeds,  (the 
latter  a  great  favorite  here)  but 
what  turned  out  to  be  chickpeas, 
dry  and  very  hard.  I  took  a  few, 
but  could  hardly  chew  them.  The 
little  patient,  however,  stretched 
out  for  some,  put  them  in  his 
mouth  and  chewed,  as  though  they 
were  part  of  his  daily  diet. 

On  Thursday  of  the  same  week 
I  saw  him  again.  He  was  no  longer 
in  his  cot,  but  sitting  on  his  moth- 
er's lap  eating  a  piece  of  roll.  He 
did  not  seem  to  be  in  pain.  He 
smiled  at  me  and  when  I  squeezed 
a  little  rubber  toy  donkey  close  to 
his  face,  he  laughed  gleefully.  His 
mother  took  him  out  into  the  sun- 
ny corridor  to  have  his  picture 
taken. 

"He  is  much  better,"  I  said.  "He 
will  soon  be  well." 

"Yes,  he  is  much  better,"  she 
smiled.  'I  am  thankful  for  every- 
thing," and  with  her  fingers  she 
touched  the  floor,  her  mouth  and 
forehead  in  a  gesture  of  gratitude. 

On  Friday  the  father  came  to 
take  him  home.  He  was  all  smiles 
and  was  willing  to  pose  for  his 
picture.  "How  do  you  feel  about 
Hadassah  now?"  I  asked  him,  "and 
about  the  doctor?"  With  the  same 
indifferent  shrug  he  again  replied, 
"So,  so,"  and  added,  "Allah  alone 
is  the  doctor."

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Mixed  Marriages  -  No  Easy  Answer

To  sum  it  up:  Orthodox  rabbis 
never  do  it.  Conservative  rabbis 
rarely  do  it.  Reform  rabbis  do  it 
pretty  frequently. 

Do  what?  Perform  marriages  in 
which  one  of  the  partners  is  not 
a  Jew  and  —  at  that  particular  oc- 
casion at  least  —  has  no  intention 
whatever  of  becoming  one. 

But  to  assume  from  this  capsule 
generalization  that  Reform  rabbis 
do  not  have  profound  differences 
in  the  issue  -  and  even  pangs  of 
personal  and  rabbinical  guilt  — 
is  to  be  gravely  in  error. 

A  striking  insight  into  some  of 
these  qualms  and  conflicts  emer- 
ges from  a  report  by  Rabbi  Ber- 
nard J.  Bamberger,  who  may  be 
properly  described  as  one  of  the 
elder  statesmen  of  American  Re- 
form, Terming  his  views  "Some 
Reflections  on  a  Debate,"  he  em- 
phasized that  he  simply  wanted  to 
"state  some  considerations"  which 
he  felt  might  be  helpful  to  any 
future  research  and  discussion  on 
the  problem  in  the  ranks  of  the 
Reform  rabbinical  association,  the 
Central  Conference  of  American 
Rabbis.  His  comments,  dealing 
with  a  debate  on  the  question  at 
the  1961  CCAR  convention,  ap- 
peared in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
CCAR  Journal. 

There  is  on  record  a  1909 
CCAR  resolution  which  is  still  the 
official  CCAR  position.  This  says, 
first,  that  such  marriages  are  con-

trary  to  Jewish  tradition  and,  sec- 
ond, that  they  should  be  discour- 
aged by  the  American  rabbinate. 

The  formula  has  proved  not  to 
be  very  helpful,  according  to  Rab- 
bi Bamberger  who  feels  that  the 
American  Jewish  community  as  a 
whole  seeks  to  discourage  mixed 
marriages,  that  almost  no  one  ad- 
vocates such  marriages  on  prin- 
ciple but  that  "opposition  in  gene- 
ral does  not  prevent  marriages  in 
particular." 

He  also  notes  that  "we  rabbis, 
together  with  the  lay  leaders  of 
American  Jewry,  have  been  foster- 
ing conditions  that  lead  to  inter- 
marriage." The  Jewish  struggle 
against  discrimination  in  housing, 
education  and  employment  and 
activity  for  interfaith  goodwill  has 
had  considerable  success  and  one 
of  the  consequences  has  been 
more  meetings  of  young  with  non-

In  a  skeptical  age,  it  is  fashion- 
able to  probe  motivations  and 
thus  to  "prove"  that  mother  love 
is  "merely"  a  socialized  form  of 
selfishness  and  that  community 
service  is  "only"  an  outward  di- 
rected form  of  ego  gratification. 

One  of  the  few  forms  of  such 
examples  of  human  achievement 
which  remain  beyond  the  reach 
of  the  minimizers  —  scientific  or 
otherwise  —  is  courage.  Sheer,  bull- 
dog determination  in  the  face  of 
overwhelming  opposition  and  ad- 
versity continues  to  stir  awe  and 
admiration. 

If  this  is  true  for  adult  behavior, 
it  is  surely  much  more  true  for 
children  and,  among  these,  few 
perhaps  can  match  the  achieve- 
ment of  the  blind  Jewish  child 
who  pulls  himself  above  his  crip- 
pling handicap  to  acquire  the  Jew- 
ish lore  which  makes  him  —  or 
her  —  a  Jew,  rather  than  only  a 
child  born  to  Jewish  parents. 

There  are  some  700  blind  Jew- 
ish children  in  the  United  States. 
Not  all  of  them  get  the  help  they 
need  to  become  members  of  the 
Jewish  community.  Yet  despite 
what  seem  insurmountable  hand-

icaps,  about  80  blind  boys  have 
become  Bar  Mitzvah  and  12  girls 
Bas  Mitzvah  since  an  organized 
effort  was  started  in  1955  to  re- 
claim them  for  Jewry. 

Their  handicaps  are  unfortuna- 
tely not  restricted  to  their  sight- 
lessness. The  blind  child  often  is 
a  rejected  child  whose  parents  pro- 
ject on  their  afflicted  child  their 
own  guilt  feelings  for  having 
brought  into  the  world  and  into 
their  homes  a  defective  human 
being.  Because  the  child  is  a  per- 
petual reminder  of  "guilt,"  he  is 
frequently  shunted  away  from  the 
family  into  a  residential  school 
for  the  blind. 

In  many  cases,  even  while  he  is 
at  home,  the  blind  child  begins 
to  feel  his  isolation  and  ostracism 
from  both  his  own  family  and  the 
general  community.  All  too  often, 
he  responds  by  withdrawal  from 
and  rejection  of  the  ethnic  and 
religious  group  into  which  he  has 
been  born  but  which  he  feels  has 
rejected  him.  Many  such  children 
never  have  any  contact  with  Jud- 
aism, particularly  if  their  parents 
have  no  Jewish  affiliation. 

Nor  —  in  the  past  —  did  the 
tragedy  always  end  at  that  point. 
If  the  parents  were  determined 
that  their  child  should  be  a  part  of 
Jewry,  the  child  faced  rejection  by 
the  local  Jewish  religious  school. 
The  reasons  were  understandable, 
if  disheartening.  Even  if  the  child 
could  learn  to  read  Braille,  how 
was  he  to  be  fitted  into  a  class  of 
children  with  sight  in  a  Jewish 
religious  school? 

Such  was  the  situation  when  an 
effort  was  started,  some  eight 
years  ago,  to  reach  such  children 
by  the  agency  set  up  by  the  Jewish 
community  to  help  them  and  old- 
er blind  Jews  -  the  Jewish  Braille

Institute  of  America.  The  battle 
first  had  to  be  won  at  the  closed 
doors  of  the  Jewish  religious 
school.  Proof  of  the  victory  is  the 
fact  that  of  the  300  children  being 
helped,  more  than  130  are  now 
attending  such  schools.  Since  the 
program  was  started,  more  than 
300  have  attended  such  schools  or 
have  been  taught  in  an  institute 
for  the  blind  in  various  parts  of 
the  United  States. 

In  metropolitan  New  York, 
children  are  taught  by  a  Hebrew 
Braille  teacher  at  the  Jewish  Brail- 
le Institute  or  by  a  field  teacher 
sent  by  the  Institute  to  the  child's 
home.  Once  the  child  knows  He- 
brew Braille;  he  is  ready  to  be 
integrated  into  his  own  religious 
school  with  sighted  child- 
ren. The  Institute  provides,  the 
child  with  all  Hebrew  and  English 
religious  textbooks  in  Braille. 

Outside  of  the  major  urban 
centers,  children  are  taught  He- 
brew Braille  by  correspondence, 
which  is  the  way  Douglas  Mandel 
of  West  Los  Angeles  and  Mark 
Grenley  of  Tacoma,  Washington, 
began  training  for  their  Bar  Mitz- 
vah  which  they  became  in  1962. 
At  Institutes  for  the  Blind  where 
the  child  is  living  and  cannot  be 
integrated  into  an  afternoon  re- 
ligious school,  Hebrew  Braille  and 
Hebrew  grammar  are  given  to 
these  children  on  the  premises.  Of 
the  300  children  who  have  been 
helped  about  200  have  been  inte- 
grated into  their  own  religious 
schools  and  about  100  have  receiv- 
ed released  time  instruction  in 
institutes  for  the  blind,  as  well  as 
Hebrew  Braille  and  Hebrew  train- 
ing under  auspices  of  the  Jewish 
Braille  Institute. 

These  institutes  are  all  non- 
sectarian  and  the  Jewish  child  is 
not  of  course  prepared  by  them 
for  Bar  Mitzvah.  Once  the  child 
knows  Hebrew  Braille  and  can 
read  Hebrew,  materials  are  made 
available  to  him  and  arrangements 
are  made  through  the  Jewish 
Braille  Institute  for  a  rabbi  in  his 
community  to  prepare  him. 
Among  institutes  for  the  blind 
where  the  Jewish  Braille  Institute 
provides  such  assistance  are  the 
Perkins  Institute  for  the  Blind  in 
Watertown,  Mass.;  the  New  York 
Institute  for  the  Education  of  the 
Blind  in  the  Bronx;  the  Over- 
brook  School  for  the  Blind  in 
Elkins  Park,  Pa.;  The  Royer- 
Greaves  School  for  the  blind  men-

ler  spent  most  of  his  life  in  Phil- 
adelphia, commuting  between  that 
city  and  New  York  for  nearly  two 
generations  in  pursuit  of  his  wide- 
ranging  or  anizational,  cultural, 
religious  and  educational  activi- 
ties. 

A  promising  career  as  a  teacher 
and  Semitic  scholar  took  an  un- 
expected turn  for  Dr.  Adler  when 
he  was  appointed  assistant  curator 
at  the  National  Museum  in  Wash- 
ington, more  popularly  known  as 
the  Smithsonian  Institution.  Here 
he  formed  a  life-long  friendship 
with  the  Museum's  director,  Sam- 
uel P.  Langley,  aviation  pioneer. 
Here  he  helped  enlarge  the  Mus- 
eum and  added  to  it  sections  on 
Oriental  antiquities  and  religious 
ceremonial  objects.  Here  he  be- 
came an  international  authority 
on  the  place  of  religion  in  nation- 
al exhibits.  Later,  as  the  trusted 
adviser  of  the  principal  Jewish 
leaders  of  his  time,  and  as  an  ad- 
ministrator, organizer,  creator, 
educator,  bibliophile  and  scholar, 
he  was  without  a  peer  in  the  Jew- 
ish world. 

Much  of  Dr.  Adler's  unique 
career  is  part  of  the  history  of  the 
American  Jewish  community  but 
its  beginning  had  its  origin  in  the 
Philadelphia  YM-YWHA.  While 
Dr.  Adler  was  attending  high 
school,  he  was  an  active  member 
of  the  Y,  which  had  been  opened 
in  1875  under  the  leadership  of 
his  uncle,  Mayer  Sulzberger.  A 
young  medical  student  was  sup- 
porting himself  as  librarian  of 
the  new  YMHA  but  when  evening 
classes  and  lectures  took  him  away 
from  his  job,  Adler  and  some  other 
youngsters  in  the  Y  volunteered  to 
pinch-hit.  The  most  important  as- 
set of  the  Y  library  was  the  famous 
Judiaca  collection  of  Rabbi  Isaac 
Leeser,  which  had  been  deposited 
in  the  Y  by  the  executors  of  the 
Leeser  estate. 

Having  little  to  do  evenings  at 
the  Y  library,  Adler  got  the  idea 
of  cataloguing  the  Lesser  collect- 
ion, then  one  of  the  best  Hebrew 
libraries  in  America.  With  neither 
experience  nor  guidance  in  this 
field  Dr.  Adler  did  such  a  credi- 
table job  that  his  uncle  ultimately 
published  the  catalogue  Adler  had 
compiled.  This  aroused  Adler's 
interest  in  Judaica  biblographies

Can  They  Resuscitate  The  Jewish

If  it  is  true,  as  Dr.  Sigmund 
Freud  said,  that  there  is  no  other 
people  "that  makes  so  merry  un- 
reservedly over  its  own  shortcom- 
ings" as  does  the  Jewish  people, 
we  must  begin  to  ask  ourselves: 
what  has  happened  to  Jewish 
humor  since  it  became  necessary 
to  translate  a  Jewish  joke? 

Everybody  loves  a  good  story, 
and  if  it  is  a  Yiddish  jest  or  pun, 
even  if  it  is  a  chestnut,  it  is  cer- 
tain to  draw  a  laugh. 

But  when  it  becomes  necessary 
to  translate  the  Yiddish  joke,  it 


loses  its  value  even  if  it  continues 
to  inspire  laughter. 

Which  raises  the  challenging 
question  was  the  tribute  to  our 
sense  of  humor  by  Freud  limited 
to  the  Yiddishists,  or  can  the  fine 
quality  of  telling  a  story  well  and 
enjoying  it  heartily  be  resuscitated 
even  by  the  English-speaking  Jew? 

There  is  a  wealth  of  Jewish 
humor.  It  is  to  be  found  in  the 
Bible  and  the  Talmud,  and  even 
in  the  dark  Middle  Ages  Jewish 
writers  punned,  resorted  to  satire,

Jewish  Legion  which  helped 
General  Allenby  liberate  Pale- 
stine from  the  Turks.  Together 
in  1918  they  jointly  authored  a 
book  called  "Ertz-Israel— Past 
and  Present."  Little  did  the  two 
of  them  realize  that  in  the  near 
future  they  themselves  would  be 
part  of  the  history  of  that  country. 

Although  born  Isaac  Shimshe- 
levitch,  following  the  incarcera- 
tion of  his  family  in  Siberia,  he 
took  the  pseudonym  Itzhak  Ben- 
Zvi  to  escape  detection  when  he 
fled  to  Palestine  in  1907.  Later  he 
adopted  the  name  permanently 
and  when  he  became  the  second 
President  of  Israel  in  1 952,  his  old 
father  was  on  hand  for  the  cere- 
monies. 

Israel  will  miss  Ben-Zvi  badly. 
Although  as  President  his  office 
was  mostly  symbolic,  he  was  him- 
self symbolic  of  the  highest  ideals 
of  the  state,  rising  above  party 
factionalism  to  become  the  presi- 
dent of  all  the  people. 

Necessity  often  makes  giants  of 
men,  and  the  old  pogrom-ridden 
generation  of  pioneers  who  for- 
sook their  homes  and  known 
way  of  life  to  try  to  carve 
out  a  new  land  were  giants  among 
giants.  Itzhak  Ben-Zvi  was  one  of 
this  breed,  combining  steely 
determination  tempered  with  the 
gentle  spirit  of  a  scholar.  With 
his  wife,  Rachel,  they  lived  most 
of  their  lives  in  a  tar-papered 
shack  and  when  the  Knesset  re- 
cently voted  him  a  salary  increase 
to  $6000  a  year,  he  donated  half 
of  it  back  to  research— his  second 
lovQ.  Most  of  his  estate  will  go  to 
the  Research  Institute  of  the  He- 
brew University. 

In  1958  Ben-Zvi  wrote  a  history 
of  the  Jews  entitled  "The  Exiled 
and  the  Redeemed."  It  might  well 
serve  as  a  title  for  his  own  bio- 
graphy. 


Israel's  knesset  has  approved  the 
first  draft  of  a  bill  that  would  to- 
tally abolish  the  time  limit  —  now 
twenty  years  —  for  prosecuting 
Nazi  collaborators.  The  bill  had 
the  backing  of  Minister  of  Justice 
Dov  Joseph.  There  is  no  statute 
of  limitations  in  Israel  with  re- 
spect to  the  commision  of  major 
Nazi  crimes.

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A  Special  Kind  of  Rabbi

To  the  layman  there  is  some- 
thing esoteric  about  the  member 
of  a  profession.  When  people  think 
of  the  doctor,  the  lawyer,  or  the 
clergyman  on  more  than  a  casual 
basis,  they  are  likely  to  speculate 
on  his  training,  his  experience, 
the  pattern  of  his  life,  his  profes- 
sional motivation  and  the  rewards 
involved.  Jews,  even  when  they 
know  rabbis  well  (and  even 
when  they  are  quite  critical  of 
their  spiritual  leaders,  as  they  are 
on  occasion)  are  still  laymen  in 
their  relationship  to  the  rabbi.  As 
in  other  groups,  so  among  Jews, 
"men  of  the  cloth"  are,  somehow, 
set  apart. 

If  this  be  true  of  pulpit  or  con- 
gregational rabbis,  it  is  all  the 
more  true  of  the  rabbi-in-uniform 
the  Jewish  chaplain.  Except  foi 
the  very  considerable  number  of 
American  jews  who,  by  reason  of 
their  own  military  service  or  that 
of  som-?  member  of  their  family, 
have  had  personal  contacts  with 
a  chaplain,  the  Jewish  chaplain 
remains  something  of  an  un- 
known. This  is  so  even  though 
the  Jewish  military  chaplaincy  in 
America  is  more  than  a  hundred 
years  old  and,  by  now,  has  been 
described  in  numerous  sermons, 
articles,  and  books  —  even  in  films 
and  film-strips.  About  700  pulpit 
rabbis  in  America  are  former 
chaplains  and  still  all  too  many 
Jews  have  only  hazy  notions  of  the

chaplaincy  as  a  religious  force  in 
this  country. 

Part  of  this  sense  of  unfamilar- 
ity  with  the  Jewish  chaplain  re- 
sults from  the  fact  that  his  profes- 
sion is  a  specialization  within  the 
rabbinate  —  one  which,  in  the 
nature  of  things,  fragmentizes  it- 
self into  a  surprising  number  of 
categories.

servative  or  Reform.  Unlike  his 
colleagues  in  the  pulpit,  however, 
he  generally  relates  himself  to  one 
particular  department  of  the  fed- 
eral government:  to  the  Air  Force, 
Army,  Navy,  Veterans  Administra- 
tion, or  even  to  the  Public  Health 
Service.  In  the  military  branches, 
the  chaplain  on  active  duty  can 
be  stationed  either  overseas  or  at 
a  domestic  installation.  The  rabbi 
is  then  the  only  man,  among  the 
thousands  at  the  post  or  base,  who 
wears  the  Jewish  insignia,  the  tab- 
lets of  the  law  and  the  Star  of 
David.  Even  in  the  United  States, 
his  nearest  rabbinic  colleague  may 
be  as  much  as  a  hundred  miles 
away.  Overseas,  it  is  not  unusual 
for  a  Jewish  chaplain  to  be  the 
sole  rabbi  (or  the  only  English- 
speaking  rabbi)  in  the  entire 
country  —  as  in  Spain,  Turkey,  or 
Korea.  Of  course,  such  isolation  is 
not  universal. 

We  have  been  discussing  Jew- 
ish full-time  chaplains.  In  terms 
of  their  commitments,  such  chap- 
lains may  be  further  categorized. 
There  are  career  men,  either  in 
regular  service  or  in  Reserve  sta- 
tus on  extend  active  duty,  and 
there  are  short-term  (two  to  four- 
year)  chaplains.  Career  chaplains 
generally  serve  for  twenty  years. 
Short-term  men  are,  most  often, 
newly-ordained,  young  rabbis  who 
have  been  urged  by  their  rabbini- 
cal groups  to  enter  service  in  order 
that  the  Jewish  community  may 
meet  its  responsibility  to  the  Arm- 
ed Forces  of  our  country.  They 
seldom  serve  longer  than  three 
years. 

Apart  from  full-time  chaplains, 
there  is  a  very  important  group  of 
Jewish  part-time  chaplains  These 
chaplains  are  civilian  rabbis  who 
voluntarily  offer  to  serve  at  mili- 
tary installations  or  at  V.  A.  hos- 
pitals in  their  areas  —  where  they 
are  needed.  Some  of  these  Rabbis 
conduct  regular  religious  services 
at  the  government  installation  one 
or  more  times  each  week,  in  addi- 
tion to  their  congregational  pro- 
grams. Ohers  follow  less  demand- 
ing schedules:  they  may  visit  no 
more  often  than  once  a  month  or 
onlv  before  one  of  the  major  Jew- 
ish holidays.  They  are,  however, 
alwavs  available  in  a  time  of  emer- 
gency —  in  case  of  a  sudden  illness 
or  death. 

Eor  the  sake  of  completeness, 
we  note  here  the  existence  of  a 
rather  larger  group  of  Jewish  Re-

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SECULARISM  AND  RELIGION 

A  Yeshava  College  Student 
Poses  The  Problem

Every  student  who  enters  this     the  student  to 


institution  is  aware  that  he  will 
face  difficulties  arising  from  the 
dual  program  of  studies.  However, 
the  exact  nature  of  these  difficul- 
ties is  never  clearly  defined  on  a 
formal  basis,  and  it  is  only  after 
four  years  of  bitter  experience 
that  the  individual  can  begin  to 
crystallize  his  reactions  into  a  co- 
herent view  of  the  problem.  Un- 
fortunately, by  then  it  is  too  late. 
The  first  difficulty,  therefore,  is 
that  one  does  not  initially  under- 
stand the  problem. 

In  a  curriculum  which  subjects 


secular  and  reli- 
gious ideas  simultaneously  it 
seems  clear  that  intellectual  con- 
I  liits  will  arise.  It  seems  inevitable 
that  both  in  the  humanities  and 
the  sciences  the  student  will  en- 
counter concepts  which  are  con- 
trary to  what  he  has  come  to  ac- 
cept as  an  orthodox  Jew.  It  is  the 
sciences  however,  which  have  re- 
ceived the  greater  notoriety  as  an 
organized  inquiry  whose  conclu- 
sions are  often  diametric  to  Jew- 
ish belief.  It  is  significant  that

(Concluded  from  Page  6) 
fear  of  God  be  as  great  as  your 
fear  of  man;  as  you  avoid  sin  be- 
fore man  so  avoid  it  also  before 
God." 

And  I  hand  011  to  the  minds  of 
my  readers  some  more  of  the  wis- 
dom of  Talmud  ...  as  a  Rosh  Has- 
honah  gift  in  the  hope  that  they'll 
all  treasure  it  in  their  heads 
through  the  coming  years.  Yes, 
Talmud  is  saying:  ."He  who  gives 
charity  in  secret  is  greater  even 
than  Moses.  Honor  the  children  of 
(he  poor  that  they  may  devote 
themselves  to  the  pursuit  of  learn- 
ing. Let  the  honor  of  thy  neighbor 
be  to  thee  as  thine  own.  Rather 
let  them  cast  thee  into  a  fiery  fur- 
nace than  to  put  any  one  to  shame 
publicly." 

Talmud  isn't  saying  this  to  us 
just  for  Rosh  Hashonah,  but 
rather  for  each  day  of  our  lives.  It 
goes  on  to  tell  us  "There  are  three 
crowns;  the  crown  of  the  law,  of 
the  priesthood  and  of  royalty;  but 
the  crown  of  a  good  name  excels 
them  all.  Iron  breaks  stone,  fire 
melts  iron,  water  extinguishes  fire 
.  .  .  fear  unmans  man,  and  death 
conquers  all,  even  sleep,  but  Solo- 
mo:  1  1  he  wise  says:  How  can  you 
escape  sin?  By  being  mindful  of 
three  things:  whence  thou  comest 
whither  thou  goest  and  to  whom 
thou  must  give  account  for  all 
thy  deed:  To  the  King  of  kings, 
the  All  Holy,  praised  be  he." 

And  as  we  start  the  new  year, 
we  may  be  wondering  what  will 
become  of  our  lives  through  the 
coming  months  and  years  .  .  and 
how  to  keep  on  living,  maybe 
after  we're  buried.  Talmud  has 
the  answer.  "Four  shall  not  enter 
Paradise:  The  scoffer,  the  liar, 
the  hypocrite  and  the  slanderer. 
To  slander  is  to  murder." 

Toward  the  new  year  and  how 
to  behave  through  it,  Talmud 
tells  me:  "There  is  a  great  dif- 
ference between  him  who  is  as- 
shamed  before  his  own  self  and 
him  who  is  ashamed  only  before 
others.  It  speaks  well  for  a  man  if 
he  have  a  keen  sense  of  shame. 
Contrition  in  the  heart  is  better 
far  than  much  torturing  of  the 
flesh.  He  who  humiliates  himself 
will  be  lifted  up;  he  who  exalts 
himself  will  be  humiliated:  Hon- 
or avoids  him  who  seeks  honor; 
honor  comes  to  him  who  shuns 
honor."

melodies  of  our  liturgy,  to  hear  the  sermons?  I  have  already 
answered  my  own  question:  obviously  it  is  not  enough.  Yet, 
most  of  us  are  content  to  follow  no  other  prgram.  We  come  to 
the  synagogue,  we  go  home,  we  derive  some  inspiration,  cer- 
tainly: but  we  are  the  same.  The  High  Holydays  for  most  of 
us  are  part  of  the  annual  cycle  of  living.  Each  year  at  a  certain 
lime  we  must  pay  our  taxes,  or  we  must  clean  the  house,  or  we 
must  go  lo  the  doctor's  for  an  examination.  In  so  doing  we 
have  achieved  something  important;  btit.  still,  next  year  we 
shall  again  have  to  pay  our  taxes,  clean  the  house,  and  seek 
another  examination.  We  have  followed  a  program  of  main- 
tenance and  nothing  more.  For  many  of  tis  Rosh  Hashana  and 
Yom  Kippur  are  merely  part  of  our  annual  schedule  of  things 
to  do  and  to  repeal  from  year  to  year. 

In  contrast,  when  we  register  a  child  in  school  each  year, 
we  are  not  merely  providing  for  maintenance.  When  we  do  so 
we  expect  the  c  hild  to  be  different  at  the  end  of  the  year  from 
what  he  was  at  the  beginning.  He  will  have  learned  something; 
he  will  have  changed.  Registration  is  merely  the  beginning  of 
a  year-long  process  which,  if  successful,  will  prove  of  lasting 
value  to  the  child. 

Then  let  us  look  at  the  High  Holydays  as  a  sort  of  regis- 
tration, as  an  opening  to  a  year  in  which  we  shall  learn  and 
change.  Let  us  come  to  the  synagogue  with  the  expectation  that 
we  are  beginning  something  that  it  will  take  a  year  to  finish. 
Let  us  take  from  these  days  the  inspiration  that  will  guide  our 
actions  every  clay  throughout  the  year,  so  that  next  Rosh 
Hashana  we  shall  be  different  —  better  —  for  the  experience.

serve  chaplains.  Ready  Reservists 
generally  serve  with  a  training 
group  through  the  year  and  also 
take  two  weeks  of  summer  train- 
ing. Others  are  in  stand-by  Re- 
serve available  only  in  case  of  an 
all-out  national  emergency.  An- 
other group  of  Reservists  are  those 
still  in  their  seminaries.  In  effect, 
they  are  chaplains  in  training. 

There  is  no  need  for  anyone  not 
professionally  involved  in  chap- 
laincy work  to  be  familiar  with 
these  numerous  categories  of  Jew- 
ish chaplains.  It  is  well  for  all 
knowledgeable  Jews  to  be  aware 
of  the  fact  that  the  responsibilities 
and  military  commitments  of 
chaplains  do  differ  markedly. 
These  differences  are,  however, 
far  less  significant  than  the  sin- 
gle basic  unifying  purpose  to 
which  all  Jewish  chaplains  are  de- 
dicated —  serving  the  religious 
needs  of  their  fellow  Jews. 

To  this  end,  Jewish  chaplains 
in  war  and  peace  have  endured 
privation,  have  accepted  separa- 
tion from  their  loved  ones,  have 
suffered  wound,  and  have  met 
death.  Wherever  Jewish  service- 
men and  their  dependents  are 
found,  rabbis  are  at  their  side- 
to  preach,  to  teach,  to  pray,  to 
counsel  to  serve.  The  American 
rabbinate  encourages  them.  The 
seminaries  train  them.  The  Nat- 
ional Jewish  Welfare  Board, 
through  its  Commisson  of  Jewish 
Chaplaincy  to  begin  with,  screens 


their  credentials  and  giants  them 
the  Government-required  eccles- 
istical  endorsement.  Then  it  helps 
to  train  them  and  supplies  them 
with  much  of  the  religious  mat- 
erials, the  program  suggestions, 
the  literature  and  the  professional 
guidance  which  they  require  in 
order  to  serve  their  fellow-Jews 
with  maximum  effectiveness.  The 
real  the  essential  service  is,  how- 
ever, rendered  by  the  Jewish  chap- 
Iain,  in  his  several  categories,  and 
to  him  American  Jewry  is  deeply 
and  lastingly  indebted.

ificant  because  it  reveals  a  super- 
ficial understanding  of  both  reli- 
gion and  science. 

Any  student  of  science  who  has 
delved  into  the  implications  of 
his  textbook  knowledge  realizes 
that  science  is  entirely  postulation- 
al.  It  seeks  to  explain  phenomena 
and  it  does  so  by  direct  observa- 
tion. Observation  leads  to  theory. 
It  is  at  this  stage  that  science  ren- 
ders its  chief  contribution  to  hu- 
man understanding.  The  scientist 
develop  theory  not  only  to  ex- 
plain what  he  has  seen  but  also 
to  predict  phenomena  which  he 
hopes  to  observe  in  the  future.  His 
theory  is  valid  only  if  confirmed 
experimentally,  and  even  then  the 
word  valid  implies  only  a  postula- 
tional  truth.  Given  a  set  of  post- 
ulates and  a  set  of  observations 
one  has  a  scientific  validity.  There 
may   be   other   postulates  which

would  serve  equally  well  and 
other  observations  which  would 
voilate  all  posulates.  Scientific  in- 
vestigation is  a  passive  inquiry.  It 
seeks  to  put  together  a  vast  jigsaw 
puzzle,  it  has  no  interest  as  to  who 
created  the  puzzle  and  no  delu- 
sions that  it  can  reshape  any  of 
the  pieces.  This  is  the  basic  chara- 
cteristic of  science  but  unfortuna- 
tely it  is  not  the  basic  character- 
istic of  scientists, 

If  one  uses  the  word  truth  with 
regard  to  scientific  validity  then 
it  is  necessary  to  use  the  word 
absolute  truth  with  regard  to  re- 
ligion. Religion  has  no  validities, 
no  logic,  no  empirical  confirma- 
iion,  and  above  all  no  mutability. 
This  statement  has  to  be  well  un- 
derstood. Religion  does  not  rest 
on  any  of  these  qualities.  It  rests 
on  pure  faith.  The  Jew  accepts 
his  religion  "in  toto."  If  he  could 
not  rationalize  even  one  command- 
ment he  would  still  accept  it  with- 
out any  reservations.  One  of  the 
most  beautiful  and  human  facets 
of  the  Torah  is  that  it  encourages 
a  scientific  type  of  approach.  It

But 
the  S.  S.  Aryan  brutes  tore  the 
youngsters  away,  even  while  rip- 
ping her  clothes  from  her  slim 
body  and  laughingly  commenting 
on  the  ripe  morsel  for  their  lust 
in  their  clutches. 

She  knew  what  happened  to  her 
children.  She  even  smelled  the 
acrid  stench  of  their  burning  bod- 
ies in  the  smoke  that  rose  from 
the  crematoria  in  the  death  camp 
of  Maidanek,  or  was  it  Oswiecim. 
It  didn't  matter  any  more  where. 
All  this  was  either  in  1943  or  or 
1944. 

What  disturbed  Miriam,  almost 
too  often  these  days,  was  the  my- 
stery of  the  disappearance  of  Alek, 
her  first  husband.  She  awoke  one 
morning  in  their  one  room  in  the 
ghetto,  crowded  with  a  score  of 
other  Jewish  men,  women  and 
children  to  find  Alek  gone,  and 
with  him  her  palton,  the  only 
garment  they  had  been  able  to 
keep  from  their  nazi  captors  ex- 
cepting that  which  they  had  on 
their  bodies.

American  Jews  are  today  over- 
whelming an  affluent  middle 
class.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  poor 
Jew  in  America,  while  he  no 
doubt  exists,  is  in  the  minority 
in  U.  S.  Jewry.  Nearly  all  Ameri- 
can Jews  outside  of  New  York 
suburbs,  have  private  cars,  own 
fairly  expensive  homes,  and  send 
their  sons  and  daughters  to  col- 
lege- In  Israel,  where  you  have  to 
pay  for  secondary  schooling,  most 
parents  can't  even  afford  to  send 
their  children  through  high 
school. 

From  all  the  above  irrefutable 
facts  and  statistics  it  should  al- 
ready be  evident  that  it  is  no  easy 
matter  to  give  a  simple  answer  to 
the  question  as  to  how  much  or 
how  little  Israel  understands 
American  Jewry.

from  Eastern  Europe  and  mixes  a 
great  deal  of  Yiddish  with  its 
English.  The  Orthodox  Israeli 
will  find  a  common  bond  with  the 
Orthodox  American  Jew  but  will 
find  ii  harder  to  understand  the 
American  Jew  who  is  not  Ortho- 
dox. The  middle-class  Israeli

the  Yeshiva  student  is  simply  that 
his  problem  does  not  lie  in  this 
direction. 

Is  an  orthodox  Jew  justified  in 
studying  secular  subjects?  This 
question  poses  two  problems:  is 
the  acceptance  of  secular  ideas 
contrary  to  religious  belief  and  is 
the  Jew  fulfilling  his  religious  des- 
tiny through  the  study  of  secular 
ideas? 

In  view  of  the  previous  argu- 
ment the  answer  to  the  first  ques- 
tion is  an  emphatic  no.  The  ac- 
ceptance of  secular  ideas  is  not 
contrary  to  religious  belief.  The 
second  question,  however,  pre- 
sents a  very  serious  and  basic  pro- 
blem. Its  answer  requires  an  un- 
ambiguous definition  of  Jewish 
destiny  whose  only  basis  is  a  Torah 
which  is  accepted  purely  on  a 
principle  of  faith.  This  is  the  Jew's 
most  difficult  task  for  it  requires 
a  working  relationship  between 
the  human  and  the  divine.  The 
fufillment  of  a  divine  purpose 
by  a  mortal  is  the  one  and  only 
approach  the  Jew  can  make  to  the 
divine.  By  its  very  nature  it  is  the 
most  difficult  approach,  and  the 
Jew  is  the  only  person  ever  to 
undertake  its  fulfillment. 

I  do  not  propose  to  answer  this 
question  because  I  cannot.  I  do 
not  believe  that  every  student  at 
Yeshiva  College  has  resolved  this 
question.  I  believe  that  he  merely 
hasn't  thought  about  it  very  much. 
He  regards  his  efforts  as  a  courag- 
eous undertaking  to  resolve  the 
conflict  between  Torah  and  Mad- 
ah,  a  conflict  which  does  not  exist 
and  whose  nonexistence  renders 
empty  the  entire  concept  of  a 
synthesis. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  founders 
of  this  institution  believe  that  the 
Jew  cannot  survive  in  society 
today  wihout  a  secular  education. 
It  is  by  no  means  obvious  that 
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they  have  resolved  the  question 
of  Jewish  destiny.  This  in  itself 
is  no  disgrace.  It  is  inane  however, 
to  create  a  concept  of  synthesis  bet-

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ween  intellectual  forces  which  do 
not  conflict.  Synthesis  is  not  an 
intellectual  concept.  It  does  not 
resolve  Judaism  with  secular  dog- 
ma. It  is  merely  a  practical  effort 
to  condition  the  Jew  to  live  in  the 
society  which  secular  dogma  has 
produced.  The  distinction  bet- 
ween dogma  and  practice  does  not 
exist  in  Judaism  as  it  does  else- 
where. It  is  this  very  distinction 
which  Yeshiva  University  is  creat- 
ing. The  Jew's  daily  life  is  his 
religion.  If  he  accepts  secular 
ideas  they  will  not  conflict  with 
his  religious  beliefs,  but  the  very 
act  of  studying  secular  ideas  pre- 
sents the  question  of  whether  such 
an  undertaking  violates  the  prac- 
tical way  of  life  that  a  Jew  must 
follow. 

In  lieu  of  an  answer  to  this 
question  the  Yeshiva  College  stu- 
dent must  content  himself  with 
trying  to  accomplish  two  things 
at  the  same  time  under  circum- 
stances which  are  hardly  conduc- 
ive to  such  an  achievement.

general  environments  of  the 
Israeli  and  the  American  Jewish 
populations  —  and  ignore,  or  at 
least  not  notice  too  closely,  the 
various  trees  —  the  different  com- 
munities, generations  and  individ- 
uals —  of  which  they  are  compos- 
ed. While  varied  histories  and 
varied  cultural  traditions  serve  to 
keep  communities  separate,  parti- 
cularly if  they  are  immigrant 
communities,  a  common  geo 
graphy  living  in  the  same  terri- 
tory, under  the  same  government, 
a  common  cultural  and  economic 
set-up,  serves  on  the  contrary  as  a 
unifying  force.  Thus  one  can 
speak,  if  only  in  a  limited  sense 
of  such  an  entity  as  American 
Jewry,  and  even  more  so,  of  an 
Israeli  Jewry.  In  both  cases  there 
is  a  common  environment,  a  pre- 
sent sharing  of  conditions  and 
circumstances  by  the  entire  pop- 
ulation, which  influences  the 
thinking  and  feeling  of  that  pop- 
ulation no  matter  how  different 
the  past  history  of  its  various 
components. 

From  this  bird's-eye  viewpoint 
of  the  immediate  and  present  geo- 
graphic, economic  and  cultural 
milieu  which  serve  to  unite  all  Is- 
raelis and  all  American  Jews  in- 
ternally, while  keeping  the  two 
Jewries  apart,  it  may  be  said  that 
most  Israelis  regard  American 
Jewry  as  the  "rich  uncle"  who 
provides  much  of  the  funds  neces- 
sary to  bring  in  immigrants  and 
to  build  up  the  country.  The  at- 
titude towards  this  "rich  uncle" 
is  usually  ambivalent.  At  times 
Israelis  praise  him  for  his  lavish 
contribution,  and  take  pride  in 
the  power  and  prestige  of  Ameri- 
can Jewry,  while  at  other  times 
they  criticize  him  for  what  they 
regard  as  his  vulgar  display  of  af- 
fluence when  he  comes  here  as  a 
tourist,  for  the  conformist  and 
assimilatory  tendencies  in  Ameri- 
can Jewish  life,  for  the  estrange- 
ment of  American  Jewish  student 
youth  from  Israel  and  so  forth. 

But  the  American  Jewish  tour- 
ist on  his  side  also  displays  an 
ambivalent  attitude  toward  Israel. 


He  sees  the  energy,  the  enthus- 
iasm of  times,  the  idealism,  with 
which  the  country  is  being  built 
and  developed,  and  likes  it.  Be- 
sides the  personal  complaints  of 
tourists,  there  is  also  a  more  gene- 
ral complaint  which  has  to  do 
with  the  whole  social  structure  of 
Israel.  Iraeli  members  of  the  in- 
telligentsia are  apt  to  regard  up- 
start middle-class  vulgarity  as  the 
besetting  sin  of  American  Jewry, 
("Did  they  have  to  spend  five 
million  dollars  on  a  Reform 
Temple  near  Chicago,  just  be- 
cause the  architect  of  that  Temple 
got  publicity  in  Time  magazine?") 
I  was  recently  asked.  The  more 
intelligent  American  Jews  who 
come  here  see  Israel's  besetting 
sin  as  greed  for  political  power. 
They  see  nine  parties  represented 
in  the  Knesset,  the  Parliament,  of 
this  tiny  country,  they  see  the 
power  politics  engaged  in  by 
Orthodox  politicians,  rabbinical 
and  lay,  they  hear  of  the  political 
party  division  in  the  Histadrut, 
divisions  which  parallel  the  Gov- 
ernment parties,  and  they  even 
read  of  rival  sport  organizations 
established  by  various  parties. 
Lately  they  even  heard  of  a  big 
political  graft  scandal  involving 
a  religious  party.  All  this  political 
fragmentation,  they  argue,

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ROBOT  ART

Harnessing  the  suns  ray's  to  pro- 
duce a  new  form  of  art  has  become 
a  life's  ambition  for  Prof.  P.  K. 
Hoenich  of  the  Haifa  Technion— 
Israel  Institute  of  Technology.  He 
calls  his  technique  for  realizing  it 
"Robot  Art"  and  foresees  a  time 
when  in  his  words,  it  will  "add 
beauty  to  houses  and  settlements 
by  creating  moving  murals  which 
appeal  when  the  sun  rises." 

Prof.  Honch  began  his  research 
almost  twenty  years  ago  and  has 
since  refined  it  to  the  point  where 
several  American  authorities  on 
architecture,  especially  at  Har- 
vard, have  expressed  interest  in 
his  findings.  He  explained  the 
processes  by  which  Robot  Art 
functions  at  a  press  conference  re- 
cently. 

Color  slides  showing  some  of  the 
artistic  effects  achieved  through 
Robot  Art  were  projected  by 
Prof.  Hoenich  at  the  conference. 
Many  were  beautiful  compositions 
of  form  and  color  that  created  un- 
usual abstractions.  They  resulted 
from  the  basic  technique  tested 
and  since  elaborated  upon  by 
Prof.  Hoenich  at  the  beginning 
of  his  inquiry.  At  that  time,  he 
took  an  ordinary  wall  mirror,  at- 
tached  colored  cellophane  to  it 
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with  cellulose  tape,  covering  most 
although  not  all  of  its  surface.  He 
placed  it  on  the  balcony  of  his 
home  in  Israel  so  that  the  sun's 
rays  were  refracted  from  it  to  the 
opposite  wall.  The  result  was  a 
multicolored  design  consisting  of 
both  pure  and  mixed  colors.  The 
cellophane  served  as  a  filter  and, 
where  several  colors  of  cellophane 
overlapped  on  the  mirror,  the 
colors  appeared  mixed. 

The  first  "robot"  used  by  Prof. 
Hoenich  was  a  doll-like  cutout 
that  he  suspended  from  a  clothes- 
line at  a  point  between  the  mirror 
and  the  wall  surface.  This  intro- 
duced the  robot's  shape  into  the 
design  and  allowed  for  it  to  shift 
position  as  the  angle  of  the  sun's 
rays  changed  relative  to  the  sur- 
face of  the  projection. 

Prof.  Hoenich  calls  a  robot  used 
in  this  way  a  "Robot  Painter."  It 
can  have  a  key  role  in  enabling  an 
artist  to  obtain  desired  effects  but 
it  is  up  to  him  to  design  and 
equip  it  in  a  way  that  will  ensure 
its  creating  the  shape  he  desires. 
He  says  the  "Robot  Painter" 
should  be  "a  functional  self-por- 
rait  of  the  artist  who  builds  his 
talent,  his  dreams  and  ideas  into 
the  robot  and  is  responsible  for 
the  quality  of  its  performance. 
The  robot  represents  the  art  of 
the    artist    who    created    it  and 
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makes  the  artist's  creation  indep- 
endent from  his  span  of  life. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  not  intended 
for  this  type  of  art  to  be  so  com- 
plex as  to  keep  it  from  the  non- 
professional. Prof.  Hoenich  insists 
that  "even  a  housewife"  can  pro- 
duce aestheitc  image  through  Rob- 
ot Art.  All  that  she  needs  are  fil- 
ters, concave  reflectors,  a  reflect- 
ing drawing  and  a  three-dimen- 
sional reflector. 

He  emphasizes  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  adjust  the  position  of  the 
reflectors  to  compensate  for  the 
changed  position  of  the  earth  in 
relation  to  the  sun  to  keep  the 
picture  trained  on  the  same  area. 
However,  he  explains  by  setting 
up  a  series  of  reflectors  one  can 
compensate  for  the  shifts  in  posi- 
tion and  preserve  the  same  image 
for  up  to  six  months  at  a  time. 

The  insertion  of  three  moving 
objects  into  the  field  of  refraction, 
however,  can  produce  a  constantly 
changing  succession  of  pictures 
which,  if  derived  from  a  suffi- 
ciently artistic  basic  design,  will 
be  consistently  aesthetic. 

Although  Robot  Art  was  intend- 
ed to  function  in  daylight,  Prof. 
Hoenich  has  discovered  satisfac- 
tory results  at  night  by  using 
electric  flood  lights  as  his  source 
of  illumination.  These  can  be  in- 
stalled to  "take  over"  after  sunset. 
However,  Prof.  Hoenich  thinks 
that  people  would  not  object  to 
having  their  pictures  disappear 
at  dark.  He  argues  that  this  would 
give  them  respite  and  would  en- 
able them  to  renew  their  apprecia- 
tion each  morning. 

He  has  created  Robot  Art  that 
fills  an  entire  room  —  all  four 
walls,  the  floor  and  the  ceiling.

This  gives  the  illusion  ol  being 
surrounded  by  art,  he  says,  and 
allows  an  individual  to  literally 
walk  into  the  design,  merge  with 
it  and  become  one  of  its  compon- 
ents. 

Although  Robot  Art  appears  to 
be  something  new,  Prof.  Hoenich 
has  discovered  historical  preced- 
ents for  it.  He  says  that  the  "sunk- 
en relief  of  the  old  orient  were  de- 
signed for  the  shadows  of  sun- 
light." He  also  notes  that  the  idea 
of  using  the  sun's  rays  for  techni 
cal  purposes  with  the  help  of  curv- 
ed mirrors  "appears  in  the  litera- 
ture of  antiquity"  and  he  suspects 
that  "the  stained  glass  windows 
of  the  middles  ages  were  intended 
to  throw  colored  sun-projections 
on  inner  walls." 

Several  motives  have  prompted 
Prof.  Hoenich  to  experiment  with 
Robot  Art.  One  was  his  objection 
to  art's  becoming  the  province  of 
"snobs,"  with  persons  of  means 
vying  with  one  another  to  see 
who  could  amass  the  largest  "col- 
lection." He  detects  more  of  the 
spirit  of  philately  in  this  trend 
than  aesthetic  appreciation. 

Also,  he  believes  that  contemp- 
orary man  requires  new  forms  of 
visual  satisfaction  beyond  the  con- 
ventional painting.  He  thinks  that 
the  motion  picture,  television  and 
other  modern  technological  m?ans 
of  projection  have  rendered  paint- 
ing a  much  less  impressive  med- 
ium than  it  was  three  generations 
ago. 

Through  his  Robot  Art  techno- 
logy, Prof.  Hoenich  may  have 
discovered  a  way  of  introducing 
visual  beauty  into  man's  urban 
centers  on  a  greater  scale  than  has 
ever  been  known  before.  It  is  not 
incredible  to  imagine  Robot  Art 
used  to  project  enormous  murals 
on  the  walls  of  large  buildings. 
And,  if  this  were  done  man  might 
some  day  be  literally  surrounded 
by  beauty  rather  than  forced  to 
search  for  it  in  places  specifically 
dedicated  to  preserve  or  display  it.

does  so  because  it  was  created  for 
human  beings  who  are  character- 
ized by  a  need  tor  such  an  ap- 
proach. In  the  final  analysis,  how- 
ever, it  relies  on  the  purely  basic 
emotions  which  characterize  hu- 
man belief.  The  belief  is  primary; 
the  scienific  approach  is  second- 
ary. 

It  is  clear  that  contradiction  bet- 
ween a  scientific  validity  and  a 
religious  truth  is  emotionally  up- 
setting to  the  orthodox  Jew.  It 
does  not  affect  his  basic  belief,  but 
it  is  most  effectively  refuted  by  a 
scientific  approach.  This  concept 
has  formed  the  basis  of  Jewish 
exegis  throughout  the  ages. 


It  is  worth  noting  that  is  it  not 
the  sciences  but  the  humanities, 
notably  philosophy,  which  fosters 
the  most  insidious  disapprovals  of 
religious  belief.  This  is  only  be- 
cause the  postulational  basis  of 
the  humanities  is  much  less  ap- 
parent. The  philosopher  often 
presents  himself  and  his  theories 
as  il  they  were  both  above  ordin- 
ary human  scrutiny.  He  believes 
that  philosophy  makes  the  temp- 
oral divine  rather  than  the  divine 
temporal.  This  philosophical 
schizophrenia  is  best  avoided  by 
not  trampling  where  angels  fear 
to  tread.  The  import  of  this  to

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American  Jewry's  Major  Crisis

The  current  shortage  of  profes- 
sional personnel  in  Jewish  social 
service  reflects  the  shortage  in 
American  social  work  generally. 
The  future  supply  of  personnel 
for  Jewish  social  service  will  dep- 
end on  developments  in  education 
and  recruitment  in  the  field  as  a 
whole  as  well  as  in  Jewish  Com- 
munal Service. 

Despite  an  almost  50-percent  in- 
crease in  social-welfare  personnel 
in  America  between  1950  and 
1960,  the  Council  on  Social  Work 
Education  estimates  that  between 
10  and  15  thousand  new  social 
workers  are  needed  annually  to 
fill  existing  vacancies,  to  staff  new 
positions,  and  to  replace  those 
leaving  the  field.  Since  60  per  cent 
of  all  social-welfare  personnel  are 
women,  many  leave  each  year  for 
marriage  and  motherhood.  Eighty 
to  85  percent  of  personnel  cur- 
rently employed  in  social-work 
oositions  lack  the  minimum  of 
two  years  of  graduate  social  work 
education,  though  most  of  the 
jobs  they  fill  require  professional 
training.  The  Council  on  Social 
Work  Education  estimates  that 
another  50-percent  increase  in 
professional  staff  will  be  required 
in  the  next  decade  to  meet  the 
needs  of  a  rapidly  growing  pop- 
ulation. This  estimate  does  not 
take  into  account  additions  neces- 
sary for  developing  new  services  or 
intensifying  existing  ones. 

The  proportion  of  profession- 
ally educated  personnel  in  Jew- 
ish social  service  is  higher 
than  in  the  field  as  a  whole, 
approximately  80  per-cent  of 
Jewish  social-service  personnel 
having  completed  their  profes- 
sional social  work  education 
(see  above).  The  personnel  depart- 


ment of  CJFWF  estimates  that  the 
proportion  of  professionally  ed- 
ucated social  workers  in  each  of 
the  following  fields  is  as  follows, 
child  and  family  welfare,  80  per- 
cent, care  for  the  aged,  50  percent, 
and  community  planning,  75  per- 
cent. A  study  of  the  background 
of  Jewish  Community  Center  per- 
sonnel shows  that  72  percent  of  all 
excutives  sub-executives,  and  group 
work  staff  had  social  work  degrees. 
The  proportion  of  group  workers 
with  two  years  of  social  work 
education  was  highest  for  assistant 
directors  and  program  directors, 
87  percent  of  Avhom  had  this  pro- 
fessional training.  However,  there 
still  is  a  serious  shortage  of  pro- 
fessionally educated  personnel  in 
all  fields  of  Jewish  social  service. 

There  was  never  a  time  in  the 
history  of  social  work  when  the 
supply  of  professional  workers 
matched  the  need,  but  it  was  not 
until  the  last  decade  that  the 
shortage  became  a  matter  of  crisis 
10  the  social  agencies  and  the  pro- 
fession. It  was  the  growing  need 
lor  social  workers,  even  more  than 
the  small  number  of  social  work 
graduates,  which  aggravated  the 
personnel  shortage  in  the  entire 
social  welfare  field. 

Since  1954,  there  has  been  a  72 
percent  increase  in  enrollment  in 
schools  of  social  work.  In  1962, 
^,318  students  were  graduated 
alter  completing  the  two-year  pro- 
gram, more  than  ever  before.  But 
even  that  figure  was  far  short  of 
1  he  10,000  needed  annually,  made 
no  significant  impact  on  the  pro- 
portion of  qualified  people  in  the 
field,  and  did  not  begin  to  solve 
the  problem  of  the  decade  ahead. 
Fourteen   percent   of   the  social

work  students  in  recent  years  have 
been  Jewish. 

Social  work  and  other  "helping 
professions"  are  handicapped  in 
the  competition  with  other  oc- 
cupational fields  for  students, 
particularly  those  of  high  calibre 
and  potential.  Industry,  business, 
and  the  older  professions  are  bet- 
ter known  and  seem  to  bestow 
greater  status  and  prestige. 

In  1952  the  Council  on  Social 
Work  Education  was  organized  to 
represent  schools  of  social  work, 
undergraduate  social  welfare  de- 
partments of  colleges,  national 
social  welfare  agencies,  the  profes- 
sional associations,  and  interested 
citizens.  At  the  outset,  it  voted  to 
give  "top  priority,  in  its  program, 
to  recruitment  for  the  profession," 
establishing  a  special  committee 
for  this  purpose.  JWB  and 
CJFWF  have  been  part  of  this 
committee  since  its  inception. 

In  1955  the  various  professional 
social  work  organizations  merged 
to  form  the  National  Association 
of  Social  Workers.  The  new  as- 
sociation established  a  commission 
on  recruitment  to  stimulate  re- 
cruitment efforts  by  its  members 
and  chapters.  In  1957  a  National 
Citizens  Committee  on  Careers  in 
Social  Work  was  organized  to  gain 
the  participation  and  financial 
support  of  the  community  at 
large,  with  Sidney  Hollander,  a 
former  CJFWF  president,  as  its 
first  chairman-  The  current  chair- 
man is  Henry  Sachs,  who  also 
serves  as  chairman  of  the  recruit- 
ment committees  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  Jewish  Philanthropies  of 
Greater  New  York  and  JWB. 

The  Council  on  Social  Work 
Education  stimulated  the  esta- 
blishment of  permanent  recruit- 
ment agencies  in  Boston,  Chicago, 
Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  and 
Rochester,  all  of  which  have  full- 
time  paid  staff  and  conduct  varied 
year-round  recruitment  activities, 
including  "summer-work  exper- 
ience" programs  and  camp-recruit- 
ment projects.  Other  programs 
were  developed  to  reach  high- 
school  and  college  students,  and 
the  development  of  a  work-study 
plan  which  helped  mature  and 
experienced  people,  who  usually 
were  married  and  had  family  re- 
sponsibilities, to  undertake  social 
work  education  on  an  extended 
program  while  in  the  employ  of  a 
Jewish  Community  Center  on  a 


part-time  basis.  The  plan  was  of- 
ficially approved  by  the  Council 
on  Social  Work  Education  in 
1958  and  has  been  tested  by  many 
local  Jewish  community  Centers 
and  schools  of  social  work. 

In  1958  the  JWB  Presidents' 
Club  established  a  National  Merit 
Fellowship,  and  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Jewish  Center  Work- 
ers set  up  a  national  scholarship 
plan.  Many  local  Centers  and 
casework  agencies  also  sponsored 
programs  of  financial  aid. 

In  1959  CJFWF  established  a 
scholarship  plan  whereby  funds 
from  a  national  pool  were  used  to 
match  money  raised  in  local  com- 
munities for  new  scholarships.  By 
1962,  59  local  Jewish  federations 
and  welfare  funds  were  participat- 
ing in  the  scholarship  plan. 

For  the  school  year  1961-62 
CJFWF  reports  that  15  scholar- 
ships had  been  granted  by  it  and 
its  member  local  agencies.  For  the 
same  academic  year,  109  financial 
grants  were  made  by  JWB  and 
its  affiliated  Centers  through  55 
scholarships  and  20  work-study 
plans.  It  is  estimated  that  more 
than  $275,000  is  spent  by  the 
American  Jewish  community  an- 
nually for  financial  aid  to  social

work  students  interested  in  Jew- 
ish social  service. 

In  1957,  a  few  years  after  the 
start  of  its  intensive  recruitment 
efforts,  JWB  reported  that  there 
were  50  percent  more  first-year 
Jewish  group  work  students  in 
schools  of  social  work  than  at  any 
time  in  the  previous  five  years, 
(89  students  in  1957  as  compared 
to  50  and  60  in  the  preceding- 
years).  In  the  same  year,  the  en- 
rollment of  all  students  in  schools 
of  social  work  had  increased  only 
9  percent,  and  there  was  a  35  per- 
cent drop  in  the  total  number  of 
group  work  students.  The  follow- 
ing year,  about  50  percent  of  the 
graduating  Jewish  group  work 
students  entered  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Center  field.  This  total 
was  sustained  through  1962,  des- 
pite increased  competition  from 
many  new  fields  for  group  work 
graduates.  No  detailed  figures  are 
available  about   the   increase,  if 


any,  in  the  number  of  graduating 
Jewish  casework  and  community 
organization  students,  nor  the  pro- 
portion entering  employment  in 
Jewish  agencies. 

Of  all  the  Jewish  social  service 
agencies,  Jewish  Community  Cen- 
ters have  conducted  the  most  ex- 
tensive recruitment  programs  in 
ihe  past  five  years.  JWB  reported 
that  in  1961-62,  4,023  persons  from 
all  50  states  had  sought  informa- 
tion from  its  personnel  and  train- 
ing services  about  career  opport- 
unities in  Jewish  Community 
Center  work  and  financial  aid  for 
graduate  social  work  education. 
During  the  same  period,  local 
Jewish  Community  and  YM- 
YWHAs  had  contact  with  10,558 
individuals  concerning  Center 
work  —  4,842  part-time  staff,  4,235 
teenagers  and  1,481  young  adults 
and  college  students.  Five  years 
earlier  in  1957,  the  total  number 
of  recruitment  contacts  was  less

than  350.  In  1961  the  William  J. 
Shroder  Award,  presented  an- 
nually by  CJFWF  for  outstanding 
contributions  to  social  welfare, 
gave  honorable  mention  to  JWB's 
recruitment  program. 

An  integrated  and  coordinated 
national  recruitment  effort  for 
Jewish  social  service,  similar  to  the 
National  Commission  on  Careers 
in  Social  Work,  does  not  exist. 
However,  the  personnel  depart- 
ments of  JWB  and  CJFWF  coop- 
erate in  some  joint  projects  and 
programs,  such  as  their  contact 
with  Hillel  Foundations.  The 
B'nai  B'rith  Vocational  Service 
(BBVS)  has  consulted  with  JWB 
and  CIFWF  over  the  years  in  the 
development  of  descriptive  career 
pamphlets  on  casework,  commun- 
ity organizations,  and  group  work 
in  Jewish  agencies.  In  1962  BBVS 
published  a  new  brochure  to 
interest  young  people  in  the  op- 
portunities in  all  of  Jewish  com- 
munal service,  including  social 
work,  Jewish  education,  vocation- 
al  gudiance,   the  rabbinate,  and 


other  synagogal  vocations,  and 
developed  a  kit  of  materials  on 
careers  in  the  Jewish  community 
for  use  by  guidance  counselors 
and  others  working  with  young 
people. 

The  participation  of  Jewish 
social  service  agencies  in  general 
social  Avork  recruitment  efforts 
and  their  sponsorship  of  special 
programs  to  attract  people  to  Jew- 
ish social  service  have  demonstrat- 
ed that  both  are  necessary  and 
productive,  are  complementary 
rather  than  competitive.  The  Jew- 
ish community  has  unique  opport- 
unities for  recruitment  through 
channels  not  readily  available  to 
the  general  community:  the  up- 
per grades  of  Jewish  schools,  the 
members  of  Jewish  Community 
groups  and  readers  of  the  Jewish 
Centers,  synagogues,  and  youth 
press.  In  a  parallel  way,  the  gene- 
ral social  work  community  is  in  a 
better  position  to  solicit  recruits 
in  the  public  schools,  in  colleges 
and  through  the  daily  press. 
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The  personnel  which  give  pro- 
fessional leadership  to  the  social 
services  of  American  Jewry  play 
an  important  role  in  the  Jewish 
community  today  and  the  deter- 
mination of  its  future.  Besides  the 
urgent  need  for  an  adequate  sup- 
ply of  workers  with  social  work 
education,  the  social  services  of 
the  Jewish  community  also  re- 
quire that  their  social  work  staff 
have  a  rich  Jewish  background 
and  a  firm  commitment  to  Jew- 
ish life.  In  recent  years  there  have 
developed  a  variety  of  special 
training  programs  for  this  pur- 
pose.  The  existing  and  growing 


shortage  of  social  workers  to  man 
the  social  services  of  the  American 
Jewish  community  represents  a 
real  "crisis",  which  requires  the 
attention  of  all  Jewish  communal 
leaders. 


The  recent  investigation  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Jewish  Agency-Am- 
erican Section  by  the  Senate  Fore- 
ign Relations  Committee  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Senator  J.  W. 
Fulbright  "has  turned  up  absol- 
utely nothing  damaging  to  the 
status  of  the  Jewish  Agency,"  it 
was  declared  by  Dr.  Emanuel  Neu- 
mann.

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essays,  in  Meyer  Levin's  In  Search, 
in  Leo  Rosten's  Education  of  Hy- 
raan  Kaplan,  in  the  novels  of 
Robert  Nathan,  Charles  Angoff, 
Irving  Fineman,  Maurice  Samuel, 
and  in  the  lyrics  of  Louis  Unter- 
meyer  and  of  the  American  poets 
whose  linguistic  medium  is  Yid- 
dish such  as  Jacob  Glatstein  and 
Ephraim  Auerbach. 

A  New  World  educator  who 
preaches  Integral  Jewishness  set 
up  the  thesis  that  Jewish  litera- 
ture, unless  written  in  a  Jewish 
language,  Hebrew  or  Yiddish,  is 
writ  on  water.  He  would  thus 
deny  to  American  writers,  whose 
primary  tongue  is  English,  the 
possibility  of  creating  Jewish 
books.  This  view  has  found  con- 
siderably sympathy  in  Israel.  Some 
Israelis,  in  their  extreme  intoxica- 
tion with  their  newly  won  free- 
dom and  their  revitalized  tongue, 
go  even  further.  They  insist  that 
only  in  Hebrew,  the  language 
which  they  and  they  alone  speak, 
can  books  be  created  which  may 
be  labelled  Jewish. 

In  contrast  to  these  extremists, 
most  of  us  hold  that  langauge  is 
a  means  to  an  end  and  not 
an  end  in  itself,  and  that 
in  whatever  linguistic  medium  a 
Jew  writes  -  whether  in  the  sacred 
Hebrew  of  the  Bible  or  the  secular 
Ivrith  of  contemporary  Israel, 
whether  in  the  intimate  Yiddish 
of  Sholom  Aleichem  and  Leivick, 
in  the  magnificent  German  of 
Herzl,  Buber,  Brod,  and  Beer-Hof- 
man,  or  in  the  English  of  our 
panelists,  his  eloquence  is  Jewish 
eloquence,  his  wit  is  Jewish  wit, 
his  sensitiveness  to  his  environ- 
ment is  Jewish  sensitiveness,  and 
his  reactions  to  eternal  problems 
are  Jewish  reactions  -  provided 
that  such  a  person  loves  and  re- 
veres his  Jewish  fate  and  identifies 
himself  with  it.  A  distinguished 
American  organization  such  as  the 
Jewish  Book  Council,  is,  therefore, 
active  on  a  trilingual  front.  In  its 
publications,  such  as  the1  Jewish 
Book  Annual  and  in  its  exhibits 
throughout  Jewish  Book  Month, 


it  recognizes  English,  Hebrew  and 
Yiddish  as  the  three  Jewish  lan- 
guages of  the  American  Jewish 
Community.  The  Commission  on 
Jewish  Affairs  of  the  American 
Jewish  Congress  has  during  the 
past  year  published  in  English  the 
proceedings  of  its  Conferences  on 
Jewish  Values,  in  Yiddish  its  text 
and  its  album  of  records  "Intro- 
duction to  Yiddish"  and  prepared 
the  texts  and  records  that  will 
bring  the  Hebrew  word  to  the 
American  Jewish  home. 

Identification  with  Jewish  real- 
ity means  idenification  with  the 
Jewish  people,  a  world  people.  It 
means  suffering  with  the  Russian 
marrano  now  agonizing  to  retain 
his  Jewishness;  it  means  partaking 
in  the  inner  struggles  of  the  South 
African  Litvak  now  exposed  to 
explosive  forces:  It  means  willing 
against  the  radiant  American  en- 
vironment when  it  dissolves  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  Jews  in  its 
melting  pot,  estranging  them  from 
their  unique  cultural  heritage.  It 
does  not  mean  identification  with 
the  State  of  Israel  but  it  does  pre- 
clude indifference  to  Israel's 
spiritual  problems. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  ap- 
parent that  the  next  two  decades 
will  be  decisive  for  Israel's  soul 
and  thinking  Jews  the  world  over 
have  a  right  to  participate  in  the 
coming  debates  and  discussions. 
Assuming  the  continuation  of 
peace,  Israel's  growth  in  wealth 
and  prosperity  is  unlikely  to  be 
arrested.  The  talents  of  a  people 
which  brought  material  enrich- 
ment to  so  many  lands  throughout 
so  many  centuries  will  not  sud- 
denly atrophy  in  its  own  land 
under  the  beneficient  sun  of  free- 
dom. However,  it  is  the  soul  of 
this  land  which  will  be  subjected 
to  serve  trials  in  prosperous  years 
ahead.  The  Golden  Chain  of  Jew- 
ish traditonal,  which  at  the  open- 
ing of  our  century  was  enriched  by 
Galuth  secular  writers  such  as 
Herzl  and  Bialik  and  Peretz  no 
less  than  by  the  religious  inter- 
preters of  rabbinical  law,  will  be 
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subjected  to  tense  strain  as  the 
present  mid-century  generation  oi 
writers,  who  were  still  largely 
cradeled  in  Galuth  experiences, 
yields  to  a  new  generation  that  is 
growing  up  with  ever  less  vivid 
memories  of  the  pre- 1948  Jewish 
past. 

The  recent  dialogue  in  Israel 
served  a  useful  purpose  by  direct- 
ing attention  of  Israelis  to  the 
danger  of  parochialism  and  spirit- 
ual estrangement  from  Diaspora 
Jewry,  by  counteracting  snobbish 
apathy  to  Israeli  currents  of 
thought  among  some  American 
Jewish  intellectuals,  by  reempha- 


sizing  our  common  destiny.  No 
Jewish  writer  anywhere  can  re- 
treat into  an  ivory  tower  or  claim 
immunity  to  Jewish  fate  as  a 
practitioner  of  art  for  art's  sake. 
In  the  eyes  of  Jews  and  non-Jews 
he  is  the  symbol  of  Jewishness  and 
what  he  writes  about  Jews  fixes 
the  image  of  the  Jew  for  his  read- 
ers of  all  creeds.  If  the  talent  to 
convert  Jewish  reality  into  art  has 
been  granted  him,  he  bears  the 
burden  and  the  blessing  of  that 
talent.  He  is  responsible  not  alone 
to  his  conscience  but  also  to  his 
people,  who  have  a  right  to  dem- 
and of  him,  the  son  of  an  ancient

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tradition  not  to  defile  that  trad- 
ition but  rather  to  hand  it  on  en- 
riched by  the  beauty  he  perceives 
and  the  wisdom  he  accumulates  in 
his  creative  decades  on  earth. 

A  generation  ago,  we  spoke  of 
five  million  American  Jews.  To- 
day, with  accurate  statistics  still 
unavailable,  we  continue  to  speak 
of  five  million.  If  we  kept  pace 
with  the  growth  of  the  general 
population,  we  should  have  mil- 
lions more.  Where  are  the  missing 
Jews?  Did  they  emigrate  to  Israel? 
Did  they  perish  al  kiddush  Has- 
hem  as  did  their  European  kins- 
men? No!  They  exist,  they  pros- 
per, they  have  entered  into  the 
bloodstream  of  Christian  and  non- 
denominational  America.  Confor- 
mist forces  have  assimilated  them 
into  the  majority  group  and 
alienated  them  from  the  disting- 
uishing heritage  for  which  their 


fathers  bled  throughout  millen- 
nia. 

And  who  provided  the  ideolog- 
ical underpinning  which  eased  the 
conscience  of  these  escapees  from 
Jewish  fate?  Our  Jewish  intellect- 
uals who  have  continued  to  preach 
that  it  is  our  mission  to  rise  above 
Jewishness  into  the  limbo  of  uni- 
versalism,  to  give  up  our  group 
individuality  for  the  sake  of  hu- 
manity. 

To  sum  up,  Jewish  books  may 
be  defind  as  books  which  embodv 
Jewish  wisdom  of  the  past,  Jew- 
ish insight  of  the  present,  and 
Jewish  messianism  directed  to- 
wards the  future,  books  which 
communicate  values,  visions,  at- 
titudes and  aspirations  of  the  Jew- 
ish religious,  cultural  and  historic 
community,  regardless  in  what 
language  these  books  are  written. 


FORGIVING  AND  FORGETTING

We  live  in  a  most  amazing  era. 
A  Jew  was  an  officiaF  representa- 
tive of  a  great  government  at  the 
induction  of  a  new  Pope.  Jews  do 
business  with  a  people  that  ele- 
vated a  Hitler,  and  a  Jewish  State 
may  soon  have  diplomatic  rela- 
tions with  the  government  tbat 
was  once  Nazi-ruled.  There  is  a 
lessening  of  jitters  when  the 
name  Jesus  is  mentioned  in  Jew- 
ish ranks,  and  a  noted  scholar  has 
even  suggested  that  in  the  course 
of  time  Jesus  will  be  accepted  as 
a  recognizable  figure  in  Jewish 
history  contrary  to  the  previous 
policies  of  ignoring  the  very  men- 
tion of  the  person  in  whose  name 
the  Christian  faith  was  founded. 

Does  this  attest  to  the  forgiving- 
forgetting  ideals  which  have  been 
preached  by  so  many  Jewish 
teachers? 

It  brings  up  the  question:  when 
do  we  forget  and  how  soon,  and  is 
there  an  exception  to  the  rule? 

Shall  we  accept  it  as  an  incon- 
trovertible axiom  that  before  any- 
one can  be  forgiven  he  must  re- 
pent fully  for  the  commission  of 
deeds  that  have  harmed  his  fellow 
men? 

There  was  celebrated  recently 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  Henry  Ford.  A  committee  was 
formed  to  sponsor  events  that 
marked  the  occasion  A  proposal 
was  made  that  the  United  States 
Government  issue  a  commemora- 
1  ive  stamp  to  honor  the  memory 


of  the  great  automobile  tycoon. 
The  proposal  was  rejected  by  the 
Post  Office  Department  and  the 
White  House  apparently  refused 
to  go  along  with  the  sponsors  of 
the  idea.  In  the  meantime  two 
prominent  Jews  accepted  member- 
ship on  the  Ford  anniversary  com- 
mittee. Is  such  an  acceptance  to 
be  condoned? 

Any  honor  suggested  for  the 
grandsons  of  the  founder  of  the 
Ford  automobile  empire  would 
meet  with  our  approval.  They  are 
fine  young  men,  and  like  their 
late  father  they  are  upright  and 
honorable.  They  are  obliterating

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they  can  open  new  vistas  in  the 
redemption  of  the  Negev  desert. 

The  national  water  scheme, 
begun  twelve  years  ago  with  the 
aid  of  Israel  Bond  funds,  has  been 
making  significant  inroads  into 
the  desert.  A  twin  pipeline  carries 
water  from  Tel  Aviv's  Yarkon 
River  to  the  northeastern  section 
of  the  Negev.  The  more  ambitious 
national  water  propect  to  bring 
water  to  other  parts  of  the  Negev 
from  the  Sea  of  Galilee  will  be 
operational  in  its  first  stage  by  the 
end  of  1964. 

If  international  trade  is  Israel's 
lifeline,  Haifa  is  its  pulse.  The 
booming  port  city  abounds  in 
basic  industries:  chemicals,  cem- 
ent, glass,  automobile  and  truck 
assembly,  foundries,  oil  refineries. 
It  has  also  been  the  port  of  entry 
for  a  human  cargo  of  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  immigrants.  One 
of  the  first  allocations  of  Israel 
Bond  proceeds  was  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  auxiliary  harbor 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Kishon  River 
and  additional  facilities  in  the 
main  harbor.  The  increased  ton- 
nage capacity  enabled  the  young 
nation  to  cope  with  the  volume 
of  imports  needed  to  feed,  house 
and  employ  the  immigrants,  and 
to  handle  the  rising  flow  of  ex- 
ports produced  by  the  immigrants 

Just  as  Israel  has  organized  its 
water  plans  on  a  nationwide 
basis,  so  it  has  pooled  its  harbor 
plans  in  a  single  port  authority  to 
establish  the  necessary  facilities 
for  Israel's  growing  export-import 
trade.  At  the  present  time  construc- 
tion is  well  under  way  on  the  first 
stage  of  a  new  deep-water  port  at 


Ashdod,  to  serve  as  the  outlet  on 
the  Mediterranean  for  the  citrus 
crop  and  for  the  minerals  and 
other  products  of  the  Negev  area. 
In  the  not  too  distant  future  Ash 
dod  will  rival  Haifa. 

The  importance  of  the  port  of 
Elath  is  its  strategic  position  at 
the  gateway  to  Africa  and  Asia. 
Eventually,  (he  expanded  port 
facilities  of  Elath  will  reach  a 
capacity  of  1,000,000  tons  an- 
nually, compared  with  2,500,000 
tons  each  for  Haifa  and  Ashdod. 
Tankers  regularly  deliver  oil  from 
abroad  at  the  Elath  terminus  of 
the  pipeline  leading  to  the  refin- 
eries at  Haifa.  Ships  loaded  with 
Israeli  cement  and  other  building 
materials  sail  regularly  to  any  of  a

book,  neither  the 
these  articles  of  faith  nor  of  those 
developed  by  other  Jewish  scho- 
lars in  succeeding  generations  was 
ever  made  obligatory.  Through 
the  irony  of  fate,  the  Yigdal  hymn 
that  contains  Maimonides'  creed 
has  become  part  of  congregational 
singing. 

This  is  not  to  say,  as  have  some 
modern  scholars,  that  since  Jud- 
aism no  confession  of  faith,  it  has, 
then,  no  dogmas  at  all.  On  the 
contrary,  Miamonides'  articles  of 
faith  are  fundamental  beliefs  of 
Judaism.  Judaism  does  not,  how- 
ever, recognize  abstract  beliefs  in 
themselves  as  the  fundamentals  of 
its  religious  life.  It  is  the  duties 
and  obligations  revealed  in  the 
Torah  that  are  the  fundamentals 
of  Judaism. 

Maimonides,  for  example,  in- 
cludes belief  in  the  Existence  and 
Unity  God  as  two  of  the  six  hund- 
red and  thirteen  positive  and 
negative  commandments.  These 
two  commandments  surely  cannot 
be  fulfilled  by  simply  saying,  "1 
believe  in  the  Existence  of  God, 
and  in  the  Unity  of  God."  It  is 
not  the  theoretical  and  theological 
belief  in  God's  existence  that  is 
the  fundamental  element,  but  the 
acceptance  of  "the  yoke  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven."  It  is 
through  practical  obedience  to  the 
Will  of  God  as  manifested  in  the 
Torah,  that  a  Jew  reveals  his 
knowledge  of  the  Eistence  of  God- 
and  the  Unity  of  God- 
In  Judaism  theology  per  se  has 
no  meaning  unless  interpreted  in 
terms  of  conduct,  in  terms  of  its 
effect  on  human  activity.

recitation   of     that  fulfills  itself  in  action,  in  the 
observance  of  the  Law. 

Judaism  has  never  endeavored 
to  formulate  a  definite  body  of 
articulated  and  systematized  ab- 
stract theology.  The  existence  of 
God  as  a  father  in  heaven,  who 
bestows  his  guidance  in  particular 
and  universal  providence,  is  not 
a  matter  of  speculation,  but  a  liv- 
ing reality.  The  Torah,  as  the  re- 
vealed Word  of  God,  is  not  a  mat- 
ter of  academic  dispute.  It  is  to 
the  understanding  of  the  law  of 
the  Torah  as  a  divine  way  of  life 
that  Jews  have  concentrated  their 
entire  energy. 

Yeshivot  were,  therefore,  never 
"Theological  Seminaries,"  but 
schools  in  which  Torah  in  all  its 
manifestations  was  studied.  For 
this  reason,  the  "Yeshiva  Rabbi" 
symbolizes,  above  all,  Torah 
learning  and  Torah  practice-  As 
one  who  is  trained  in  the  Halak- 
ha,  he  knows  the  true  meaning  of 
the  Law  and  as  one  who  has 
knowledge  of  the  Hagadah  he  can 
explain  the  higher  moral  and 
spiritual  purpose  that  one  fulfills 
by  the  observance  of  its  precepts. 

This  position  is  occupied  today 
only  by  the  Rabbinate  in  America 
with  traditional  Semicha.  After 
watching  the  antics  of  numerous 
so-called  "Rabbis,"  the  American 
Jewish  community,  now  reaching 
maturity,  has  learned  to  admire 
the  disciplined  attitude  of  the 
young,  American,  Orthdox  Rabbi 
in  his  personal  and  community 
life.  Our  "Yeshiva  Rabbis"  are 
quickly  coming  to  the  fore  as  the 
true  leaders  of  American  Jewry. 


A  proselyte  who  desires  initia- 
tion into  the  fold  of  Judaism  is 
not  only  instructed  in  articles  of 
faith  or  in  abstract  theological 
dogmas,  but  in  the  duties  of  the 
Torah,  in  the  "minor  and  major" 
commandments.  Rabbi  Judah  ha- 
Levi  writes:  "We  do  not  accept  a 
person  who  enters  our  religion 
through  confession  alone.  We  re- 
quire deed,  including  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  self-rest- 
raint, purity,  study  of  the  Law, 
circumcision,  and  the  perfor- 
mance of  other  duties  commanded 
by  the  Torah."  Salvation  in  Jud- 
aism is  not  obtained  by  acceptance 
of  theological  dogma  alone,  but 
through  the  genuine  love  of  God

score  or  more  of  newly  established 
countries.  This  two-way  line  of 
communications  and  trade  passing 
through  Elath  is  only  one  facet 
of  the  friendship  between  Israel 
and  these  newer,  underdeveloped 
countries.  Because  it  has  had  to 
telescope  so  much  development 
into  the  first  fifteen  years  of  its 
independence,  Israel  has  gained 
the  priceless  intangible  of  exper- 
ience and  technical  know-how.  It 
is  this  ingredient  which  Israel  is 
supplying  to  the  newer  countries 
of  Africa  and  Asia,  and  to  other 
underdeveloped  countries  as  well, 
through  its  growing  technical  as- 
sistance program. 

What  makes  Israel  such  a  prac- 
tical exemplar  of  progress  is  that 
most  of  the  achievements  are  so 
fresh  that  the  fingerprints  of  the 
past  are  still  visible.  For  instance, 
mention  of  the  Huleh  area  still 
brings  to  mind  the  word  "swamp." 
Actually  the  huge  drainage  pro- 
ject, undertaken  with  Israel  Bond 
dollars,  has  redeemed  the  former 
malarial  wilderness  and  trans- 
formed it  into  15,000  areas  of  the 
most  fertile  land  in  the  country, 
where  such  crop  as  wheat,  cereal 
grains,  peanuts,  cotton  and  rice 
are  being  grown.  Another  typical 
example  of  his  modern  redemp- 
tion, or  development  of  the  land 
is  what  happened  in  Beersheba. 
Secure  in  its  Biblical  heritage, 
Beersheba  had  dozed  through  the 
centuries  as  a  small,  sand-swept 
town  "at  the  end  of  the  world," 
the  "last  stop"  before  the  desert. 
Today,  Beersheba  is  a  vortex  of 
activity,  with  modern  factories 
and  industries,  with  a  population 


well  over  50,000  and  growing 
daily.  Beersheba  is  the  capital  of 
the  Negev. 

Beersheba  is  the  proof  of  what 
can  be  and  must  be  done  in  the 
Negev,  if  this  great  undeveloped 
half  of  Israel  is  to  become  the 
center  for  mass  settlement,  the 
home  for  the  continuing  high  rate 
of  immigration.  It  has  been  esti- 
mated that  the  Negev  could  sus- 
tain thirty  "Beershebas,"  or  a  pop- 
ulation of  1,500,000,  if  there  were 
sufficient  development  capital,  suf- 
ficient water  and  sufficient  man- 
power to  do  the  job.  A  number  of 
these  new  "Beershebas"  are  al- 
ready in  various  stages  of  growth. 
Such  development  towns  as  Sde- 
rot,  Netivot,  Ofakim,  Dimona, 
Kfar  Yetoham  and  Mitzpe  Ramon 
are  already  solidly  established 
with  functioning  industries,  per- 
manent housing,  schools  and 
other  public  buildings. 

Groups  of  pioneering  families 
from  Haifa  and  Tel  Aviv  and  Jer- 
usalem are  joining  new  immi- 
grants to  make  their  homes  in 
Arad  and  the  other  new  areas.  At 
Arad  the  nearby  natural  gas  fields, 
deposits  of  phosphates  and  a  new 
highway  to  S'dom  represent  im- 
portant factors  in  the  develop- 
ment of  local  industry.  The  B'sor 
area,  which  already  has  a  sprink- 
ling of  small  farms,  is  expected  to 
blossom  with  extensive  citrus 
orchards  when  the  water  from  the 
Sea  of  Galillee  is  brought  south- 
ward to  irrigate  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dunams  of  fertile 
land  in  the  region. 

Copper,  oil  and  phosphates  top 
the  list  of  minerals  being  success-

fully  exploited  in  the  Negev.  The 
discovery  of  oil  led  to  the  discov- 
ery of  natural  gas  and  together 
they  account  for  25  percent  of 
Israel'  annual  fuel  requirements.

The  industrial  processing  of 
minerals,  especially  for  the  export 
market,  has  received  major  im- 
petus from  Israel  Bond  allocations. 
These  include  the  reactivation  of 
the  Dead  Sea  Works  for  the  pro- 
duction of  potash,  bromine  and 
other  salts  and  chemicals;  the  ex-

temporary  housing  for  immigrants. 
As  a  result  of  a  vast  housing  pro- 
gram undertaken  with  Israel

With  a  few  enthusiasts  I  re- 
mained on  deck,  saw  the  moon  go 
down,  heavy  and  red,  and  witnes- 
sed a  magnificent  sunrise  over  the 
sea  like  a  performance  on  a  vast 
technicolor  screen. 

And  so  the  days  passed,  each  of 
them  filled  with  pleasure.  There 
was  something  for  every  taste: 
scenery,  food,  entertainment,  com- 
pany or  just  rest. 

Those  who  availed  themselves 
of  kosher  facilities  celebrated  Fri- 
day night  in  the  traditional  man- 
ner with  the  resident  rabbi  who 
holds  an  officer's  rank.  There  is 
a  small  synagogue  on  board  and 
a  separate  kosher  kitchen  where 
meals  are  prepared  with  the  same 
French  artistry  and  variety  as  for 
the  other  passengers. 

In  the  sixth  day  of  the  cruise  we 
arrived  in  Cyprus  and  went  on 
a  shore  excursion  to  Limassol  and 
the  Colossi  Castle.

Next  morning  we  docked  at 
Haifa.  Already  at  5  a.m.  there 
were  bangs  on  my  cabin  door  and 
excited  voices  of  my  new  friends 
were  calling  —  "Come  out  quickly 
-  we  can  already  see  the  lights  of 
Haifa." 

We  ran  on  to  the  deck  and, 
lilled  with  emotion,  saw  the  coast 
getting  nearer  in  the  rising  dawn. 
Soon  the  majestic  sweep  of 
Mount  Carmel  came  into  view, 
with  the  golden  dome  of  the 
Bahai  temple  glistening  in  the 
morning  sun. 

The  little  boat  pulling  up 
alongside,  carried  the  word  PILOT 
both  in  English  and  in  Hebrew. 
I  watched  with  pride  the  tall, 
broadshouldered  and  weather 
beaten  mariner  jump  smartly  onto 
the  ship's  ladder  and  climb  on 
board.

every  sad  aspect  of  their  grand- 
father's ignobilities.  Let's  honor 
these  young  men. 

But  we  can't  go  along  with  any 
proposal  that  would  give  the  im- 
pression that  the  eldest  Ford  in 
the  auto  empire  was  a  man  who 
has  earned  our  Government's 
honors  or  who  should  have  a  Jew- 
ish name  linked  with  a  comme- 
morative committee  observing  his 
centennial.  He  was  an  anti-Semite 
who  financed  the  publishing  of 
pamphlets  that  had  been  used  to 
propagate  Nazism  and  to  encour- 
age the  spread  of  anti-Semitism 
in  Latin-American  covintries  many 
years  after  his  formal  apology  for 
his  campaign  of  hatred  against 
Jews. 


There  is  evidence  that  15  years 
after  that  apology  he  continued  to 
harbor  hatred  for  Jews  and  that 
he  had  never  really  repented. 

Before  a  man  can  be  forgiven 
he  must  first  repent.  His  grand- 
sons have  repented  for  him,  and 
the  Ford  name  once  again  is  hon- 
orable. Never  again  will  there  be 
a  boycott  of  the  Ford  in  rebuke 
lor  anti-Semitism.  But  that  does 
not  mean  that  we  must  bow  to 
that  name  when  it  has  the  Henry 
(without  the  Jr.)  before  it.  That's 
when  we  must  draw  the  line.  We 
oppose  a  commemorative  stamp 
in  his  honor  and  the  participation 
by  Jews  in  any  movement  to  honor 
his  centennial.

third  tithe  and  was  to  be  invited 
to  the  sacrificial  meals  and  feats." 
And  thou  shalt  rejoice  before  the 
Lord  thy  God,  thou  and  thy  son 
and  thy  daughter  .  .  .  and  the  fa- 
therless and  the  widow."  Later  on 
provisions  for  her  subsistence  were 
kept  in  the  Temple.  Spoils  taken 
in  war  were  assigned  to  her.  Her 
raiment  was  not  to  be  taken  in 
pledge.  The  taking  of  the  widow's 
ox  for  a  pledge  is  counted  as  a 
mark  of  oppression  in  the  same 
category  as  the  removal  of  the  an- 
cient landmark.  With  all  these  pro 
visions,  the  widow  still  had  many 
problems.  Pathetic  is  the  plight  ol 
the  woman  who  came  to  Elisha 
saying:  "Thy  servant  my  husband 
is  dead;  and  thou  knowest  that  thy 
servant  did  fear  the  Lord;  and  the 
creditor  is  come  to  take  unto  him 
my  two  children  to  be  bondmen." 

Rabbinic  legislation  further 
safeguards  the  status  of  the  widow. 
She  was  to  be  fully  maintained  out 
of  the  estate  of  her  deceased  hus- 
band. She  was  entitled  to  sell  from 
his  landed  estate  in  order  to  collect 
her  marriage  contract.  She  could 
act  as  an  executrix.  She  was  to  have 
a  dwelling  becoming  to  her  dignity 
and  use  "the  bondmen  and  bond- 
women and  the  cushions  and  bol- 


sters and  the  silver  and  gold  uten- 
sils she  used  during  the  lifetime  of 
her  husband."  If  orphans  sold  her 
dwelling,  their  act  was  legally  in- 
valid. In  the  Court  of  Law  she  was 
a  privileged  plaintiff.  Her  suit  was 
heard  after  the  orphan.  "Judge  the 
fatherless,  plead  of  the  widow.": 
The  rabbis  were  concerned  that 
she  should  not  "go  begging  at  petiK 
pie's  door"  and  anxious  to  protect 
her  reputation.  A  widow  is  coun- 
selled "neither  to  rear  dogs  nor  ac- 
commodate a  student  as  a  guest." 

There  was  no  bar  whatsoever  to 
her  remarriage.  She  could  marry  a 
priest  although  not  a  high  priest. 
Yet  an  ordinary  priest  married  to 
a  widow  did  not  have  to  divorce 
her  if  he  were  elevated  to  the  High 
Priesthood.  A  childless  widow  had 
first  to  undergo  the  ceremony  of 
Halitzah  before  she  was  free  to 
marry  whomsoever  she  desired. 

The  Rabbis  with  their  great  in- 
sight into  human  nature  felt  that, 
it  was  unnatural  for  a  woman  to 
remain  in  the  state  of  "single  bles- 
sedness." Having  been  happily 
married  it  was  natural  that  she 
should  wish  to  marry  again.  "A 
woman"  they  say  "is  more  desirous 
of  marriage  than  a  man,"  for  "no

community  of  determinedly-in- 
dividualistic American  Jews  is  to 
be  clearly  defined  as  behaving  in  a 
way  to  assure  they  will  "survive 
meaningfully"? 

A  typical  example  of  the  other 
side  of  the  spectrum  was  that  of- 
fered by  another  Jewish  Family 
and  Children's  Service  executive 
director,  this  one  Harold  Silver  of 
Detroit,  who  looked  upon  the 
American  Jewish  scene  and  found 
it  pleasing.  He  offered  his  findings 
.at  the  64th  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Conference  of  Jewish 
Communal  Service.  American  Jews 
today,  he  said,  are  much  more  sec- 
ure about  dieir  position  as  Jews  in 
American  life  than  were  previous 
generations.  He  did  not,  judging 
from  the  press  reports,  say  whe- 
ther he  thought  they  were  more 
Jewsh  but  his  is  a  morass  into 
which  the  most  light  footed  can 
-easily  become  enmired. 

Dr.  Maurice  Eisendrath,  who 
gets  about  a  good  deal  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Union  of  American 
Hebrew  Congregations,  said  flatly 
that  "American  Jewish  life  has 
never  been  more  visible  more  vi- 
able and  more  vibrant  than  it  is 
today."  Still,  in  addition  to  being 
long  on  adjectives  and  short  in 
supporting  data,  the  Reform  lead- 


er was  replying  to  one  of  Prime 
Minister  David  Ben-Gurion's  reg- 
ular swipes  at  the  durability  of 
Jewish  life  outside  of  Israel.  A 
certain  amount  of  non-objectivity 
must  properly  be  listed  for  both 
sides  of  that  exchange. 

Then  there  was  the  joint  state- 
ment issued  by  members  of  the 
national  executive  committee  of 
the  B'nai  B'rih  Youth  Organiza- 
tion and  20  leaders  of  the  Wash- 
ington, I).  C.  Jewish  community  at 
the  close  of  a  three-day  conference. 
Their  conclusion?  "Not  only  is 
1  Ik'  current  status  of  the  American 
Jewish  community  much  healthier 
than  the  disciples  of  doom  would 
paint  it,  but  the  future  prospects 
are  brighter  because  of  the  many 
c\  idences  of  growing  commitment 
to  Judaism  by  the  younger  gene- 
ration." The  statement  cited  some 
specifics  which  might  be  challeng- 
ed by  dissenters:  rising  member- 
ship in  Jewish  organizations  and  a 
"continuing  search"  by  Jewish 
youth  for  new  answers  to  old 
questions. 

Similar  comments,  views  and 
judgments  could  be  added  liber- 
ally for  both  sides  —  since  they 
were  amply  available  —  without 
necessarily  liping  the  scales.  For 
the  essential  question,  which  some-

one  might  have  pondered  without 
getting  into  the  public  prints,  re- 
mains neither  resolved  nor  even 
seriously  approached. 

To  put  it  bluntly,  there  is  no 
concensus  as  to  what  minimum 
conditions  would  constitute  the 
basis  for  a  viable  healthy  Jewish 
community  in  the  extraordinary 
and  unique  circumstances  of 
American  freedom.  No  Jewry  — 
it  may  safely  be  said  without  fear 
of  documented  challenge  —  has 
ever  had  as  littler  interference  — 
governmental,  societal  or  other  — 
about  being  as  observant  or  as  un- 
observant of  whatever  is  that  com 
plex  of  attitudes,  loyalties  and 
practices  which  distinguish  the 
Jewish  American  from  the  Ameri- 
can not  so  labelled. 

Until  there  is  a  factually-ground- 
ed concensus  on  what  conditions 
make  for  survival  in  a  recogniz- 
able form  of  a  Jewish  entity  in  the 
unparallled  freedom  of  American 
life  in  the  twentieth  century,  who 
is  to  say  whether  the  pundits  are 
necessarily  talking  about  the  same 
thing?  No  comparisons  with  Jew- 
ish life  in  the  closed  societies  of 
preHitler  eastern  Europe  can  be 


said  to  have  any  validity  for  the 
American  experience,  yet  are  not 
most  of  the  viewers  consciously  or 
not  using  that  yardstick? 

For  those  interested  in  the  bed- 
rock approach,  there  are  some 
fundamental  quesiions  which  have 
not  yet  been  recognized,  let  alone 
examined.  Measured  in  terms  of 
how  American  Jews  hehave  as 
Jews  in  this  free  society,  what  is  a 
healthy  community?  What  are  the 
factual  bases  for  deciding  it  is  not 
healthy?  What  is  the  minimal  ad- 
herence to  which  Jewish  behavior 
patterns  which,  in  totality,  can  be 
at  last  a  tentative  yardstick  for 
measuring  this  Jewish  community? 
Perhaps  when  trustworthy  answers 
are  available  to  these  questions,  it 
will  be  possible  to  make  at  least 
tenative  measurements  of  the  Jew- 
ishness  of  American  Jews  and  to 
get  at  least  a  glimpse  of  the  chan- 
ges impinging  on  American  Jews 
in  a  society  of  blindingly  unpre- 
dictably swift  social  change  and 
flux.

productive,  and  their  herd  oi  cat- 
tle was  beginning  to  show  results 
of  careful  cross  breeding. 

I    had   been   advised   before  I 
came  to  visit  that  this  was  not  a 
"religious"   kibbutz.  Nevertheless, 
I   treasure   that  Sabbath  remem- 
brance like  a  priceless  gem,  wrap- 
ping it  protectively  in  the  cotton 
flannel  of  my  memory,  pulling  it 
out  for  special  occasions,  wearing 
it  in  my  mind  like  a  Queen's  tiara- 
The   dining   hall,   once   part  of 
Rommel's  barracks  and  still  sten- 
ciled with  his  unit  insignia,  was 
bright  and  clean,  the  tables  dec- 
orated with  the  red  field  poppies 
and  delicate,  orchid-like  cyclamen 
that  grow  wild  on   the  hillsides 
of  Israel.   Everyone,  Kibbut/niks, 
visiting  soldiers  from  a  nearby  in- 
stallation, boys  and  girls  come  to 
work  on  the  land  for  a  few  weeks, 
all  were  dressed  for  the  Shabbot. 
The  girls  had  put  away  blue  jeans 
and  high  farm  boots  and  restored 
their  feminity  with  pastel  cottons 
and    gay    sweaters.    Army  mufti 
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and  short  shorts  had  been  ex- 
changed lor  white  shirts  and 
slacks.  An  air  of  festivity,  of  relax- 
ation, of  anticipation  filled  the 
room.  As  we  sat  down  to  dinner, 
one  of  the  young  wives  entered  the 
room  carrying  the  Shabbot  cand- 
les, and  as  she  lit  them,  we  joined 
together  in  a  song  of  joy  and  bless- 
ing. The  early  twilight  deepened 
into  sudden  night.  The  stars  were 
close  enough  to  touch  and  an  im- 
petuous breeze  from  Kinneret  bel- 
lowed (he  curtains  at  the  windows 
and  tossed  the  flower  petals  on  the 
tables.  There  was  peace  in  that 
room,  and  pride  of  achievement, 
and  (rue  honor  to  the  Sabbath, 
and  thai  is  religion  too. 

My  journey  to  Israel  was  my 
first  away  from  the  North  Ameri- 
can continent,  so  that  I  am  in  no 
position  to  make  comparisons.  I 
suppose  that  at  trip  to  France 
or  Italy  or  to  Outer  Mongolia 
would  be  just  as  interesting  and 
exciting,  but  I  cannot  believe  that 
I  would  have  been  moved  in  the 
same  way. 

I  look  at  my  America  now  with 
new  clarity,  trying  to  envision  it 
fifteen  years  after  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  imagining  the 
burgeoning  activity,  the  electric 
growth  of  our  cities  and  villages, 
the  swelling  immigration,  the  con- 
stant struggle  to  protect  its  citizens 
from  savage  marauders  at  our  bor- 
ders and  from  tyrants  abroad.  I 
am  more  indebted  then  ever  to 
our  Founding  Fathers  for  their 
farsightedness,  for  their  faith  in 
the  future  of  our  country  and 
their  firm  conviction  that  all 
these  many  peoples  could  be  one 
people.  My  allegiance,  my  faith, 
my  profound  respect  to  my 
country,  America.  To  Israel,  my 
love. 


All- 
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clackety-clackety  that  began  to  in- 
vade my  vision  of  great  surprise. 

Dear  soul  that  she  was,  not 
realizing  what  her  teeth  were  do- 
ing to  me  under  the  strained  cir- 
cumstances, Ma  continued  gnaw- 
ing at  her  bread  and  meat  and 
potatoes  (fadamta)  as  if  the  world 
was  her  oyster. 

Actually  it  was  that  particular 
night.  And  for  me,  the  oyster  was 
lined  with  pearls  inside  and  out, 
precious  gems  that  money  could 
not  buy. 

And  so  the  time  came  when  sup- 
per was  over.  She  didn't  bother 
with  the  dishes,  except  to  stash 
them  in  the  sink,  splash  water  on 
them  so  the  residue  on  the  plates 
would  not  crust  for  difficult  wash- 
ing later. 

"You  are  learning  about  the 
stars  and  you  must  like  it,  other- 
wise you  wouldn't  be  doing  it, 
and  I'm  enjoying  this,"  Ma  said, 
to  begin  with. 

Then  she  went  on,  serious  like, 
and  I  sat  up  eager-beaver  with  a 
smile  a  mile  long,  if  you  could 
have  seen  it. 

"Now,  tomorrow  night  begins 
Rosh  Hashana.  And  if  you  look 
up  into  the  sky  you  will  see  a  new 
star  is  being  born  in  the  Angel's 
Playground." 

I  listened  eagerly,  wondering 
what  was  coming  next. 

"You  see,  David,"  she  said, 
"these  things  they  don't  write  in 
books.  It  comes  out  of  the  heart. 
Every  year  at  this  time  I  know,  I 
feel  that  when  the  night  is  clear 
and  the  sky  is  blue  like  one  long 
blanket  someone  in  the  big  family 
of  stars  —  there  are  so  many  of 
them  —  must  give  birth  tomorrow, 
on  the  eve  of  our  New  Year  to 
celebrate  and  mark  the  day  as  one 
for  eternal  joy."

This, 
she  explained,  was  a  taster  in  ad- 
vance of  the  holiday,  because  if  it 
wasn't  sweet  enough  she  would 
return  it  for  another  brand  so  we 
could  both  enjoy  the  especially- 
prepared  Kosher  wine  during  the 
most  important  holidays  of  the 
entire  year. 

"And  so,  when  a  star  is  born 
during  our  eight-day  holiday,  each 
one  brings  an  angel  on  its  trail." 

"Do  you  really  mean  that,  Ma?" 
I  remember  asking  at  the  time. 

"Yes,  this  is  so.  Where  else 
would  the  angels  come  from,  if 
not  this  way?" 

"I  dunno.  I  never  gave  it  a 
thought." 

"You  know  who  the  angels  are? 
They  are  the  good  people  who 
could  not  remain  on  earth  any 
longer,  for  one  reason  or  another 
I  don't  have  to  go  into.  Someone 
upstairs  called  them  and  when  the 
newborn  stars  are  ready  to  enter 
their  playground  they  bring  along 
someone  who  has  been  good  all 
their  years  down  below,  here  on 
earth,  so  that  they,  the  people  who 
lived  here  will  know  they  have 
been  looked  after  and  that  their 
kindness  and  good  living  have  not 
gone  to  waste." 

Another  sip  of  wine  and  Ma 
said,  "I'll  keep  it!  it's  just  how  I 
like  it,  not  too  sweet  and  not  tart, 
but  just  right  for  my  appettie." 

Ma  offered  me  a  sip  but  I  wasn't 
in  the  mood.  I  was  more  anxious 
to  hear  her  get  on  with  her  story, 
and  she  did  without  delay. 

"I  hope  when  my  time  comes 
my  newborn  star  carries  me  away 
so  I  can  enjoy  the  holidays  with

"Oh,  Ma,  what  d'ya  want  to 
talk  like  that  for?"  I  chided  her.

Ma  pondered  a  minute,  which 
seemed  like  two,  and  then  said, 
"It's  just  like  life  down  here.  Some 
stars  live  longer  than  others.  And 
when  they  find  the  sky  is  not  the 
life  for  them,  they  hasten  to  earth. 
Usually  they  come  down  in  a  curve 
so  they  don't  clash  with  other 
stars,  and  when  they  depart  from 


the  woolly  blue  blanket  which  has 
no  ending,  they  are  trailed  by  a 
human  being  who  was  unhappy  or 
just  didn't  fit  into  the  World  of 
the  Angels."  She  stopped  briefly 
lor  a  deep  breath  of  air. 

"You  know  everyone  isn't  happy 
up  there,  for  one  reason  or  an- 
other which  I  won't  try  to  explain. 
But  stars  and  angels  die  just  like 
us,  and  when  they  do  they  go  to 
visit  us.  Some  live  longer  than 
others,  and  it's  as  natural  as  trees, 
which  live  longer  than  any  other 
thing  on  earth." 

"Oh?"  I  wondered,  perking  up. 

"Do  they  have  trees  in  the  sky?" 

I  had  asked  the  unexpected  and 
caught  Ma  off-guard.  But,  rather 
than  beg  for  time  to  think  of  an 
answer,  she  sipped  a  long  fill  of 
wine,  smacked  her  lips,  blinked 
her  eyes,  and  by  now  she  was 
ready. 

"Well,"  she  began,  "let's  think 
about  tomorrow.  We'll  think 
about  tomorrow.  We'll  both  go  to 
Shul  together,  and  afterwards 
we'll  look  up  to  the  stars  and 
maybe  we  can  see  a  new  one  being 
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born  on  the  eve  of  our  New 
Year." 

Well  said,  I  remember  telling 
myself.  But  Father  Curiosity  goad- 
ed me  on. 

"What  about  the  trees?  Do  you 
think  we  might  see  at  least  one?" 

"That  I  don't  know  about.  But 
I'll  tell  you  one  thing,  David.  One 
of  these  days  I'm  hoping  to  find 
out  for  myself.  I  don't  intend  to 
ask  anybody  because  it  may  sound 
foolish  to  them.  So,  the  best  way 
is  to  find  out  for  yourself  and  that 
I  intend  to  do  on  my  own." 

What  do  you  mean?  I  wanted 
to  ask  but  held  my  tongue. 

Ma  got  up  from  her  chair  and 
headed  for  the  sink  and  dish- 
washing chore.

Keep  your  eyes  and 
ears  wide  open  particularly  on  the 
eve  of  Rosh  Hashana  and  for  the 
next  eight  days,  for  they  are  the 
most  important  in  our  way  of  life 
here  on  earth  and  among  the  stars 
and  the  Angel's  Playground." 

As  the  Jewish  New  Year  comes 
upon  us,  I'm  happy  in  the  thought 
Ma  gave  me  an  insight  to  things 
to  come  and  not  found  in  books, 
or  magazines  or  in  the  movies  or 
on  tv. 

They  all  have  yet  to  catch  up 
with  her,  I'm  sure.

and  he  soon  became  a  leading 
authority  on  the  subject. 

Before  he  left  for  Johns  Hop- 
kins and  his  long  years  of  service 
with  the  Smithonian,  Dr.  Adler 
was  actively  involved  in  the  work 
of  the  YMHA  where  he  often 
lectured  on  Jewish  history,  togeth- 
er wich  such  notables  as  Rabbi 
Joseph  Krauskopf  and  Dr.  Morris 
Jastrow. 

Dr.  Adler  was  already  one  of  the 
principal  leaders  of  American 
Jewry  in  1912  when  he  called  a 
national  conference  of  local 
YMHA  leaders  to  plan  for  the 
formation  of  what  was  to  become 
the  first  permanent  national  asso- 
ciation of  YMHAs.  The  75  leaders 
who  attended  this  conference,  in- 
cluding such  eminent  figures  as 
Louis  Marshall,,  Felix  M.  War- 
burg, Dr.  Judah  L.  Magnes,  Dr. 
Solomon  Schechter,  Jacob  H. 
Schiff  and  Judge  Julian  W.  Mack, 
recognized  the  importance  of  unit- 
ing the  growing  number  of  YM 
and  YWHAs  and  a  year  later  they 
established  the  National  Council 
of  YMHAs  and  Kindred  Societies. 
Its  first  president  was  Dr.  Adler. 

Immediately  on  the  outbreak  of 
World  War  I,  Dr.  Adler  sensed 
the  need  for  a  coordinated  agency 
to  provide  for  the  religious  wel- 


fare  and  morale  needs  of  the  tens 
of  thousands  of  Jews  being  called 
into  military  service.  To  bring  this 
instrument  into  being  he  sought 
the  support  of  the  synagogues  and 
YMHAs.  On  his  invitation,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Central  Confer- 
ence of  American  Rabbis  the  Un- 
ion Hebrew  Congregations,  the 
United  Synagogue  of  America, 
the  Union  of  Orthodox  Jewish 
Congregations,  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  YMHAs  and  15  other  nat- 
ional Jewish  organizations  met  in 
New  York  on  April  9,  1917  and 
founded  the  National  Jewish  Wel- 
fare Board. 

Its  first  president  was  Dr.  Adler, 
but  because  he  felt  a  man  with 
military  experience  should  head 
the  organization,  he  stepped  aside 
in  July,  1917  in  favor  of  Colonel 
Harry  Cutler  of  Providence,  R.  I. 
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B'nai  B'rith  Women  leaders  of  Pitsburgh,  Pa.  (left)  national  A.D.L.  chair- 
man and  Miriam  Alpert,  confer  with  Alex  Miller,  A.D.L.  Community  Rela- 
tions Director,  on  implementing  President  John  F.  Kennedy's  Civil  Rights 
program. 


But  Dr.  Adler  remained  vice-chair- 
man. Together  with  such  leaders 
as  Judge  Irving  Lehman,  Julius 
Rosenwald,  Felix  Adler,  Jacob  H. 
Schiff,  and  Louis  Marshall,  he 
broadened  the  organization  to 
make  it  representative  of  all  of 
American  Jewry  in  whose  name  it 
acted  throughout  the  war. 

Perhaps  his  most  significant 
role  in  World  War  I  involved  the 
Jewish  military  chaplaincy.  Before 
1917  no  Jewish  chaplains  had  been 
regularly  appointed  to  the  U.  S. 
Army  except  for  the  temporary 
commisssions  granted  during  the 
Civil  War.  It  was  Dr.  Adler,  on 
behalf  of  JWB,  who  took  the  in- 
iative  in  pressing  for  legislation 
by  Congress  which  in  October 
1917  authorized  the  appointment 
of  chaplains  of  "faiths  not  now  re- 
presented in  the  body  of  chaplains 
in  the  Army." 

Commissions  were  granted  by 
the  Army  and  Navy  to  rabbis  only 
on  the  recommendation  of  JWB's 
Chaplains  Committee.  Its  chair- 
man was  Dr.  Adler.  To  this,  as  to 
every  other  responsibility,  he  de- 
voted scrupulous  attention.  He 
consulted  the  various  rabbinical 
bodies  but  held  the  reins  firmly 
in  his  hands.  Because  of  his  emi- 
nence, the  rabbinical  organizations 
did  not  interfere  with  his  deci- 
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sions.  Ultimately,  the  Committee 
endorsed  34  rabbis  for  chaplaincy 
commissions.  Twenty-two  Jewish 
chaplains  served  in  the  Army  and 
one  in  the  Navy.  Twelve  of  the 
Army  chaplains  were  sent  overseas, 
ten  of  them  to  combat  assign- 
ments. Four  others  were  commis- 
sioned but  unassigned  and  nine 
had  not  been  commissioned  when 
1  he  Avar  ended. 

Out  of  the  committee  on  chap- 
lains headed  by  Dr.  Adler  in 
World  War  I  developed  JWB's 
Commission  on  Jewish  Chaplaincy. 
After  World  War  I,  Dr.  Adler 
served  as  chairman  of  JWB's 
Army  and  Navy  Committee  from 
1919  until  his  death  in  1940.  This 
Committee  supervised  the  reli- 
gious and  welfare  work  for  the 
small  but  widely  scattered  num- 
ber of  Tewish  military  person- 
nel and  for  Tews  in  the  CCC 
camps  and  the  Tewish  cadets  at 
West  Point.  Some  of  the  rabbis  he 
encouraged  to  enter  the  Reserve 
Corps  in  the  1930  and  whom  he 
endorsed  for  chaplaincy  commis- 
sions became  the  nuclei  of  the 
first  group  of  World  War  II  Jew- 
ish chaplains  Rabbi  Aryeh  Lev, 
now  director  of  TWB's  Commis- 
sion on  Tewish  Chaplaincy,  was 
the  last  Jewish  chaplain  whose 
commission  was  approved  by  Dr. 
Adler. 

When  Dr.  Adler  went  to  France 
with  the  American  Jewish  dele- 
gation to  the  Versailles  Peace 
Conference,  he  spent  many  days 
conferring  with  Jewish  chaplains 
and  TWB  field  workers.  While  in

And  as  you  wander, 
ponder  on  improbable  plaques, 
on  tongue-tangling  appelations  be- 
yond the  reaches  of  translitera- 
tion, on  concepts  abstract  yet  con- 
crete as  cash.  Kupath  Rambam  Ko- 
lel  Polin,  Slabodka  Yeshiva,  Gene- 
ral Free  Loan  Fund  of  Jerusalem, 
Mea  Shearim  Benevolent  Society, 
Synagogue  of  the  United  Hebrew 
Community  of  New  York  (did 
you  know  that  the  Hebrew  Com- 
munity of  New  York  was  united?), 
office  of  Rabbi  Mayer  Ball  Han- 
ess,  House  of  Menorah,  High  Rab- 
binical College  of  the  Kamenit- 
zer.  From  Aleph-Bet  to  Teth 
(Torah  or  Theatron,  take  your 
choice),  you  span  life  and  letters 
in  the  space  of  those  brief  blocks. 

At  junction  of  Jefferson  Street 
and  East  Broadway,  junction  of 
decisive  generations,  the  Educa- 
tional Alliance,  sixty-eight  years 
old,  caters  culturally  for  2,500 
people  a  day.  Did  you  know  that 
this  is  where  Jacob  Epstein  paid 
three  cents  a  week  for  lessons, 
where  Eddie  Cantor  acted,  where 
David  Sarnoff  studied  English 
and  where  Arthur  Murray  learn- 
ed to  dance?

"real  kosher"  ice  cream.  Gotham 
Chemical  Extermination  Company, 
Primitive  Christian  Church.  Low 
cal  mandel  toast  and  jumbo  parve 
cookies.  Yiddish  printing  presses 
pulsing.  Streamlined,  with  wheat- 
en  walls  and  azure  paneling,  Pub- 
lic School  134,  in  living  loving 
tribute  to  Henrietta  Szold.  An 
epitapli  refuses  to  be  written.  Con- 
struction, demolition,  scaffolding, 
blueprints,  bricks.  The  darkling 
evening  drifts  toward  a  futuristic 
dawn  .  .  .  and  the  walker  drifts 
toward  the  "D"  train,  the  pre- 
dictable toils  of  city  transit,  the 
tinsel'd  tumult  of  Times  Square.

though  ii  may  have  orginated  in 
honest  ideological  differences,  is 
now  kept  up  for  only  one  pur- 
pose —  to  obtain  and  maintain 
power  for  one's  own  group  in  the 
Government  and  the  Histradrut 
and  thus  obtain  good-paying  jobs 
for  individuals  and  this  in  turn 
gives  way  to  an  inept  and  often 
cynical  bureaucracy.  They  are  apt 
to  overlook  the  fact  that  there  is 
still  a  lot  of  idealism  left  in  the 
kibbutzim,  the  army,  the  youth 
who  are  ready  at  any  moment  to 
sacrifice  their  lives  in  defense  of 
their  country. 

This  morning,  while  preparing 
to  type  this  piece  I  came  across  a 
short  article  in  the  "Jerusalem 
Post."  The  author  Sraya  Shapiro, 
tells  of  meeting  a  couple  of  mid- 
dle-aged American  Jewish  tour- 
ists. They  complained  to  him  of 
unscrupulous  hoteliers,  of  taxi 
drivers  who  overcharged,  of  un- 
comfortable buses,  of  inefficient 
travel  office  employees.  Yet  be- 
fore leaving,  they  said  they  were 
thinking  of  coming  here  again, 
"perhaps  for  good."  Fine,  said  Mr. 
Shapiro,  but  could  they  also  bring

along  their  children?  No,  answer- 
ed the  couple.  They  themselves 
had  memories  of  their  little  home- 
town in  Poland,  their  schoolmates, 
some  of  whom  had  come  to  Israel. 
But  their  children?  They  had 
grown  up  in  America  among 
goyim. 

And  the  writer  continues:  "We 
did  not  understand  American 
Jews,  we  said.  The  young  people, 
we  meant.  There  were  about  a 
million  of  them,  probably.  They 
were  good  Americans,  of  course, 
and  would  not  dream  of  leaving 
America.  But  they  must  have 
heard  about  the  Jewish  State. 
They  know  of  the  difficuties  of 
the  State.  Were  there  not,  in  the 
whole  of  die  United  States, 
10,000  young  Jews  who  could  con- 
sider that  the  future  of  a  Jewish 
State  was  their  concern  too? 

"There  was  a  pause  in  the  con- 
versation. They  realized  that  the 
indictment  was  a  bit  harsh:  it  gave 
them,  the  parents  who  had  not  in- 
stilled in  their  children  a  sense  of 
community,  of  fate  with  the  rest 
ol  the  Jewish  people,  something 
to  think  about." 

Mr.  Shapiro  then  turns  around 
and  chides  Israelis  for  behaving 
towards  these  American  tourists 
like  "Levantine  grabbers  of  tour- 
ist money-bags."  "Even  in  Mea 
Shearim,  where  our  tourists  wand- 
ered one  night,  prayers  stopped 
and  hands  were  stretched  out  to- 
wards the  .American  visitors,  ask- 
ing for  money,"  he  states,  and 
winds  up  his  article  by  declaring 
that  "the  common  bond  must 
work  in  both  directions." 

To  this  I  would  only  add  that 
if  the  common  bond  is  to  work  in 
both  directions,  Israeli  youth  must 
be  taught  that  they  are  not  only 
Israelis  but  also  Jews  who  share  a 
common  history,  a  common  fate 
and  destiny,  with  Jews  in  America 
and  other  Diaspora  Jews,  because 
in  their  Hebrew  schools  here  they 
were  taught  to  negate  the  Dias- 
pora, just  as  too  many  American 
Jewish  youths  feel  they  have  noth- 
ing in  common  with  Israel,  be- 
cause they  did  no  get  a  Jewish  ed- 
ucation, not  even  a  bad  Jewish  ed- 
ucation. Only  a  proper  education 
in  both  countries  can  create  a  bet- 
ter understanding  between  Israel 
and  American  Jews  in  the  future. 
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tally  retarded  in  Paoli,  Pa.;  the 
Canadian  School  for  the  Blind  in 
Brantford,  Ontario;  the  Connect- 
icut Institute  for  the  Blind  in 
Hartford,  and  the  Maryland 
School  for  the  Blind  in  Overlea, 
Maryland. 

To  enter  a  religious  school  with 
sighted  children,  the  blind  child 
must  know  Hebrew  Braille  and  be 
able  to  recite  Hebrew  properly 
from  his  Hebrew  Braille  religious 
school  texts  which  are  the  same  as 
those  used  by  children  with  sight. 
Other  than  these  Braille  texts, 
the  blind  child  needs  virtually  no 
extra  provisions  for  his  Jewish 
education,  according  to  Dr.  Jacob 
Fried,  the  Institute's  executive 
director,  and  there  is  very  little 
change  in  the  religious  school  cur- 
riculum needed  solely  for  the 
blind  child.  He  gets  all  books  on 
Jewish  history,  customs  and  holi- 
days in  English  Braille  and  in  He- 
brew Braille,  such  as  the  Shilo 
Siddur.  Junior  prayerbooks  are 
made  available  in  both  Hebrew 
and  English  Braille  so  that  the 
child  may  attend  services  with 
sighted  worshippers.  Orthodox, 
Conservative  and  Reform  prayer- 
books  are  made  available  for  the 
High  Holy  Days  for  the  blind 
child. 

Inevitably  many  of  the  blind 
children  are  not  known  to  the 
Institute.  How  many  of  the  es- 
timated 700  blind  Jewish  child- 
ren are  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
Institute?  About  half,  says  Dr. 
Freid.  The  Institute  learns  of 
youngsters  needing  its  services  in 
a  variety  of  ways.  Some  are  sud- 
denly brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Institute  on  the  boy's  twelfth 
birthday,  for  instance.  In  such 
cases,  the  Institute  provides  priv- 
ate tutoring  in  Braille  and  some- 
times it  will  itself  prepare  the 
child  for  the  Bar  Mitzvah  cere- 
mony. In  most  cases,  once  the  child 
can  read  Hebrew  Braille,  the  In- 
stitute provides  a  teacher  or  a 
cantor  in  the  child's  synagogue  to 
teach  him.  As  the  program  has 
moved  along,  word  has  spread 
from  the  religious  to  the  non  - 
religious  school  that  there  was 
such  an  institute  which  could  pre- 
pare a  child  for  Bar  Mitzvah  and 
requests  began  to  come  in  from 
parents.  The  Institute  also  began 
to  hear  from  parents  whose  child- 


barred  from  reli- 


ren  had  been 
gious  schools. 

The  doors  of  such  schools  are 
now  much  more  open  to  blind 
children  because  school  admini- 
strators have  learned  that  the 
blind  child  performs  on  the  aver- 
age much  better  than  the  child 
who  can  see  because  has  a  drive  to 
excel  to  compensate  for  his  dis- 
ability. As  a  consequence,  more 
blind  than  sighted  children,  pro- 
portionately, continue  on  with 
their  religious  studies.  This  is  an 
area,  says  Dr.  Fried,  in  which 
these  children  can  achieve  and 
thus  receive  recognition  and  com- 
munity status. 

In  fact,  says  Dr.  Freid,  Institute 
statistics  show  that  more  than  75 
per  cent  of  blind  children  cont- 
inue past  Bar  Mitzvah  and  Bas 
Mitzvah  to  confirmation  and  more 
than  half  continue  in  active  af- 
filation  with  Junior  congregations 
and  synagogue  youth  groups. 
Those  who  are  able  to  go  to  col- 
lege almost  all  join  the  campus 
Hillel  group.  Their  Hebrew  mat- 
erials are  provided  for  them  in 
Braille,  on  records  and  on  tapes 
read  by  volunteer  Hebraists. 

A  great  deal  of  the  Braille  mat- 
erial for  this  and  the  other  Jewish 
Braille  Institute  programs  is 
provided  by  sponsors  and 
supporters  of  the  Institute,  not- 
ably the  Jewish  Women's  service 
groups,  including  the  National 
Federation  of  Temple  Sisterhoods, 
the  National  Women's  League  of 
the  United  Synagogue  of  America 
and  the  Women's  Branch  of  the 
Union  of  Orthodox  Jewish 
Congregations.

Paris  he  went  to  the  Grand  Prix, 
France's  Kentucky  Derby.  Some 
JWB  workers  asked  his  advice  on 
how  to  bet.  Dr.  Adler  had  never- 
placed  a  bet  on  anything  in  his 
life  and  knew  nothing  about 
horses.  When  the  JWB  men  in- 
sisted, he  suggested  they  put  their 
money  on  "  Galloper  Go  Lightly."

was  adopted  in  1921  and  the  new 
organization  came  into  being 
under  the  presidency  of  Justice 
Lehman,  brother  of  Herbert  Leh- 
man, it  was  Adler  who  proposed 
a  provision  for  the  admission  of 
national  Jewish  organizations  as 
afiliated  bodies,  in  addition  to  the 
agency's  basic  consituency  of  YM- 
YWHAs. 

In  19.H5,  the  indefatigible  Dr. 
Adler,  then  over  70,  journeyed  to 
Hawaii  to  study  the  needs  of  Jew- 
i  h  military  personnel  stationed  in 
what  was  to  become  the  50th  state1. 
JWB  had  a  full-time  professional 
worker  to  care  for  their  religious 
and  welfare  requirements  but  Dr. 
Adler  felt  that  the  handful  of 
civilian  Jews  ought  to  organize 
some  kind  of  Jewish  community. 
On  his  initiative  the  JWB  worker 
took  the  lead  in  helping  the  com- 
munity to  get  organized,  thus  pav- 
ing the  way  for  the  present  civi- 
lian Jewish  community  in  Hawaii. 
In  the  years  between  the  two 
World  Wars,  Dr.  Adler  was  often 
asked  why  he,  a  man  of  peace,  de- 
voted himself  so  assiduously  to 
Army  and  Navy  work.  His  chara- 
cteristic reply  was  that  a  Jewish 
soldier  or  sailor  was  no  less  a  Jew 
when  he  doffed  civilian  clothes  to 
put  on  his  country's  uniform,  and 
that  therefore  his  religious  wel- 
fare needs  remained  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Jewish  community. 

A  whole  generation  of  Jewish 
leadership  has  arisen  since  Dr. 
Adler  died  in  1940  but  no  one 
quite  like  him  has  yet  appeared 
nor  is  there  likely  to  for  as  "Mr. 
President,"  he  was  perhaps  the 
most  incredbily  unique  Jewish 
personality  of  his  time.

U.  S.  AID  TO  ISRAEL 

U.  S.  aid  to  Israel  "on  a  per  cap- 
ita basis"  has  been  "higher  than 
to  any  other  country,"  a  high  gov- 
ernment witness  testified  at  a  hear- 
ing of  the  Senate  Foreign  Relat- 
tions  Committee. 

The  witness  was  David  E.  Bell, 
administrator  of  the  Agency  for 
International  Development,  who 
told  the  committee  that  Israel's 
foreign  exchange  reserves  have 
been  rising  so  high  "that  they  are 
in  really  quite  good  shape."  This 
testimony  drew  a  remark  from 
committee  chairman  }.  W.  Ful- 
bright  that  "Israel  that  received 
from  this  country,  private  and 
public,  nearly  two  billion  dollars" 
and  that  while  Israel's  reserves 
have  been  going  up  American's

told  stories  and  laughed  at  their 
woes. 

A  number  of  books  packed  with 
humor  have  been  published  in 
Israel,  and  an  enterprising  pub- 
lisher would  do  well— provided  he 
gets  a  good  translator— to  reissue 
some  of  the  books  in  English. 

The  late  Israel  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Cheshin  was  a  master 
storyteller  and  the  author  ot 
several  books  of  Jewish  humor- 
one  of  them  having  been  issued  by 
the  Jewish  Publication  Society, 
containing  courtroom  stories. 

Rufus  Learsi,  (Israel  Goldberg) 
and  Nathan  Ausubel  authored 
books  of  Jewish  humor  in  this 
country.  The  works  of  Immanuel 
Olsvanger,  containing  excellently 
told  stories,  in  Yiddish,  printed  in 
Roman  characters,  drew  wide  at- 
tention as  Schoken  publications. 

One  of  the  Olsvanger  stories,  in 
his  book  "L'Chayim!,"  is  worth 
retelling.  Let  it  be  repeated  as  it 
appears  in  Olsvanger's  text:

In  our  town  time,  especially  in 
the  Jewish  press  we  are  in  danger 
of  having  become  too  dull.  We 
have  begun  to  accuse  ourselves  of 
lacking  in  humor. 

There  is  need  to  recapture  the 
Jewish  joke,  to  have  a  measure  of 
literature  in  a  lighter  vein,  to  gain 
new  strength  through  reconstruct- 
ed self-critcism— half-ridicule  if 
necessary. 

Will  the  English-Jewish  press  be 
able  to  find  a  new  trek  toward 
that  most  valuable  of  all  human 
assets  genuine  humor?  That  is  a 
challenge  of  the  hour  to  Jewish 
writers.

one  is  above  temptation."  A  gad- 
about widow  (whose  chastity  is 
open  to  suspicion)  is  one  of  the 
things  that  brings  destruction  up- 
on the  world." 

Our  sages  extol,  elevate  and  san- 
c  tify  marriage  and  never  tire  of  ex- 
plaining that  a  woman's  position 
is  enhanced  by  marriage.  "With  a 
husband  the  size  of  an  ant,  her 
seat  is  placed  among  the  great" 
and  though  "her  husband  be  a 
carder  (flax-bearer)  she  calls  him 
to  the  threshold  and  sits  down  at 
his  side."  R.  Assi  declared:  "If  hei 
husband  is  only  a  cabbage  head 
(dull)  she  requires  no  lentils  for 
her  pot,  in  other  words  a  woman 
willingly  renounces  all  pleasures 
lor  the  sake  of  having  a  husband. 

Though  one  or  two  disaparag- 
ing  remarks  are  to  be  found  in  rab- 
binic writings  on  marrying  a  wid- 
ow ("Do  not  cook  in  the  pot  in 
which  your  neighbor  has  cooked"), 
these  are  overshadowed  by  the  gen- 
uine concern  that  the  rabbis  felt 
lest  the  widow-bride  would  in  any 
way  be  slighted.  The  Talmud  lays 
down  that  a  maiden  is  married  on 
1  he  Fourth  Day  of  the  week  and 
a  widow  on  the  Fifth  Day  to  pre- 
vent the  husband  from  going  back 
to  Avork  immediately.  Though  a 
widow-bride  was  not  like  a  maiden 
carried  in  a  "curtained  litter,"  she 
was  nevertheless  entitled   to  the 


customary  benedic  tions  and  festiv- 
ities. 

Widows  were  sought  after  and 
were  occasionally  spirited  and  in- 
dependent. Rabbi  Judah  the 
Prince  sent  a  messenger  to  pro- 
pose to  the  widow  of  Rabbi  Eliez- 
er  B.  Simeon.  She  rejected  him 
with  the  reply:  "Shall  a  utensil  in 
which  holy  food  has  been  used,  be 
used  for  profane  purposes." 

The  rabbis  frowned  on  a  wo- 
man who  was  twice  widowed. 
"Rabbi  Judah  ha-Nasi  said,  "If  a 
woman  was  married  to  one  hus- 
band who  died  and  to  a  second 
who  also  died,  she  must  not  be 
married  to  a  third  husband."  But 
soon  on  this  point  opinions  dif- 
fered. Rabbon  Simeon  B.  Gamaliel 
held  that  she  may  marry  to  a  third 
but  may  not  be  married  to  a 
fourth.  Abbaye,  the  head  of  the 
Academy  of  Pumbedita  married 
Honi,  the  daughter  of  Isi,  who 
was  thrice  widowed.  Abbaye  too 
predeceased  his  wife. 

Maimonides  (1135-1204)  ruled 
that  if  a  woman  was  twice  widow- 
ed she  should  not  marry  a  third 
husband.  If,  however,  she  married 
she  need  not  be  divorced. 

Whether  he  married  a  widow  or 
a  maiden,  the  husband  must  be 
mindful  of  the  honor  of  his  wife 
because  "lor  the  wife's  sake,  1  lie 
home  is  blessed."

move  those  ami-Jewish  teachings 
which  have  perpetuated  "a  nefar- 
ious image  of  the  Jew  in  western 
culture  and  have  given  religious 
sanction  to  anti-Semites." 

Both  reasons  of  Christian  prin- 
ciple and  developments  on  the 
world  scene  are  among  the  factors 
in  this  major  change  in  the  think- 
ing of  church  leadership  in  the 
western  world.  One  factor  is  that 
Christianity  has  become  a  minor- 
ity religion  on  the  world  scene 
and  is  under  heavy  and  increasing 
pressure  and  rivalry  from  Islam- 
ism  and  the  secular  religion  of 
Communism  globally. 

Ecumenism  —  the  striving  to- 
ward unity  within  Christendom- 
is  one  reaction  to  this  new  defen- 
sive situation  of  the  Christian 
church.  Correspondingly,  there  is 
a  desire  to  end  the  centuries-old 
religiously  based  antagonism  to- 
ward the  Jew.  Specific  examples 
are  the  efforts  by  the  late  Pope 
John  XXIII  to  remove  offensive 
passages  from  Catholic  liturgy 
and  the  ongoing  program  of  re- 
vision of  Christian  school  text- 
books toward  the  same  goal- 

All  this  has  powerful  implica- 
tions for  American  Jewry.  Rabbi 
Tanenbaum  indicated  his  convic- 
iton  that  "a  much  clearer  and 
deeper  understanding"  of  these 
developments   than  he  felt  was 


generally  evident  was  needed,  if 
the  many  Jewish  organizations 
working  for  better  inter-faith  rela- 
tions "are  to  help  the  Jewish 
community  steer  a  steady  and 
constructive  course,  rather  than 
drift  and  blunder." 

For  instance,  Jews  may  well 
have  to  re-think  "in  radical  terms'' 
the  conventional  social  action  pro- 
grams now  practiced  to  interpret 
the  Jews  and  Jewish  interests  to 
the  Christian  in  the  present 
"limited  community  relations 
terms"  Rabbi  Tanenbaum  fore- 
saw the  strong  possibility  that 
American  Jewry  might  well  have 
to  undertake  much  more  compre- 
hensive scholarly  projects  to  meet 
the  "growing  Christian  demands

themselves"  by  becoming  better 
acquainted  with  "their  roots  in 
Judaism  and  the  early  synagogue, 
die  rabbinic  background  of  the 
New  Testament  and  the  present 
meaning  of  Torah  in  the  life  of 
the  Jewish  people."  The  fact  is, 
Rabbi  Tanenbaum  told  the  dele- 
gates, there  is  growing  awareness 
among  Christian  scholars  that 
neither  Judaism  nor  the  Jews  are 
a  fossil  and  that  Christianity  can- 
not understand  itself  without 
understanding  its  Jewish  roots. 

Another  instance  The  underly- 
ing attitudes  which  Catholic,  Pro- 
testant and  Jewish  teaching  sys- 
tems communicate  to  their  follow- 
ers "correspond  remarkably  to  the 
way  in  which  their  members  view 
each  other  in  their  public  debates 
on  religious  issues."  Rabbi  Tanen- 
baum declared  that  what  Protest- 
ants, Catholics  and  Jews  say  and 
do  about  such  issues  as  prayer  and 
Bible  reading  in  the  public 
schools,  federal  aid  to  public 
education,  Sunday  closing  laws, 
birth  control  and  similar  ques- 
tions cannot  be  fully  understood 
unless  one  knows  what  the  mem- 
bers of  each  group  have  been 
taught  to  think  about  such  mat- 
ters by  their  respective  faiths. 

From  this  point  of  view,  Rabbi 
Tanenbaum  said,  each  of  the  reli- 
gious communities  in  the  United 
States  must  assume  responsibility 
for  overcoming  "the  distorted  per- 
ceptions and  images"  that  each 
group  keeps  fostering  about  the 


others.  Only  in  this  way,  he  as- 
serted, will  it  become  possible  for 
Catholic,  Protestant  and  Jew  to 
understand  each  other  "in  real 
human  terms  rather  than  through 
the  inherited  polemical  myths  of 
the  past." 

As  lar  as  he  is  concerned,  he 
(old  the  delegates,  much  that 
passes  for  religious  pluralism  in 
the  American  society  is  really  "a 
verbal  formula"  for  disguising  the 
biases  and  resentments  which 
each  group  continues  to  feel  to- 
ward members  of  the  other  two 
groups.  He  declared  that  only 
when  each  religious  community— 
and  he  stressed  that  he  meant  not 
only  Catholics  and  Protestants 
but  Jews  as  well— "sheds  its  mask 
and  pretense"  toward  the  others, 
and  really  enters  understanding^ 
and  sympathetically  into  the  fears, 
anxieties,  hopes  and  needs  of  the 
other,  will  the  American  people 
be  in  a  position  to  make  religious 
pluralism  "a  working  reality." 

What  specifically  must  the 
American  Jew  do  as  the  efforts  of 
Christian  leadership  continues  to 
provide  more  affirmative  portray- 
als of  the  Jew  and  Judaism  in 
Christian  teaching  materials,  lit- 
urgy and  publications?  Rabbi 
Tanenbaum  replied  that  Jews  will 
be  confronted  with  an  "inescap- 
able moral  obligation"  to  face 
their  own  "anti-gentile  and  anti- 
Christian  attitudes"  which  he  call- 
ed defensive  and  compensatory 
legacies  from  the  painful  encount- 
ers of  Jews  with  Christians 
through  the  centuries.

"But  the  rabbi  did  not  keep 
that  promise.  He  did  not  show  up 
at  the  archbishop's  palac?  in  three 
days.  So,  after  waiting  and  wait- 
ing, the  archbishop  sent  his  sold- 
iers to  the  rabbi's  home,  and  the 
soldiers  brought  the  rabbi  to  the 
palace. 

"The  archbishop  argued  for 
hours  with  the  rabbi  trying  to  talk 
him  into  converting  to  Christian- 
ity. The  rabbi  refused.  Finally, 
angry,  the  archbishop  said:  "Don't 
you  agree  that  you  deserve  punish- 
ment just  for  lying  to  me;  you 
promised  to  see  me  in  three  days, 
and  failed  to  keep  your  promise."

Asked  by  the  archbishop  to  name 
his  punishment,  he  answered:"  Be- 
cause I  lied  to  you,  and  because  I 
really  never  intended  to  come  here 
to  convert  —  you  should  have  my 
tongue  cut  out." 

"You  see,  Rabbi  Amnon 
thought  that  sacrificing  his  tongue 
would  be  better  than  giving  up 
his  Jewish  religion.  But  the  arch- 
bishop was  not  satisfied.  He  order- 
ed that  the  tongue  be  left  intact; 
instead,  he  had  the  rabbi's  hands 
and  feet  cut  off. 

"That  happened  just  before 
Rosli  Hashanah.  On  Rosh  Hash- 
anah,  as  the  congregation  was  at 
prayer,  Rabbi  Amnon  had  himself 
brought  to  the  synagogue  on  a  lit- 
ter. With  his  mutilated  hands  and 
feet  bandaged,  he  lay  there  in 
pain  and  recited  a  prayer  that  no 
one  had  ever  heard  before.  As  he 
prayed,  his  voice  became  stronger 
and  stronger.  When  he  finished, 
his  voice  was  so  loud  it  shook  the 
walls  of  the  old  synagogue  it  pene- 
trated through  the  roof,  it  sound- 
ed out  over  the  valley  in  which 
the  Jewish  Quarter  was  located, 
right  up  to  the  hill  where  the 
archbishop  had  his  palace.  Rabbi 
Amnon 's  voice  rang  out:  "Peni- 
tence, Prayer  and  Charity  shall 
avert  the  evil  decree!"  Then  he 
expired,  right  there  in  the  syna- 
gogue. And  when  the  men  in  the 
synagogue  looked  at  the  bloody  lit- 
ter, it  was  empty.  Rabbi  Amnon's 
body  was  not  there.  Of  course,  all 
knew  that  his  body  had  ascended 
to  heaven. 

"All  mourned  Rabbi  Amnon 
And  they  noted  that  no  one  knew 
the  beautiful,  moving  prayer  that 
Rabbi  Amnon  had  uttered.  For  it 
was  on  Rosh  Hashonah,  and  no 
one  could  write  down  those  words. 

"Three  nights  later  the  other 
rabbi,  Rabbi  Kalonymus,  had  a 
dream.  In  the  dream,  Rabbi  Am- 
non dictated  to  Rabbi  Kalonymus 
the  words  of  that  lost  prayer. 
"Spread  this  prayer  among  your 
people,"  Amnon  told  Kalonymus. 

"So   on    Yom    Kippur,  Rabbi 


Kalonymus  recited  that  prayer— 
Unetanna  Tokef.  And  each  Yom 
Kippur  since  then,  wherever  Jews 
gather  to  pray,  they  recite  Une- 
tanna Tokef  and  remember  the 
martyrdom  of  Rabbi  Amnon." 

The  afternoon  was  getting  on. 
The  grandchildren  sat  quite,  and 
stunningly  moved  by  Grandpa's 
story.  Grandpa  put  his  old  Mah- 
zor  back  into  the  bookcase.  "Tom- 
orrow, join  me  at  my  bench  child- 
ren, in  shul.  You  will  hear  me 
chant  'Untenna  Tokef  and  you 
will  know  what  I  am  saying— and 
why." 

Six  months  later,  Grandpa  was 
dead.  Everyone  of  his  grand- 
children remembered  much  about 
what  he  had  taught  them.  But 
uppermost  in  the  memories  of 
them  all  is  that  last  pre- Yom  Kip- 
pur, noon  dinner  with  Grandpa— 
and  his  story  of  'Unetanna  Tokef 
told  in  the  vernacular.

Various  Jewish 
organizations  were  reported  to 
have  indicated  readiness  to  make 
contributions.

I  said  to  them:  "God  bless  you!" 
They  smiled  warmly  back  —  they 
understood.

me  to  bring  the  day  school  idea 
to  the  annual  convention  of  the 
Orthodox  synagogues  that  was  to 
convene  in  Chattanooga. 

At  this  conference  I  became 
cognizant  of  the  difficult  pro- 
blems with  which  Orthodox  Jews 
had  to  contend.  The  rabbis  did 
not  want  to  retain  their  pulpits  in 
the  South  for  more  than  a  few 
years  because  they  had  no  good 
Hebrew  school  for  their  children. 
Jewish  education  in  the  South 
consisted  of  4  -  5  hours  a  week. 
Half  of  this  time  was  devoted  to 
answering  the  many  questions 
about  Christianity  asked  by  the 
children  because  the  New  Testa- 
ment was  taught  in  the  public 
schools.  In  the  Hebrew  schools 
the  child  learned  a  little  reading 
of  the  Siddur  and  received  his 
preparation  for  Bar  Mitzvah. 
Most  of  the  Jewish  homes  had 
little  Jewish  content.  In  the  street 
the  Jewish  children  played  with 
non-Jewish  children.  Is  it  sur- 
prising that  the  number  of  mixed 
marriages  increased  and  that  Jew- 
ish observance  and  identification 
decreased  from  year  to  year? 

Despair  was  everywhere.  When 
the  present  writer  proposed  that 
the  Conference  in  Chattanooga 
adopt  a  resolution  favoring  the 
organization  of  Jewish  day  schools 
in  the  South,  there  was  much  op- 
position to  it  both  from  rabbis 
and  laymen.  The  opponents  bel- 
ieved that  it  was  too  late  and  that 
the  South  was  a  Jewish  desert 
where  the  day  school  would  not 
take  root.  After  a  long  and  bitter 
debate,  a  resolution  was  adopted 
calling  on  Orthodox  synagogues 
to  open  day  schools  in  their  com- 
munities. 

The  first  Jewish  community  to 
open  such  a  day  school,  with  the 
help  of  the  Mizrachi  National 
Council  For  Torah  Education, 
was  Chattanooga,  Tennessee.  It 
became  the  model  for  the  South. 
Following  in  its  footsteps,  Mem- 


phis, Nashville,  Atlanta,  Savan- 
nah, and  other  cities  opened  day 
schools. 

How  different  the  Jewish  South 
look  today  with  its  10  day  schools! 
The  feeling  of  despair  and  hope- 
lessness has  disappeared.  Child- 
ren study  today  the  Five  Books  of 
Moses  with  Rashi's  Commentary, 
Jewish  Laws  and  Customs,  Mish- 
na,  Gemorah,  and  the  Hebrew 
language  and  literature  in  a 
warm,  religious  atmosphere.  Dur- 
ing my  present  visit  to  the  Savan- 
nah Day  School,  the  children  were 
studying  with  great  interest  the 
laws  and  customs  relating  to  the 
Passover  Seder. 

In  the  small  Jewish  community 
of  Augusta,  Georgia  the  children 
in  the  day  school  were  translating 
the  Chumosh  in  a  fine  Hebrew. 
In  the  Atlanta  Hebrew  Academy, 
directed  by  the  competent  educa- 
tor, Rabbi  Chaim  Feuerman,  the 
pupils  were  preparing  for  the 
National  Bible  Contest.  In  a  flu- 
ent Hebrew  they  showed  a  deep 
comprehension  of  the  Chumosh, 
Early  Prophets,  and  Late  Pro- 
phets. This  day  school  has  already 
graduated  three  classes. 

In  New  Orleans,  where  several 
attempts  had  been  made  to  open 
a  Yeshiva,  the  goal  finally  was  at- 
tained and  a  day  school  is  func- 
tioning. There  are  difficulties  and 
problems  without  end,  but  Jew- 
ish children  are  imbibing  tradi- 
tional Jewish  knowledge  and  rel- 
igious values. 

Memphis,  the  Jerusalem  of  the 
South,  has  a  Yeshiva  Ketana  (day 
school)  which  has  made  great  pro- 
gress spiritually  and  materially. 
This  has  been  achieved  thanks  to 
the  devoted  efforts  of  the  Rabbis 
of  the  city  and  the  dedicated  lay 
leadership  headed  by  Mr.  Sam 
Margolin  and  Mr.  Belz,  among 
others.  The  school  buildings  are 
exceptionally  well  appointed  and 
can  compare  very  favorably  with

the  finest  city  schools.  As  to  the 
Hebrew  studies,  I  visited  a  girls' 
class  which  was  studying,  with 
great  interest,  from  the  Shulchan 
Aruch,  the  detailed  laws  pertain- 
ing to  searching  for  and  cleaning 
out  the  Chometz.  In  another 
class  the  boys  were  studying  Chu- 
mosh  with  Rashi's  commentary. 

Nashville,  Tennessee,  the  small 
Jewish  community  which  plays  a 
distinguished  role  in  Southern 
Orthodox  Judaism  due  to  its 
devoted  spiritual  leader,  Rabbi 
Zalmen  Posner,  and  its  prominent 
laymen,  Mr.  Harry  Stern,  and  Mr. 
Cooper,  also  has  a  small  day 
school.  The  Chassidic  fervor  of 
the  Rabbi,  who  is  also  the  prin- 
cipal, is  apparent  in  all  the  class- 
es. The  small  children  have  a 
good  grasp  of  basic  Jewish  laws 
and  customs,  pray  with  under- 
standing and  fervor,  and  study  the 
original  Hebrew  text  of  the  Chu- 
mosh. 

In  Miami  Beach,  which  form- 
erly was  noted  only  as  a  pleasure 
resort,  there  is  today  an  elemen- 
tary Yeshiva  and  a  high  school 
Yeshiva.  As  is  fitting  for  a  rich 
city,  the  Yeshiva  is  equipped  in 
the  most  modern  manner.  In  the 
elementary  day  school  all  the  rel- 
igious studies  are  taught  in  He- 
brew by  an  excellent  staff  of 
teachers,  under  the  direction  of 
Rabbi  Alexander  Gross  and  Rab- 
bi Horowitz.  The  Yeshiva  High 
School  (Mesivta)  is  still  a  modest 
institution  but  its  high  school 
students  are  getting  a  deep 
grounding  in  Talmud  and  other 
Hebrew  studies  while  continuing 
their  secular  education.  They  live 
in  a  dormitory  near  the  school 
and  this  permits  them  to  devote 
their  evenings  as  well  as  days  to 


the  study  of  Torah,  Jewish  ethics 
and  values. 

A  new  generation  is  growing 
up  in  the  South,  a  rehgous  gene- 
ration which  is  rooted  in  basic 
Judiasm.  Rabbis  no  longer  leave 
the  South  because  there  are  no 
facilities  to  afford  their  children 
a  proper  Jewish  education.  There 
are  rabbis  who  have  already  raised 
a  Jewish  generation  in  the  South. 
I  was  able  to  propose  the  organ- 
ization of  a  centrally  located  Yes- 
hiva high  school  with  dormitory, 
for  the  graduates  of  the  elemen- 
tary day  schools  in  this  region. 
Much  thought  and  planning  is 
being  devoted  to  the  development 
of  higher  Yeshiva  education  for 
the  Southern  states. 

There  is  much  to  be  done  yet 
for  Jewish  education  and  for  Jud- 
aism generally  in  the  South,  but 
a  good  beginning  has  been  made. 
The  despair  has  disappeared  and 
it  has  been  replaced  by  an  awak- 
ening, a  renaissance  of  Jewish 
life,  thanks  to  the  day  school 
movement. 


The  Jewish  Community  mourns  the 
loss  of  Mrs.  Maurice  N.  (Rosa)  Eisen- 
drath,  a  leader  of  Reform  Judaism 
and  the  wife  of  the  President  of  the 
Union  of  American  Hebrew  Congre- 
gations, who  died  on  July  3  after  a 
long  illness  at  Mount  Sinai  Hospital 
in  New  York  City.

The  Festival  of  Thanksgiving

How  many  of  us  really  appreciate  what  we  have?  How 
many  of  us  thank  God  for  our  daily  bread,  our  homes,  our 
families,  our  liberty,  our  lives?  It  should  not  be  necessary  to 
point  out  that  especially  we  in  this  country  have  so  much  to 
be  grateful  for.  Yet,  I  am  afraid  that  far  too  many  of  us  simply 
take  our  blessings  for  granted  and,  rather  than  appreciate 
them,  complain  and  worry  about  what  we  do  not  have. 

I  am  particularly  struck  by  this  after  having  just  spent  a 
year  in  Israel  and  noting  firsthand  that  many  of  the  things  we 
here  accept  as  part  of  our  daily  lives  are  considered  luxuries 
elsewhere.  We  enjoy  comforts  which  only  the  wealthy  in  other 
countries  are  privileged  to  enjoy.  But,  what  disturbs  me  is 
that  I  do  not  find  a  commensurate  sense  of  appreciation,  a 
thankfulness  to  God  for  the  bounties  He  has  permitted  us  to 
have.  So  many  people  have  forgotten  what  it  is  to  say  a  blessing 
—  or,  what  is  worse,  even  to  feel  in  their  hearts  the  emotion 
that  is  represented  by  uttering  words  of  thanks. 

Therefore,  it  seems  to  me,  the  Festival  of  Succos  is  so 
significant.  It  is  the  Thanksgiving  Festival  par  excellence.  In 
a  very  concrete  way,  it  reminds  people  of  the  most  elemental 
benefits  they  enjoy.  The  succah  is  decorated  with  all  kinds  of 
fruits  and  vegetables:  each  morning,  symbols  of  the  earth's 
bounty  —  the  lulav  and  the  etrog  —  are  taken  in  hand  and  a 
benediction  is  recited  over  them.  Can  there  be  a  more  striking 
way  of  reminding  people  to  appreciate  the  fact  that  they  are 
not  condemned  to  go  constantly  hungry?  The  succah  itself,  the 
little  hut  which  is  so  fragile,  is  a  vivid  reminder  of  the  need  to 
appreciate  the  warmth  and  security  of  even  the  most  humble 
home.  And  then  there  is  the  concluding  day  of  the  week,  a 
special  day  set  aside  to  honor  the  Torah  and  to  rejoice  therein. 
What  a  powerful  message  of  the  need  to  be  grateful  that  man 
is  more  than  an  animal,  that  he  can  be  a  divine-like  creature  if 
he  takes  to  heart  the  word  of  God! 

Surely,  such  a  festival  should  be  observed  with  joy  and 
should  serve  to  move  each  one  of  us  to  thank  the  good  Lord 
for  all  that  He  has  given  us.  As  I  think  of  Succot  and  what  it 
means,  I  feel  moved  to  call  out  with  the  Psalmist:  HODU 
LAADONAI  KI  TOV,  "O  give  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  He  is 
good:  His  loving  kindness  endureth  forever." 

We  Would  Be  Clad  To  Help 

There  are  times  of  the  year  when  the  calendar  doesn't 
seem  to  contain  enough  week-ends  to  accommodate  all  of  the 
meetings  of  the  various  organizations  that  operate  within  our 
sphere  of  influence. 

This  generally  seems  to  be  the  case  in  the  Spring  of  the 
year.  The  result  is  a  rash  of  conflicting  dates  which  would  make 


it  highly  desirable,  but  equally  impossible,  for  some  people 
to  be  in  two  places  at  the  same  time. 

We  had  two  conflicts  of  this  sort  in  April  of  this  year„ 
with  arrangements  already  made  beyond  the  possibility  o£ 
change.  As  a  result  the  meetings  involved  were  deprived  of  the 
talent  contribution  that  some  people  would  have  made  had 
they  not  elected  to  attend  the  other  meeting. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  the  TIMES-OUT- 
LOOK might  help  to  clear  up  this  situation  if  it  would  under- 
take to  act  as  a  clearing  house  for  major  gatherings.  We  wel- 
come the  suggestion,  hastening  to  point  out,  however,  that 
this  is  something  that  we  can't  do  by  ourselves.  We  will  gladly 
publicize  the  dates  of  any  organization  meetings  reported  to 
us,  and  in  this  way  perhaps  deter  some  other  group  from 
planning  on  the  same  dates. 

We'll  make  a  start,  right  now.  We  have  been  advised  that 
the  North  Carolina  Associations  of  Jewish  Women,  Men  and 
Rabbis  will  hold  their  1964  meetings  in  Winston-Salem  on 
Sunday,  April  1  2th. 

If  you  are  interested,  see  to  it  that  any  organization  with 
which  you  might  be  actively  identified  sends  us  their  planned 
meeting  dates  as  soon  as  decided  upon.  We'll  do  the  rest. 

JTA  and  the  News  in  Washington 

The  action  of  a  State  Department  official  in  barring 
Milton  Friedman,  the  Jewish  Telegraphic  Agency's  Chief 
Washington  correspondent,  from  a  briefing  on  the  Middle 
East  has  a  special  overtone  which  sharply  distinguishes  it  from 
a  common  practice  in  Washington. 

There  is  nothing  unusual  in  such  action,  which  usually 
takes  the  form  of  inviting  a  few  favored  correspondents  for  in- 
formation designed  to  be  disseminated  without  direct  attribu- 
tion to  the  official  thus  favoring  the  correspondents.  Those 
uninvited  correspondents  who  would  have  a  legitimate  interest 
in  such  a  briefing  are  in  effect  barred  by  not  being  invited. 

This  goes  011  all  the  time  and  is  regularly  protested  by  the 
correspondents  left  out  in  the  cold.  Since  there  is  no  way  to 
prevent  this  kind  of  favoritism— which  is  hardly  restricted  to 
provision  of  news,  in  Washington  and  elsewhere  in  high  places 
—it  is  reasonably  certain  that  it  will  happen  in  the  future. 

What  makes  the  discrimination  against  Mr.  Friedman  a 
special  case  is  that  the  official  specifically  said  that  only  Mr. 
Friedman  had  been  barred  and  that  one  of  the  reasons  was 
that  the  official  did  not  like  some  of  the  copy  Mr.  Friedman 
wrote  about  State  Department  policies. 

This  is  a  plain  and  unmistakable  play  for  controlling  news 
of  vital  public  interest.  The  implication  clearly  is  that  if  Mr. 
Friedman  covered  Middle  East  foreign  policy  copy  in  Wash-

ABOUT  MICAH  AND  US  ALL 

My  friend  Maurice  Schapiro  of 
Elizabethtown,  Ky.  begins  his  let- 
ter with  a  bit  of  kidding  about 
the  Prophet  Micah  and  me  ..."  I 
have  read  ad  nauseum  in  your 
Jewish  column  during  the  past  30 
years  your  quotation  of  Micah 
whenever  you  ran  out  of  other 
subjects  to  write  about.  (Maurice 
and  I  used  to  be  fellow-reporters 
on  the  same  paper.) 

He  had  just  been  reading  a 
report  on  Micah  in  the  Wall 
Street  Journal.  Micah's  good 
name  had  come  up  in  a  case  in 
one  of  New  York's  Federal  courts. 
The  lawyer  for  the  defense  was 
saying  to  the  judge:  "Your  honor 
I  shall  simply  read  the  declaration 
•of  the  prophet  Micah:  'Do  justice 
and  love  mercy.'" 

And  the  judge  added  more  of 
Micah  .  .  ."  And  walk  humbly," 

Then  the  lawyer  quoted:  "Yes, 
'walk  humbly  with  thy  God-'  I 
agree  with  your  honor,"  and  the 
judge  replied  to  the  lawyer:  "Per- 
haps if  you  had  given  your  client 
this  preachment  of  Micah,  he 
might  not  have  wound  up  in  all 
this  trouble." 

And  Maurice  Schapiro  con- 
cludes: "It  appears,  Segal,  that 
Micah,  the  rabbis  and  you  have 
failed:  the  wrongdoers  continue 
at  their  wrongs." 

Well,  Maurice,  I  do  not  feel  dis- 
couraged in  my  preachment  of  the 
prophet  Micah.  Oh,  I  can't  count 
up  the  many,  many  times  I  have 
presented  him  in  my  column  to 
all  the  readers;  and  now  once 
more  I'm  quoting  Micah:  "What 
doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee  but 
to  do  justice  and  to  love  mercy 
and  to  walk  humbly  with  thy 
Cod?" 

Yes,  and  doesn't  that  question 
contain  the  sum  of  all  religions? 
In  about  three  seconds  of  time 
Micah's  words  speak  all  the  worth- 
whileness  of  all  those  long  ser- 
mons which  consume  hours  of 
time  in  the  preaching  .  .  .  "What 
doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee  but 
to  do  justice  and  to  love  mercy 
and  to  walk  humbly  with  thy 
God?" 


As  I  have  reported  in  this  col- 
umn, there  was  a  time  of  my 
young  life  when  I  started  out  to- 
ward becoming  a  rabbi  .  .  .  but 
flunked  at  it.  Had  I  succeeded 
and  were  I  a  rabbi  now,  I  would 
speak  up  in  Micah's  own  words 
to  my  congregation  on  each  Sab- 
bath from  my  pulpit- 

"Yes,  my  dear  friends,"  I  would 
say,  "in  Micah's  words  is  all  the 
goodness  of  religion,  and  what 
more  than  Micah  could  I  say  to 
you,  if  I  preached  you  a  long  ser- 
mon? So,  having  spoken  up  in 
Micah's  words,  I  seat  myself.  But, 
please,  my  friends,  keep  on  re- 
membering Micah,  every  day, 
every  hour  and  live  up  to  him  all 
through  your  lives.  By  speaking 
up  to  you  each  Sabbath  in  the 
words  of  Micah,  I  feel  I'm  serving 
my  complete,  sacred  function  of 
rabbi.  Once  more  I  repeat  Micah: 
What  doth  the  Lord  require  of 
thee  but  to  do  justice  and  to  love 
mercy  and  to  walk  humbly  with 
thy  God.' 

Anyway,  I  hand  this  on  to  my 
readers  in  hope  that  they'll  go 
along  with  Micah.  Yes,  I  hear  of 
people  whose  heads  are  swollen; 
that  is  to  say,  they're  not  at  all 
1  umble,  in  accordance  with 
Micah's  teaching;  and  there  are 
guvs  who  do  not  serve  even  them- 
selves with  justice,  that  is  to  say 
they're  not  living  up  to  worth- 
while ideals;  and  there  are  a  lot 
of  us  whose  hearts  are  tough,  be- 
ing without  the  mercy  which 
Micah  preaches. 

Oh,  I  don't  mean  to  suggest 
that  I  myself  continuously  live  up 
to  Micah.  From  time  to  time  my 
wife  suggests  that  I'm  not  measur- 
ing up  to  the  Micah  highness,  and 
from  time  to  time  I  myself  dis- 
cover my  failings.  Yes,  only  the 
other  day  I  pushed  away  a  person 
who  stopped  me  on  the  street  and 
said  h^  was  hungry  and  would  T 
help  him? 

Not  that  I  physically  pushed 
him,  but  I  walked  away  from  him 
with  the  high  head.  After  I  had 
gone  a  block  away  from  the  man, 
Micah  came  up  to  my  side,  you 
mi^ht  say,  and  spoke  up,  asking, 
"Were  you  merciful  to  that  man, 
pushing  him  off  after  he  told  you 
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he  was  hungry?  Don't  you  remem- 
ber my  advice  ...  to  love  mercy 
and  to  do  justly?  And  how  do  you 
know  you  did  justly  when  you 
denied  him,  and  went  your  way. 
Go  back  up  the  street  and  find 
him." 

So  I  walked  back  but  couldn't 
find  the  man.  I  went  on,  speaking 
to  Micah:  "Yes,  Micah,  my  friend, 
not  many  of  us  keep  on  living  up 
to  what  you  said  to  us  ...  to  do 
justly,  to  love  mercy  and  to  walk 
humbly." 


Then,  despite  noisy  traffic  on 
the  street,  I  could  hear  Micah 
whispering:  "Anyway,  Segal,  you 
have  a  column  in  which  to  spread 
what  I  said  about  being  just  and 
merciful  and  humble.  Please, 
write  about  that  for  my  sake  and 
for  the  sake  of  your  own  reputa- 
tion as  a  decent  person." 

So:  This  column!  And  I  thank 
Maurice  Schapiro  of  Elizabeth- 
town  Ky.,  for  his  help  toward 
this  job  of  mine-

A  man  of  courage  who 
never  hesitates  to  say  exactly  what 
he  means,  who  never  fears  conseq- 
uences and  who  is  always  confid- 
ent that  a  just  cause  rightfully 
presented  must  inevitably  prevail, 
our  Man  of  the  Month  personifies 
those  characterisics  which  make 
for  dedicated  leadership. 

Samuel  Z.  Troy  is  that  rare  in- 
dividual to  whom  persons  of  every 
shade  of  opinion  and  from  all 
walks  of  life  turn  to  for  guidance 
on  problems  effecting  the  welfare 
of  the  total  community.  What 
brought  him  to  undisputed  leader- 
ship and  influence  was  his  bound- 
less knowledge  and  understanding 
of  Jewish  life  and  his  activities  on 
behalf  of  the  community,  in  Jew- 
ish affairs  as  well  as  in  the  civic 
life  of  the  total  community.  He 
has   contributed   liberally   of  his 


means  as  well  as  personal  service, 
to  many  diverse  Jewish  causes 
especially  in  the  last  three  decades 
with  the  development  and  up 
building  of  the  State  of  Israel. 

Mr.  Troy  is  a  self  made  man. 
His  career  and  life  symbolize  the 
great  American  dream  of  opport- 
unity. He  exemplifies  the  energy 
and  ambition  of  an  immigrant 
generation  determined  to  make 
good.  Born  in  Russia  some  60  odd 
years  ago,  he  brought  to  this  coun- 
try at  the  age  of  20,  little  money, 
an  excellent  Judiac  background 
and  unlimited  ideals.  He  settled 
in  Richmond  about  30  years  ago 
and  has  resided  there  ever  since. 

During  his  formative  years,  his 
parents  indoctrinated  him  with 
the  deep  convinction  that  since 
"Man    does   not    live   by  bread 


alone,"  he  must  become  an  integal 
part  of  communal  activities  if  life 
is  to  be  meaningful.  As  a  conseq- 
uence, he  recognizes  that  his  own 
good  fortune  in  this  country  is  not 
something  personal  but  an  asset 
that  carries  with  it  a  large  measure 
of  responsibility  to  his  faith  and 
people. 

He  is  an  incorporator,  Past 
President  and  former  Campaign 
General  of  the  Richmond  Jewish 
Communiiy  Council.  In  1953,  the 
Council  presented  him  with  the 
Distinguished  Community  Service 
Award,  the  highest  honor  which 
the  Jewish  community  can  present 
to  one  of  its  distinguished  leaders. 
Recently,  in  recognition  of  his 
many  achievements  on  behalf  of 
the  United  Jewish  Appeal  includ- 
ing membership  on  the  National 
Board,  the  Council  appointed  him 
to  serve  as  Richmond  Jewry's 
Chairman  for  the  observance  of 
the  Silver  Anniversary  of  this 
organization. 

Mr.  Troy's  listing  of  offices  and 
Board  membership  reflect  the 
wide  range  of  his  interests.  The

Reform  rabbis  are  banded  to- 
gether in  a  national  organization 
known  as  the  Central  Conference 
of  American  Rabbis. 

There  is  also  another  CCAR, 
although  it  is  not  a  formal  body. 
It  is  the  Central  Conference  of 
Almost  Rabbis,  comprising  people 
of  note  who  began  their  studies  in 
the  Reform  rabbinical  seminary 
(sometimes  known  as  the  Reform 
School)  and  then  went  on  to  other 
pursuits. 

One  such  who  once  attended 
the  Hebrew  Union  College  in 
Cincinnati  was  the  late  Aaron 
Sapiro,  who  gave  Henry  Ford  his 
comeuppance.  We  remember  Mr. 
Sapiro's  courage  and  we  also  feel 
that  it  was  the  Sapiro  confronta- 
tion which  caused  the  Ford  family 
to  depart  from  its  xenophobia  to 
become  one  of  the  most  enlight- 
ened families  in  America. 

Another  person  of  note  who  left 
the  Cincinnati  campus  for  other

fields  is  Abe  Spanel.  Do  you  recog- 
nize that  name?  Mr.  Spanel  is  the 
president  of  Latex  Co.  He  is 
widely  known  for  his  practice  of 
inserting  large  ads  in  newspapers 
not  to  advertise  his  products  but 
his  views.  And,  by  large,  his  views 
are  forward-looking;  often  Mr. 
Spanel's  unusual  entries  are  re- 
prints of  universalistic  articles  or 
editorials  which  he  feels  ought  to 
be  given  wider  circulation. 

A  third  almost  rabbi  also  has 
the  initials  A.  S  He  is  Alfred 
Segal,  the  wise  and  genial  colum- 
nist who  is  currently  celebrating 
his  80th  birthday. 

In  his  weekly  outpourings,  Mr. 
Segal  often  recounts  the  story  of 
his  going  to  the  rabbinical  school 
in  Cincinnati  and  of  his  departure 
from  the  campus.  He  often  pro- 
fesses to  feel  regrets  over  the  fact 
that  he  had  not  gone  on  to  be  a 
rabbi. 

He  need  not  feel  such  regrets. 
Mr.  Segal  has  served  Judaism  and 
mankind  as  well  as  any  rabbi.  And 
any  rabbi  will  attest  to  this  truth, 
/or  some  60  years  he  has  been  ex- 
pounding humanitarianism  on  his 
typewriter.  He  did  it  at  one  time 
for  the  B'nai  B'rith  magazine.  He 
has  written  many  articles.  He 
writes  a  column  for  the  Cincin- 
nati Post.  And  unfailingly  he  pro- 
duces a  weekly  gem  which  is  dis- 
tributed by  the  Seven  Arts  Feature 
Syndicate. 

Mr.  Segal  has  been  a  Jewish 
columnist  for  a  longer  period 
than  any  other  man  in  American 
history.  His  journalistic  flagship 
is  the  Cincinnati  Israelite,  ancient 
but  vibrant  Anglo-Jewish  weekly, 


in  which  he  is  linked  with  Isaac 
Mayer  Wise,  who  tried  to  make  a 
rabbi  of  him.  Dr.  Wise  was  also 
the  founder  of  the  newspaper. 

What  has  Allred  Segal  been  say- 
ing all  these  years?  Just  what  any 
rabbi  tries  to  say,  that  the  world 
is  a  neighborhood,  that  all  men 
are  part  of  a  family  and  that  we 
should  train  ourselves  to  derive 
our  joy  from  serving  others.  With 
infinite  variations,  each  one  de- 
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lightful  and  captivating,  this  has 
been  the  burden  of  the  message  of 
this  modern  sage. 

His  style  is  disarmingly  simple. 
He  can  take  difficult  concepts 
and  mold  into  easy,  telling  Avords. 
Mr.  Segal  affects  a  superficial  nai- 
vete something  like  that  of  the 
late  Eleanor  Roosevelt,  and  his 
writings  and  hers  are  somewhat 
alike.  Alike  too,  is  the  unfailing

He  received 
his  education  at  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University  and  attained  the 
degree  of  Dr.  of  Philosophy  in  the 
field  of  History.  He  did  post-grad- 
uate study  at  Gratz  College  and 
reasearch  under  Dr.  Solomon  Ziet- 
lin.  He  also  taught  at  Gratz  Col- 
lege. He  is  the  author  of  several 
books  on  Jewish  history. 

Dr.  Jacob  Agus,  author  of 
"Modern  Philosophies  of  Judiasm" 


and  other  works  on  Judaism,  is  the 
popular  Rabbi  of  Beth  El  Con- 
gregation of  Baltimore.  He  is  a 
consulting  editor  for  the  Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica  for  all  items,  per- 
taining to  Judaism  and  the  Jewish 
people.  His  pulpits  were  in  Chic 
ago  and  Dayton  prior  to  coming  to 
Maryland.  Educated  at  Yeshiva 
College  and  ordained  from  Eich- 
anan  Theological  Seminary,  Dr. 
Agus  holds  further  degrees  from 
Harvard  University. 

Dr.  Salo  Baron,  professor  of 
Jewish  History,  Literature,  and 
Institutions  at  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, was  educated  in  Vienna.  Be- 
sides holding  a  Ph.D  Degree,  he 
has  an  honorary  degree  from  Heb- 
rew Union  College.  Dr.  Baron  has 
been  on  the  public  lecture  plat- 
form many  years,  and  is  one  of  the 
noted  Jewish  historians  of  our  era.

ington  in  a  manner  that  would  never  annoy  the  State  Depart- 
ment's Near  Eastern  Office,  he  would  be  welcome  at  briefings 
arranged  by  the  Near  Eastern  office. 

The  JTA  has  quite  properly  protested  such  a  policy  in  a 
communication  to  Secmary  of  State  Dean  Rusk,  as  have  many 
Senators  and  Representatives.  So  have  client  newspapers  of 
the  news  agency. 

It  is  important  to  keep  the  issue  squarely  in  focus.  That 
issue  is  whether  any  government  official  has  a  right  to  bar  a 
responsible  news  correspondent  from  a  news  conference  ar- 
ranged to  assure  that  an  important  news  development  is  re- 
sponsibly reported  to  the  American  people.  No  such  right  now 
exists  in  law  or  custom  in  the  American  Government.  The 
barring  of  the  JTA  correspondent  clearly  must  not  be  allowed 
to  become  a  precedent  which  could  plague  the  essential  task  of 
the  press  in  a  democracy  of  honest  coverage  of  vital  news.

Refreshing  Reading 

Perhaps  our  reading  of  Dore  Schary's  "For  Special  Oc- 
casions.'' published  by  Random  House,  caught  us  on  the  re- 
bound, and  therefore  was  more  than  usually  pleasing.  We  have 
of  late  been  surfeited  with  a  miscellaneous  array  of  so  called 
Jewish  books  —  so  called  either  because  they  dealt  with  Jewish 
people  and  scenes,  or  because  they  were  written  by  Jews.  The 
distortions  of  Jewish  life  and  Jewish  characters  was  often  dis- 
tasteful to  us  in  the  reading.  Not  that  we  believe  in  any  sense 
that  all  Jewish  life  and  characters  should  be  pictured  as  if  we 
were  the  sole  heirs  to  the  Golden  Rule.  We  realize  that  Jews 
are  after  all,  before  anything  else,  people,  and  as  such  we 
probably  have  as  many  sinners  as  saints,  as  do  all  other  people. 

Another  basis  of  our  fault-finding  with  many  books  about 
Jews  or  authored  by  Jews,  is  that  they  are  frequently  mislead- 
ing to  non-Jewish  readers.  Many  of  them,  in  an  effort  to  create 
a  nostalgia,  bring  out  charateristics  that  are  definitely  not  those 
of  the  Jew  of  today,  and  hence  do  a  grave  injustice  to  Jewry. 

Mr.  Schary's  opus  has  none  of  these  detractions.  While  in 
no  sense  an  autobiography,  (the  story  deals  with  but  a  few 
years  of  the  author's  life),  it  brings  us  in  touch  with  perfectly 
plausible  human  beings,  in  perfectly  typical  situations.  It 
centers  around  the  catering  establishment  operated  by  his  par- 
ents under  the  name  of  Schary  Manor,  in  Newark  New  Jersey. 
Weddings,  engagement  parties,  bar  mitzvahs,  and  kindred 
social  events  were  accomodated,  and  over  the  period  of  years, 
the  Manor  established  an  enviable  reputation  for  the  excell- 
ence of  its  food  and  service.  Mr.  Schary's  story  goes  into  inter- 
esting details  of  many  of  these  occasions,  and  his  part  in  them 
as  a  youth.  Depicted  often,  with  a  fine  sense  of  humor,  the 
reader  really  lives  along  with  the  people  described. 

Perhaps  an  additional  reason  for  our  thorough  enjoyment 
of  the  book  stems  from  the  fact  that  it  covers  the  exact  period 
—  1916-1925— when  we  were  residents  of  Newark.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  our  last  place  of  residence  was  on  High  Street,  not  far 
from  where  Schary  Manor  was  last  located.  As  a  consequence, 
we  were  familiar  with  the  scene  and  readily  recognized  many 
of  the  people  mentioned.  And,  at  least  on  one  occasion  that  we 
can  recall,  we  were  present  at  one  of  the  "occasions"  described. 

To  go  into  too  much  detail  would  take  the  element  of 
surprise  from  the  many  readers  which  we  are  certain  the  book 
will  have.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  we  recommend  it  without  reser- 
vation. 

Mr.  Schary  is  of  course  well  known  for  his  outstanding 
role  in  the  motion  picture  field  and  the  stage.  He  is  now  the 
National  Chairman  of  B'nai  B'rith's  Anti-Defamation  League. 

Born  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  in  1905,  Dore  Schary  first 
became  interested  in  the  theatre  and  in  dramatic  writing  when 
he  served  as  "dramatic  counselor"  at  a  summer  camp  in  the 
Catskills.  In  1932  he  went  to  Hollywood,  and  for  the  next 
eight  years  wrote  constantly  for  the  movies.  Among  his  many 


screen  plays  during  this  period  was  "Boys  Town,"  which  won 
him  an  Academy  Award. 

From  1943  to  1956  Mr.  Schary  served  in  various  executive 
capacities  for  the  Selznick  organization,  RKO  and  MGM. 
Since  then  he  has  devoted  his  time  exclusively  to  writing  and 
to  the  New  York  Theatre.  "Sunrise  at  Campobello,"  his  first 
play,  was  an  instantaneous  hit  which  won  many  prizes.  He  has 
also  been  involved,  either  as  writer,  director  or  co-producer — 
and  sometimes  as  all  three— with  "A  Majority  of  One,"  "The 
Highest  Tree,"  "The  Unsinkable  Molly  Brown,"  "The  Devil's 
Advocate"  and,  most  recently,  "Something  About  a  Soldier." 

Mr.  Schary  has  contributed  articles  and  stories  to  such 
publications  as  the  New  York  Times,  the  Saturday  Review,  the 
Atlantic  and  the  Reporter.  His  book,  "Case  History  of  a 
Movie,"  published  by  Random  House  in  1950,  is  considered 
definitive  on  the  mechanics,  arithmetic  and  artistry  of  movie- 
making. 

A  Significant  Survey 

Bernard  Nath,  of  Chicago,  chairman  of  B'nai  B'rith's 
Anti-Defamation  League,  has  revealed  some  interesting  infor- 
mation, based  on  a  survey  supervised  by  Arnold  Forster,  the 
League's  general  counsel  and  civil  rights  director,  on  the  em- 
ployment of  Jews  in  the  automobile  industry  —  one  of  the 
nation's  largest. 

This  survey  indicates  that,  of  15,000  employees  of  Gen- 
eral Motors,  80  are  Jews;  of  18,000  at  Chrysler,  102  are  Jews 
and  at  Ford,  of  17,500,  146  are  Jews.  This  adds  up  to  328  out 
of  50,500.  or  approximately  one  sixth  of  one  percent. 

Particularly  illuminating  is  the  dearth  of  executive  per- 
sonnel and  white  collar  workers.  There  is  not  one  instance  of 
a  Jew  reaching  vice-presidental  status.  It  may  be  argued  that 
Jews  do  not  ordinarly  go  in  for  the  type  of  labor  that  goes  into 
automobile  production.  However,  that  does  not  account  for 
the  spareity  of  other  personnel,  such  as  sales  or  finance,  for 
which  the  Jews  are  better  suited. 

Mr.  Forster  declares  the  exceptionally  low  percentage  of 
Jewish  white  collar  and  executive  personnel  who  came  through 
company  schools,  employment  agencies,  college  placement 
bureaus  or  company  recruiters,  and  the  industry-wide  figure 
of  only  328  Jews,  leaves  no  doubt  that  "artificial  barriers"  stilt 
exist  in  the  industry. 

It  is  difficult  to  assign  any  satisfying  reason  for  this  situa- 
tion, and  consultation  with  the  automotive  leadership  fails  to- 
throw  any  light  on  the  situation. 

Mr.  Forster  concludes  that  unless  the  automobile  industry 
"forcefully  spells  out"  its  merit  employment  standards  to  all 
department  heads  and  recruitment  officers,  the  "suspicion  of 
discrimination  that  has  long  been  attached  to  the  industry  will 
persist."

Informal  receptions  follow- 
ed Rosh  Hashanah  services  at  Hil- 
lel House  and  the  Rabbi's  resi- 
dence, which  afforded  students  and 
faculty  a  chance  to  chat  informally 
"with  the  Director  and  his  wife. 

Individual  freshman  conferences 
are  scheduled  for  all  incoming  stu- 
dents with  the  Hillel  Director  in 
North  Carolina.

My  Year 
In  Israel 

As  fold  lo  the  Durham  Chapter 
of  Hadassah

Shalom  .  When  I  graduated 
from  Durham  High  School  in  1962, 
1  had  lo  make  a  great  decision  re- 
garding the  next  year  of  my  life. 
Should  I  enter  college  in  the  fall 
with  many  of  my  friends  with 
whom  I  had  attended  high  school, 
or  should  1  go  to  Israel  for  a  year 
and  postpone  college? 

I  chose  the  year  in  Israel.  Now 
that  I  am  back  home  again,  I 
know  that  1  had  made  the  right 
decision. 

Since  being  home,  everyone  asks 
me  to  tell  them  "all  about  my  year 
in  Israel."  I  am  often  reminded  of 
the  following  story  that  one  of  my 
first  lecturers  gave  us.  He  advised 
us  not  to  make  any  snap  judge  - 


ments  about  our  feelings  and  opin- 
ions of  the  people  and  their  life. 
To  quote  him:  "The  man  who  has 
been  a  week  in  Israel  can  return 
home  lo  make  a  million  dollar 
movie.  .  .the  man  who  has  stayed 
a  month,  can  write  a  book.  .  after 
one-half  year,  that  man  can  write 
a  thick  pamphlet,  but  after  a  year, 
it  is  hard  to  produce  two  pages  of 
writing." 

There  is  so  much  to  tell  about 
the  land  of  Israel  and  its  people! 
I  hope  that  you  will  understand 
that  I  am  still  in  the  process  of 
collecting  my  thoughts  and  that  it 
is  really  difficult  for  me  to  give 
you  more  than  a  thumbnail  sketch 
tonight.

"be  among  36  young  people 
throughout  the  country  to  go  to 
Israel  under  the  Young  Judaea 
Year  in  Israel  Program.  We  left 
•the  States  September  14,  1962  on 
the  SS  Zion,  where  we  spent  two 
weeks,  during  which  time  we  at- 
tended orientation  classes  to  learn 
more  about  the  country  where  we 
were  soon  to  spend  a  whole  year. 

Our  excited  group  arrived  in 
Haifa  on  the  day  before  Rosh  Ha- 
shanah.  After  being  in  Israel  for  a 
year,  I  think  that  I  experienced 
many  thrills  of  a  first  romantic 
impression  common  to  all  "ayarim" 
(tourists);  Israel  has  so  many  of 
them,  and  it  is  becoming  a  large 
source  of  income  for  the  country. 

I  remember  how  exciting  it  was 
to  land  in  Haifa,  to  be  met  by  the 
Jewish  Agency  representative,  and 
to  be  rushed  to  Jerusalem  before 
the  busses  stopped  running  for 
Rosh  Hashanah.  Along  the  road 
/tt>  Jerusalem,  stories  from  the  Bi- 
ble unfurled  at  every  turn  of  the 
tree-lined  roads.  The  thrill  of  driv- 
ing along  the  road,  entering  the 
Rocky  Mountains  and  seeing  the 
city  for  the  first  time,  could  never 
•  be  recaptured  by  me  the  many 
Uimes  I  returned  to  the  city  from 
a  weekend  "chofesh"  (free  time). 
Afterwards,  it  was  always  a  differ- 
ent feeling  of  seeing  a  familiar 
sight  again. 

If  I  picture  Durham's  Main  St. 
on  a  quiet  Sunday  afternoon,  it 
reminds  me  a  great  deal  of  the  at- 
mosphere I  first  encountered  on 
Rosh  Hashanah  last  year  in  Jeru- 
salem. There  was  an  extremely 
■quiet  lull  in  the  city— a  minimum 
of  traffic.  Almost  everyone  was 
walking  in  the  streets.  Many  peo- 
ple in  their  holiday  clothes  were 
walking  to  and  from  the  Bet  Knes- 
set. 

When  the  holiday  was  over,  in 
■contrast  to  the  quietness  of  the 
day,  the  city  became  a  mass  of 
busy  ice  cream  and  falafel  stands, 
cafes  and  theaters— the  streets  were 
now  crowded  with  people  hurry- 
ing to  buy  their  tickets. 

Jerusalem,  unlike  New  Yorky 
Tel  Aviv,  with  its  many  sidewalk 
cafes,  is  a  very  quiet  city.  The 
streets  are  usually  empty  by  9  o' 
clock.  High-livers  and  noise-lovers 
From  Tel  Aviv  call  the  city  a  dead 
place,  but  I,  along  with  most  of 
Its  inhabitants,  feel  that  it  has  an 
atmosphere  and  air  all  of  its  own. 


I  can  still  recall  my  first  impact 
of  finding  everyone  being  Jewish 
—of  seeing  Jewish  policemen  who 
really  gave  tickets;  even  the  little 
children  could  speak  Hebrew  flu- 
ently, why  couldn't  1? 

My  first  month  in  Jerusalem 
was  devoted  to  touring  the  city, 
parts  of  the  country  and  attending 
orientation  classes.  We  walked 
and  rode  around  the  city  to  get 
our  bearings,  and  visited  many 
places  of  interest,  among  them  the 
Bezalel  School  and  Museum, 
where  I  sat  in  on  several  classes; 
Hartzion,  Mt.  Zion,  the  supposed 
Tomb  of  King  David,  is  a  high 
point  from  which  the  ancient  city 
and  Jordan  can  be  seen.  From 
there  I  also  saw  the  old  Hadassah 
Hospital  on  Mt.  Scopus,  which  is 
now  guarded  by  the  U.  N.  Since 
Jerusalem  is  a  divided  city,  the  old 
section  or  its  back  yard  is  in  Jor- 
dan. The  white  U.N.  jeep  is  a 
common  city  sight. 

One  day  our  group  took  the  20 
minute  bus  ride  to  the  new  Had- 
assah Medical  Hospital,  where  we 
were  given  a  tour  of  the  beautiful, 
niodernly  equipped  institution. 

Many  of  you  will  recall  Eddie 
and  Deena  Superstine  when  they 
lived  in  Durham.  Eddie  is  now 
head  of  the  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ment in  the  Hadassah  Hospital.  I 
had  often  visited  in  their  home 
where  I  met  their  niece,  Tirtza. 
with  whom  I  became  friends.  On 
Eddie  Superstine's  personal  invi- 
tation, I  visited  the  Hadassah 
Hospital  another  time  by  myself 
and  was  really  given  a  "grand 
lour".  1  saw  the  huge  pharmacy, 
the  busy  laboratory,  the  bottle 
sterilizing  room  and  the  area 
where  prescriptions  were  filled— 
I  even  got  a  bottle  of  nose  drops 
when  I  blew  my  nose. 

The  most  modern  methods  are 
carried  out  in  the  500  bed  hospital. 
I  saw  nurses  wheeling  electrically 
heated  carts  of  delicious  looking 
food  on  the  circular  wings  to  the 
patients.  The  circular  wings  are 
the  latest  development  in  hospital 
design.  With  this  design,  only  one 
nursing  station  is  needed  for  each 
floor  instead  of  the  usual  two.  I 
saw  that  this  also  allowed  all  of 
the  patients  a  panorama  of  the 
beautiful  Judean  hills  which  must 
be  half  their  cure. 

In  one  wing  of  the  hospital  was 
the  small  chapel.  The  famous  Cha- 
gall windows  were  so  beautiful 
that  I  sat  and  stared  at  the  bril- 


liant colors  until  I  had  a  crick  in 
my  neck.  Although  photography  is 
forbidden  in  the  chapel,  I  mana- 
ged to  snap  a  picture  of  the  win- 
dows as  a  guard  turned  his  back. 

I  know  that  you  all  are  interest- 
ed in  Hadassah's  projects  in  Israel, 
so  I  would  like  to  mention  a  few 
others  that  I  visited.  In  Kiryat  Ha 
Yovel,  I  visited  the  Family  and 
Community  Health  Service.  There 
the  Family  unit  rather  than  the 
individual  is  serviced.  I  recall  the 
paneled  and  well  stocked  library, 
the  hall  which  doubles  not  only 
lor  a  place  of  recreation,  but  also 
as  a  place  for  weddings  and  Bar 
Mitzvot.  The  lovely  building  is 
greatly  respected  by  all  who  use 
it,  and  it  is  an  example  to  them 
of  what  care  and  sanitation  are. 
This  method  of  service  is  a  study 
point  for  the  U.  N.  and  foreign 
agents. 

The  Alice  Seligsberg  Vocational 
High  School  for  Girls  and  the 
Brandeis  Technical  School  for 
Boys  were  among  the  other  Had- 
assah projects  that  I  visited.  I 
don't  think  that  I  need  to  explain 
their  work  to  Hadassah  women,  I 
can  only  say  that  you  would  be 
proud  of  the  work  that  is  produced 
there! 

My  next  three  months  in  Jeru- 
salem were  spent  studying.  The 
main  stress  was  on  learning  He- 
brew, but  I  also  had  two  hours  of 
history  or  Zionism  everyday.  In  the 
afternoons  and  evenings,  there 
were  lectures  on  Israeli  govern 
ment,  economics,  social  problems, 
folk  singing  and  dancing.  Our 
classes  were  held  in  Bet  Hillel,  but 
I  liked  to  go  to  the  Hebrew  Uni- 
versity library  to  study  and  enjoy 
the  university  atmosphere. 

Israeli  students  are  very  serious. 
The  majority  of  them  work  their 
way  through  school  so  that  stu- 
dent life  is  not  quite  as  light- 
hearted  and  carefree  as  on  the 
American  campus.  Because  the 
high  school  level  is  so  high,  a  stu- 
dent starts  specializing  the  first 
year  at  the  University.  American 
students  find  that  they  must  study 
four  years  instead  of  the  usual 
three  years  for  the  Israeli  student. 

On  my  way  to  class  every  day 
I  would  pass  the  Knesset,  where  I 
heard  many  interesting  debates. 
One  day  I  heard  a  debate  on 
"Whether  or  not  TV  should  be 
introduced  in  Israel."  We  took  so 
many  things  for  granted!

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Another  day,  coming  back  from 
class  I  witnessed  the  inauguration 
parade  of  the  late  President  Ben 
Zvi.  Later,  we  were  guests  in  his 
home  and  met  his  wife,  Rache! 
i  Ben  Zvi.  This  visit  I  shall  never 
forget!  Rachel  Ben  Zvi  was  one  of 
the  most  charmng  women  f  had 
met  in  Israel.  She  was  one  of  the 
people  who  had  come  to  Israel 
with  the  Second  Aliyah.  and  was 
very  interested  in  meeting  and 
talking  with  us.  She  asked  all  a- 
bout  our  program,  and  told  us 
about  the  situation  in  the  Western 
Galil,  so  sparsely  settled  by  Jews. 
She  told  us  that  Israel's  hope  lies 
in  .American  Jewish  Youth,  that 
America  can  get  along  without 
11s,  but  that  Israel  cannot. 

On  my  free  Shabbatot,  I  would 
visit  everyone's  relatives— I  had 
been  given  a  great  many  names  by 
people  in  the  States  to  look  up 
their  kin.  These  little  trips  gave 
me  a  chance  to  see  more  of  the 
country  and  offered  me  an  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  how  my  Hebrew 
was  progressing.  Many  people  on 
the  buses  were  friendly  and  an- 
xious to  talk  with  the  "American", 
especially  the  "Americait  who 
knew  a  little  Hebrew". 

North  Carolina  may  be  called 
"Variety  Vacation  Land",  but  Is- 
rael is  cerainly  "The  Land  of  Var- 
iety". I  have  seen  the  dull  gray  sce- 
nery of  the  Negev,  and  the  green 
Galil  with  its  rich,  lush,  fields; 
Har  Hermon,  now  in  Syria,  the 
highest  point  in  the  area  was  al- 
most continuously  covered  with 
snow,  but  the  Dead  Sea,  on  the 
way  to  Eilat,  is  the  world's  lowest 
point  and  so  full  of  salt  that  one 
can  float  in  its  waters.  In  contrast 
to  this,  Lake  Kinneret,  in  the 
North,  is  delightful  for  fresh  wat- 
er swimming. 

Archeology  is  popular  interest 
and  throughout  Israel  people  are 
always  traveling  to  see  the  newlv 
discovered  ancient  cities.  I,  too, 
was  one  of  those  travelers. 

On  one  of  our  tiyulim  (hikes),  I 
stood  in  awe  as  I  looked  at  some 
of  the  ancient  Nabatean  cities  in 
the  Negev.  There  were  seven  such 
cities  which  had  carried  on  an  a^- 
ricultural  civilization  in  the  arid 
lands.  The  Hebrew  University  is 
now  studying  their  process  of  ter- 
racing and  irrigation  to  use  in 
this  modern  age. 

In  contrast  to  the  ancient  cities 
I  was  even  more  impressed  with 
the  brand  new  city  of  Arad,:  locat- 


ed in   the  middle  of  the  desert. 

Here,  in  the  most  barren,  flat, 
gray  and  lifeless  surroundings,  sev- 
eral thousand  people  are  attempt- 
ing to  make  a  home  for  themselves. 
The  Government  of  Israel  is  an- 
xious for  the  population  to  be 
more  evenly  distributed— not  just 
having  everyone  living  in  the 
Northern  part— so  people  who 
come  to  live  in  those  certain  areas 
of  the  Negev  are  exempt  from 
paying  taxes. 

The  Lachish  Development  in 
the  area  between  Jerusalem  and 
Beersheva  1  found  also  to  be  very 
interesting.  This  is  a  new  plan 
which  has  been  found  to  be  more 
successful  than  the  former  melting 
pot.  When  the  new  immigrants, 
from  many  different  nations  and 
countries,  were  pvit  into  one  com- 
munity with  the  hope  that  they 
would  become  one  culture,  it 
caused  problems  in  family  instabi- 
lity. 

Karyat  Gat  is  the  central  town 
of  the  Lachish  area;  it  contains  all 
of  a  communities'  needs  It  is  sur- 
rounded by  about  five  to  seven 
villages  of  people  from  different 
backgrounds. 

We  seem  to  hear  of  so  much  im- 
migration—this is  no  understate- 
ment. I  have  never  seen  so  many 
Jews  who  didn't  look  Jewish  to  me; 
such  a  variety  of  scenery;  such  a 
variety  of  customs;  such  a  variety 
in  the  manner  that  religion  is  prac- 
ticed and  the  variety  of  opinions 
as  reflected  in  the  multiparty  gov- 
ernment! 

For  example,  as  far  as  religion 
goes,  I  even  found  variety  in  the 
many  synagogues  that  I  visited. 
All  of  the  synagogues  are  strictly

orthodox.  Although  this  had  not 
been  my  background  in  Durham, 
I  could  relate  East  European  or 
Ashkenazi  Synagogue  to  Judaism. 
However,  the  Sephardic  Synago- 
gues were  completely  foreign  to 
me.  In  the  Persian  Synagogue  I 
found  neon  lights  above  the  Ark 
and  a  ceiling  with  dazzling  gold 
stars;  the  chairs  were  brightly  co- 
vered and  the  succah  was  decora- 
ted with  crepe  paper.  There  were 
pages  of  a  mystical  Jewish  book, 
the  Zohar,  decorating  the  walls 

The  Yemanite  Synagogue  was 
simply  fantastic  to  me!  The  men, 
wearing  long  Eastern  looking 
robes,  take  their  shoes  off  before 
entering;  they  sit  in  Oriental  fash- 
ion cross-legged  on  benches  and 
pray  in  a  very  hypnoizing  sing-song- 
chant.  The  Italian  Bet  Knesset 
was  also  unusual  with  its  baroque 
style,  grille  work  and  gold. Every- 
thing was  decorated  with  carved 
wooden  fruit  brought  from  Italy. 

One  must  realize  that  the  aver- 
age Israeli  is  not  orthodoxly  ob- 
servant. Perhaps  he  may  go  to  the 
synagogue  for  the  High  Holy  days, 
but  otherwise,  his  shabbat  is  a  day 
of  rest  to  be  observed  in  whatever 
manner  he  sees  fit.  However,  even 
the  most  unobservant  person,  the 
atheist,  knows  Hebrew,  Tenach, 
Mishnah  and  Gemorah,  and  gen- 
erally feels  himself  a  part  of  Jew- 
ish history  without  giving  it  a  sec- 
ond thought. 

The  background  of  the  people 
of  Eretz  are  so  varied.  I  found  peo- 
ple of  Israel  came  from  all  corners 
of  the  earth  and  Israel.  They  speak 
all  the  languages  as  in  the  Tower 
of  Babel.  Different  religions  live 
side  by  side.  The  tourist  is  king.  As 
one  writer  has  written:  "There  are 
Jewish  Israelis;  non-Jewish  Israe 
lis:  Moslem  Arab  Israelis;  Chris 
tian  Arab  Israelis;  Christian  Druze 
Israelis;  Druze-Druze  Israelis;  Or- 
thodox who  are  neither  Jews  nor 
Arabs;  Samaratins  who  don't  know 
exactly  what  they  are;  and  the  In- 
dians called  Benay  Israel  sons  of 
Israel.  Then  there  are  the  Yekes 
of  German  stock;  the  Yemhnites 
who  have  created  an  Israeli  Yemh 
nite  art;  The  American  from  Lodz; 
the  French  from  Warsaw;  the 
Rumanians  from  Argentine;  the 
Mexicans  who  speak  Yiddish;  the 
British  from  London;;  the  Span- 
iards from  North  Africa  the  Lith 
uanians   from   South    Africa;  the 


Moroccan  from  Beersheva  and  the 
Bedouin  from  nowhere.  Then  we 
find  the  temporary  resident  tour 
ist;  the  permanent  resident  tourist; 
the  tourist  tourist;  the  ultra  ortho- 
dox who  don't  recognize  the  State; 
the  new  immigrants;  the  old  im- 
migrants; the  future  immigrants; 
the  immigrating  immigrants;  the 
emigrating  immigrants  and  lastly, 
those  who  have  been  born  in  the 
country—  the  Sabra." 

After  my  stay  in  Jerusalem,  in 
January  I  left  for  Hulda,  a  kib 
butz  situated  near  Rehovot,  be- 
tween Tel  Aviv  and  Jerusalem. 
Here  I  was  a  member  of  a  family: 
Bennie  and  Chenya  Seem  were 
"my  parents",  Chana  and  Tzela 
"my  sisters"  and  Zevie  "my  bro- 
ther." 

A  kibbutz  is  a  farming  commu- 
nity which  rests  on  collective  own- 
ership of  the  property,  community 
dining  hall,  kitchen,  cultural  hall 
and  library.  Every  personal  need 
is  supplied  to  the  kibbutznick.  He 
comes  to  a  ready  meal,  receives 
clothing,  cigarettes,  vacation  allow- 
ance and  pocket  money. 

Hulda  was  first  an  outpost  in  an 
•entirely  Arab  area.  The  Arabs 
burned  down  the  kibbutz  in  1929 
and  a  new  one  was  built  near  the 
forest  that  the  first  settlers  had 
planted.  The  older  generation 
would  tell  me  how  this  was  the 
start  of  the  Burma  Road  during 
the  War  of  Independence  when 
Jerusalem  was  cut  off  from  the 
rest  of  the  country.  I  would  often 
go  to  the  historic  forest,  where,  the 
Hagannah  had  secretly  assembled, 
and  pick  dozens  of  red  poppies 
and  tiny  wild  irises. 

The  standard  of  living  at  Hulda 
has  steadily  risen.  My  kibbutz  fa- 
ther often  told  me  of  the  past, 
when  the  tent  was  once  a  home 
and  a  crate  was  considered  a  com- 
fortable piece  of  furniture.  Today, 
each  family  had  its  own  apartment 
with  conveniences  to  suit  his  indi- 
vidual taste.  At  Hulda,  the  four 
hundred  kibbutznickim,  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  families,

raise  citrus  fruits,  bananas,  olives, 
melons  and  other  fruits.  The  vine- 
yards at  Hulda  ilourished,  the  gar- 
dens were  neat  and  productive 
and  the  cattle  and  sheep  were  well 
taken  care  of. 

On  the  kiddutz,  work  is  allotted 
to  everyone-young  and  old.  It  was 
at  Hulda  that  I  became  integrated 
into  the  life  of  Israel.  By  working 
side  by  side  with  members  of  the 
kibbutz,  I  was  accepted. 

A  typical  day  at  Hulda  began  at 
6  a.m.  when  we  would  rise.  It  was 
very  cold  those  early  winter  morn- 
ings, so  we  put  on  a  flannel  shirt 
then  a  T  shirt,  and  on  top  of  that, 
a  sweat  shirt,  then  jeans  and  boots 
—the  early  morning  dew  is  heavy. 
You  then  grab  your  Kova  temple 
(hat)  and  work  gloves,  and  hur- 
riedly run  to  the  dining  room 
lor  breakfast.  When  picking  oran- 
ges you  eat  at  7  and  then  take  the 
long  tractor  ride  to  the  fields.  At 
other  times,  you  return  from  the 
fields  at  8  and  have  breakfast  with 
the  entire  kibbutz. 

You  pick  oranges  until  lour, 
with  time  out  for  lunch  and  a 
morning  and  afternoon  break. 
Just  like  our  cofffee  breaks,  we 
had  orange  breaks  and  would  eat 
oranges,  the  fruits  of  our  labor. 

When  the  day's  work  is  done, 
you  return  to  your  room,  shower 
and  dress.  Until  dinner  at  7  p.m., 
you  have  time  to  read,  write  let- 
ters, take  walks  and  visit  with 
your  family  and  friends  whom  you 
have  met  through  your  work. 

I  not  only  picked  oranges,  but 
pruned  olive  trees,  banana  trees, 
weeded  sugar  beets  and  worked  in 
the  vineyards.  For  a  month  I  was 
assigned  kitchen  duty.  Besides 
learning  the  art  of  plucking  chick- 
ens, scalding  fish  and  washing 
floors,  the  kitchen  had  special  ad- 
vantages because  there  is  where 
one  learns  the  latest  gossip  on  the 
kibbutz. 

What  does  one  do  on  a  kibbutz 
in  the  evening?  Once  a  week  there 
is  a  movie— free,  of  course;  perhaps 
one  enjoys  listening  to  records; 
visiting;  reading;  attending  a 
meeting  where  the  next  day's 
work  is  planned;  or  even  helping 
prepare  for  the  coming  holiday. 
Holidays  on  a  kibbutz  are  very 
meaningful. 

The  children  on  the  kibbutz 
live  apart  from  their  parents  and 
with  children  their  own  age.  The 


families  are  closely  knit— children 
visit  their  parents  and  although 
they  are  very  independent  child- 
ren, they  are,  nevertheless,  very 
close  to  their  parents.  I,  too,  be- 
came very  attached  to  my  family 
and  friends  at  Hulda  and  regret- 
ted the  time  when  I  had  to  leave 
them  to  make  my  home  on  a  mo- 
shav. 

At  Kver  Hess  I  lived  with  Ru- 
ben and  Zov  Island  and  their 
three  children.  A  moshov  is  a  com- 
munal village  of  private  farms. 
The  produce  is  sold  collectively. 

My  "father"  Ruben,  worked  in 
Tel  Aviv  as  assistant  minister  of 
Agriculture,  so  this  was  not  the 
prime  example  of  a  moshav  fami- 
ly. My  fifteen-year-old  "sister"  II- 
lona,  ten-year-old  "broher"  Geori 
and  three-year-old  "brother"  Don- 
nie  and  I  helped  "mother"  collect 
eggs,  work  in  the  garden,  keep  the 
house  clean  and  prepare  meals 
The  grandfather  and  uncle  kept 
Ruben  and  Zova's  fields  cultivated. 

The  moshov  is  generally  not  as 
closely  knit  a  community  as  found 
in  a  kibbutz  and  each  family  may 
differ  in  its  environment.  How- 
ever, in  their  community  house, 
cooperative  holiday  celebrations, 
cultural  meetings,  traveling  plays 
and  other  entertainment  are  held. 

From  the  peaceful  life  on  the 
moshov,  I  came  to  the  city  of  Tel 
Aviv  and  entered  into  the  hustle 
and  bustle  of  the  business  world. 
I  was  now  an  employee  of  Grund- 
man  Usheroff,  a  graphics  art  firm,

Loss  Of  A  Friend 


All  differences  of  religious  belief,  politics  and  internation- 
al ideologies  fell  by  the  wayside  when  a  shocked  world  learned 
of  the  tragic  death  by  an  assassin's  bullet,  of  President  John 
Fitzgerald  Kennedy,  just  as  we  were  going  to  press.  Exigencies 
of  time  and  space  permit  but  this  brief  eulogy. 

Any  man  holding  high  office  is  a  potential  martyr  to  his 
job,  and  so  it  was  with  Mr.  Kennedy.  As  long  as  there  are 
demented  minds,  this  cannot  be  prevented. 

One  of  the  noteworthy  traits  of  our  only  Catholic  Presi- 
dent was  his  tolerance,  of  which  he  gave  innumerable  instances. 
The  Jewish  people,  together  with  all  other  minorities,  and 


humanity  in  general  can  well  feel  that  they  have  lost  a  good 
friend.  That,  in  itself,  is  an  ever-living  memorial. 

In  our  bewilderment  and  grief  we  can  only  accept  the 
judgement  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  say  with  the  sages, 
"Thy  will  be  done." 

The  unfortunate  dramatic  sequel  to  the  assassination  — 
the  murder  of  the  suspect,  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  —  was  certainly 
not  in  the  best  American  tradition.  Although  all  evidence 
seemed  to  point  to  his  guilt,  no  man  is  justified  in  taking  the 
law  into  his  own  hands,  and  in  our  humble  opinion  the  action 
of  Jack  Ruby  is  not  to  be  condoned  and  is  most  reprehensible.

For  B'nai  B'rith  on  its  120th  Anniversary,  the  past  is 
prologue. 

Not  that  this  historic  commemorative  is  without  reflective 
significance.  The  efforts  of  these  past  four  generations  have 
given  B'nai  B'rith  a  standing  of  venerability  among  the  vol- 
untary organizations  in  the  United  States.  Its  accomplishments 
have  given  it  stature  and  responsibility. 

The  story  of  B'nai  B'rith's  120  years  is  essentially  a  tribute 
to  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men,  women  and  youth,  past  and 
present,  who  have  labored  to  transform  the  concepts  of  their 
Jewish  heritage  into  pragmatic  deeds  of  community  service. 
In  the  process  they  have  created  a  quality  of  Jewish  unity  that 
has  been  responsive  to  the  transitional  needs  of  an  evolving 
Jewish  community.  They  are  a  testament  to  the  Jewish  spirit 
of  community. 

Above  all  they  point  the  way  to  the  future.  If  we  momen- 
tarily pause  to  recall,  with  some  pageantry  and  ceremony,  the 
achievements  that  fill  the  archives  of  B'nai  B'rith  since  1843, 
it  has  the  pertinency  of  reassurance:  the  enduring  deeds  of  the 
past  are  but  a  prelude  and  promise  of  what  is  yet  to  come. 

The  same  devotion  to  Jewish  survival  and  continuity 
which  a  century  ago  motivated  B'nai  B'rith's  philanthropic  and 
relief  activities  is  at  the  heart  of  its  current  programs  directed 
toward  Jewish  education,  youth  work,  intergroup  harmony 
and  the  advancement  of  Jewish  well  being  everywhere  in  the 
world. 


And  B'nai  B'rith  seeks  to  remain  constant  to  its  original 
idea  of  serving  as  a  rallying  point  for  community  service  for 
Jews  of  varying  origins,  ideologies,  religious  viewpoints  and 
disparate  backgrounds. 

In  many  respects,  B'nai  B'rith  is  the  story  of  the  American 
Jewish  community,  and  of  all  who  seek  to  be  creative  in  it,  and 
who  understand  the  purposefulness  of  group  action.  Not  dis- 
tinct from  the  community,  B'nai  B'rith  is  distinctly  of  the 
community.  That  has  been  —  and  persists  as  —  its  dominant 
principle. 

Second  Return

"If  we  had  not  delayed,  we  could  have  returned  now  a 
second  time."  (Genesis  43:  10) 

So  spoke  Judah  to  his  father  Jacob:  "If  we  would  not  have 
hesitated  to  go  down  into  Egypt  for  food,  we  would  have  re- 
turned already  a  second  time." 

These  words  are  found  in  the  Sidrah  "Mikaytz,"  the 
weekly  Bible  portion,  always  read  on  the  Sabbath  of  Chanukah. 

A  pious  commentator,  playing  with  the  words  "shavnu" 
and  "tshuvah"  mystically  interprets  this  line  thusly:  if  we  de- 
layed and  did  not  return  to  God  during  the  holy  season  observ- 
ed a  few  months  ago,  now  we  have  a  second  chance  to  do  so  at 
this  Chanukah  season  as  a  sort  of  last  call. 

Magically  this  interpretation  seems  to  take  on  meaning 
and  significance  in  our  times.  We  experience  a  new  return  to 
our  festivals;  new  fervor  and  interest  to  perform  the  mitzvah 
of  kindling  the  Chanukah  lights  and  to  celebrate  this  festival 
"with  gladness  and  joy"  is  evidenced  all  over  the  world  in

ALL  ABOUT  A  BAR  MITZVAH 

Oh.  this  not  about  my  own 
bar  mitzvah  which  occurred  all  o£ 
67  years  ago.  It  has  to  do  with 
the  approaching  bar  mitzvah  of  a 
boy  in  a  California  town  not  far 
from  Los  Angeles.  His  mother  ap- 
pears to  be  tearful  about  it;  Yes, 
the  boy  has  to  be  trained  for  the 
bar  mitzvah  service  and  where's

the  money  coming  from  to  pay 
for  it? 

Her  husband  himself  isn't  dedi- 
cated to  bar  mitzvah.  He  has  the 
idea  that  the  boy  can  find  God 
and  Judaism  on  his  own  ...  to- 
ward becoming  high  in  the  world 
.  .  .  without  a  bar  mitzvah  service 
in  schul. 

This  mother  feels  prayerful  to- 
ward bar  mitzvah  for  the  boy  .  .  . 
but  how  can  there  occur  bar  mitz- 
vah for  him  without  money  enough 
in  the  family  to  pay  toward  his 
bar  mitzvah  Hebrew  education. 
She  read  this  column  in  the  B'nai 
B'rith  Messenger  of  Los  Angeles, 
and  she  thinks  well  enough  of  me 
to  feel  that  maybe  this  column 
can  be  of  some  help. 

It  all  reminds  me  of  my  own 
bar  mitzvah  in  celebration  of 
which  my  mama  baked  a  very  re- 
freshing sponge  cake.  But  I  scarce- 
ly remember  anything  of  the  bar 
mitzvah  service  itself  .  .  .  that  is 
to  say  the  words  I  spoke  from  the 
altar  up  to  God  toward  dedicat- 
ing myself  to  Judaism.  After  the 
service  I  ran  a  race  down  the 
street  with  some  other  kids  who 


had  been  in  schul  to  watch  me 
being  dedicated  to  Judaism. 

But  anyway,  now  .  .  .  all  these 
67  years  later  ...  I  am  speaking 
up  for  the  mother  of  that  other 
kid  out  there  in  California.  His 
mother's  letter  says  to  me:  "Read- 
ing your  column  week  after  week, 
I  feel  1  have  come  to  know  you. 
Since  my  husband  and  myself  and 
our  two  children  have  no  family 
elders  out  here  in  California  to 
advise  us,  I  thought  maybe  you 
could  help. 

'  My  husband  operates  a  truck. 
Since  most  of  his  earnings  go 
back  into  the  truck  which  is  quite 
old,  what  we  have  left  for  our 
family  needs  is  quite  small.  We 
do  not  belong  to  a  temple  because 
we  can  not  afford  it.  We  are  not 
religious  but  we  are  Jewish. 

"Our  son  should  have  started 
on  his  Hebrew  education  in  order 
that  he  may  come  to  bar  mitzvah. 
This  I  know  deep  down  in  my 
heart,  but  we  do  not  have  the 
means  to  send  him  to  Hebrew 
school,  to  learn  the  full  meaning 
of  being  of  the  Jewish  faith.  In 
my  own  small  way  I  have  taught 
him  of  God  and  explained  the 
Bible  to  him.  My  husband  and  I 
are  not  learned  in  Judaism,  and 
most  of  our  surroundings  are  Gen- 
tile. 

"I  have  been  told  that  if  I 
speak  to  the  rabbi  of  our  area, 
iind  explained  that  we  can  not  af- 
ford to  pay,  some  arrangements 
could  be  made.  But  neither  my 
husband  nor  I  can  bring  our- 
selves to  ask  for  help  from  the 
congregation." 

But  her  husband  knows  other 
ways  of  speaking  to  God  .  .  .  even 
away  from  the  synagogue.  His 
wife  is  telling  me  about  him: 
"My  husband  has  always  been  a 
very,  very  hard  worker.  Nothing 
has  ever  come  easy  for  him.  lie  is 
a  good  father  but  he  refuses  to 
ask  for  help  for  himself  or  his 
family.  He  feels  that  all  he  can 
do  is  his  own  best,  and  to  pray  to 
God  for  help." 

Yes,  her  husband  feels  the  boy 
can  .grow  up  to  be  a  worthwhile 
person  even  without  being  taken 
to  schul  for  bar  mitzvah.  His  wife 


is  telling  me:  "He  feels  that  it 
is  for  himself  to  carry  his  burdens 
and  it  is  enough  if  our  son  be- 
lieves in  God  and  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments, and  knows  that  he  is 
of  the  Jewish  faith  and  is  proud 
to  be  of  it.  He  also  believes  that 
if  our  son  is  honest  and  true  to 
himself  and  to  others  he  will  grow 
into  the  kind  of  man  our  God 
would  be  proud  of." 

But  well  .  .  . 

Though  this  mother  looks  high 
up  to  the  idealism  of  her  husband, 
she  yearns  for  bar  mitzvah  for 
her  boy.  .  .  .  "In  my  heart  I  know 
my  husband  is  right,  yet  I  would 
feel  guilty  if  our  son  were  not  bar 


mitzvah.  We  are  good  parents,  as 
I  believe,  and  we  love  our  chil- 
dren dearly.  Yet,  with  all  we  give 
of  ourselves  to  our  children,  the 
feeling  of  guilt  is  great  within  me. 

"Please  help  me.  Should  I  feel 
that  I  am  doing  wrong  to  my  son 
and  to  our  God,  if  he  will  not  be 
bar  mitzvah:  But  will  God  under- 
stand and  bless  my  child?" 

Well,  in  accordance  with  my 
way  of  knowing,  I  feel  quite  sure 
that  God  doesn't  look  down  on  a 
boy  who  doesn't  know  bar  mitz- 
vah. As  I  myself  know  God,  He 
doesn't  distinguish  the  religious 
differences  between  us  all.  He 
cares  only  that  we  all  live  up  to 
Him.

AN  EVENTFUL  PAST  THAT  AUGURS 
FOR  A  BRILLIANT  FUTURE 


1843  -  1963

The  first  national  service  or- 
ganization founded  in  the  United 
States  has  a  Hebrew  name.  B'nai 
B'rith  —  it  means  "Sons  of  the 
Covenant"  —  celebrated  its  1 20th 
anniversary  October  13. 

Among  national  organizations, 
only  the  Masons  and  Odd  Fellows, 
two  fraternal  groups  that  originat- 
ed abroad,  are  older. 

B'nai  B'rith  preceded  the 
Grange,  the  Salvation  Army  and 
the  Women's  Christian  Temper- 
ance Union,  the  Knights  of  Co- 
lumbus, Kiwanis,  Rotary,  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Rev- 
olution, and  the  scores  of  others 
that  are  now  part  of  the  American 
scene. 

The  age  of  120  is  a  symbolic 
milestone  in  Jewish  tradition, 
Moses,  by  the  Biblical  account, 
having  lived  that  span  of  years. 
To  commemorate  its  anniversary, 
B'nai  B'rith  officials  plan  a  year- 
long celebration. 

Many  of  its  nearly  500,000  mem- 
bers, enrolled  in  more  than  3,000 
men's  lodges  and  women's  and 
youth  chapters  throughout  the 
United  States  and  in  41  other  na- 
tions of  the  Free  World,  gathered 
for  Sunday  morning  Anniversary 
Breakfast  in  their  home  communi- 
ties on  October  13. 

A  national  celebration  —  the 
first  of  several  during  the  year  — 
was  held  that  evening  in  Chicago. 

The  archives  of  the  world's 
largest  Jewish  organization  are 
filled  with  the  memorabilia  of 
four  generations  of  community  ac- 
tivities, many  of  them  "firsts"  in 
the  Nation's  history. 

B'nai  B'rith  organized  the  first 
disaster  relief  campaign.  This  was 
for  victims  of  a  Baltimore  flood 
in  1868  —  13  years  before  the  ad- 


vent of  the  American  National 
Red  Cross.  (The  American  branch 
t  the  Red  Cross  was  founded  by 
Clara  Barton  and  her  colleagues 
in  the  Washington  home  of  Adol- 
phus  Solomons,  a  B'nai  B'rith 
leader.) 

It  opened  the  first  Jewish  com- 
munity center  —  Covenant  Hall 
in  New  York  City  —  and  the  first 
Jewish  library,  both  in  1852. 

It  sponsored  the  famed  National 
Jewish  Hospital  at  Denver,  pioneer 
medical  institution  for  treatment 
and  research  in  tuberculosis  and 
chest  diseases,  and  the  Leo  N. 
Levi  Hospital  in  Hot  Springs, 
Ark.,  devoted  to  the  relief  of 
arthritic  sufferers.  Both  are  non- 
sectarian,  free  hospitals.  (The 
motto  of  NJH,  from  its  beginning 
at  the  turn  of  the  century,  re- 
mains: "None  Who  Enter  May 
Pay  .  .  .  None  May  Pay  Who  En- 
ter.") 

B'nai  B'rith  maintained  orphan- 
ages and  homes  for  the  aged  in 
more  than  a  dozen  major  cities, 
opened  the  first  free  employment 
bureau  (in  Chicago)  and  manual 
and  technical  schools  (in  Phila- 
delphia and  New  Orleans)  for 
newly-arrived  immigrants,  mobiliz- 
ed relief  drives  for  victims  of  the 
Chicago  lire,  the  San  Francisco 
quake,  a  yellow  fever  epidemic 
that  swept  the  South,  and  scores 
of  other  catastrophies  here  and 
abroad. 

In  these  philanthropic  ventures 
of  its  early,  formative  years,  and 
in  subsequent  community  activi- 
ties that  today  range  widely  from 
youth  work  and  adult  education 
>  civic  and  political  affairs,  B'nai 
B'rith  has  achieved  an  honored 
niche  as  a  constructive  force  in 
community  life. 

It  began  October  13,  1843  in 
New  York  City.  At  the  time,  there 


were  some  20,000  Jews  in  America, 
most  of  them  immigrants. 

Their  community  life  centered 
around  34  synagogues  whose  con- 
gregations of  Portuguese.  Dutch, 
English,  Polish.  Bohemian  and 
Russian  Jews,  each  with  its  own 
ritual  and  ethnic  loyalties,  were 
often  antagonistic  toward  one 
another. 

Jews  coming  from  one  part  of 
Europe  had  little  or  no  contact 
with  those  who  had  emigrated 
from  different  lands. 

It  was  this  splintering  of  the 
small  Jewish  community  that  mo- 


tivated twelve  German-speaking 
Jews,  led  by  a  young,  scholarly 
mechanic  named  Henry  Jones,  to 
assemble  in  a  cafe  on  Manhattan's 
lower  East  Side  and  create,  in 
B'nai  B'rith,  something  new  in 
Jewish  life:  a  movement  that, 
while  based  on  the  teachings  of 
Judaism,  cut  across  all  ritual  and 
doctrinal  lines  and  became  a  ral- 
lying point  for  Jews  of  varying 
origins,  religious  viewpoints  and 
economic  backgrounds. 

The  twelve  founders  contribut- 
ed sixty  dollars  to  start  the  first

In  the  Second  World  War,  on 
the  eve  of  Chanukah,  a  detach- 
ment of  the  Jewish  Brigade  found 
themselves  in  a  small,  isolated  vil- 
lage in  a  mountain  district  of 
Italy.  They  were  all  feeling  de- 
pressed, thinking  of  their  families 

ck  in  Palestine,  whom  they  had 
not  seen  for  many  months,  in 
some   cases,   years.   Their  hearts 

re  burdened  as  well  because  of 
the  terrible  plight  of  the  Jewish 
refugees  whom  they  encountered 
on  every  road  and  in  every  town 
through  which  they  passed.  The 

hliers  of  the  Brigade  helped 
them  as  much  as  they  could,  giv- 
ing them  of  their  own  food,  their 
pay,  and  even  depleting  them- 
selves of  the  limited  articles  of 
clothing  which  they  had.  But 
whatever  they  could  do  was  only 
a  drop  in  the  ocean  of  tragedy 
which  had  overwhelmed  the  Jews 
of  Europe. 

To  raise  their  spirits,  the  little 
group  of  soldiers  decided  to  have 
a  communal  celebration.  They 
made  a  giant  Chanukiah  out  of  a 
trunk  of  a  tree,  fixed  torches  on 
it  to  serve  as  candles,  and  set  it  up 
in  the  village  square.  Every  even- 
ing the  soldiers  lit  another  'can- 


dle,' and  until  late  into  the  night 
they  sat  around  their  Chanukah 
singing  their  songs  of  Chanukah, 
and  of  Ertez  Israel. 

Groups  of  people  of  every  sort 
who  had  fled  from  the  Germans, 
could  be  seen  from  all  the  dis- 
trict around.  The  Germans  had 
only  just  been  driven  from  the 
area,  and  in  the  woods  and  caves 
of  the  mountainside  were  small 
groups  of  people  of  every  sort 
who  had  fled  from  the  Germans 
There  was  no  contact  between  one 
group  and  another,  nor  did  they 
know  what  was  going  on  around 
them,  for  they  did  not  dare  to 
emerge  lest  they  fall  into  the  hands 
of  the  Germans  again. 

Amongst  these  scattered  human 
beings  was  a  boy  of  about  1 1  years 
old.  He  was  on  his  own,  and  lived 
like  a  stray  dog,  not  knowing  who 
he  was  nor  where  he  had  come 
from.  From  his  hideout  on  the 
mountain,  the  boy  saw  the  lights 
of  the  Chanukiah  and  he  caught 
the  sound  of  the  singing.  Perhaps 
they  aroused  memories.  Or  per- 
haps merely  a  feeling  that  this 
was  connected  with  something 
good  and  warm  and  sheltering. 
Overcoming  his  fear,  the  boy  crept 
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out  of  his  hiding  place  on  the 
mountain  side,  and  descended  to- 
wards the  lights. 

Soldiers  of  the  Jewish  Brigade 
found  him  lurking  in  the  dark- 
ness on  the  outskirts  of  the  vil- 
lage, starved,  and  shaking  with 
cold.  The  soldiers  took  him  into 
their  camp.  They  fed  him,  gave 
him  warm  clothing  and  cared  for 
him.  They  discovered  that  the 
boy  was  Jewish.  He  had  been  sep- 
arated from  his  family,  some- 
where, sometime,  in  one  of  the 
mad  flights  through  the  night. 

And  then  a  great  miracle  hap- 
pened there.  The  soldiers  of  the 
Jewish  Brigade  succeeded  in 
tracking  down  the  boy's  family, 
and  bringing  them  together  again.

Palestian  soldiers  to  whom  this 
miracle  of  the  Chanukah  lights  oc- 
c  urred,  never  told  me  what  hap- 
pened afterwards.  But  I  am  sure 
diat  the  boy,  together  with  his 
family  were  sent  off  to  Eretz  Is- 
rael like  the  thousands  of  other 
Jewish  refugees  whom  the  sol- 
diers of  the  Jewish  Brigade  saved 
from  physical  and  moral  destruc- 
tion.

In  February,  in  the  shivering 
cold  of  below-zero  temperature,  he 
addressed  audiences  in  Northwest 
Canada.  In  sun-baked  July  it  was  a 
convention  deep  in  the  heart  of 
Texas. 

His  round-the-world  trip  last 
year,  crowded  into  1 1  days,  was  a 
blur  of  jet  stops:  a  luncheon  re- 
ception in  the  House  of  Commons, 
meetings  in  Paris  and  Geneva,  a 
conference  with  a  Cabinet  Minister 
in  West  Berlin,  an  audience  with 
Ben  Gurion  in  Jerusalem  and 
another  with  Nehru  in  New  Delhi, 
speeches  in  Sydney,  Melbourne  and 
Honolulu. 

"Melbourne,"  recalls  Label  Katz, 
international  president  of  B'nai 
B'rith,  "was  an  added  starter.  To 
fit  it  into  the  schedule  we  had  to 
cut  a  second  day  in  Hawaii,  the 
only  free  time  on  the  trip.  I  had 
planned  to  lose  myself  on  the  beach 
at  Waikiki.  Instead,  I  fllew  into 
Honolulu  at  nine  in  the  morning, 
departed  the  same  evening. 

"Sounds  shameful,  doesn't  it?  I 
never  got  so  much  as  a  grain  of 
sand  in  my  shoes." 

The  journeys  of  the  affable  and 
energetic  Jewish  leader  —  he  has 
logged  about  200,000  miles  hop- 
scotching  the  globe  as  head  of  the 
world-wide  Jewish  service  organi- 
zation —  are  not  the  stuff  travel- 
ogues are  made  of.  There  is  little 
time  for  sightseeing  the  splendors 
of  exotic  places.  The  vast  commun 
ity  enterprise  that  is  B'nai  B'rith, 
with  affiliates  in  42  countries  of 
the  free  world,  keeps  Katz  on  a 
swift-paced  schedule  of  conferences, 
conventions  and  public  appear- 
ances, as  he  mobilizes  and  directs 
the  energies  of  470,000  members  of 
the  organization. 

But  if  he  misses  out  on  an 
elevator  ride  up  the  Effel  Tower,  a

close  up  look  at  the  Grand  Canyon, 
even  a  swim  at  Waikiki  or  the 
chance  to  buy  a  suit  in  Hong  Kong 
("When  the  B'nai  B'rith  staff  dis 
covered  I  had  an  eight  hour  wait 
between  plane  connections  in 
Hong  Kong  they  filled  it  with  a 
business  meeting  at  a  hotel  ...  no 
time  to  shop  for  so  much  as  a  tie") 
Katz's  unsalaried  job  as  head  of 
the  largest  Jewish  organization 
pays  off  in  the  instructive  experi- 
ences of  meeting  with  and  learning 
about  the  most  stimulating  propo- 
sition in  the  world:  its  people. 

Katz,  who  is  44,  is  in  his  second 
and  final  three-year  term.  During 
the  past  four  years  he  has  criss 
crossed  the  United  States  several 
times,  visiting  almost  every  area  of 
Jewish  communal  activity  in  the 
country. 

In  between  there  have  been 
hurried  trips  to  the  five  continents 
abroad,  visits  inside  the  Iron  Cur- 
tain, discussions  with  leaders  in 
educaton,  religion,  politics,  govern- 
ment —  including  presidents  and 
prime  ministers  —  and,  always,  the 
fascination  of  first  hand  contact 
with  diverse  peoples  from  many 
climes  and  cultures:  kibbutz 
farmers  and  Bedouin  tribesmen  in 
Israel;  a  Sikh  guide  in  India;  cable 
car  drivers  in  San  Francisco  and 
potato  planters  in  Maine;  a  priest 
in  Argentina  and  a  Pope  in  Rome. 

"Also  airline  personnel  of  all 
colors,  shapes  and  languages,"  is 
the  wry  comment  of  a  man  who 
spends  a  lot  of  his  waking  hours  in 
the  air. 

For  the  slender,  dark-haired 
B'nai  B'rith  leader  all  of  the  pell- 
mell  and  confusions  that  come 
with  spending  one  day  out  of  every 
three  "on  the  road"  has  a  rhythmic 
purpose.  There  are,  of  course,  the 
day-to-day  business,  the  ceremon- 
ials, the  constant  demands  of  fund 
raising,  that  come  with  the  presi- 


dency of  a  spirited  and  far-flung 
organization. 

But  these  are  all  wrapped  into  a 
more  profound  objective  —  which 
Katz  calls  "the  continuity  of  Jew- 
ish peoplehoocl." 

"B'nai  B'rith,"  he  says,  "is  not 
a  religious  institution,  yet  it  is  both 
a  creature  and  defender  of  Juda- 
ism. Whatever  programs  we  under- 
take, their  underlying  purpose  is  to 
strengthen  and  stimulate  Jewish 
community  life. 

"This  task  has  two  dimensions. 
In  a  free  country  such  as  ours, 
Jews  have  that  greatest  of  freedoms 


-  the  right  to  be  themselves.  There 
is  a  responsibility  to  freedom,  and 
for  the  Jewish  community  it  is  to 
express  its  religious  heritage  crea- 
tively, in  ways  that  contribute  to 
democratic  living. 

"The  other  side  of  the  problem 
exists  in  those  lands  where  Jews 
are  told  how  to  be  Jewish  —  that 
is,  they're  denied  the  right  to  be 
Jews  on  their  own  terms.  The 
Soviet  Union  is  a  sad  example. 
Here,  the  role  of  B'nai  B'rith  is 
to  do  whatever  can  be  done  to 
stem  the  forced  erosion  of  Jewish 
religious  and  cultural  life."

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THE  MACCABEAN  SPIRIT  DID  NOT 
WITH  THE  MACCABEES

While  Chanukah  brightly  re- 
calls the  ancient  Maccabean  strug- 
gle against  tyranny,  it  also  brings 
disquieting  reminders  that  a  few 
modern  scholars  believe  the  Mac- 
cabean spirit  died  after  the  de- 
struction of  the  Temple  by  the 
Romans. 

Dr.  Raul  Hillberg,  author  of 
"The  Destruction  of  European 
Jews,"  the  psychiatrist  Dr.  Bruno 
Bettelheim  and  the  social  philoso- 
pher Dr.  Hannah  Ahrendt,  con- 
tend, in  effect,  that  diaspora  Jewry 
"unlearned"  the  habit  of  resist- 
ance. The  habitual  use  of  compli- 
ance, petition  and  persuasion  in 
a  hostile  gentile  environment  sup- 
posedly disabled  European  Jewry 
from  effectively  struggling  against 
Hitlerism. 

According  to  this  view,  the  Eu- 
ropean Jews  relied  upon  once- 
valid  forms  of  peaceful  defense 
that  were  no  longer  relevant  -- 
and  unconsciously  collaborated  in 
their  own  destruction. 

Now,  it  is  my  contention  that 
there  never  was  a  specific  "Jew- 
ish" response  to  authoritarian  ter- 
ror, although  one  may  properly 
speak,  perhaps,  of  typically  hu- 
man reactions  to  unendurable 
stress.  We  have  plenty  of  evidence 
that  European  Jews,  like  other 
minorities,  exhibited  the  total 
spectrum  of  possible  responses  to 
Hitlerism,  ranging  from  bleak 
resignation  to  supreme  heroism. 
(Incidentally,  it  is  not  explained 
why  so  many  Jews  who  had  sup- 
posedly "unlearned"  the  Macca- 
bean spirit,  "relearned"  it  so  mag- 
nificently during  Israel's  War  of 
Independence). 

Was  there  really  a  typical  Jew- 
ish "behavior  pattern"  that  pre- 
vailed in  Europe  through  the  cen- 
turies? The  scholars  have  not  pro- 
vided convincing  historical  evi- 
dence. 

Let  us  grant  that  "petition"  to 
Church  and  State  for  the  redress 
of  grievances  was  a  frequent  tactic 
of  the  organized  Jewish  commun- 
ity. (But  was  this  not  also  true 
of  other  organized  communities? 
What,  after  all,  is  the  purpose  of 
minority  organization?)  Neverthe- 
less, the  mass-portrait  of  a  com- 
munity of  plaintive  petitioners 


hardly  accords  with  historical 
fact. 

A  recent  jaunt  through  the 
pages  of  a  popular  work  on  Jew- 
ish history,  brought  these  items 
to  light: 

On  Sunday,  May  25,  1096,  Jews 
in  Spires,  Germany  engaged  in 
heavy  combat  against  a  frenzied 
mob  of  Crusaders  and  peasants. 
When  the  Jews  were  overcome, 
they  killed  themselves,  singing  the 
"Hallel"  as  they  died.  A  young 
man  named  Simhah  Cohen,  whose 
father  and  seven  brothers  had 
been  murdered,  pretended  to  ac- 
cept baptism.  At  the  moment 
when  he  was  supposed  to  receive 
the  sacrament,  he  drew  a  knife 
from  his  clothing  and  stabbed  one 
of  his  oppressors.  He  was  killed 
on  the  spot. 

At  Carenton,  France,  during  the 
Second  Crusade,  there  was  a  fierce 
battle  between  Jews  and  a  group 
of  Crusaders.  The  Jews  put  up 
tremendous  resistance  against  su- 
perior forces. 

On  May  24,  1241,  in  Frankfort- 
on-Main,  when  the  Christian  pop- 
ulace tried  to  baptize  a  Jewish 
boy,  his  parents  and  friends 
launched  a  courageous  attack. 
Jewish  casualties  were  apalling, 
but  the  other  side  had  consider- 
able losses,  too. 

Jewish  soldiers  took  such  a 
prominent  part  in  the  conquest 
of  Seville  in  1248,  that  the  King  of 
Castille  rewarded  them  with  a 
special  settlement  known  as  "Vil- 
lage of  the  Jews." 

In  May,  1485,  at  the  height  of 
the  Inquisition,  a  group  of  Mar- 
ranos  boldly  attacked  the  lnquisi- 
tory  tribunal  in  Toledo,  Spain. 

In  1497,  King  Ferdinand  order- 
ed the  conversion  of  Simon  Maimi, 
Chief  Rabbi,  as  an  example  to 
his  followers.  The  rabbi  was  buri- 
ed up  to  his  neck  but  refused  to 
yield,  and,  after  seven  days,  he 
died.  A  few  of  his  companions 
who  had  held  out  with  him,  were 
spared,  and  sent  to  Africa. 

In  1648,  during  the  Chmielnicki 
massacres,  the  Jews  of  Tulchin  de- 
fended the  city  with  remarkable 
bravery,  only  to  be  betrayed  by 
the  Poles,  who  were  also  under 
siege.  The  Poles,  incidentally,  were 
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give  you  more  for  your  money  . 
more  style,  more  comfort,  more 
mileage,  more  pleasure!

Jewish  homes.  In  some  respect  this  holiday  is  even  more  popu- 
lar and  more  universally  observed  than  the  fall  holydays. 

Even  if  we  did  delay,  now  we  return  a  second  time  .  .  J 
this  is  Chanukah.  From  a  traditionlly  "minor  festival"  it  has 
grown  into  a  major  one. 

We  know  the  reasons.  The  "holiday  season"  of  non-Jewish 
neighbors;  their  lighting  of  candles  and  giving  of  gifts  influenc- 
ed many  Jews  who  wished  to  have  a  similarly  festive  atmos- 
phere for  themselves  and  especially  for  their  children. 

There  is  nothing  wrong  in  this  if  done  in  the  spirit  and 
observance  of  a  Jewish  holiday.  Thoughtful  Jewish  parents 
should  make  Chanukah  ever  more  appealing  to  satisfy  the 
yearning  of  their  young  ones  for  cheerful  lights,  gifts  and 
pageantry. 

There  is  nothing  wrong  in  this  if  they  do  not  convert 
Judah  Maccabee  to  a  "Chanukah  Man"  and  do  not  change  the 
Menorah  to  a  "Chanukah  Bush."  but  hold  fast  and  respectfully 
to  the  Jewishness  of  the  holiday. 

Chanukah  is  a  "second  return"  to  our  Jewish  religious 
practices  by  many  who  perchance  observed  nothing  specifically 
Jewish  since  the  fall.  There  are  millions  of  Jewish  children 
who  are  exposed  to  no  Jewish  ceremonies  in  their  homes 
except  the  lighting  of  the  Menorah  at  Chanukah  and  possibly 
some  kind  of  a  seder  at  Pesach.  In  almost  every  Jewish  home 
today,  a  menorah  can  be  found. 

We  hope  this  "returning  a  second  time"  to  the  God  of 
our  lathers  with  the  celebrating  in  happiness  and  with  joyous 
hearts  the  Feast  of  Lights  enkindles  a  special  little  light  in  the 
hearts  of  all  with  an  enduring  interest  in  religious  observances 
that  will  find  expression  in  performing  many  other  mitzvahs, 
holy  commandments,  by  which  Jewish  life  can  be  enriched 
throughout  the  year. 


destroyed  by  the  Cossacks,  along 
with  the  Jews. 

These  random  incidents  don't 
prove  very  much,  except  that  one 
must  treat  theories  of  "passive" 
Jewish  social-conditioning  with 
care.  Whether  Jews  were  more— 
or  less— militant  than  other  minori- 
ties cannot  be  ascertained,  but  it 


seems  evident  that  the  Maccabean 
spirit  did  not  die  in  the  diaspora.

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A  DOLL  FOR  CHANUKAH

M\  mother  was  a  wonderful 
mimic  and  a  story  told  by  her 
acquired  extra  dimension  —  it 
became  a  theatrical  performance. 
There  were  new  stories,  and  old 
stories,  and  in  particular  seasonal 
stories. 

Chanukah  was  the  time  to  re- 
member 'La-li'  a  little  rag-doll  I 
was  given  when  1  was  four  years 
old. 

How  I  hated  that  story,  how 
1  wished  that  mother  would  for- 
get it  just  for  once,  but  no,  every 
year  as  sure  as  the  candles,  the 
nuts  and  the  trendle,  out  came 
this  tale  of  my  lost  opportunity. 

It  seems  that  one  crisp,  winter 
morning,  a  day  or  so  before  Chan- 
ukah, mother  took  me  into  town 
lor  a  walk.  We  stopped  before 
a  toyshop  called  'The  Alladin's 
Cave'  and  surveyed  the  wonders 
in  the  shopwindow,  when  along 
came  my  father's  boss,  a  rich  knit- 
wear manufacturer,  for  whom  my 
lather  worked  as  a  book-keeper. 

Mother  enacted  this  meeting 
With  great  gusto.  Her  face  took  on 
the  solemn  expression  of  a  little 
girl  shaking  hands  with  a  big 
man,  then  her  voice  modulated 
his  reply  in  a  fruity  bass  and  then 
he  showed  us  how  the  man  took 
me  by  the  hand  inside  the  shop 
and  asked  me  to  choose  a  Chanu- 
kah present  according  to  my 
heart's  desire. 

1  surveyed  coldly  —  so  mother 
related  —  the  big.  queen-like  dolls 
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resplendent  in  all  their  finery,  ig- 
nored the  doll's  prams  and  other 
desirable  toys  and,  after  long  de- 
liberation, selected  a  small  and 
humble  rag-doll.  Lovingly  I  clasp- 
ed it  to  my  childish  bosom,  not 
heeding  my  benefactor's  protesta- 
tions or  my  mother's  tactful  ad- 
vice. 'La-li',  as  I  promptly  called 
her,  was  mine.  So  all  I  had  got 
out  of  the  encounter  with  a  bene- 
volent fate,  was  a  little  rag-doll 
Filled  with  saw-dust. 

But  1  loved  'La-li.'  I  loved  her 
with  all  the  maternal  instinct  of 
1  lour-year  old  and  'la-li'  became 
a  cherished  companion  of  my 
childhood.  She  was  my  fellows-ex- 
plorer in  the  land  of  adventure 
and  it  was  there  she  also  eventual- 
ly ended  her  life,  when  —  years 
later  one  fateful  day  I  decided  to 
investigate  with  a  pair  of  scissors 
what  she  was  made  of. 

I  have  never  forgotten  'La-li'  for 
she  belonged  to  that  part  of  my 
childhood  when  one's  desires  are 
motivated  solely  by  one's  heart 
and  not  by  social  pressures.  The 
big,  fine  dolls,  that  carried  with 
them  so  much  prestige  value,  did 
not  attract  me  —  I  wanted  some- 
thing I  could  love.  How  can  a 
child  explain  this  to  the  others 
laughing  so  merrily  at  her  ex- 
panse? And  yet,  my  family  was  a 
loving  one  and  the  ragging  was 
wholly  good-natured.  It  was  the 
stuff  we  cut  our  teeth  011  in  Urose 
pre-psychology  days  and  when  you 
finally  managed  to  laugh  at  your- 
eli  with  the  others,  you  knew  you 
were  grown-up. 

I  now  tell  the  tale  to  my  own 
children  when  Chanukah  comes 
round  —  but  it  is  not  the  same. 
Something  is  missing. 

What  would  I  give  to  hear  just 
once  more  the  silver  peal  of  my 
mother's  laughter,  my  father's 
goodnatured  chuckle  and  my  sis- 
ters' mirthful  giggles? 

What  would  I  give  for  the  in- 
nocence of  my  childhood  days?

Chanukah:  Victory  for  Might  or  for  Spirit!

The  similarities  between  the 
Maccabees  we  exhalt  in  our  pray- 
ers during  this  season,  and  the 
modern  Macacbees  who  have  made 
us  all  proud  by  establishing  an  in- 
dependent Jewish  State  are  many. 

When  chanting  the  ancient 
words  in  the  Amidah  Prayer  add- 
ed during  Chanukah,  we  could  be 
thinking  of  the  Israel  Defense 
Army  as  well  as  of  Mattathias  the 
High  Priest  and  his  sons  the  Has- 
moneans.  In  1948,  C.E.,  as  well  as 
in  165  B.C.,  "Thou  didst  rise  to 
their  defense  and  didst  vindicate 
their  cause.  Thou  didst  bring  re- 
tribution upon  the  evil  doers,  de- 
livering the  strong  into  the  hands 
of  the  weak,  the  many  into  the 
hands  of  the  few,  the  wicked  into 
the  hands  of  the  just,  and  the  ar- 
rogant into  the  hands  of  those  de- 
voted to  Thy  Torah." 

But  there,  unfortunately,  the 
parallel  in  the  prayer  ends.  Be- 
cause the  ancient  Maccabees,  im- 
mediately after  gaining  political 
independence,  "came  into  Thy 
dwelling  place,  cleansed  the  Tem- 
ple, purified  the  Sanctuary,  and 
kindled  lights  in  Thy  sacred 
courts  .  .  ."  Their  goal  was  clear: 
they  were  straggling  to  purge 
their  religious  worship  from  for- 
eign elements.  Their  objective 
was  to  regain  the  Temple  for  God, 
to  remove  the  idols  and  restore 
the  proper  worship.  It  was  a  re- 
ligious occasion,  and  has  been  cel- 
ebrated ever  since  through  re- 
ligious ceremonies,  prayers,  and 
kindling  the  Chanukah  menorah. 

Today  in  Israel  it  seems,  at  least 
to  this  observer,  that  the  modern 
Maccabees  are  so  elated  over  hav- 
ing won  the  war  that  the  celebra- 
tion which  should  be  a  reded  ica- 
tion  to  Jewish  ideals  is  merely  a 
victory  party.  In  both  Yom  Atzma'- 
ut  (Independence  Day)  and  Chan- 
ukah celebrations,  sheer  physical 
prowess  has  become  the  be  all  and 
end  all  of  the  battle. 
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Last  Chanukah  I  was  in  Israel 
and  witnessed  the  parade  of  school 
children  triumphantly  marching 
by  the  thousands  through  the 
streets  of  Jerusalem  with  blazing 
torches  raised  on  high  lighting  up 
the  dark  sky  and  blue  and  white 
Hags  blowing  in  the  cold  evening 
wind.  These  children  were  proud, 
and  they  had  a  right  to  be.  I  was 
proud  with  them.  I  will  not  denv 
that  the  Jewish  Flag  brings  a 
lump  to  my  throat  to  this  very 
day.  And  1  saw  enough  Israeli 
flags  during  a  year's  visit  to  Israel 
so  that  were  it  a  shallow  emotion- 
al indulgence,  it  would  have  worn 
off  a  long  time  ago.  My  back  has 
been  straightened  by  Israeli  ac- 
complishments in  science,  industry, 
and  agriculture  as  have  those  of 
all  Diaspora  Jews.  But  I  wonder- 
ed to  myself  as  I  watched  whether 
these  young  sapplings  received  in- 
struction in  their  schools  about 
their  ancestors  having  been  the 
first  in  history  to  win  a  victory

Even  the  trash 
baskets  gleamed  goldly.  Yes,  cross 
my  check,  it's  true.  There  they 
gilded  the  garbage  cans  —  and  so 
much  the  worse  for  my  purse,  I 
feared. 

"Big,  BIG  reductions,"  stage- 
whispered  my  second  cousin  Men- 
anda.

It  was  a  peculiar  form  of  phil- 
anthropy that  Bergdorf  Goodman 
practiced.

In  the  pursuit  of  these  and  other 
objectives  of  Jewish  concern,  Katz 
has  met  with  the  great  and  near- 
great.  There  have  been  visits  with 
Presidents  Eisenhower  and  Ken- 
nedy in  The  White  House,  talks 
with  United  Nations'  diplomats 
and  heads  of  foreign  governments. 

One  meeting  remains  particular- 
ly vivid  in  Katz's  memory,  made  so 
by  the  appealing  personality  of  the 
man  he  went  to  see.  This  was  the 
late  Pope  John  XXIII.  They  met 
in  1960,  in  a  private  audience  at 
the  Vatican. 

"His  friendliness  and  genuine 
compassion  were  compelling.  He 
ignored  protocol  —  pulled  out  the 
rug  from  under  it  completely.  Dur- 
ing our  talks  he  insisted  on  infor- 
mality and  that  I  sit  alongside  of 
him.  The  Vatican  officials  in  the 
room  were  astonshed. 

"At  one  point  he  said,  'I  know 
B'nai  B'rith  is  a  Hebrew  name,  but 
its  meaning  escapes  me.'  I  explain- 
ed that  it  translated  into  Sons  of 
the  Covenant. 

"  'Ah  yes,'  the  Pope  said,  'the 
covenant  between  God  and  Abra- 
ham.' Then   he   leaned   close  to 
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The  B'Nai  B'rith  Building  in  Washington,  D.  C,  international  headquar- 
ters for  the  120  year-old  Jewish  service  organization,  is  a  modern  8-story  struc- 
ture completed  in  1957  at  a  cost  of  §1,300,00.  It  was  dedicated  by  Vice  President 
Nixon  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Roosevelt. 


whisper:  Til  tell  you  a  secret,  as  a 
peasant  boy  I  was  a  poor  student.

"I  suggested  that  we  converse  in 
Hebrew.  The  Pope  seemed  ready 
10  try  but  his  interpreters  interced- 
ed.

'The  Holy  Father's  Hebrew  is  a 
bit  rusty,'  they  said." 

Katz  is  the  seventeenth  president 
of  a  Jewish  movement  that  is  cele- 
brating its  1 20th  anniversary  this 
year. 

Now,  four  generations  later,  the 
organization  has  grown  into  a  com- 
plex of  many  parts,  sponsoring 
widespread  Jewish  community  pro- 
grams of  education,  social  service, 
youth  work,  vocational  counseling, 
intergroup  relations,  overseas  aid 
and  philanthropy,  and  acting  for 
its  large  constituency  as  an  organ- 
ized spokesman  in  public  affairs. 

The  sixty-dollar  fund  of  1843 
has  since  expanded  into  annual 
B'nai  B'rith  expenditures  of  $15,- 
000,000. 

Katz  is  a  native  of  New  Orleans 
and  a  graduate  of  Tulane.  He  join- 
ed B'nai  B'rith  at  fifteen  and  has 


been  active  in  Jewish  affairs  all  of 
his  adult  life. 

As  the  "travelingest"  president 
in  B'nai  B'rith  history  —  a  natural 
evolvement  of  our  jet  age  —  he 
can  testify  to  an  unofficial  slogan  of 
the  organization:

HAS  THE  DAY  SCHOOL  SAVED 
SOUTHERN  JEWRY! 

By  Burton  Dormer 


A  Lading  Orthodox  Jewish  edu- 
cator is  convinced  that  a  handful 
of  Jewish  all-day  schools,  in  exist- 
ence less  than  two  decades,  has 
nevertheless  reversed  a  steady  de- 
ca\  of  Jewish  life  in  that  area  of 
the  United  States  usually  referred 
to  as  "the  south." 

Dr.  Isidor  Margolis,  director  ol 
the  National  Council  for  Torah 
Education  of  the  Religious  Zionists 
of  America,  recently  contrasted  the 
condition  of  southern  Jewry  that 
he  found  on  a  tour  in  1945  with 
the  findings  of  a  more  recent  one 
early  this  year. 

In  1945,  Dr.  Margolis  found  a 
southland  which  many  Orthodox 
Jewish  leaders,  lay  and  rabbinic, 
regarded  as  a  Jewish  desert.  This 
evaluation  was  brought  forcefully 
to  his  attention  when  he  attended 
the  annual  convention  that  year 
ol  the  Southeastern  Synagogue 
Conference.  The  Orthodox  rabbis 
had  no  interest  in  remaining  in 
southern  pulpits  because  "they  had 
no  good  Hebrew  school  for  their 
children." 

Jewish  education  consisted  of 
lour  to  five  hours  of  classroom  at- 
tendance a  week.  The  curriculum 
was  made  up  of  elementary  reading 
of  prayers  and  a  smattering  of 
Bible,  Bible  stories  and  customs 
and  some  translation  of  the  Five 
Books  of  Moses  into  English. 

Thin  as  this  was,  in  comparison 
even  with  a  Talmud  Torah  in  a 
large  northern  city,  it  was  diluted 
further  by  the  need  to  explain 
questions  about  Christianity  asked 
by  the  Jewish  pupils  arising  from 
the  regular  Bible  reading  in  their 
public  school.  As  the  current  de- 
bate over  the  constitutionality  of 
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Christian  practices  in  schools  has 
emphasized,  the  south  is  one  of  the 
sections  in  which  these  practices 
are  most  widespread. 

One  result  of  this  Bible  reading 
was  regular  discussions  in  the  class 
about  Christianity,  with  the  Jewish 
children  consistently  put  on  the 
defensive  during  such  sessions.  A 
large  part  of  the  few  afternoon 
hour  in  the  Jewish  schools  was  de- 
\oted  by  the  overworked  Hebrew 
teacher  to  providing  explanations 
to  pupils  to  help  deal  with  this 
problem  —  one,  incidentally  by  no 
means  totally  removed  from  the 
southern  public  school  scene. 

When  Dr.  Margolis  told  the  Or- 
thodox convention  that  he  felt  a 
resolution  should  be  adopted  favor- 
ing the  creation  of  day  schools  in 
the  south,  both  laymen  and  rabbis 
opposed  it.  not  because  they  op- 
posed day  schools  but  because  they 
sincerely  felt  it  was  too  late.  But  a 
resolution  to  that  effect  was  adopt- 
ed. 

With  enormous  dedication  and 
effort,  ten  clay  schools  have  since 
been  established  in  the  south,  the 
first  in  Chattanooga,  many  with 
the  help  of  the  National  Council 
lor  Torah  Education.  Not  only 
were  nine  elementary  day  schools 
created  but  southern  Orthodox 
Jewry  even  managed  to  develop  an 
excellent  Hehrew  all-day  high 
school  in  Miami. 

What  has  been  the  impact  of  the 
existence  and  functioning  of  the 
ten  all-day  schools,  as  Dr.  Margolis 
viewed  the  scene  on  his  return  visit 
18  years  later? 

The  feeling  of  "despair  and 
hopelessness"     has  disappeared. 


New  Program  Director  for  B'nai 
B'rith  Women,  major  Jewish  women's 
service  organization,  is  Miss  Ruth 
Mondschein  of  Washington,  D.  C. 
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Children  in  the  day  schools  study 
the  Five  Books  of  Moses  with 
Rashi's  commentary,  Jewish  Laws 
and  Customs,  Mishna,  Gemorah 
and  the  Hebrew  literature  and 
language  "in  a  warm  religious 
atmosphere." 

He  said  that  "a  new  generation 
is  growing  up  in  the  south,  a  reli- 
gious generation  which  is  rooted  in 
basic  Judaism.  Rabbis  no  longer 
leave  the  south  because  of  lack  of 
facilities  to  provide  their  children 
a  proper  Jewish  education.  There 
are  rabbis  who  already  have  raised 
a  Jewish  generation  in  the  south." 

There  are  day  schools  now  in 
Memphis,  Atlanta,  Savannah, 
Charleston,  Louisville,  Miami 
Beach,  Nashville,  New  Orleans 
and  Augusta.  An  impressive  record, 
to  be  sure,  as  anyone  acquainted 
with  the  staggering  costs  of  non- 
public schooling  will  readily  agree. 
But,  althogether,  the  ten  schools 
have  graduated  at  the  most  125 
pupils  and  the  overwhelming  ma- 
jority of  these  do  not  get  further 
intensive  Jewish  education  because 
there  is  no  Jewish  all-day  high 
school,  except  the  one  in  Miami 
which  has  only  25  students,  most  of 
them  from  the  Miami  area.  In  fact, 
Dr.  Margolis  has  been  pushing 
hard  for  the  establishment  of  a 
second  all-day  Hebrew  high  school 
for  the  south,  to  be  more  centrally 
located  for  the  area  in  Memphis. 
That  southern  city  has  become  so 
vigorous  in  traditional  Jewish  ac- 
tivities that  many  Orthodox  Jews 
call  it  the  Jerusalem  of  the  south. 

Still,  the  fact  remains  that  there 
are  about  a  hall  million  Jews  in 
the  south,  totalling  around  125,000 
families.  If  a  thousand  Jewish  fam- 
ilies have,  in  toto,  sent  or  are 
sending  their  children  to  the  ten 
day  schools  —  and  that  figure  is 
probably  well  above  the  actual 
number  —  this  is  still  a  liny  bit 
of  yeast  in  the  southern  Jewish 
leaven.  And,  as  noted,  most  of  the 
125  Jewish  youngsters  who  have 
finished  six  —  and  in  a  few  cases, 
seven  or  eight  —  grades  of  inten- 
sive Jewish  education  must  shift 
over  to  the  public  high  schools  and 
later  the  usual  colleges  for  the  rest 


of  their  education.  How  could  so 
small  a  cause  have  so  great  an 
effect? 

First,  Dr.  Margolis  replies,  it  is 
important  to  stress  that  a  base  has 
been  laid  for  a  more  permanent 
tenure  in  the  south  for  the  key 
element  of  an  effective  Jewish  com- 
munity. Orthodox  or  other  —  the 
rabbis.  The  rapid  turnover  of  Or- 
thodox rabbis  in  the  south  has  vir- 
tually ceased. 

Second,  whatever  critics  of  var- 
ious camps  may  say  of  the  day 
school,  it  does  provide  a  Jewish  re- 
ligious education  with  profoundly 
deep  roots  at  a  critical  stage  of 
character  formation.  The  number 
of  children  with  such  training  may 
be  small  quantitatively  but  their 
influence  is  both  enduring  and 
widening.  A  curiosity  of  Jewish  life 
in  the  south  is  that  many  parents 
send  their  children  to  Orthodox 
day  schools  not  because  they  them 
selves  are  particularly  devout  but 
simply  because  of  the  quality  of 
the  schools,  and  the  children  fre- 
quently transform  their  homes  into 
citadels  of  affirmative  Judaism. 

Finally,  he  noted,  the  graduates 
of  these  day  schools  will  in  time 
become  adults  who  will  to  the  cus- 
tomary degree  —  or  maybe  a  little 
more  than  a  degree— become  active 
in  the  adult  Jewish  community. 
Prior  to  the  creation  of  the  present 
network  of  day  schools,  there  was 
no  training  ground  of  any  kind  for 
future  leaders  for  the  Orthodox 
Jewish  communities.  Admittedly, 
attendance  at  six  years  of  a  Jewish 
day  school  is  something  less  than 
organized  training  for  Jewish  lead- 
ership as  an  adult.  But,  as  Dr. 
Margolis  pointed  out,  "where  there 
has  been  almost  no  preparation  of 
Jewish  leadership,  even  this  small 
preparation  can  have  a  great  in- 
fluence." 

In  any  case,  he  contends,  the 
evidence  is  there  to  see  for  those 
who  wish  to  see  it.  It  is  a  fact  that 
the  Jewish  day  school  movement, 
though  still  beset  by  brain-wrack- 
ing problems,  is  over  the  initial 
hump  in  the  south  and  moving 
steadily  ahead  with  growing  mo- 
mentum. 
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A  NEW  JEWISH  PARIS

According  to  those  who  keep 
track  of  Jewish  statistics,  there  are 
currently  some  300,000  Jews  in 
Paris.  Since  there  are  some  5,000,- 
000  Parisians,  Jews  hardly  make 
the  same  numerical  impact  as  say 
in  New  York,  where  every  fourth 
or  fifth  inhabitant  is  a  Jew.  Still, 
one  would  expect  to  find  strong  in- 
dications of  so  substantial  a  com- 
munity. 

These  are  not  entirely  lacking. 
There  are  several  synagogues,  in- 
cluding the  16th  century  synagogue 
in  the  Place  des  Vosges  quarter. 
There  is  the  Tomb  of  the  Un- 
known Jewish  Martyr,  the  memor- 
ial to  the  six  million  with  its  un- 
forgettable museum  of  Nazi  in- 
flicted horrors  in  the  Rue  de  Rivoli 
section.  And  of  course,  there  is  the 
Pletzl,  around  the  Rue  des  Rosiers, 
the  closest  approximation  Paris  has 
ever  had  to  New  York's  East  Side 
or  London's  East  End,  although 
the  Pletzl  is  no  more  than  a  hand- 
ful of  streets  compared  to  these 
enclaves. 

But  what  surface  evidence  one 
(omes  across  points  up  the  newest 
additions  to  the  community  rather 
than  the  older,  more  established 
groupings.  It  is  the  North  Africans, 
chiefly  from  Algeria  but  with  large 
numbers  of  Tunisians  and  some- 
what fewer  Moroccans  and  Egyp- 
tians, who  are  now  giv  ing  a  Jewish 
flavor  to  many  quarters  of  the  city. 

Even  the  traditional  quarter,  the 
Pletzl,  so  long  filled  with  the  color 
and  sound  of  Eastern  European 
Jews,  is  beginning  to  change  face. 
Tennenbaum's  still  serves  a  Rou- 
manian cuisine,  but  most  of  the 
butchers  are  from  Tunis  and  Al- 
giers and  the  groceries  tend  to  carry 
ingredients  for  making  couscous 
rather  than  cholent. 

No  mingling  of  disparte  groups 
is  without  friction  and  misunder- 
standings. That  now  taking  place 
between  the  newcomers  and  the 
old  settlers  in  France  sometimes 
seems  more  like  co-existence  based 
on  a  mutual  non-agression  pact. 
But  the  lines  of  communication  are 
being  forged  by  the  welfare  and 


assistance  agencies,  aided  and  abet- 
ted by  JDC. 

On  a  side  street  of  the  Pletzl,  a 
Polish  Jew,  himself  too  recently 
arrived  to  feel  "invaded,"  speaks  in 
Yiddish  so  that  "they"  will  not 
understand.  "They  are  a  strange 
people,  but  you've  got  to  hand  it 
to  them.  They  don't  allow  anyone 
to  spit  in  their  kashe." 

The  most  prominent  institution 
in  the  Pletzl  is  the  Ecole  de  Tra- 
vail, located  at  4  Bis  Rues  des 
Roosiers,  founded  in  the  1840's  by 
French  Jews  to  protect  youthful 
provincials  from  the  lures  and  pit- 
falls of  the  city  and  to  assign  them 
to  jobs.  Now,  ORT  has  taken  it 
under  its  wing  and  transformed  the 
Ecole  into  a  modern  trade  school 
and  apprentice  center,  bursting 
with  the  noise  of  sudden  blasts  of 
blow  torches,  the  cascading  ripples 
of  light  from  welding  apparatus 
and  the  steady  hum  of  machinery. 

Working  this  equipment  are 
young  men  with  typically  North 
African  visages  and  the  director 
confirms  that  90  per  cent  of  his 
students  are  Algerians  and  Tunis- 
ians, with  the  balance  an  admix- 
ture of  Egyptians  and  East  Euro- 
peans. This  century  old  structure 


United  States  Senator  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey  of  Minnesota,  a  forceful 
Democratic  Party  leader  and  majority 
Whip  of  the  Senate,  was  a  principal 
speaker  at  the  National  Assembly  of 
the  Jewish  National  Fund  of  America, 
which  opened  at  the  New  York  Hilton 
Hotel,  October  31st  and  continued  to 
Sunday  afternoon,  November  3rd. 
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is  now  ;t  school  for  immigrants  and 
as  such  it  typifies  what  is  happen- 
in"  to  many  traditionally  French 
Jewish  institutions.  The  same 
seems  to  apply,  for  example,  to  the 
1,000  student  ORT  school  in  the 
surburb  of  Montreuil. 

Other  suburbs  like  Villiers-le-Bel, 
Oily,  Sarcelles,  Nanterre  and 
Massy  Antony,  which  never  knew 
Jewish  settlements  before  or  at 
least  not  visible  ones,  have  sudden- 
ly sprouted  tiny  synagogues  and 
kosher  butcher  shops,  along  with 
the  offices  of  the  welfare  agencies, 
as  the  North  Africans  have  crowd- 
ed huge  families  into  their  slums, 
most  of  them  so  jammed  with 
humanity  that  every  inch  of  living 
space  is  a  bedroom. 

Even  so  familiar  a  tourist  haunt 
as  Montmartre  reveals  the  change 
produced  by  the  influx.  Along  a 
street  that  betrays  that  special  glow 
captured  in  the  canvasses  of  Utril- 
lo,  and  literally  under  the  shadow 
of  the  incongruous  domes  of  Sacre 
Coeur,  stands  the  Asile,  the  Jewish 
day  and  night  shelter.  On  its  outer 
wall,  a  plaque  proclaims  homage 
of  the  Jews  of  Paris  to  Cardinal 
Salege,  Archbishop  of  Toulouse, 
who  "in  the  dark  hours  of  the  oc- 
cupation  made  heard  the  voice  of 
human  conscience,  revolted  by  the 
screams  of  racism  and  Hitlerite 
anti-Semitism." 

The  wall  inside  announces  its 
founding  by  an  admixture  of  in- 
digenous members  of  the  Consis- 
toire,  which  institution  dates  back 
to  the  time  of  Napoleon,  and  East 
European  Jewish  immigrants  of  40 
)ears  ago.  But  this  institution,  too, 
is  now  enrolled  in  a  newr  and  more 
difficult  duty.  The  i.|o  souls  har- 
bored by  the  shelter  are  almost  all 
Algerians.  The  100  seat  dining  hall 
somehow  manages  to  serve  1200 
meals  daily. 

The  men  are  not  to  be  seen, 
except  for  the  infirm.  They  disap- 
pear right  after  breakfast  to  search 
for  housing  and  to  keep  busy. 
There  is  some,  but  not  much,  pre- 
tense at  looking  for  work.  The  gov- 
ernment allottment  of  .$90  a  month 
was  still  being  received.  But  the 
chief  obstacle  to  employment  is 
lack  of  marketable  skills.  These 
are  grocers,  clothiers,  bookkeepers, 
butchers  of  the  Algerian  cities. 
"Paris  needs  them  like  a  hole  in 
the  head,"  the  shelter  guide  com- 
ments. "They  have  to  learn  to  do 
something  useful."  This  feeling  of 
uselessness  sustains  the  total  trau- 
ma of  displacement. 

The  women,  stranded  with  in- 
fants and  children  swarming  about, 


have  tried  to  stimulate  a  bit  of 
home  in  their  dormitories  and  suc- 
ceeded only  in  creating  a  slum,  re- 
plete with  clothes  lines,  bundles, 
squalling  and  the  smell  of  poverty. 
Some  seem  to  have  given  up  the 
attempt  at  maintaining  appear- 
ances. Some  of  the  young  ones 
still  primp  and  spend  endless  hours 
"doing"  their  hair. 

The  guide  points  out  the  win- 
dow across  Paris.  "There  was 
Drancy,  where  the  Nazis  took  our 
children.  You  have  heard  of  Dran- 
cy?" The  bed-ridden,  middle  aged 
Oranais  calls  out,  "I  have  never 
heard  of  it.  What  is  this  Drancy?" 
He  is  not  familiar  with  that  chap- 
ter of  his  new  community. 

But  in  all  the  newcomer  settle- 
ment a  new  chapter  is  being  writ- 
ten. Someday,  no  doubt,  there  will 
be  plaques  with  North  African 
names  on  them.  Meanwhile,  these 
new  accretions  are  bringing  a  new 
rhythm  of  vitality  to  Jewish  Paris.

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Woman's  Eye-View

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How  can  you  translate  the 
words  "ta'ani"  or  "Chain"  or  even 
"simcha"  or  "gedilla?"  Try  to  ex- 
plain the  meaning  ol  "Hak  mir 
nisht  a  tchainik."  Describe  what 
a  "paskoodnyak"  is,  or,  for  that 
matter,  find  as  onomatopetic  a 
word  in  another  language.  See  if 
you  can  find  a  word  as  expressive 
as  "mechaiya." 

Many  have  tried,  of  course,  but 
the  fact  is  that  if  you  have  know- 
ledge of  Yiddish  you  realize  it  is 
not  a  easy  task.  Of  course  there's 
the  classic  definition  of  "shlemiel'' 
and  "shlimazel"  —  "a  shlemiel 
spills  a  glass  of  hot  tea  on  the 
shlimazel"  but  only  somebody  ac- 
quainted with  Yiddish  custom  can 
appreciate  the  total  significance  of 
that  statement,  for  example,  the 
glass  of  hot  tea.  Like  the  joke 
about  the  El  Al  plane  which  is 
landing  at  Lydda  airport  on  Erev 
Shabbos  and  radios  the  tower 
"Flight  329  coming  in  for  a  land- 
ing, please  remove  the  newspapers 
from  the  runway." 

Anybody  who  has  grown  up  in 
a  home  where  Yiddish  was  spoken 
and  some  of  Yiddish  custom  was 
observed  does  not  have  to  be  con- 
vinced of  the  pungency  and  "ta'- 
am"  of  that  language.  In  this 
country,  at  least  around  New 
York,  many  words  have  been  in- 
corporated into  colloquial  English. 
The  words  "tsimmes"  and  "mash- 
ooga"  are  quite  frequently  heard; 
as  in  the  suffix  "nik"  derived  from 
"noodnik"  but  used  in  "allright- 
nik,"  "no-goodnik"  and  today  for 
that  current  crop  of  rebellious 
youth  known  as  'beatniks." 

All  literature  loses  in  transla- 
tion, and  there  is  no  greater  proof 
of  this  statement  than  in  the  works 
of  Sholem  Aleichem.  Why  even 
his  pen-name  alone  cannot  be 
translated  with  justice. 

When  the  Zionists  chose  to  re- 
vive Hebrew  as  the  official  lang- 
uage in  Israel,  there  was  some 
worry  that  if  Yiddish  were  not  dis-

continued  it  would  be  too  diffi- 
cult to  re-establish  an  ancient 
language  as  the  living  language 
of  the  new  stale.  But  today,  no 
such  fear  exists.  Hebrew  is  an 
integral  part  of  Israel  and  is  in 
no  danger  of  ever  being  replaced. 
The  only  danger  that  does  exist 
is  that  with  second  and  third  gen- 
eration Jews  in  America  and  other 
parts  of  the  world,  the  Yiddish 
language  is  dying  from  lack  of 
usage. 

Three  years  ago,  the  late  Sol- 
omon Dingol,  Editor  of  The  Day, 
decided  to  do  something  about  it. 
He  organized  the  "Committee  of 
Yiddish  in  the  Public  High 
Schools."  The  other  day,  I  met 
with  Mrs.  Ruth  Levine,  herself 
sincerely  dedicated  to  the  continu- 
ation of  this  work,  and  was  de- 
lighted to  learn  that  this  program 
has  been  overwhelmingly  success- 
ful.  In  the  short  span  of  time 
since  its  inception,  over  fifteen 
Yiddish  clubs  in  New  York  City 
High  Schools  have  been  establish- 
ed and  the  children,  mostly  third 
generation  Jewish  children,  are 
responding  with  great  eagerness 
to  this  program.  Mrs.  Levine,  who 
lor  many  years  was  a  writer  on 
The  Day,  has  also  been  heartened 
by  the  response  she  has  had  wrhen 
she  has  approached  the  principals 
of  the  schools  to  organize  these 
clubs.  As  for  the  students,  ap- 
parently they  have  felt  the  lack  of 
not  speaking  Yiddish  and  missing 
not  only  the  point  of  all  the  Yid- 
dish stories  and  jokes  that  they 
have  heard,  but  the  essence  of 
Judaism  that  it  represents. 

To  those  of  us  who  feel  that 
Yiddish  culture  has  enriched  the 
lives  of  us  all  —  whether  we  know 
it  or  not  —  all  has  been  a  tremen- 
dous factor  in  keeping  the  Jewish 
people  per  se  alive  —  it  is  good 
to  hear  that  a  genuine  grass-roots 
movement  for  the  preservation  of 
this  unique  language  has  sprung 
up  —  filled  as  it  is  with  the  laugh- 
ter and  tears  and  the  very  soul 
of  the  Jewish  people.  In  Warsaw 
today  the  Jewish  language  theatre 
is  such  a  success  that  it  is  patroniz- 
ed not  only  by  the  Jewish  people 
—  but  by  the  entire  Warsaw  com- 
munity. Who  knows?  It  may  yet 
happen  in  America  too.

Claire  brought  back  many  lovely 
mementos  of  her  trip,  and  also  gave 
us  a  splendid  program. 

Our  B'nai  B'rith  group  has  just 
sponsored  a  new  B.B.Y.O.  chapter 
here,  consisting  of  teen-age  child- 
ren of  our  members.  There  are  14 
members  and  the  officers  are:  Dan- 
ny Carp,  President;  Steve  Lenett, 
Vice-President;  Charles  Perelman, 
Secretary-Treasurer;  and  Marsha 
Lenett,  Chaplain. 
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B'nai  B'rith  service  program,  a 
widows'  and  orphans'  fund. 

This  year  B'nai  B'rith  will 
spend,  nationally  and  regionally, 
more  than  $15,000,000  on  wide- 
spread programs  of  education,  so- 
cial service,  youth  activities,  vo- 
cational counseling,  intergroup  re- 
lations and  overseas  aid,  while 
acting  tor  its  large  constituency  as 
an  organized  spokesman  in  public 
affairs. 

The  $1,300,000  B'nai  B'rith 
Building  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
a  handsome  brick-and-glass  struc- 
ture, houses  many  treasured  docu- 
ments that  illuminate  the  four 
generations  of  the  organization's 
history. 

There  is,  for  example,  the  seven- 
year  effort,  begun  in  1851  when  a 
handful  of  members  fought  B'nai 
B'rith's  first  campaign  against  anti- 
Semitism  —  before  that  word  had 
become  part  of  the  language. 

They  persuaded  Congress,  which 
had  a  treaty  with  Switzerland 
under  consideration,  to  lorce  the 
removal  of  anti-Jewish  restrictions 
in  several  Swiss  cantons.  B'nai 
B'rith  found  two  distinguished 
leaders  in  Washington  as  cham- 
pions of  its  cause:  Secretary  of  State 
Daniel  Webster  and  Henry  Clay, 
hairman  of  the  Senate  Foreign 
Relations  Committee. 

Again,  in  the  1870  s  when  anti- 
[ewish  violence  erupted  in  Ru- 
mania, President  Ulysses  Crant 
appointed  Benjamin  Franklin 
Peixotto  oi  Cleveland,  a  former 
president  ol  B'nai  B'rith,  as  U.  S. 
counsul  in  Bucharest. 

Peixotto  stayed  six  )ears.  He 
helped  greath  to  alleviate  the 
hardships  suffered  by  Rumanian 
Jews,  and  was  instrumental  in 
having  minority  rights  safe-guard- 
ed in  the  Treaty  of  1878  which 
granted  sovereignty  to  the  Ruman- 
ian kingdom. 

Peixotto  spent  every  waking 
hour  at  his  task.  Since  many 
American  consuls  in  those  days 
were  unsalaried  —  their  diplomatic 
assignments  were  secondary  to 
their     commercial     interests  as 


traders  —  B'nai  B'rith  funds  sup- 
ported Peixotto  and  the  consulate. 

The  yellowing  records  of  the 
organization  are  filled  with  hun- 
dreds of  similar  incidents  of  his- 
tory —  from  a  million-signature 
petition  protesting  the  programs 
of  Czarist  Russia  to  desperate  re- 
lief efforts  for  the  victims  of  the 
Nazi  holocaust.  They  tell  of  a 
long  and  persistent  B'nai  B'rith 
light  against  oppression. 

Filly  years  ago,  to  coordinate 
its  activities  in  this  field,  B'nai 
B'rith  established  its  celebrated 
Anti-Defamation  League. 

To  encourage  a  greater  aware- 
ness ol  their  religious  heritage 
among  Jewish  college  students,  it 
began  sponsorship  of  the  Hillel 
Foundations  movement.  The  first 
ol  these  campus  centers  that  pro- 
vide religious  services,  cultural  ac- 
ti\ities  and  personal  counseling  to 
students  was  established  40  years 
ago  at  the  University  ol  Illinois. 
The  program  has  since  expanded 
to  246  other  schools  —  and  a  wait- 
ing list  oi  150  more. 

B'nai  B'rith  Vocational  Service, 
staffed  by  skilled  guidance  work- 
ers and  psychologists  in  19  met 
ropolitan  centers,  last  year  pro- 
vided group  and  individual  coun- 
seling on  jobs  and  career  oppor- 
tunities to  40,000  persons.  This 
activity  is  now  in  its  twenty  fifth 
year. 

The  B'nai  B'rth  Youth  Organi- 
zation, with  an  enrollment  of  17,- 
000  Jewish  teenagers  and  a  pro- 
gram that  stresses  Jewish  interests 


Judge  Simon  H.  Rifkind  was  named 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary 
of  America,  and  Alan  M.  Stroock, 
former  board  chairman,  became  Pres- 
ident  of   the   Seminary  Corporation. 
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and  good  citizenship,  is  the  largest 
youth  movement  of  its  kind  in  the 
world. 

And  thousands  of  adults  each 
year  participate  in  B'nai  B'rith 
study  programs.  A  favorite  are 
the  summer  institutes  at  camps 
and  resorts  where,  in  the  restful- 
ness  of  a  vacation  setting,  their 
interests  in  Jewish  themes  are 
stimulated  in  lectures  and  discus- 
sions led  by  a  faculty  of  outstand- 
ing rabbis  and  scholars. 

B'nai  B'rith's  record  of  wartime 
service  goes  back  to  the  Civil  War 
when  it  successfully  campaigned 
lor  the  appointment  of  the  first 
Jewis  army  chaplain,  and,  in  a 
recruitment  drive  conducted  by 
its  Ramah  Lodge  in  Chicago,  ans- 
wered Lincoln's  call  for  volun 
teers  by  enrolling  and  outfitting 
a  Jewish  company  of  106  soldiers, 
paying  each  a  $100  enlistment 
bonus  and  arranging  to  care  for 
their  families.  The  company  serv- 
ed with  the  82nd  Illinois  Infantry 
Regiment. 

During  World  II  a  massive 
B'nai  B'rith  war  service  program 
supplied  recreational  equipment 
and  facilities  to  hundreds  of  mili- 
tary bases,  hospitals  and  rest  cen- 
ters. It  converted  hotels  in  several 
large  cities  to  free  lodging  cen- 
ters for  troops  on  leave.  One  of 
these  ,  Hospitality  House  in  Los 
Angeles,  handled  600  servicemen 
a  day  —  largest  such  center  in  the 
country. 

A  Brooklyn  corporal  of  Italian 
ancestry  described  the  wonderful 
hospitality  he  received  in  a  letter 
to  his  mother.  "B'nai  B'rith,"  he 
explained,  "is  a  Jewish  name 
meaning  a  place  to  rest." 

The  rolls  of  B'nai  B'rith  include 
many  prominent  and  colorful 
personalities  —  Senators  and  scien- 
tists, authors,  artists  and  athletes. 
T  he  Los  Angeles  Dodgers'  Sandy 
Koufax  is  one,  former  Miss  Ameri- 


ca Bess  Myerson  another.  So  is 
Dr.  Jonas  Salk,  discoverer  of  the 
polio  vaccine,  Supreme  Court  Jus- 
tice Arthur  Goldberg  former  UN 
Ambassador  Philip  M.  Klutznick, 
Herbert  H.  Lehman,  Eddie  Cantor 
and  opera  star  Richard  Tucker. 

B'nai  B'rith  records  also  tell  of 
Simon  Wolf,  who  served  briefly 
as  its  president,  but  is  better  re- 
membered as  its  legislative  repre- 
sentative in  Washington  for  more 
than  50  years.  Courtly  and  witty, 
Wolf  was  a  personal  friend  of 
every  occupant  of  the  White 
House  from  James  Buchanan  to 
Woodrow  Wilson. 

Another  former  president,  the 
late  Henry  Monsky  of  Omaha,  was 
Father  Flanagan's  colleague  in  the 
establishment  of  Boys'  Town. 
Robert  Briscoe,  first  Jewish  Lord 
Mayor  of  Dublin,  is  a  funding 
member  of  B'nai  B'rith  in  Ireland, 
and  the  late  Dr.  Ghaim  Weiz- 
mann,  first  president  of  Israel, 
helped  establish  B'nai  B'rith  in 
Manchester,  England. 

Sigmund  Freud  was  an  active 
member  in  Vienna.  When  the 
medical  profession  refused  him  a 
hearing  on  his  theories  of  phycho- 
analysis,  he  expounded  them  for 
the  first  time  publicly  in  a  lecture 
to  his  B'nai  B'rith  lodge. 


Morton  Yarmon,  editor  and  author 
has  been  appointed  to  the  new  post  of 
Director  of  Public  Relations  of  the 
American  Jewish  Committee,  accord- 
ing to  an  announcement  by  Dr.  John 
Slawson,  Executive  Vice  President  of 
the  human  relations  agency. 
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for  religious  freedom.  Or  did  they 
just  learn  about  winning  a  vic- 
tory? 

Let  us  look  further  back  in 
Jewish  history.  Once  before  our 
ancestors  gained  independence 
from  their  oppresive  tyrants.  That 
was  when  they  broke  Pharaoh's 
\oke  and  began  a  long  journey 
which  eventually  led  to  a  great 
period  of  Jewish  independence. 
That  event  is  celebrated  unto 
this  day.  It  is  a  celebration  in 
which  we  idealize  the  concept  of 
freedom  for  us  and  all  mankind. 
Passover  in  the  Jewish  mind  has 
always  signified  the  end  of  tyran- 
ny and  enslavement,  not  the  death 
of  the  Egyptian  pursuants.  This 
is  how  Jews  celebrate  an  histori- 
cal event:  They  abstract  the  spirit- 
ual meaning  of  it  and  put  that  on 
the  pedestal  of  adoration. 

Now  that  Jewish  independence 
has  once  again  been  achieved,  let 
it  signify  a  renewal  of  the  Jewish 
spirit.  Let  Yom  Atzma'ut  as  well 
as  Chanukah  emphasize  the  great 
moral  achievements  of  our  people 
when  they  were  a  free  creative 
nation.  Let  Israel  strive  to  bring 
into  the  world  an  Amos  as  well  as 
a  Judah  Maccabee.  An  Isaiah 
along  with  a  Bar  Kokhba. 

The  Jews  have  always  been  a 
facile  and  pliable  people.  When 
forced  to  become  money-lenders, 
they  were  successful  businessmen. 
When  only  the  professions  were 
open  to  them,  they  became  the 
best  doctors,  lawyers,  and  scien- 
tists. Now  that  they  are  permitted 
once  more,  they  have  showed 
themselves  to  be  good  farmers. 
And  when  necessity  arose,  they 
have  shown  that  they  can  be  good 
soldiers.  But  never  have  they  for- 
gotten to  be  good  Jews.  With 
their  success  in  other  pursuits, 
their  mission  in  fife  was  not  for- 
gotten: the  relegation  of  the  ma- 
terial to  the  back  seat,  giving  way 
to  the  spiritual  at  all  times  and 
in  all  matters.  The  supremacy  of 
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the  spirit  is  the  symbol  of  Chanu- 
kah as  it  is  of  Judaism. 

The  Talmud  mentions  nothing 
about  the  military  victory  of 
Chanukah  —  all  the  rabbis  men- 
lion  is  the  miracle  of  the  cruse  of 
oil  which  burned  for  eight  days 
instead  of  one.  Some  scholars  have 
argued  that  the  Books  of  the 
Maccabees  never  saw  their  way 
into  the  Canon  of  the  Bible  be- 
cause they  extol  a  military  victory. 
Yet  today,  the  verse  from  the 
Biblical  Book  of  Psalms  which 
reads  "Who  can  retell  the  arreat- 
ness  of  the  Lord"  is  chanted  daily 
on  the  lips  of  Israeli  children  in  a 
new  formulation:  "Who  can  re- 
tell the  greatness  of  Israel." 

The  victory  of  Jewish  spiritual 
values  over  Greek  materalistic 
paganism  was  a  significant  one  in 
the  annuals  of  mankind.  But  to- 
day we  are  celebrating  that  vic- 
tory by  lauding  the  values  of  the 
enemies  our  ancestors  subdued. 

Let  not  one  misunderstand. 
Whoever  suggest  that  Israel  should 
not  have  as  strong  an  army  as  is

Often,  in  viewing  Hillel,  people 
tend  to  see  it  as  a  center  of  ac- 
tivity and  program.  While  this  is 
true,  it  is  also  a  fact  that  many 
programs  and  discussions  in  Hil- 
lel are  in  reality  —  preparations 
for  other  programs  and  activities. 

In  Hillel  —  for  example  —  we 
conduct  many  small  group  discus- 
sions. These  discussions  may  have 
as  their  purpose  the  shedding  of 
light  on  matters  discussed  in  phil- 
osophy or  religion  classes. 

Recently,  we  were  honored  with 
a  visit  to  our  campus  bv  Dr. 
Cyrus  Gordon,  an  eminent  profes- 
sor of  Semitic  Studies  at  Brandeis 
University.  We  held  a  Hillel  sup- 
per discussion  prior  to  Professor 
Gordon's  lecture,  a  discussion 
which  provided  an  opportunity 
for  students  to  gain  some  necessary 
background  which  would  equip 
them  to  better  understand  Dr. 
Gordon's  address. 

As  a  further  example,  Hillel  is 
planning  a  series  of  forum  pro 
grams  on  the  campus  to  try  and 
understand  the  purpose  of  religion 
and  arrive  at  a  definition  of  re- 
ligion's role  in  today's  society. 
Small  group  meetings  in  Hillel 
serve  as  the  nerve  center  where 
vital  ideas  on  how  these  programs 
should  be  presented  are  inter- 
changed. 

Students  from  a  number  of  re- 
ligious foundations  are  meeting 
currently  to  discuss  ways  of  ful- 
filling greatly  needed  community 

rvices  in  state  welfare  institu- 
tions. Planning  sessions  on  these 
projects  are  further  examples  of 
"programs"  held  in  anticipation  of 
programs. 

Our  home  has  been  the  scene  of 
a  number  of  coffee  hours  and  in- 
formal discussions  with  Hillel 
Student  Council  members,  fra- 
ternity presidents,  dorm  counsel- 
ors, and  others.  These  coffee  hours 
are  not  literally  "Hillel  Programs" 
but  they  fulfill  a  vital  function

of  enabling  us  to  meet  intimately 
and  informally  and  plan  for  larg- 
er events. 

Actually— the  entire  Hillel  pro- 
gram is  preparation:  preparation 
for  LIFE.  Our  Hillel  study  classes 
"or  example  are  designed  to  help 
a  student  think  about  living  a 
Jewish  life  in  the  modern  world. 
We  are  concerned  with  helping 
students  face  the  deeper  issues  and 
broader  concerns  that  religion 
must  ultimately  concern  itself  with 
if  it  is  to  have  a  voice  in  modern 
society.  In  other  words,  much  of 
what  we  do  in  Hillel,  to  para- 
phrase the  title  of  a  recent  volume 
cn  Judaism  is  to  help  in  the  prep- 
aration of  the  "Greater  Judaism 
that  is  in  the  making".

Israel  Heady  To  Discuss  Refugee  Problem 

Foreign  Minister  Golda  Meir 
of  Israel,  addressing  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly's  Special  Politi- 
cal Committee,  declared  that  Is- 
rael was  prepared  to  discuss  the 
Arab  refugee  problem  apart  from 
contectx  of  general  peace  talks  if 
the  Arab  Governments  "are  gen- 
uinely anxious  to  solve  the  refu- 
gee problem  as  such." 

Mrs.  Meir  said  Israel  would  pre- 
fer that  the  refugee  issue  "be  solv- 
ed in  the  context  of  overall  settle- 
ment" but  that  it  stood  ready  to 
discuss  the  issue  as  such  if  the  Arab 
countries  "respond  t  othis  offer." 
A  move  in  that  "direction  merits 
strong  encouragment  from  the  in- 
ternational community,"  she  said. 
At  the  same  time  she  accused  the 
Arabs  of  deliberate  "distortion" 
of  the  entire  refugee  problem, 
misreading  of  the  history  of  the 
Jewish  people  and  Zionism  and  of 
seeking  to  bring  back  so-called 
Arab  refugees  to  Israel  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  destroying  the  land, 
adding  that  no  government  would 
do  what  the  Arab  countries  were

Rabbi  Dr.  Abraham  Herson  was 
a  religious  leader,  a  teacher,  a 
man  of  deep  faith.  He  came  to 
Columbia,  S.  C.  four  years  ago, 
and  it  was  here  that  he  found 
peace.  He  saw  much  suffering  in 
Europe,  where  he  began  his  stu- 
dies as  a  young  student  in  the 
Lithuanian  Yeshiva.  Following 
World  War  I,  his  family  went  to 
Canada,  and  Rabbi  Herson  con- 
tinued to  stud)  in  several  semi- 
naries. He  was  ordained  at  the 
Yavneh  Theological  Seminary  of 
New  York,  and  Dr.  Honorary  de- 
gree from  Ner  Israel  Theological 
Seminary  of  Baltimore.  His  degree 
and  titles  meant  nothing  to  Rabbi 
Herson,  for  he  believed  that  "it 
is  the  man  that  counts." 

Even  during  the  past  six  months, 
when  he  and  his  family  knew  that 
there  was  no  hope,  he  kept  his 
Faith,  and  continued  to  serve  his 
congregation,  The  House  of  Peace 
Synagogue.  His  people,  his  chil- 
dren, were  always  utmost  in  his 


thoughts.  He  loved  people  and  it 
was  a  simple  gesture  for  those 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact, 
to  return  this  ieeling  of  warmth. 
He  was  happy  in  Columbia.  He 
found  it  easy  to  function  as  the 
authority  on  Jewish  Law,  teach- 
ing the  Torah  to  his  congregation 
and  serving  the  many  civic  clubs 
of  this  community. 

In  the  eulogy,  Rabbi  Hersons 
brother  described  him  as  a  man, 
who,  in  his  short  forty-eight  years, 
did  more  than  some  could  achieve 
in  a  lifetime  of  a  century. 

He  leaves  his  mark  in  the  chil- 
dren he  taught,  the  people  he 
comforted,  the  faith  that  he  in- 
stilled and  the  books  which  he 
wrote  but  was  not  destined  to  see 
in  print.  "Tales  with  Morals"  is 
clue  for  publication  soon. 

Rabbi  Arbaham  Herson  will  be 
missed,  but  his  spirit  of  faith  in 
God  and  his  fellowman  will  live 
forever.

Herbert  Lehman,  statesman  rather  than  politician,  typi- 
fied the  best  in  what  we  should  have  in  those  who  hold  public 
office.  His  contributions  went  far  beyond  those  that  he  made 
to  his  constituents.  His  was  a  contribution  to  humanity. 

The  work!  will  be  a  better  place  for  their  having  been 
loaned  to  it. 


A  Prized  Possession 

We  have  in  our  safety-deposit  vault  a  piece  of  paper  which 
we  came  by  a  little  more  than  three  years  ago.  It  is  a  special 
type  of  paper,  sized  8"  by  10",  and  when  we  received  it,  while 
we  valued  it  highly,  we  had  no  idea  it  was  to  become  the  col- 
lector's item  that  it  now  is. 

It  was  during  the  i960  Presidential  Campaign.  We  had 
previously  reproduced  in  the  Times-Outlook  an  address  by 
Richard  M.  Nixon,  the  Republican  Presidential  candidate, 
and  in  our  desire  to  maintain  our  non-partisan  policy,  we  cast 
about  for  a  similar  article  to  run.  by  the  Democratic  candidate. 
Senator  John  E.  Kennedy.  We  finally  located  the  manuscript 
of  an  address  made  by  Mr.  Kennedy  at  the  50th  Anniversary 
Dinner  of  B'nai  Zion,  held  at  the  Hotel  Commodore,  in  New 
York  city. 

Next,  we  started  search  for  a  picture  to  use  with  the 
article.  We  tried  all  of  the  local  Democratic  "big-wigs"  without 
success.  Then  we  tried  the  local  newspapers  and  the  State 
Democratic  headquarters.  They  had  none. 

As  press-time  neared,  we  started  to  become  a  bit  panicky. 
Then  it  occurred  to  us  to  write  directly  to  Senator  Kennedy 
in  Washington— frankly  more  in  hope  than  in  expectancy. 
After  all,  presidential  candidates  are  busy  people.  Then,  with- 
in a  few  days  we  had  a  reply  which  enclosed  the  piece  of 
paper  —  a  photograph  of  Mr.  Kennedy,  autographed  in  the 
now  familiar  handwriting,  "Thanks,  Jack." 

This  has  now  become  a  prized  possession,  which  we  are 
guarding  zealously,  and  when  we  pass  it  on  to  our  heirs,  it  will 
be  with  strict  instructions  to  do  likewise. 


A  New  Twist 

It  wasn't  so  very  long  ago  that  we  were  deploring  the 
outrage  of  anti-Semitic  swastika  smearing  on  our  synagogues 
and  religious  schools  throught  this  country  and  abroad.  These 
seemed  to  be  epidemic,  but  after  a  time  they  ceased  —  or  at 
least  were  no  longer  headlined. 

Now  we  have  a  new  variation  of  this  disgrace,  but  by 
reason  of  the  source,  they  cannot  be  attributed  to  anti-Semi- 
tism, as  1  he  culprits  apprehended  were  Jews! 

While  we  were  in  New  York  city  early  in  November,  the 
newspapers  divulged  the  discovery  of  smearing  of  the  Isreali 
Consulate  there.  Those  involved  were  members  of  an  Hasidic 
group  who  were  in  this  way  venting  their  spleen  against  Israel 
because  they  held  so-called  grievances  against  the  State.  The 
primary  complaint  centered  around  certain  regulations  that 
had  to  do  with  Sabbath  observance  in  Israel. 

In  the  smearings,  the  familiar  swastika  was  used,  but  in 
reverse.  They  were  discovered  on  the  Consulate  building  fol- 
lowing a  series  of  picketing  there  to  protest  "police  brutality 
and  cruelty"  alleged  to  have  occurred  in  Jerusalem.  Those  in 
charge  of  the  picketing  indicated  that  they  were  not  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  smearing,  but  it  is  difficult  to  disassociate  the 
two  incidents. 

It  certainly  is  to  be  deplored  that  grievances  within  Jewry 
cannot  be  voiced  without  recourse  to  a  technique  that  pre- 
viously had  been  an  unmistakable  sign  of  anti-Semitism.  The 
perpetrators  of  the  crime  should  be  adequately  punished.

Hadassah's  49th  national  convention,  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  affirms  anew  the  great  role  Jewish  women  in  America 
are  playing  in  preserving  our  pattern  of  life  not  only  in  Israel 
but  in  our  own  country. 

There  isn't  an  activity  in  Jewish  life  today  in  which  wom- 
en do  not  play  significant  roles.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  For 
it  has  always  been  part  of  our  Jewish  tradition  for  Jewish 
women  to  assume  the  tasks  of  Judaism's  reconstruction  and 
perpetuation. 

Of  course,  there  are  a  number  of  Jewish  women's  organi- 
zations in  the  United  States  —  many  of  them  with  far-reaching 
objectives  and  worthy  causes.  But  we  believe  Hadassah  to  be 
among  the  outstanding  bodies. 

For  more  than  50  years,  Hadassah  advanced  the  health 
and  well-being  of  the  people  in  Palestine  and  Israel  through 
programs  of  healing,  teaching  and  research.  Hadassah  is  the 
mainstay  of  Youth  Aliyah.  In  addition.  Israel  looks  to  Hadas- 
sah to  train  vitally  needed  skilled  workers  for  the  growing 
economy.

I  GET  ANOTHER  PROBLEM 

Oh,  almost  each  week  this 
column  receives  from  its  Jewish 
readers  problems  to  help  solve;  as 
it  there  were  all  that  wisdom  in 
me.  But  even  after  all  its  many 
years  my  tired  head  doesn't  know 
everything  my  wife  saying  that 
after  all  its  years  it  should  know 
everything  abouts  worthwhile 
knowing. 


I  brought  to  her  the  problem 
that  this  week's  column  is  all 
about,  and  she  replied:  "Hand  it

on  to  all  the  readers  of  your  col- 
umn. Surely,  there  are  some  among 
them  with  higher  wisdom  than 
your  own;  so  ask  them  about  it,  to 
help  you." 

It  all  has  to  do  with  the  worries 
of  a  Jewish  girl  in  our  city  (Cin- 
cinnati, that  is.)  I've  frequently 
heard  from  Jewish  men  who  were 
thinking  of  marrying  non- Jewish 
girls.  They  were  asking  me  what 
to  do  about  it  .  .  .  whether  to  mar- 
ry them  or  heed,  rather,  the  warn- 
ing of  their  rabbis  who  were  saying 
No!  No!  (This  is  the  first  time  any 
Jewish  girl  has  asked  me  for  coun- 
sel in  the  matter  of  her  marrying 
one  who  isn't  Jewish.) 

Yes,  the  Jewish  girl  who's  speak- 
ing up  to  my  supposed  wisdom  is 
telling  me  in  her  letter:  "Please  be 
of  some  help  to  me  and  to  my  fath- 
er and  mother  who  have  been  re- 
specting your  wisdom  for  quite  a 
long  time.  I  am  in  love,  but  this 
love  of  mine  is  a  problem.  You  see, 
the  young  man  whom  I  love  and 
who  loves  me  isn't  Jewish.  But,  as 


I  understand  Judaism,  his  charac- 
ter is  Jewish  enough.  He  is  of  noble 
character  and  isn't  that  Jewish? 

"I  learned  this  when  I  was  at 
tending  Sabbath  school  .  .  .  that  to 
be  truly  Jewish  is  to  live  high  tow- 
ard the  God  of  all  of  us  .  .  .  and 
that  is  how  high  this  young  man's 
character  is.  And  doesn't  that  make 
him  Jewish  enough?" 

But  .  .  .  her  parents  do  not  ap- 
preciate him  Jewishly.  Her  papa 
keeps  saying:  "He's  a  goy  and  we 
don't  want  goyim  in  our  family." 
And  her  mama  says:  "I  keep  kosher 
in  our  house,  and  I'm  all  against 
your  marrying  a  man  who  isn't 
Jewish."  And  this  mama  cries 
bitter  tears  whenever  the  matter  is 
brought  up  in  their  household. 

So  this  troubled  daughter  speaks 
up  to  me:  "My  parents  respect  the 
wisdom  of  your  column  and  maybe 
they'll  listen  to  you  if  you  speak 
up  for  me.  Please  tell  them  for  me 
that  my  beloved  friend  is  a  high 
gentleman;  his  way  of  living  is  as 
high  as  of  all  that  religious  teach- 
ing. Yes,  his  way  of  life  could  as 
well  be  Jewish.  He  believes  that 
living  right  in  the  world  is  the 
main  purpose  of  all  the  religions. 
I  tell  him  that  my  parents  don't 
seem  to  understand  that,  and 
would  regard  him  as  a  son-in-law 
not  worthwhile  if  I  should  marry 
him;  nor  would  they  consider  me 
worthwhile  any  longer.  So,  please, 
Mr.  Segal,  tell  them  what  you  think 
about  me  and  my  hope." 

But  she  has  even  more  to  report 
to  me:  Yes,  if  her  parents  object  to 
him  because  he  is  non-Jewish  birth, 
he's  willing  to  take  up  the  Jewish 
way  of  religion  .  .  .  "That  is,  he's 
willing  to  turn  Jewish  for  my  sake," 
the  girl  says.  "He  tells  me  that  he's 
of  the  same  God  as  the  One  we 
Jews  worship,  and  what  difference 
is  it  for  him  to  speak  to  God  in 
another  house  than  the  one  to 
which  he  was  born  .  .  .  one  that 
is  Jewish.  He  tells  me  we'll  go  to  a 
rabbi  for  our  marriage  if  we  have 
children,  I  am  willing  that  they 
should  be  brought  up  to  Judaism 
.  .  .  to  speak  to  the  One  God  of  all 
of  us." 

Yes,  says  this  Jewish  girl,  that's 
the  kind  of  a  man  her  beloved  is, 
and  aren't  his  words  that  of  a  good 
Jew?  she  asks  me.  And,  she  adds,  a 
good  man  is  a  good  Jew. 


"So,  help  me,  please  Mr.  Segal," 
she  pleads.  "Ask  your  readers  to 
write  to  my  parents  in  my  behalf 
and  the  noble  person  whom  I  hope 
to  marry.  Tell  them,  please,  to  say 
that  to  be  a  noble  gentleman  is  to 
be  Jewishly  worthwhile,  no  matter 
into  what  religion  one  was  born. 
This  man  to  whom  I  am  engaged 
toward  marriage  is  by  character 
already  nobly  Jewish,  even  before 
the  time  he  formally  takes  up 
worship  in  the  synagogue.  So, 
please,  Mr.  Segal!" 

So,  yes,  I  speak  to  my  readers,  as 
my  wife  suggested  I  do  .  .  .  instead 
of  relying  only  on  my  own  poor 
head  .  .  .  and  as  also  that  lovely 
young  lady  suggests.

Dr.  Simon  Baruch 

Confederate  Surgeon 
By  Harry  Simonhoff 


Born  in  Schwersenz,  Posen,  un- 
der German  rule  in  1840,  Simon 
Baruch  was  not  eager  to  be  draft- 
ed into  a  Prussian  goose-stepping 
Regiment.  When  15  he  left  Germ- 
any and  came  to  Camden,  S.  C. 
There  the  Baum  brothers,  also 
from  his  home  town,  were  operat- 
ing a  small  general  store.  The 
bride  of  Mannes  Baum,  daughter 
of  Hardwig  Cohen,  minister  of 
the  cultured  congregation  in 
Charleston,  sensed  the  scholarly 
bent  of  the  young  immigrant.  She 
prevailed  upon  husband  and 
brother-in-law  to  send  the  attrac- 
tive student  to  the  South  Caro- 
lina Medical  School  at  Charleston. 
With  the  shelling  of  Fort  Sumter 
the  war  was  on,  and  Simon  had  to 
continue  his  studies  at  the  Medi- 
cal College  in  Virginia. 

On  graduating  he  joined  the 
Third  South  Carolina  Battalion  as 
assistant  surgeon  and  immediately 
took  part  in  the  second  battle  of 
Manassas,  wearing  the  new  uni- 
form and  bright  sword  presented 
bjy  Mannes  Baum.  Throughout 
the  war  he  served  in  the  Army 
of  Northern  Virginia  under  Robert 
E.  Lee  with  two  interruptions 
when  made  prisoner  while  tending 
the  wounded  in  field  hospitals. 
Under  the  medical  tradition  that 
prescribes  equal  treatment  for 
friend  or  foe,  he  helped  the  doc- 
tors in  the  Union  Army.  He  never 
complained  of  ill  treatment  while 
a  prisoner.  In  fact  he  was  able  to 
slip  out  at  night,  dance  at  the 
homes  of  some  Baltimore  belles 
and  return  unobserved  to  prison 
barracks  before  dawn. 

Fort  McHenry  near  Baltimore 
holds  a  revered  place  in  American 
annals.  Here  during  the  War  of 
1812  a  prisoner,  Francis  Scott  Key, 


received  the  inspiration  for  his 
"Star  Spangled  Banner."  Another 
prisoner  in  the  same  fortress  wrote 
down  his  medical  experience  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War.  Dr.  Baruch 
wrote  his  essay  on  "Bayonet 
Wounds  of  the  Chest."  More  than 
half  a  century  later  medical  men 
in  the  armed  forces  told  his  fam- 
ous son,  Bernard  Baruch,  appoint- 
ed Chairman  of  the  War  Board  of 
Industries  for  World  War  I  by 
Woodrow  Wilson,  that  Dr.  Simon 
Baruch's  paper  was  still  the  stand- 
ard authority  on  the  subject. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Baruch 
was  a  surgeon  with  the  rank  of 
captain.  While  tending  the  wound- 
ed and  the  dying  night  and  day 
in  the  wake  of  Sherman's  march 
through  North  Carolina,  he  con- 
tracted typhoid.  Two  weeks  later, 
after  struggling  out  of  fever  and 
deliriums,  he  learned  that  Lee 
and  Johnston  had  surrendered, 
that  he  himself  had  been  captur- 
ed, nursed  and  released.  When 
the  war  was  over  he  made  his  way 
to  Camden  on  crutches. 

For  a  time  he  took  charge  of 
a  hospital  in  Thomasville,  N.  C, 
then  returned  to  practice  medi- 
cine in  Camden  for  the  next  15 
years.  He  went  through  the  ter- 
rors of  Reconstruction,  and  as  a 
secret  member  of  the  original  Ku 
Klux  Klan  he  wore  at  night  its 
long  white  flowing  robes  emblaz- 
oned with  a  scarlet  cross.  In  his 
profession  he  ranked  high,  becom- 
ing President  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina Medical  Society  in  1873  and 
chairman  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  in  1880.  He  is  credited 
with  initiating  the  necessary  state 
laws  that  stamped  out  smallpox 
by  vaccination.  In  1867  he  mar- 
ried Belle  Wolfe,  granddaughter 


of  the  Charleston  Hazan,  Hard- 
wig  Cohen.  This  union  was  bless- 
ed with  four  sons,  among  them 
Bernard  M.  Baruch,  now  a  house- 
hold name  found  in  many  Ameri- 
can histories. 

At  Fort  McHenry  the  23-year 
old  Simon  Baruch  evidently  made 
some  notes  of  the  day  after  the 
Battle  of  Gettysburg.  The  follow- 
ing appeared  in  his  article  in  the 
1914  issue  of  the  Confederate  Vet- 
eran: 


HARRY  SIMONHOFF 


"On  the  first  of  July,  1863,  a 
forced  march  brought  McLaws' 
Division  from  the  neighborhood  of 
Chambersburg  to  a  meadow  in 
which  we  camped  011  the  dew  cov- 
ered grass.  The  stars  were  still 
twinkling  when  at  dawn  the  col- 
umn was  again  formed,  and  the 
weary  troops  wended  their  way  to- 
what  proved  to  be  the  most  sangui- 
nary battlefield  of  the  war  (Gettys- 
burg).

coming religious  holidays. 

It  must  be  remembered  that 
Jacksonville,  comprising  less  than 
25  Jewish  families  constantly 
strive  to  do  its  part  to  serve  some 
40,000  Marines  (some  Navy)  of 
whom  over  one-fourth  have  their 
families  living  with  them.  Jewish 
servicemen  attached  to  Camp  Le- 
jeune  area  usually  varies  from  475 
to  700  depending  on  the  military 
siluation  and  development.

THE  GREAT  ISSUE 

By  Abba  Eban 


Mr.  Eban  convened  at  the  Weizmann  Institute  The  Rehovoth  Conference 
On  Comprehensive  Planning  of  Agriculture  In  Developing  Countries.  This  is 
the  full  text  of  his  Welcome  Address  at  the  Opening  Session. — THE  EDITOR 

Three  years  have  passed  since  I 
convened  the  first  Rehovoth  Con- 
ference on  the  role  of  science  and 
technology  in  the  advancement  of 
new  states.  That  Conference  mark- 
ed the  first  encounter  between 
two  groups  of  men  who  will  large- 
ly decide  the  fate  of  our  genera- 
tion —  the  leaders  of  the  scientific 
community  and  the  representa- 
tives of  people  (mostly  in  Africa 
and  Asia)  which  have  recently 
crossed  the  threshold  of  sovereign- 
ty- 
Scientific  progress  and  national 
liberation  are  the  dominant  themes 
of  twentieth  century  existence.  Tt 
is  urgent  and  vital  to  find  a  point 
of  confluence  between  them.  For 
if  science  and  nationalism  are  not 
brought  together,  there  will  be  no 
advancement  of  the  human  con- 
dition. Without  scientific  thought 
and  technological  application,  the 
new  states  will  not  achieve  an  eco- 
nomic progress  commensurate  with 
their  political  triumph.  And  un- 
less science  can  promote  an  under- 
l)ing  equality  amongst  the  peo- 
ples of  every  continent,  its  other 
successes  may  well  come  to  ruin 
in  a  tense  and  divided  world. 

Much  has  happened  in  these 
three  years  to  support  the  central 
idea  which  flowed  through  our 
first  Conference.  The  leaders  of 
new  nations  are  now  acutely  aware

that  with  independence  obtained 
their  most  urgent  task  lies  in  ac- 
celerated economic  development. 
This  cannot  be  achieved  unless 
scientific  knowledge  is  enlisted  in 
support  of  agricultural  and  indus- 
trial progress  and  becomes  a  cen- 
tral impulse  in  the  educational 
movement  of  new  states. 

On  the  other  hand,  scientists 
are  increasingly  insistent  on  being 
enabled  to  bring  their  research  to 
bear  upon  the  problems  of  human 
anguish  and  hope.  They  are  not 
satisfied  with  an  academic  estrange- 
ment from  problems  of  peace  and 
welfare.  Nor  do  they  wish  to  con- 
fine themselves  to  the  developed 
countries  of  the  west,  there  to

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make  strong  countries  stronger  and 
rich  countries  richer.  The  main 
business  of  a  scientist  is  to  study 
the  spectacle  of  nature.  But  science 
is  aware  of  its  human  origins  and 
its  human  destination.  If  human- 
ity languishes  science  will  not 
flourish. 

The  winds  of  thought  generated 
here  in  1960  have  spread  far  and 
wide  across  the  world.  Many  con- 
ferences have  been  held  in  other 
lands  in  an  effort  to  draw  science 
and  politics  together  in  support 
of  new  states.  A  point  of  climax 
was  reached  at  Geneva  last  Febru- 
ary when  2000  scientists  and  states- 
men came  together  under  the  flag 
of  the  United  Nations  in  order  to 
bring  this  very  problem  under  re- 
view. A  new  dimension  was  then 
added  to  organized  international 
cooperation.  The  President  of  the 
United  Nations  Conference  on 
Science  and  Technology,  Profes- 
sor Thacker  of  New  Delhi  is  with 
us  today.  I  bow  my  head  to  the 
President  of  UNCSAT  in  Vice- 
Presidential  deference,  and  in  close 
personal  friendship  and  esteem. 

But  if  I  can  report  an  intensi- 
fied international  understanding 
of  the  problem,  I  cannot  in  hon- 
esty say  that  the  problem  itself  is 
less  acute  than  it  was.  It  is  in  fact 
more  acute.  Scientific  knowledge 
has  continued  to  grow  apace. 
Technical  capacities  multiply  year 
by  year.  The  family  of  new  sov- 
ereign nations  is  larger  that  it  was 
three  years  ago.  And  many  gov- 
ernments whose  leaders  are  here 
today  were  not  independent  three 


years  ago.  But  as  the  developed 
nations  surge  forward  to  higher 
standards  of  welfare,  the  other 
half  of  the  world  (indeed  it  is 
more  than  a  half)  faces  a  disquiet- 
ing perspective.  According  to  the 
recent  report  of  the  O.E.C.D.,  the 
member  states  of  that  organization, 
all  highly  developed  scientifically 
and  economically,  numbering  475 
millions  have  a  per  capita  average 
product  of  $2000,  whereas  for 
1,450  million  inhabitants  of  less 
developed  nations,  the  figure  is 
$140,  fourteen  times  smaller.  It 
is  anticipated  in  the  same  report 
that  in  1970  the  developed  coun- 
tries will  have  an  average  per  capi- 
ta product  not  14  but  16  times 
greater  than  that  of  less  developed 
countries.  I  ask  the  Conference 
this  question:  Can  we  imagine  an 
ordered  and  peaceful  international 
family  in  conditions  of  growing 
inequality,  with  one  part  increas- 
ingly prosperous,  the  other  grow- 
ing relatively  more  poor  and  de- 
pressed? 

A  similar  horizon  was  revealed 
in  the  Campaign  Against  Hunger 
Conference  held  in  Washington  in 
June.  A  great  part  of  the  three 
billion  people  in  the  world  of  to- 
day are  underfed.  How  do  we 
think  that  6  billion  people  will  be

THE  EDITOR 


We  are  all  involved  in  the  great 
battle  for  equal  rights  being  wag- 
ed in  our  own  country,  and  re- 
joice in  the  fact  that  millions  of 
Americans  are  taking  part  in  the 
effort  to  eliminate  the  inequities 
that  result  from  prejudice  and  dis- 
crimination. While  this  victorious 
drama  has  electrified  all  Ameri- 
cans, another  drama  is  being  en- 
acted which,  though  agonizing 
and  heart-rending,  and  perhaps 
more  tragic  than  the  story  of  the 
Negro  people,  is  being  ignored. 
I  mean  the  plight  of  the  Jews  in 
Soviet  Russia. 

To  be  sure,  there  is  a  risk  to 
be  taken  whenever  we  undertake 
to  challenge  the  policy  or  the  acts 
of  a  mighty  power.  At  this  junc- 
ture of  history,  when  the  Test  Ban 
Treaty  between  the  U.S.A.  and 
U.S.S.R.  has  been  signed  and  may, 
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as  we  wholeheartedly  hope  and 
pray,  initiate  an  era  of  peace  and 
reronc  iiiation  between  the  world's 
great  powers,  our  plea  for  the 
Jews  of  Russia  may  be  attacked 
as  inopportune.  Political  experts 
may  rebuke  us  for  calling  atten- 
tion to  a  minor  issue  when  major 
issues  are  at  stake.  Yet  the  process 
of  liquidating  a  great  Jewish  com- 
munit\   is  not  a  minor  issue. 

Risk  is  involved  in  every  de- 
cision, in  every  action.  Weighing 
the  risk  that  the  Jewish  commun- 
ity may  assume  in  fighting  with 
moral  and  spiritual  means  for  the 
rights  of  the  Jews  in  Russia,  we 
must  be  ready  to  suffer  ourselves 
in  order  to  assure  their  survival! 

If  we  are  ready  to  go  to  jail  in 
order  to  destroy  the  blight  of  ra- 
cial bigotry,  if  we  are  ready  to 
march  to  Washington  in  order  to 
demonstrate  our  identification 
with  those  who  are  deprived  of 
equal  rights,  should  we  not  be 
ready  to  go  to  jail  in  order  to  end

Why  I  Am  A  Jew

presentations  were  made  at  the  annual  Hillel  Sahath  at  Beth  El  Eynagogue, 
Durham,  N.  C,  with  Rabbi  M.  Herbert  Berger  introducing  the  speakers,  and 
Rabbi  Joseph  Levine,  Hillel  Director,  summarizing  the  discussion. — The  Editor.

What  I  would  like  to  talk  about 
tonight  is  more  than  just  "Why 

I  am  a  Jew"  —  I  would  like  to 
explain  exactly  what  Judaism 
means  to  me.  I  feel  this  is  a  sig- 
nificant and  worthwhile  topic  be- 
cause I  consider  it  vital  for  Juda- 
ism to  clearly  understand  the  mind 
of  the  first  generation  that  has 
grown  up  to  talk  since  World  War 

II  and  what  their  attitude  toward 
the  Jewish  religion  is.  Of  course, 
what  I  say  is  based  on  my  own 
experience  with  Judaism  and  my 
opinions  are  not  necessarily  typi- 
cal. 

What  does  Judaism  mean  to 
me?  In  the  first  place,  Judaism 
means  something  to  me;  that  is 
why  I  am  here  tonight  and  I  must 
admit  that  to  many  of  my  fellow 
collegians  religion  does  not  mean 
something.  It  has  a  bad  connota- 
tion, it  is  pictured  as  an  anachr- 
onism, and  as  a  fossile  unfitting  a 
scientific  age.  On  the  contrary, 
I  believe  that  religion  in  general, 
and  Judaism  in  particular,  must 
become  an  integral  and  living  ele- 
ment in  modern  society  if  that 
society  is  to  fulfill  the  dreams  of 
progress  which  it  is  said  to  offer. 

As  a  tidbit,  so  to  speak,  to  the 
psychologist,  I  would  like  to  pre- 
sent my  feelings  as  a  contrast  be- 
tween religion  in  my  childhood 
and  what  I  call  my  adult  views. 

When  I  was  a  small  child  Juda- 
ism was  esthetically  pleasing  to 
me.  I  enjoyed  the  lighting  of  the 
colorful  Chanukah  candles;  I  en- 
joyed going  to  the  seder  and  sing- 
ing the  dayanu;  I  found  it  pleas- 
ing to  listen  to  the  shofer  on  Rosh 
Hashonah  —  perhaps  these  overly 
romanticized  memories  are  the 
first  association  with  religion  I 
remember.  In  later  childhood,  a 
new  dimension  of  Judaism  opened 
up  to  me  —  the  historical  Judaism 
—  I  attended  a  classic  religious 
school  and  if  I  no  longer  remem- 
ber the  Genesis  which  we  trans- 
lated from  Hebrew  in  its  entirety,

To  answer  the  question  of  my 
Jewish  existence  is  a  task  that  will 
never  be  satisfactorily  accomplish- 
ed. The  easiest  answer  is  that  I 
was  born  a  Jew  and  have  remain- 
ed so  since  my  birth.  My  Judaism 
is,  in  a  sense,  just  another  aspect 
of  my  personality  or  another  meth- 
od to  classify  me.  I  am  a  white, 
American  Jew  —  or  an  American 
Jew.  To  some  people,  and  I  dare 
say  most  of  us,  this  is  the  extent  of 
our  Judaism.  W  helps  us  to  be  cate- 
gorized in  American  society.  With- 
out Judaism  (or  Christianity)  it 
is  hard  to  be  a  well  adjusted 
American.  No  matter  what  the 
constitution  says  about  separation 
of  Church  and  State  —  they  are 
in  fact  very  similar. 

When  the  late  President  Ken- 
nedy was  assassinated  on  Nov.  22, 
President  Johnson  proclaimed  the 
following  Monday  an  official  day 
of  mourning  and  asked  everyone 
to  pray  for  him.  The  institution 
of  religion  in  our  country  is  estab- 
lished and  inherent. 

I  think  we  can  see  now  that 
Judaism  in  America  is  no  longer 
a  difficult  task  (it  it  ever  was  one)

led  57  years  from  now?  This  is  not  by 
no  distant  prospect.  It  refers  to 
the  prime  of  our  children's  lives. 
Some  Avriters  have  seen  apocalypt- 
ic visions  of  world  explosion.  Oth- 
er, who  reject  the  extreme  pre- 
diction, have  prophesied  a  reces- 
sion in  culture  and  morality  to- 
wards a  cave-man  existence.  For 
hungry  peoples  are  not  likely  for- 
ever to  remain  peaceful  peoples, 
or  to  cherish  democratic  forms  of 
life. 

But  it  is  not  in  a  spirit  of  de- 
feat that  our  Conference  opens. 
The  history  of  our  century  has 
demonstrated  the  decisive  power 
of  knowledge  to  solve  problems 
to  which  it  is  effectively  harnessed. 
In  the  international  field  we  have 
witnessed  an  example  of  this.  The 
Moscow  agreement  is  the  result 
of  a  union  between  the  political 
and  the  scientific  conscience.  The 
first  result  is  to  halt  the  poison- 
ing of  the  atmosphere.  The  final, 
if  distant,  outcome  may  well  be 
to  save  this  planet  for  our  com- 
mon humanity. 

This  Conference  represents  the 
earnest  attempt  of  a  small  nation 
to  help  solve  a  great  issue.  We 
shall  concentrate  on  a  practical 
intense  study  of  a  concrete  prob- 
lem. We  selected  the  problem  of 
rural  planning  with  emphasis  on 
its  human  aspects.  We  do  no  of- 
fence to  the  industrial  future 
when  we  assert  that  for  most  of 
the  new  states  land  and  water, 
soil  and  food,  are  still  the  most 
urgent  national  issues.  And  we 
are  convinced  that  the  key  to  in- 
creased production  lies  not  in  the 
land  and  the  water,  but  in  the 
men  and  women  who  will  culti- 
vate and  use  them.  In  our  cen- 
tury, economic  progress  is  limited 


resources  but  by  human 
capacities.  How  can  populations 
be  trained  and  organized  for  pro- 
ductive rural  life?  This  is  our 
theme. 

You  will  not  only  hear  this 
theme  learnedly  discussed.  You 
will  see  it  visually  illustrated.  We 
are  a  small  struggling  people  fac- 
ing dangers  such  as  no  other  na- 
tion confronts.  Our  resources  are 
small  and  strained.  But  economic 
have  compelled  us  to  achieve  re- 
have  cempelled  us  to  achieve  re- 
sults which  are  generally  held  to 
be  of  some  originality.  We  do  not 
believe  that  there  is  any  soil  which 
is  inexorably  barren.  Across  this 
ancient  land  you  will  see  the  scar- 
red remains  of  dead  civilizations. 
And  on  their  ruins  you  will  see 
new  settlements  of  rural  life  bear- 
ing witness  to  the  fertilizing  pow- 
er of  technical  skill  and  organized 
social  cooperation.  We  think  that 
we  have  something  to  say  and 
something  to  show.  We  shall  say 
and  show  it  to  you  in  due  humility 
of  spirit,  sharing  our  failures  with 
you  as  well  as  our  achievements 
and  hopes.  I  believe  that  one  day 
a  Rehovoth  Conference  will  be 
attended  by  representatives  of  the 
neighboring  states.  For  human 
welfare  and  human  need  know 
no  frontiers.  There  is  nothing 
more  universal  than  the  cry  of  a 
hungry  child. 

In  the  meantime  I  pay  a  tri- 
bute of  respect  and  gratitude  to 
those  who  have  come  here  from 
Africa  and  Asia,  from  America 
and  Europe,  to  the  Ministers  of 
Governments,  to  officials  and  ex- 
perts and  to  the  men  of  skill  and 
learning  from  the  great  universi- 
ties and  research  institutes  of  the 
world.

It  was  the  last  day  of  school 
at  Yad  Syngalowski  ORT  Center, 
largest  technical  school  in  Israel. 
The  huge  machine  shop  was 
empty.  Clusters  of  students  stood 
around  in  the  corridors.  A  year's 
work  was  coming  to  an  end. 

Another  group  of  graduates  was 
ready  to  go  out  into  the  world  to 
take  their  places  at  the  factory 
bench,  the  laboratory  desk  or  the 
workshop  floor.  In  most  cases  the 
jobs  were  waiting,  the  employers 
having  applied  for  suitable  can- 
didates months  ago. 

Among  the  graduates  were  Am- 
ram  from  North  Africa  and  I lan 
from  East  Europe.  I  approached 
Amram  first. 

Gafsa,  just  outside  Tunis,  is  a 
small  place  which  would  probably 
not  be  found  on  the  map.  Here 
Amram  was  born  in  1941  into  a 
family  of  eight  children.  Until  the 
age  of  10  he  saw  only  poverty  and 
squalor.  There  was  nothing  excep- 
tional about  it.  It  was  the  life  the 
majority  of  Tunisian  Jews  were 
living. 

Amram  had  some  elementary 
schooling  before  the  wave  of  emi- 
gration brought  him  and  his  fam- 
ily to  Israel  in  1951.  He  also  had 
some  rudimentary  knowledge  of 
Hebrew.  This  proved  not  only  an 
asset  to  himself,  but  enabled  him 
to  earn  a  little  money  by  tutor- 
ing Yeminite  children.  It  was  not 


much;  just  enough  to  make  a 
small  contribution  to  the  family's 
earnings  so  that  he  could  continue 
his  own  schooling  a  little  longer. 

He  joined  an  ORT  training 
course  in  Ashkelon,  where  his 
family  had  settled.  He  showed 
keen  interest  and  exceptional  abil- 
ity. Arrangments  were  made  to  pay 
for  his  upkeep  while  he  was  sent 
to  the  Syngalowski  Center  in  Tel 
Aviv  to  continue  his  training.  It 
was  not  easy  to  persuade  him  to 
accept  this  help.  He  insisted  on 
working  in  his  spare  time,  cutting 
out  meals,  doing  odd  jobs  in  the

1  do  remember  the  sense  of  which 
I  conceived  history  as  a  glorious 
and  never  ending  Jewish  tapestry. 
In  other  words,  until  the  age  of 
16  or  so,  Judaism  was  custom,  holi- 
day and  atmosphere  —  a  cultural 
heritage  —  nothing  less,  nothing 
more. 

In  the  past  18  months,  however, 
1  have  gained  an  appreciation  of 
a  new  facet  of  Judaism.  For  me 
Judaism  has  become  spiritually 
significant.  The  idea  of  a  personal 
God  has  come  out  of  the  closet  — 
1  find  it  a  living  and  dynamic  con- 
cept. I  find  that  it  gives  order  and 
purpose  to  daily  life,  to  human  ex- 
istence, and  to  history.  I  simply 
feel  that  there  is  a  reality  in  the 
universe  that  cannot  be  totally  de- 
scribed in  rational  terms.  This 
faith  in  a  just  and  merciful  God 
combined  with  my  cultural  heri- 
tage makes  me  proud  to  say  that 
I  am  Jewish. 

My  position  at  the  present  time 
is  that  I  admire  Judaism  but  .  .  . 
and  I  would  now  like  to  ask  some 
questions  about  that  aspect  of 
modern  Judaism  I  cannot  compre- 
hend. But  first  I  would  like  to 
pose  a  question  to  myself  and 
answer  it  aloud  —  "What  stim- 
ulated me  to  investigate  religion?'' 
Was  it  my  Jewish  home?  No.  Was 
it  my  Temple?  No,  again.  Nor 
was  it  my  religious  school.  The 
tragic  and  paradoxical  fact  is  that 
I  did  not  begin  to  appreciate  the 
beauty  of  my  own  faith  until  prov- 
ocative issues  were  raised  by  a 
Christian  friend  as  a  matter  of  in- 
tellectual interest.  This  suggests 
that  the  primary  major  problem 
facing  Judaism  is  that  the  Tem- 
ple is  no  longer  religious.

fronted  with  between  the  ages  of 
5-15  —  "stick-together"  stay  with 
your  own  group  say  the  sages  of 
the  Building  Committees  and 
bridge  parties,  Young  Judaea, 
BBYO  and  the  reform  youth 
group  beckon.

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The  Youngest  Professor 

How  the  Vegetable  World  is  Studied  at  the 
Weizmann  Institute  of  Science

When  Mordecai  Avron  was  a 
student  at  the  Herzlia  High  School 
in  Tel  Aviv,  it  was  his  ambition  to 
become  an  actor.  He  was  active  in 
his  school's  drama  circle,  of  which 
the  director  was  a  young  man  nam- 
ed Avraham  Ninio. 

This  was  fifteen  years  ago.  Since 
then  Ninio  has  become  a  leading 
producer-director  in  the  Hebrew 
theatre  of  Israel.  Both  recently  met 
again,  and  Ninio  asked  Mordecai 
Avron  if  he  was  acting  in  some 
troupe. 

Dr.  Avron  failed  to  add  that  he 
was  an  associate  professor  in  the 
Biochemistry  Section  of  the  Weiz- 
raann  Institute,  in  spite  of  his 
youthful  age  (I'm  nearly  32  years 
old,"  he  protests),  and  was  engaged 
in  research  in  a  new  field  of  study 
in  Israel,  the  processes  of  photo- 
synthesis. 

It  is  difficult  not  to  address  him 
as  "young  man"  instead  of  "Pro- 
fessor." He  looks  much  younger 
than  "nearly  32"  but  his  claim  to 
fame  rests  on  the  fact  that  at  pre- 
sent he  is  the  youngest  member  of 
professorial  rank  at  the  Wizmann 
Institute. 

After  an  instructive  lecture  by 
Prof.  Avron,  I  began  to  understand 
just  what  he  does  in  the  field  of 
photosynthesis.  It  all  started  when, 
as  a  student,  he  found  that  all 
existence  derives  from  a  daily  pro- 
cess which  occurs  in  the  green  parts 
of  vegetation. 

This  process,  by  which  water  and 
carbon  dioxide  combine  in  the 
presence  of  light  and  chlorophyll 
(the  green  pigment  of  plants)  to 
form  organic  materials  and  to  re- 
lease oxygen,  is  called  "photo- 
synthesis." 

"Since  all  living  things,  includ- 
ing human  beings,  feed  directly  or 
otherwise  on  organic  substances 
and  oxygen,  we  are  all  parasites  of 
the  vegetable  world,"  Dr.  Avron 
said. 

Recently  it  was  discovered  that 
the  green  particles  called  "chloro- 
plasts"  can  transmute  light  into 
chemical  energy  —  just  one  step  in 
the  entire  process.  "We  want  to 
know  how  Nature  works,"  he  went 
on.  "There's  no  doubt  that  the 
study  of  photosynthesis,  here  or 
elsewhere,  will  be  richly  rewarding 
to  humanity. 


Carrying  us  into  the  latest  de- 
velopments in  space  travel,  he  con- 
tinued: "Day  by  day  we  witness 
how  science  fiction  is  translated 
into  fact.  There  will  soon  be  raan-

the  martyrdom  of  our  Russian 
brethren?  To  arrange  sit-ins,  pro- 
tests, days  of  fasting  and  prayer, 
public  demonstrations  to  which 
even  Premier  Khrushschev  will 
not  remain  indifferent?  The  voice 
of  our  brother's  agony  is  crying 
to  us!  How  can  we  be  silent?  How 
can  we  remain  passive?  How  can 
we  have  peace  of  mind  or  live 
with  our  conscience? 

The  Jewish  scientists  who  meet 
Russian  scientists  at  international 
conventions  never  make  reference 
in  their  private  conversations  to 
the  plight  of  their  brethren  in 
Russia.  They  fail  to  do  so  because 
we  have  failed  to  impress  upon 
our  own  Jews  a  sense  of  compas- 
sion and  concern  for  what  is  going 
on  at  this  moment  in  the  U.S.S.R. 

What  is  called  for  is  not  a 
silent  sigh  but  a  voice  of  mora] 
compassion  and  indignation,  the 
sublime  and  inspired  screaming  of 
a  prophet  uttered  by  a  whole  com- 
munity. 

What  is  happening  in  our  days 
in  America  proves  beyond  doubt 
that  a  strong  voice  ringing  with 
force  and  dignity  has  the  power 
to  pierce  the  iron  shield  of  a  dor- 
mant conscience. 

Involved  as  we  Jews  are  in  the 
struggle  for  equal  rights  for  the 
Negroes,  we  are  sure  that  the  Ne- 
groes will  be  ready  to  join  us  in 
efforts  on  behalf  of  equal  rights 
for  Jews  in  Russia. 

We  should  try  to  gain  public 
support  from  Protestant  and  Cath- 
olic leadership,  from  statesmen, 
artists  and  scientists. 

The  trouble  with  our  morality 
is  its  moderation.  We  try  to  strike 
a  balance,  while  the  world  is  out 
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of  joint.  We  try  to  keep  a  happy 
medium  while  the  agony  is  ex- 
treme. 

Still  there  is  even  today  a  hun- 
ger for  Jewish  spirit  in  the  hearts 
ol  many  Russian  Jews. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  American 
Rabbinate,  with  its  tradition  of 
leadership  in  many  social  issues, 
to  assume  moral  and  spiritual 
leadership  in  this  great  emergency, 
to  proclaim,  to  teach,  to  preach 
that  the  plight  of  the  Jews  in 
Russia  is  a  matter  of  utmost  prior- 
ity. 

Inf  orm  your  congregants,  preach, 
write,  urge,  stir. 

The  Negro  problem  is  on  the 
way  to  a  solution,  because  of  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Spirit  has  power,  the  voice  of 
justice  is  stronger  than  bigotry. 

Yet  if  not  personal  involvement, 
if  not  for  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Negroes,  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  would  have  re- 
mained a  still  small  voice. 

The  hour  calls  for  the  voice  of 
justice  as  well  as  for  concerted  and 
incessant  action. 

There  is  a  dreadful  moral 
trauma  that  haunts  many  of  us: 
The  failure  of  those  of  us  who 
lived  in  free  countries  to  do  their 
utmost  in  order  to  save  the  Jews 
under  Hitler.

and  it  has  a  certain  basic  nature 
that  often  precludes  the  question 
"Why  am  I  a  Jew?" 

Years  ago,  when  existence  as 
Jews  wasn't  so  easy  I  am  sure  the 
question  was  faced  more  often, 
and  I  imagine  the  answer  was  be- 
cause it  is  a  way  of  life.  A  person 
was  either  an  Orthodox  Jew  or 
lie  was  not.  Today,  although  our 
existence  is  easier  the  justification 
of  it  is  not.  We  can't  claim  we 
know  no  other  way  of  life,  nor 
can  we  be  sure  we  know  the  way 
of  life. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  explain 
my  Judaism  on  the  logical  grounds 
mainly  because  I  don't  think  pre- 
cise theology  is  the  major  part  of 
Judaism.  If  a  survey  were  taken 
throughout  the  country  on  basic 
theological  questions,  I  am  sure 
the  most  diverse  answers  would 
be  from  Jewish  people.  This  is  for 
a  definite  reason.  We  have  no 
well  defined  credo  of  faith.  In- 
deed, some  of  us  would  say  that 
they  have  no  faith  at  all  in  the 
supernatural  or  in  a  God.  Some 
of  us  would  say  this  is  not  neces- 
sary. Judaism  does  not  exist  by  a 
statement  or  a  series  of  statements 
of  doctrine.  The  emphasis,  even 
in  Orthodox  Judaism,  is  not  what 
you  believe  —  but  how  you  act. 
It  may  be  significant  to  recall 
Rabbi  Hillel's  answer  to  the  per- 
son who  asked  him  to  explain 
Judaism  while  standing  on  one 
foot.  You  remember  that  he  re- 
plied with  a  statement  that  since 
has  become  our  "Golden  Rule." 
The  answer  was  not,  even  in  an- 
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cient  times,  Believe  this  —  it  was 
all  in  a  certain  way. 

1  suppose  that  I  am  still  a  Jew 
today  because  of  the  latitude  pro- 
vided in  the  Jewish  religion.  I 
doubt  that  this  type  of  diversity 
is  found  anywhere  else,  and  I 
think  it  is  necessary  for  develop- 
ment of  mankind.  If  we  believe 
in  the  coming  of  a  Messiah  or  in 
a  Messianic  Age,  we  have  to  be- 
lieve that  there  is  capacity  in 
mankind  to  better  his  condition. 
Betterment  of  mankind  will  be 
achieved  only  through  an  honest 
interplay  of  differing  ideas. 

If  I  were  forced  to  define  Juda- 
ism I  would  agree  with  Mordecai 
Kaplan's  thesis  of  Judaism  as  a 
civilization.  No  matter  at  what 
state  of  involvement,  Judaism  is 
a  civilization  predicated  on  a  re- 
ligious base.  Rabbi  Alfred  Jospe, 
National  Director  of  Program  and 
Resources  of  Hillel,  in  explaining 
the  lack  of  archeological  finds  of 
ancient  Hebrew  origin  stated  the 
"primary  medium  of  Judish  cul- 
tural expression  is  the  word."  He 
said  later  that  the  primary  con- 
cern is  man's  conduct.  Jospe  de- 
fines reality,  in  Judaism,  as  "An 
extension  of  the  dream".  I  think 
the  dream  is  essential.  It  may  be 
expressed  in  many  different  forms, 
but  I  doubt  if  man  can  retain  his 
sanity  without  at  least  a  glimmer 
of  it. 

I  am  a  Jew  because  I  am  bond- 
ed  to  many  aspects  of  Judaism

ned  rockets  to  the  moon  and  Mars. 
Spacemen  will  have  to  dispose  of 
carbon  dioxide.  A  theoretical  an- 
swer can  be  given  by  constructing 
an  artificial  world  inside  the  rock- 
et: Plants  will  manufacture  oxygen 
in  exchange  for  human  carbon 
dioxide. 

"But  an  entire  garden  will  be  re- 
quired," I  interjected. 

"That's  why  we  are  trying  to 
establish  a  cheap  adaptation  on  the 
basis  of  microscopic  chloroplasts," 
he  answered. 

He  was  surrounded  by  a  bewild- 
ering array  of  instruments:  Large 
centrifuges  to  isolate  the  chloro- 
plasts, instruments  to  measure  their 
oxygen  production  under  controll- 
ed conditions,  dials  recording  time, 
temperature  and  pressure.  A  whir- 
ring fan  cooled  the  bright  lamps 
shining  on  the  chloroplasts  with 
different  intensities  as  they  go 
through  photosynthesis. 

The  project  on  which  Prof.  Avron 
is  specifically  engaged  is  conversion 
of  light  into  chemical  energy,  and 
utilization  of  that  energy  with  CO2 
to  make  sugar. 

As  a  youngster,  Mordecai  Avron 
began  his  career  among  .  .  .  ba- 
nanas! His  father  dealt  in  them,  as 
he  still  does.  Mordecai  took  a  non- 
edible  interest  in  them,  went  to 
the  Herzlia  High  School  and  ma- 
jored in  agriculture. 

He  had  to  cut  short  his  studies 
when  he  joined  the  "Nahal"  (Pio- 
neer Youth)  founders  of  Te]  Kat- 
zir,  in  north-eastern  Israel,  and 
worked  in  the  banana  groves  of 
Dagania  A.  on  the  shores  of  Lake 
Kinnereth.

Israel  Army  service,  he  went  to 
take  up  agricultural  studies  at  the 
University  of  California,  Los 
Angeles. 

Avron  won  his  degree  in 
years,  financed  by  grants  and  tak- 
ing all  the  "serious"  courses,  cut- 
ting out  such  distractions  as  ath- 
letics and  music.

"All  day  and  all  night  the  work 
continued  at  the  field  hospital,  and 
throughout  the  following  day,  also, 
the  wounded  came  pouring  in, 
many  on  foot,  among  them  several 
captured  Union  soldiers,  on  two  of 
whom  I  operated,  attending  them 
like  our  own.  At  sundown  I  threw 
myself  on  the  hay  and  slept  until 
aroused  by  an  orderly  who  brought 
a  command  from  General  Lee  for 
Drs.  Pearce,  Nott,  and  Baruch  to 
remain  at  the  Black  Horse  Tavern 
field  hospital  "until  further 
orders."  Since  the  army  was  in  full 
retreat,  we  realized  that  this  order 
meant  'capture  by  the  enemy." 

"The  morning  found  us  amid 
novel  surroundings.  The  slightly 
wounded  had  been  removed,  most 
of  them  being  able  to  march.  The 
field  hospital  contained  now  222 
seriously  wonded  men,  10  orderlies, 
and  3  surgeons.  The  demands  of 
hunger  claimed  paramount  atten- 
tion, for  we  had  not  eaten  a  meal 
in  three  days.  A  peacock  strutting 
on  the  meadow  was  slain  and 
roasted  for  our  breakfast.  Within 
the  tavern,  which  had  been  hastily 
abandoned  on  the  approach  of  the 
army,  cold  biscuits,  some  coffee  and 
sugar,  dishes,  etc.,  were  found.  A 
table  was  constructed  in  the  orch- 
ard.  The   surgeons   seated  them-

stives  to  enjoy  a  feast  which  the 
hospital  cook  had  placed  steaming 
upon  the  table.  Here  was  peace  at 
last.  Above  our  heads  the  July  sun 
shone  brightly,  birds  were  twitter- 
ing in  the  trees,  and  fragrant 
blossoms  scented  the  still  air.  The 
calm  following  the  continuous  roar 
of  cannon  of  yesterday  seemed  un- 
canny. 

"Never  shall  I  forget  the  satis- 
faction with  which  I  raised  a  knife 
to  carve  this  novel  roast  fowl,  say- 
ing: 'Here  goes.'  The  knife  had  not 
touched  the  fowl  when  suddenly 
this  scene  of  content  and  promised 
joy  was  overcast  by  the  clouds  of 
war.  A  shell  flew  shrieking  over 
our  heads,  its  shrill  whistling  sil- 
enced by  an  explosion  in  the  field 
nearby.  The  wounded  began  to 
moan,  calling  us  to  come  to  them. 
A  yellow  (surrender)  cloth  was 
hastily  fastened  to  the  lightning 
rod  of  the  barn,  and  we  passed 
among  the  wounded  to  reassure 
them,  while  six  shells  exploded  in 
uncomfortable  proximity. 

"After  the  wounded  had  been 
quieted,  we  returned  to  the  desert- 
ed breakfast  table,  consumed  the 
cold  food,  and  discussed  the  prob- 
able cause  of  the  interruption. 
Happening  to  observe  the  hill  in 
front  of  the  orchard,  my  eyes  be- 
held a  novel  spectacle.  As  far  as 
the  eye  could  reach,  the  summit  of 
the  hill  was  covered  by  a  line  of 
cavalry  whose  weapons  shimmered 
in  the  brilliant  July  sun.  Slowly 
the  line  rode  down  the  hill.  Dr. 
Pearce,  the  ranking  officers,  direct- 
ed me  to  meet  the  pickets  and  to 
surrender,  'because,'  he  said,  'you 
understand  these  Yankees.'  I  hastily 
donned  my  gray  coat  and  green 
sash  and  sauntered  toward  the  ad- 
vancing line,  the  cavalrymen  being 
about  three  feet  apart.  A  burly  fel- 
low ominously  raised  his  pistol, 
when  I  said:  'I  surrender.  Where 
is  your  commanding  officer?'  In  a 
distinctly  Irish  brogue  he  cried 
aloud:  'Say,  Cap,  here's  a  Reb 
wants  to  see  you.'  The  captain  gal- 
loped to  my  side,  saluted,  and  ask- 
ed: 'Are  there  many  Rebels 
around?'  I  said:  'Yes,  but  they  are 
all  wounded.'  He  replied:  'We'll 
see  to  that  ourselves.  Fall  in,  men.' 
The  bugle  sounded,  and  the  caval- 
cade dashed  away."

See,  your  grace,  these  Jews 
worked  magic  in  ancient  times 
too,  until  they  were  prohibited. 
There  are  the  words: 

Thou  shalt  not  suffer  a  witch 
to  live.  A  man  also  or  woman  that 
hath  a  familiar  spirit,  or  that  is  a 
wizard,  shall  surely  be  put  to 
death;  thou  shalt  stone  them  with 
stones:  their  blood  shall  be  upon 
them. 

So  says  their  Holy  Book  Levit- 
icus." 

"What  do  you  make  of  all  this, 
then,  Theodore?"  the  Duke  asked, 
slightly  puzzled. 

The  old  scribe  looked  up,  wily. 

"We  can  enrich  ourselves,  your 
grace,  and  at  the  same  time  per- 
iorni  a  righteous  Christian  act. 
We  can  demand  from  them  the 
monies  you  require  urgently,  and, 
being  Jews  and  skilled  in  sorcery, 
they  can  procure  this  money  for 
you." 

"You  are  right,  Theodore."  A 
look  of  infinite  greed  shone  in  the 
Duke's  eyes. 

"And  then,  your  grace  .  ...  if 
they  refuse  .  .  .  they  can  be  con- 
demned as  sorcerers  .  .  .  and  a 
good  deed  will  have  been  done." 

"Do  you  think   they  have  the 
means,  Theodore?" 

"As  men  skilled  in  the  occult 
arts,  they  can  secure  all  the  gold 
you  need.  And  when  you  have  it, 
you  can  still  do  the  good  deed  and 
condemn  them,  as  their  own  sac- 
red books  ordain" 

"Wonderful,  Theodore.  You're 
a  clever  old  fox.  You  hate  them 
too,  don't  you?" 

"1  hate  them  for  their  know- 
ledge, and  I  hate  them  for  their 
aloofness,  your  grace,  and  their 
secrecies,  and  their  dark  lore." 

"You  may  go  now,  Theodore. 
Let  me  think  it  over  a  while." 

The  little  synagogue  in  the 
ghetto  of  Wurtemberg  was  crowd- 
ed on  this  Sabbath  Eve.  The  day 
had  been  sultry,  stifling.  Now 
there  was  a  feverish  sense  of  rest- 
less, of  undefined  fear  among  the 
congregation.  For  all  were  as- 
sembled here.  The  elders  and  the 
young  craftsmen,  the  woodcarvers 
and  stone  cutters,  the  silent  wives 
and  the  silent  children. 

Rumors  had  been  spreading 
throughout  the  small  community. 
Orders   had   been   given   by  the

ruthless  Duke  of  Wurtemberg. 
The  Jews  were  to  be  exiled,  once 
again  driven  in  search  of  some  re- 
mote haven.  Or,  as  another  rumor 
had  it,  they  were  to  be  conscripted 
into  the  Imperial  armies,  to  fight 
for  Christianity  and  king  in  dist- 
ant lands,  in  Turkey,  in  Spain,  on 
the  Danubian  frontiers.  No  one 
knew  what  truth  there  was  in 
these  rumors.  But  all  felt  a  sense 
of  foreboding. 

There  was  a  hush,  pervasive, 
continuous.  Grey-bearded  but  up- 
right, Rabbi  Daniel  Caro  entered 
the  synagogue.  Services  began, 
and  there  was  a  noticeable  in- 
crease in  fervor,  in  the  passionate 
supplications  that  issued  from  the 
trembling  lips  of  the  elders,  min- 
gled wtih  more  tearful  sounds 
that  came  wailing  down  from  the 
women's  gallery. 

The  services  ended,  but  all  re- 
mained in  the  hot  synagogue. 
Rabbi  Caro  turned  toward  his 
congregation. 

"My  people,  Jews,  "  he  began, 
'blessed  is  our  Lord,  who  will  pro- 
tect us  always.  I  have  grave  news 
for  us  all.  The  Duke  has  issued 
an  order.  Sixty  bags  of  bezants  are 
to  be  delivered  within  five  days." 

There  was  a  gasp  among  this 
humble,  poor  congregation. 

"Bezants?  Where  shall  we  get 
them?  They  do  not  let  us  live, 
these  princes.  They  want  our  very 
lives,  although  we  can  scarcely 
find  our  daily  bread." 
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'The  persecution  is  upon  us 
again.  They  will  not  rest  until 
they  have  destroyed  us." 

"The  Lord  of  Abraham  will 
protect  us." 

So  the  shouts  and  clamor  broke 
out. 

Then  Rabbi  Caro  spoke  again. 

"The  Duke's  men  have  been  to 
see  me.  If  the  money  they  demand 
is  not  forthcoming,  the  leader  of 
the  community  will  be  burned  at 
the  stake  as  a  sorcerer-" 

"But  we  have  no  wealth, 
Rabbi." 

'They  cannot  be  monsters, 
Rabbi." 

"We  have  been  good  burghers, 
though  poor  ones." 

"We  must  beseech  the  Lord." 

And  suddenly  a  silence  of  ex- 
haustion fell  upon  them.  They 
filed  out,  grim  and  meditative. 

Rabbi  Caro  was  not  in  evidence 
for  the  next  few  days.  Usually,  he 
walked  leisurely  through  the  nar- 
row ghetto  enclosure,  conversing 
here,  encouraging  a  housewife 
there,  entering  into  some  Tal- 
mudic  disputation  with  a  crafts- 
man. But  now  he  had  seemingly 
disappeared. 

He  had  taken  refuge  in  his  own 
book-lined  study.  There  he  sat 
night  and  day,  poring  over  vel- 
lum-bound tomes,  searching,  wri- 
ting down  figures,  examining 
strange  kabbalistic  diagrams. 

On  the  evening  of  the  ominous 
day,  he  rose,  sighed,  made  a  silent 
prayer.  His  face  was  serene,  placid, 
as  if  he  had  come  to  a  final  satis- 
fying resolve,  as  if  he  had  found 
some  mystic  solution  to  the  terri- 
fying threat. 
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"It  is  time,"  he  muttered  to 
himself.  But  his  aged  wife  could 
not  understand  him. 

The  next  day,  at  noon,  sounds 
echoed  through  the  ghetto  alleys. 
Sounds  of  horse  hoofs  clattering 
over  the  cobbles. 

"They  are  coming!  It's  the 
Duke's  men!'' 

"Woe  upon  us!" 
"The   Lord   will   be  our  protec- 
tion." 

"It  is  late,  too  late." 

They  are  here.  We  are  lost!" 

Arrogantly,  with  a  rattle  of 
sword  and  many  a  loud  oath,  the 
Duke's  men  came  riding  toward 
die  little  house  of  Rabbi  Daniel 
Caro. 

The  Rabbi  stood  at  the  door, 
his  eyes  raised  skyward.  Behind 
him,  his  aged  wife  stood  bowed, 
weeping  quietly,  bitterly,  help- 
lessly. 

"Jew,  we  are  the  Duke's  men," 
the  foremost  rider  shouted.  Have 
you  the  bezants  we  have  come  for? 
Where  are  the  bags? 

The  Rabbi  remained  still- 

"Or,"  and  a  bloody  curse  fell 
from  the  man's  lips,  "we  shall 
have  the  enjoyment  of  roasting 
your  foul  carcase  out  in  the  mar- 
ket place." 

"Whatever  is  due  to  you,  you 
shall  have,"  replied  the  Rabbi, 
standing  unmoved. 

Suddenly  the  throng  of  Jews 
who  had  gathered  around  at  the 
violent  scene  gave  a  wild  shout. 

"Look!   Look!"   they  clamored. 

Out  beyond  the  ghetto  a  dark 
sullen  cloud  came  rushing  up  with 
wild  speed  over  the  city.  A  drop 
of  rain  fell,  warm,  sharp.  Another 
drop,  breaking  on  the  cobbles.

Expansion  of  Facilities 


The  size  of  Beth  Sholom  Home 
of  Virginia,  state-wide  facility  in 
Richmond  for  the  Jewish  aged  of 
the  state,  will  be  doubled  accord- 
ing to  an  announcement  made  by 
Mrs.  Charles  G.  Thalhimer  of 
Richmond,  President,  and  Mr.  T. 
J.  Amelson  of  Norfolk,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

"The  Board  of  Directors  has 
unanimously  approved  proceeding 
with  plans  to  double  the  facilities 
of  Beth  Sholom  Home,"  the  joint 
statement  said.  "At  the  meeting 
held  in  Newport  News  on  Sunday, 
November  17th,  Milton  Perel  of 
Richmond,  Chairman  of  the  Mas- 
ter Plan  &  Building  Committee, 
presented  to  the  Board  approval 
of  the  project  by  the  Jewish  com- 
munities of  Norfolk,  Richmond, 
Newport  News,  Portsmouth  and 
Petersburg.  He  stated  that  approv- 
al from  other  communities  was 
anticipated.  In  accordance  with 
authority  previously  given,  the 
firm  of  Stanley  B.  Brundage,  archi- 
tect of  Norfolk,  has  been  retained 
to  prepare  plans  and  specifica- 
tions," the  statement  continued. 

Beth  Sholom  Home  of  Virginia, 
located  at  the  corner  of  Libbie 


and  Fitzhugh  Avenues  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  is  a  state-wide  fa- 
cility for  the  Jewish  aged  which 
was  completed  with  50  beds  in 
1957.  Mr.  Bernard  Entman,  Ex- 
ecutive Director,  stated  that  the 
addition  would  be  erected  on  land 
owned  by  the  Home  immediately 
to  the  rear  of  the  present  struc- 
ture and  would  be  architecturally 
compatible  with  the  present  Home 
and  the  general  surroundings. 

"The  average  age  of  our  resi- 
dents is  more  than  80  years,"  said 
Mr.  Entman,  "and  we  have  a  sub- 
stantial waiting  list.

But  it's  not  my  own  sermon. 
It  was  preached  the  other  Sabb.  n 
by  Rabbi  Murray  Blackman  of 
Temple  Israel  of  our  city,  Cincin- 
nati, that  is. 

It  was  all  about  an  occasion  of 
25  years  ago  in  Hitler's  Germany 


ALFRED  SEGAL. 


.  .  .  an  occasion  of  murder,  fire 
and  destruction  suffered  by  Ger- 
man Jews,  but  it  was  only  a  dread- 
ful beginning. 

Rabbi  Blackman  wasn't  merely 
noticing  the  Hitler  horror  of  that 
occason,  and  weeping  over  it.  He 
was  asking:  "Why  should  we  re- 
call this  night  in  Germany  in  the 
year  1938?"  And  he  replied:  "If 
history  is  to  be  our  teacher,  then 
we  must  remember.  In  remember- 
ing, we  need  chart  our  paths  for 
the  future,  guided  by  what  we 
have  learned." 

He  was  recalling  our  way  of 
life  today,  and  he  was  quoting 
Rabbi  Joachim  Prinz  who  had 
come  out  of  Germany  and  who 
marched  along  on  the  recent 
Washington  March  of  Freedom. 
Rabbi  Prinz  said  that  to  the  big 
crowd  in  Washington  that  day: 
'When  I  was  a  rabbi  of  the  Jew- 
ish community  of  Berlin,  under 
the  Hitler  regime,  I  learned  many 
things.  The  most  important  thing 
that  I  learned  under  these  tragic 
circumstances  was  that  bigotry  and 
hatred  are  not  the  most  important 
problems.  The  most  urgent,  the 
most  disgraceful,  the  most  shame- 
ful and  the  most  tragic  problem 
is  silence." 


Rabbi  Prinz  meant  this:  "A 
great  people  had  become  a  nation 
of  silent  onlookers.  They  remained 
silent  in  the  face  of  hate,  in  the 
face  of  brutality  and  in  the  face  of 
mass  murder." 

And  our  Rabbi  Blackman  him- 
self went  on  to  say:  "The  sin,  de- 
scribed by  Rabbi  Joachim  Prinz, 
afflicts  Americans  as  it  did  Ger- 
mans. It  is  the  sin  of  those  in  our 
land  who  permitted  the  outrage 
of  the  Negro  Medgar  Ever's  death, 
who  have  not  sworn  that  the  mur- 
der of  those  Sunday  school  stu- 
dents in  a  Birmingham,  Alabama 
church  shall  not  have  been  in  vain. 
It  is  the  sin  of  silence  which  per- 
mits segregation  to  continue,  in- 
equality in  housing,  education  and 
job  opportnuity  to  exist.  Silence 
in  the  face  of  tragedy  is  a  sin." 

Oh,  yes,  though  that  awful  sin- 
ner Hitler  has  gone  out  of  the 
world,  Rabbi  Blackman  says  that 
so  many  others  of  us  keep  on  sin- 
ning by  "the  sin  of  superiority, 
the  sin  of  separatism,  the  sin  of 
silence.  We  are  confronted  .  .  . 
we  of  America  and  the  world  .  .  . 
by  the  need  for  a  gigantic  revolu- 
tion, a  moral  revolution.  We  are 
called  upon  to  acknowledge  the 
right  to  practice  loving  kindness 
and  exercise  compassion.  In  God's 
sight  all  men  are  equal.  In  God's 
world  there  are  no  ghettos.  With 
God's  beneficence  man  has  been 
blessed  with  soul,  mind  and 
speech." 

Thus  Rabbi  Blackman  spoke  up 
to  all  mankind  beyond  his  temple. 
Oh,  he  went  on  to  say,  that  though 
the  Hitler  sin  has  been  discredit- 
ed "there  are  those  in  the  world 
today  who  are  claiming  superior- 
ity based  on  another  physical  ac- 
cident .  .  .  those  who  claim  su- 
periority because  of  skin  color. 
The  sin  of  superiority  of  white 
racists  resides  in  the  fact  that  skin 
coloration  does  not  reflect  a  man's 
intellectual  powers,  his  dreams, 
his  visions,  his  soul." 

But,  yes,  Rabbi  Blackman  was 
feeling  a  bit  more  hopeful.  He 
said  in  his  sermon:  "We  begin  to 
see  in  America  the  stirrings  of  re- 
jection of  separatism.  Haltingly, 
Negro  and  White  are  talking  to 
each  other.  Religious  leadership 
is  recognizing  a  community  of 
concern.    In   many  communities, 


old  barriers  are  being  torn  down 
to  enable  men  and  women  of  dif- 
ferent backgrounds  and  heritages 
to  share  that  which  we  hold  in 
common  ...  a  concern  for  man." 

And,  besides  the  rabbi's  noble 
sermon  there  was  a  bar  mitzvah 
in  his  temple  that  Sabbath  day 
.  .  .  the  bar  mitzvah  of  Arthur 
Berman,  the  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Jerome  Berman.  And  the  rabbi 
addressed  Arthur  in  these  words: 
"I,  too,  glory  in  you  this  morning 
as  do  your  parents,  your  grand- 
parents, your  teacher,  and  all  those 
who  have  come  to  witness  this 
occasion  of  your  life  ...  I  hope 
you  will  remember  that  25  years 
before  this  day,  there  were  those 
who  tried  to  smash  man's  great- 
ness. .  . 

But  remember,  too,  that  there 
are  always  with  us  those  who  con- 
tinue to  commit  those  sins  of  su- 
periority, of  separatism,  of  silence. 


If  all  the  hope  that  we  have  for 
you  is  realized  in  your  awareness 
of  the  potentialities  of  those  sins 
.  .  .  then  truly  our  hopes  will 
have  been  realized.  May  you,  Ar- 
thur, go  forth  directed  by  blessing 
from  God." 

And,  oh,  I  quite  forgot  some- 
thing else  Rabbi  Blackman  had 
said  in  his  sermon  that  Sabbath: 
"Americans  must  not  become  a 
nation  of  onlookers.  America  must 
not  remain  silent  .  .  .  not  merely 
black  America  but  all  of  America. 
It  must  speak  up  and  act,  from 
the  President  down  to  the  hum- 
blest of  us,  and  not  for  the  sake 
of  the  Negro,  not  for  the  sake  of 
the  black  community,  but  for  the  to 
sake  of  the  image,  the  ideal  and 
the  aspiration  of  America  itself." 

Well,  I  should  thank  Rabbi 
Blackman  for  this  column  which 
certainly  is  a  lot  better  than  if  I 
had  written  it  all  myself. 
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The  Missing  Ingredient 

Guest  Editorial  by  Andrew  W.  Gottschall,  Jr.,

There  are  many  things  which  go  into  the  creating  of  a 
strong  nation.  HUNDREDS  of  thousands  of  lives  have  been 
devoted  to  this  cause,  fortunes  have  been  risked,  spent  and 
made  in  the  process.  Lives  of  untold  numbers  have  been  laid 
willingly  on  the  altar  of  democracy.  The  future  will  demand 
such  continuing  sacrifice  if  our  nation  is  to  endure. 

It  is  appropriate  that  once  each  year  we  pause  to  observe 
Brotherhood  Week  during  the  week  of  our  first  President's 
birthday  in  February.  Sponsored  by  the  National  Conference 
of  Christians  and  Jews  since  1934,  this  week  sets  aside  the  op- 
portunity for  each  of  us  to  renew  our  resolution  to  build  "one 
nation,  under  God,  indivisible,  with  liberty  and  Justice  for 
all." 

Brotherhood  Week  does  serve  to  remind  us  that  the  one 
ingredient  necessary  for  our  recipe  of  survival,  but  sometime-; 
ignored,  lies  in  the  heart  of  man.  If  this  spirit  of  concern  for 
our  fellows  does  not  truly  live  in  man's  heart,  then  no  effort 
to  impose  it  will  ever  truly  succeed. 

It  is  to  the  achievement  of  this  goal  that  we  may  rededicate 
ourselves  as  we  observe  Brotherhood  Week  -  1964. 

A  Realistic  Appraisal 

Never  perhaps  has  the  urgency  and  priority  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  campaign  been  more  pointedly  expressed  than 
by  Louis  A.  Pincus,  Treasurer  of  the  Jewish  Agency,  in  an 
address  at  the  32nd  General  Assembly  of  the  Council  of  Jew- 
ish Federations  and  Welfare  Funds.  Not  a  paean  to  the  past 
achievements  of  the  UJA  and  the  Jewish  Agency,  justifiable 
as  they  unquestionably  are,  if  a  frank  listing  and  appraisal  of 
projects  still  unmet  in  Israel  because  of  lack  of  funds. 

Declaring  that  the  great  progress  of  Israel  has  tended  to 
dazzle  the  onlookers,"  Mr.  Pincus  reminded  the  American 
Jewish  philanthropic  leaders  that  while  there  is  epic  greatness 
in  the  achievement  of  the  immigration  of  over  a  million  immi- 
grants there  are  seeds  of  tragedy  in  the  relatively  less  successful 
"more  prosaic  proceeds  of  integration."  Specifically,  Mr.  Pin- 
cus reported  that  30,000  Israeli  families  still  live  in  one  and 
one  half  room  flats  in  new  urban  slums,  that  4,000  families 
continue  to  live  in  asbestos  huts  in  seventeen  maabarot 
quarters,  and  that  there  are  at  least  7,950  old  and  invalid 
families  that  comprise  a  backlog  of  social  welfare  cases  for 
which  no  rehabilitation  has  been  accomplished. 

Even  the  needs  of  youth  have  not  been  met,  Mr.  Pincus 
said.  With  youth  aliyah  training  programs  limited  by  budget 
to  10,000  annually,  no  more  than  a  half  and  possibly  only  a 
third  of  the  youngsters  have  been  properly  trained. 


Despite  great  progress  in  agriculture,  and  the  well  culti- 
vated appearance  of  the  Israel  landscape,  the  Jewish  Agency 
sadly  admits  "not  one  of  the  400  settlements  put  on  the  land 
since  the  establishment  of  the  State  has  reached  the  stage  of 
full  viability." 

With  immigration  showing  "no  signs  of  abating"  and 
with  "a  class  of  second  grade  citizens  being  created,  the  Jewish 
Agency,  because  of  budgetary  reasons,  is  being  stopped  from 
"long  term  planning."  Mr.  Pincus  pointed  up  the  challenge  to 
American  Jewry  when  he  said:  "It  is  essential  that  we  should 
no  longer  be  weighed  down  by  the  unsolved  problems  of 
yesterday.  Sweeping  them  under  the  carpet  may  give  temporary 
relief  to  our  consciences.  It  is  no  answer  to  the  humanitarian 
challenge  facing  us  the  days  to  come." 

A  Strange  Development 

Out  of  the  welter  of  accusations  and  denials  concerning 
the  alleged  action  of  the  United  States  Information  Agency  in 
barring  the  face  of  a  Jewish  rabbi  from  a  documentary  film  on 
President  Johnson,  a  number  of  points  have  clearly  emerged: 

First,  the  writer  of  the  film— Rod  Serling.  distinguished- 
TV  playwright  who  happens  to  be  Jewish—was  indeed  told  by 
a  high  U.S. I. A.  official  that  if  scenes  of  Jewish  life  in  the  film 
were  used,  there  might  be  trouble  having  it  shown  in  the 
Middle  East. 

Second,  whether  on  account  of  this  stricture  or  not, 
another  opening  for  the  film  was  decided  upon. 

Third,  the  U.S. I. A.  was  properly  aghast  when  the  story 
came  to  light  and  promptly  presented  evidence  that  it  has  no 
policy  of  trucking  to  Arab  pressure  in  preparing  motion  pic- 
ture and  other  material  for  presentation  abroad.  Presumably, 
the  U.S.I.A.  official  will  be  reprimanded  for  expressing  an  un- 
necessary caution. 

The  incident  is  instructive  on  several  accounts.  It  demon- 
strates the  alertness  of  our  national  agencies— in  this  case,  the 
American  Jewish  Congress— in  protesting  what  was  apparently 
a  policy  of  an  official  arm  of  the  U.S.  government  comparable 
to  that  of  the  British  insurance  company  that  recently  asked 
its  Jewish  director  to  resign  under  Arab  pressure. 

Whether  the  U.S.I.A.  has  such  a  policy  or  not,  the  inci- 
dent comes  as  a  useful  reminder  of  the  indifference  and  in- 
activity of  other  branches  of  our  government— particularly  the 
State  Department— in  the  face  of  the  persistent  Arab  League 
campaign  to  import  anti-Jewish  prejudice  into  this  country 
by  means  of  blacklists,  blackmail  and  boycott. 

As  Dr.  Joachim  Prinz,  president  of  the  Congress,  put  it 
in  his  statement: 

"Until  now,  the  State  Department  has  insisted  that  it  is 
powerless  to  do  anything  about  the  boycott  on  the  ground  that 
the  matter  is  exclusively  an  internal  concern  of  the  Arab  gov- 
ernments involved,

A  century  has  passed  since  Abraham  Lincoln  proclaimed  this  re- 
public as  a  nation  "conceived  in  liberty  and  dedicated  to  the  proposition 
that  all  men  are  created  equal."  Today,  one  hundred  years  later,  we 
must  face  anew  the  question  President  Lincoln  raised:  whether  "that 
nation,  or  any  nation,  so  conceived  and  so  dedicated,  can  long  endure." 

It  is  an  eminently  practical  question,  not  only  for  the  United  States 
of  America,  but  for  every  nation  in  the  world.  All  are  faced  in  greater 
or  lesser  degree  with  the  problem  of  diversity;  people  of  different  racial, 
religious  and  cultural  backgrounds  who  must  learn  to  live  together  in 
peace  and  justice. 

In  this  Brotherhood  Week  of  1 964,  therefore,  let  us  not  only  reaffirm 
our  devotion  to  the  idea  of  brotherhood.  Let  us  put  the  main  emphasis 
on  brotherhood  in  action,  which  is  the  true  basis  of  democracy. 

This  means  that  we  must  strive  to  achieve  a  public  order  in  which 
there  is  real  equality  of  opportunity  for  all  our  citizens,  in  every  phase 
of  our  national  life.  It  requires  that  we  constantly  seek  to  find  enough 
"unity  in  diversity"  to  build  a  consensus  of  moral  values  whenever 
possible,  a  public  philosophy  on  which  to  act.  But  we  must  act.  We 
must  ask  ourselves,  as  members  of  professional,  business,  educational  and 
religious  groups,  and  as  individuals,  what  we  can  do  to  bring  our  daily 
practice  closer  to  the  ideal  of  brotherhood  which  we  emphasize  again  in 
this  Brotherhood  Week. 

We  live  in  revolutionary  times,  as  minority  groups  here  and  else- 
where demand  a  full  measure  of  equality.  The  resulting  turmoil  will  be 
a  constructive  force,  if  it  awakens  the  national  conscience— which  is  only 
the  sum  total  of  our  individual  consciences— and  leads  to  the  re-examina- 
tion of  attitudes  of  bigotry,  misunderstanding,  or  sheer  indifference, 
which  have  led  to  present  injustices. 

Religious  discord  remains  destructive,  here  and  elsewhere.  But  again, 
there  are  constructive  forces  stirring.  The  Vatican  Council,  with  its 


tremendous  impact  and  promise  for  the  future,  the  renaissance  of  the 
ecumenical  spirit  among  Protestants,  Orthodox  and  Anglicans— along 
with  the  reassessment  of  the  attitudes  of  all  Christians  in  their  relation- 
ship with  Jews— have  added  up  to  an  historic  event  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance. A  new  and  vital  spirit  of  cooperation  has  been  demonstrated 
by  all  religious  groups  as  they  face  the  difficult  social  and  political 
problems  of  a  world  in  rapid  and  revolutionary  change. 

Let  us  devote  ourselves  anew,  during  Brotherhood  Week,  and  for 
all  the  weeks  and  years  to  come,  to  these  twin  ideas:  that  brotherhood  in 
action  equals  democracy;  and  that  democracy  in  action  means  brother- 
hood.

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THE  WORLD  IS  DARKER 

By  ABBA  EBAN 
Deputy  Prime  Minister,  State  of  Israel 

This  is  the  text  of  an  address  delivered  by  the  Deputy  Prime  Minister  and 
President  of  the  YVeizmann  Institute  at  Rehovoth,  in  which  he  evaluates  the 
statesmanship  and  personality  of  the  late  President  Kennedy. 

THE  EDITOR 


Tragedy  is  the  difference  be- 
tween what  is  and  what  might 
have  been.  That  is  why  the  death 
of  John  F.  Kennedy  is  one  of  the 
most  authentically  tragic  events 
in  the  history  of  nations.  Across 
the  ages  we  hear  many  a  cry  ol 
grief  at  the  premature  extinction 
of  young  and  vivid  talents.  "The 
beaut)  of  Israel  lies  pierced  on 
the  high  places"  sang  Kind  David 
of  his  young  comrade  Jonathan, 
slain  on  Mt.  Gilboa.  "For  Lycidas 
is  dead,  dead  ere  his  prime.  Young 
Lycidas  and  hath  not  left  his  peer." 
So  Milton  mourned  his  boyhood 
friend.  But  neither  the  Hebrew 
warrior  nor  Milton's  friend  were 
cut  off  in  the  height  of  such  a 
promise  as  that  from  which  John 
F.  Kennedy  was  violently  snatched, 
last  week. 

Indeed,  he  had  marched  beyond 
mere  promise.  He  stood  in  the 
most  crucial  arena  of  fulfilment 
which  modern  society  offers  to 
anyone  of  the  human  race.  He  was 
a  man  of  large  gifts  with  large 
opportunities  of  using  them.  His 
office  laid  upon  him  many  an 
hour  of  small  routine.  But  there 
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ABBA  EBAN 

was  nothing  small  in  the  issues 
which  he  transacted.  Because  he 
stood  in  the  highest  place  he  com- 
manded the  broadest  view  of  the 
human  condition  which  anyone 
can  hope  to  attain.  To  the  chal- 
lenge of  this  fortune  he  respond- 
ed with  an  eager  intellectual  zest. 
He  knew  the  price  of  failure  as 
well  as  the  incomparable  reward 
of  success.  "Never  have  the  nations 
of  the  world  had  so  much  to  lose 
or  so  much  to  gain"  he  told  the 
United  Nations.  "Together  we 
shall  save  our  planet  or  together 
we  shall  perish  in  its  flames". 

You  will  notice  in  his  speeches 
a  frequent  recourse  to  such  for- 
mulations as  these.  The  theme  is 
that  of  choice  between  sharp  al- 
ternatives, an  acute  contrast  be- 
tween potentialities  of  salvation 
and  threats  of  doom.  This  is  the 
first  generation  in  which  such 
choices  have  been  confronted.  Ab 
so  ute  destruction  and  unlimited 
abundance  are  two  possibilities 
neither  of  which  has  ever  existed 
before.  It  happens  that  in  our 
time  they  exist  together.  And  each 
of  them  has  its  origin  in  the  vast 
penetration  of  nature  achieved  by 
the  evolving  scientific  intelligence 
of  our  times.  Modern  statesman- 
ship stands  at  the  point  where 
great  peril  and  great  opportunity 
intersect.  For  the  first  time  the 
subject  of  history  is  not  a  nation 
or  a  continent  but  the  planet 
Earth  itself. 

John  F.  Kennedy  marched  to- 
wards  this   crushing   burden  be- 
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cause  he  wanted  to  be  there.  My 
memory  of  his  senatorial  days  is 
of  a  restless  energy  constantly 
seeking  broader  fields  of  action. 
There  was  an  unspoken  assump- 
tion that  he  owed  his  nation  a  ser- 
vice commensurate  with  the  gifts 
by  which  he  had  been  endowed. 
And  in  our  days  the  range  and 
complexity  of  affairs  demand  a 
wide  volume  of  knowledge.  He 
was  voracious  in  the  quest  for 
intellectual  experience,  a  fluent 
speaker  and  —  what  is  much  more 
rare  —  a  tense  listener.  Having 
equipped  himself  with  every  Pres- 
idential attribute  which  can  be 
acquired  beyond  the  gift  of  nature 
he  struggled  to  his  goal.  He  reach- 
ed it  three  years  ago  this  month. 

He  was  young,  of  course,  but 
yet  ten  years  older  than  the  33 
year  old  Thomas  Jefferson  who 
drafted  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence and  within  one  year  of 
the  44  year  old  George  Washing- 
ton who  took  office  a  hundred 
and  eighty  four  years  before.  He 
belongs  in  historic  terms  to  this 
company  of  men  whose  future 
when  they  reached  the  summit 
secured  longer  than  their  past. 
These  were  men  who  had  a  zest 
for  life,  who  connected  spiritual 
belief  to  political  action,  who 
sought  the  broadest  possible  per- 
sonal development.  For  man's 
natural  rights  are  not  limited  to 
the  political  rights  alone.  His  nat- 
ural rights  have  something  to  do 
with  his  place  in  the  world  and 
the  stretching  power  of  his  spirit 
and  talent.  The  biographer  of 
Kennedy's  election  campaign,  T. 
White,  defined  his  essential  con- 
viction in  terms  of  a  belief  that 
a  man  can  change  history  and 
need  not  merely  be  changed  by  it. 

Henceforward,  the  story  is  of 
what  he  did  and  how  he  did  it.  It 
is   easier   to   recount   his  actual 


deeds  than  it  is  to  grasp  and  con- 
vey the  style  of  his  progress.  But 
the  story  of  what  he  did  is  im- 
pressive enough.  In  the  domestic 
scene  he  pursued  the  cause  of  so- 
cial progress  without  undue  pre- 
occupation with  theory.  If  he  valu- 
ed the  professors  of  economics  it 
was  because  he  wanted  their  in 
telligence,  not  because  he  was  in 
terested  in  their  scientific  general- 
izations. His  philosophy,  which 
was  complex  in  other  fields,  did 
not  go  beyond  the  simple  truths 
here.  "If  a  free  society  cannot 
help  the  many  who  are  poor,  it 
cannot  save  the  few  who  are  rich". 
The  legislative  proposals  of  these 
three  years  deal  with  the  very  old 
and  the  very  young,  with  social 
peace  and  educational  vigor,  with 
the  utmost  use  of  federal  power 
in  the  pursuit  of  a  just  society  in 
a  land  which,  as  Prof.  Myrdal's  re- 
cent book  has  proved,  still  has 
unconquered  fields  to  traverse  be- 
fore the  slogan  of  an  affluent  so- 
ciety becomes  fully  true. 

Beyond  economic  justice  lies  so- 
cial equality.  Here  there  is  a  direct 
link  between  the  central  problem 
of  American  society  and  the  driv- 
ing force  of  international  life.  It 
is  inconceivable  that  thirty  African 
nations  can  enter  the  community 
of  sovereign  states  without  any 
consequent  effect  on  minority 
groups  seeking  equal  rights  within 
a  society.  A  statesman  who  pro- 
motes the  liberation  of  subject 
nations  abroad  cannot  fail  to 
combat  the  relics  of  old  prejudice 
and  discrimination  within  his  gate. 
Kennedy's  ardent  pursuit  of  na- 
tional freedom  in  Africa  and  Asia, 
his  expanded  vision  of  foreign  aid, 
his  Peace  Corps  which  revived  the 
volunteer  urge  within  a  rich  so- 
ciety threatened  by  the  domination 
of  private  satisfactions  —  all  these 
were  bound  to  lead  him  back  to 
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the  heritage  of  the  great  predeces- 
sor who  on  another  dark  Friday 
98  years  ago  laid  his  life  upon  the 
altar  of  freedom.  In  the  struggle 
for  free  societies  and  the  equal 
rights  of  men  Lincoln  and  Ken- 
nedy are  of  a  common  lineage. 

But  what  do  economic  justice 
or  social  equality  mean  without 
peace?  Here,  after  all,  is  the  cru- 
cial test.  From  his  first  contact 
with  other  nations,  whether  in 
concert  or  in  conflict,  he  revealed 
the  outlines  of  a  new  diplomatic 
talent.  Here  an  American  Presi- 
dent moves  on  rocky  ground.  He 
deals  with  forces  which  lie  beyond 
his  sovereign  power.  Adversaries 
are  difficult,  allies  almost  impos- 
sible. Small  nations  need  a  more 
sensitive  touch  than  great  powers. 
The  Communist  and  still  more  the 
non-Communist  world,  present  a 
pattern  of  pluralism,  diversity, 
variety,  evolution,  growth.  No  two 
international  problems  are  alike. 
And  all  these  issues  tend  to  erupt 
in  overlapping  phases  within  a 
turmoil  of  constant  change.  The 
scene  passes  from  Cuba  to  Laos, 
from  Berlin  to  Vietnam,  from 
Yemen  to  Cambodia.  But  it  is 
never  a  tranquil  scene.  The  only 
unchanging  fact  in  history  is  the 
fact  of  change. 

Amidst  such  dangers  there  is 
little  hope  in  generalized  attitudes, 
still  less  in  slogans.  To  be  always 
pliable  is  only  slightly  more  ridicu- 
lous than  to  be  always  firm.  The 
essence  of  the  problem  is  to  know 
when  to  evince  flexibility  and 
when  to  put  the  barriers  firmly 


into  place.  It  is  not  a  science  or 
a  grammar  to  be  learned  by  repeti- 
tion. It  partakes  more  of  art  than 
of  science.  It  is  a  product  of  a 
creative  intuition  rather  than  of 
a  mechanical  rule  of  thumb.  It  is 
an  exquisite  application  of  judg- 
ment. Above  all,  it  is  very  im- 
portant not  to  be  wrong.  Here, 
and  here  alone,  a  major  error  is 
beyond  repair  or  consolation. 
What  is  called  the  loneliness  of 
the  Presidency  is,  in  large  measure, 
the  consequence  of  its  internation- 
al responsibility.  Counsel  may  be 
shared.  Responsibility  is  unshare- 
able.  This  distinguishes  the  Presi- 
dency from  the  Cabinet  system 
and  creates  the  poignant  solitude 
which  a  President  inhabits  from 
his  first  minute  of  office  to  his 
last.

Israel  Prepares  Counter  Measures 


While  leaders  of  the  Arab  na- 
tions met  in  Cairo  on  measures  to 
halt  Israeli  plans  for  drawing 
waters  from  the  Jordan  River  and 
Lake  Tiberias  to  the  Negev,  Mrs. 
Golda  Meir,  Israel  s  Foreign  Min- 
ister, advised  the  Cabinet  concern- 
ing measures  to  be  taken  to  coun- 
teract the  current  Arab  propa- 
ganda campaign  against  Israel 
with  respect  to  the  water  project 
and  concerning  precautions  taken 
by  the.  Government  in  view  of  the 
increased  tempo  of  Arab  threats 
against  Israel. 

According  to  informed  sources 
Israel  will  continue  to  emphasize 
to  the  international  community 
that  the  water  development  plan 
was  purely  an  internal  matter, 
calling  for  no  interference  of  out- 


side powers  or  international 
bodies. 

Meanwhile,  in  Cairo,  an  Arab 
summit  conference  was  being  held 
on  the  irrigation  plan,  to  be  at- 
tended by  three  Arab  kings  and 
nine  heads  of  military  and  re- 
publican regimes,  including  Pres- 
ident Nasser  of  the  United  Arab 
Republic,  King  Saud  of  Saudi 
Arabia,  King  Hessein  of  Jordan, 
King  Hassan  II  of  Morocco  and 
Premier  Ahmed  Ben  Bella  of  Al- 
geria.

Impressions  of  Present-Day  Germany 

By  Nathan  Pezrlmutfier 

Florida  Director  of  ADL 


During  September,  ten  ADL 
representatives  toured  and  lived 
in  West  Germany  at  the  invita- 
tion of  its  government.  We  were 
there  to  make  recommendations 
for  improving  their  efforts  toward 
achieving  a  prejudice-free  way  of 
life.  The  press  has  already  cover- 
ed the  formal  aspects  of  this  mis- 
sion. Before  long  the  ADL's  of- 
ficial report  will  be  ready.  What 
follows  are  diary  notes  culled  from 
my  notebooks.  They  are  strictly 
personal. 

Weird,  me  being  here.  I  almost 
wrote,  me,  Jew,  being  here. 
When's  the  last  time  I  felt  so  con- 
sciously Jewish?  Or,  for  that  mat- 
ter, so  consciously  American?  It's 
as  if  I've  walked  through  Bad 
Godesberg  before,  albeit  I  don't 
remember  thinking  it  charming. 
I've  seen  before,  I  think  I've  seen 
before,  these  pink  and  blond  wo- 
men, these  fat  but  stolid  men  and 
the  long-striding,  so  healthy,  teen- 
agers. Was  it  way  back  in  Brook- 
lyn, and  fully  twenty-five  years 
ago?  Probably,  Fox  Movietone 
News.   Sad   and  resonant  voiced 


Lowell  Thomas,  and  on  the  screen, 
kneeling,  bearded  Jews  and  pink 
and  fat  Germans  jeering  and  the 
theatre  in  our  Jewish  neighbor- 
hood as  utterly  and  hysterically 
silent  as  the  nightmare  of  a  deaf 
mute.  And  now  I'm  here,  here  in 
Germany,  and  of  course  I  have 
been  here  before.  It  was  the  sun- 
light that  confused  me,  the  sur- 
prise of  the  sunlight  after  leaving 
that  movie,  and  shining  on  these 
clean  people  and  their  charming 
homes,  that's  what  confused  me. 

This  country  is  beautiful.  So 
very  beautiful.  And  the  flowers, 
their  rich  profusion  of  color,  and 
the  morning  mist  on  the  Rhine, 
like  a  Japanese  print.  The  women, 
early  morning  walking  to  the  gro- 
cer's, and  the  kids,  they  do  have 
square  heads,  all  so  much  like  a 
color  picture  in  the  National  Geo- 
grajjhic  Magazine.  Were  the  dah- 
lias so  red,  was  the  morning  grass 
so  sweet,  the  children  so  cherub 
fresh  then  too?  Somehow  they 
shouldn't  have  been,  but  they  were 
and  you  keep  wondering,  with  all 
this   beauty   around   them,  how

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could  they  have  been  so  unspeak- 
ably evil? 

Professor  R  was  at  a  disadvant- 
age with  us.  A  good  man,  a  bright 
man,  he  looked  and  sounded  so 
much  like  Sid  Caesar's  caricature 
ol  a  giddy,  German  professor,  it 
distracted  us.  Until  he  got  down 
to  business. 

Referring  to  his  having  been  a 
refugee  from  Nazism's  vaunted 
Thousand  Year  Reich,  he  referred 
to  his  12  year  exile  with:  "I  have 
.been  away  for  1,000  years."  We 
started  paying  attention. 

A  sociologist,  he  observed  that 
the  new  generation  is  isolated  from 
its  elders  in  Germany  as  nowhere 
else.  The  kids  learn  about  the  Nazi 
Reich  in  school,  or  in  paperbacks, 
or  on  TV,  and  when  they  come 
home  and  ask  questions  —  what 
were  you  doing  then,  dad?  —  they 
get  evasions,  irritations,  or  lame 
rationalizations.  And  so  the  gulf 
between  the  generations.  The  pro- 
fessor feels  that  the  rejection  by 
1  the  young  of  the  old,  the  "isola- 
tion" from  home  in  which  the 
younger  are  developing,  is  "ad- 
mirable". 

All  over  the  United  States, 
viewers-with-alarm  deplore  the 
new  generation  and  its  straying 
from  parental  standards  and  val- 
ues. Here,  it's  "admirable".  What 
d  comment,  what  a  judgement  — 
and  by  what  judges!  —  on  the  en- 
tire generation  of  Hitler  heilers; 
to  be  sentenced  to  the  rejection, 
even  loathing,  at  best  quiet  hostil- 
ity, of  your  own  children.  By  com- 


parison the  Nuremberg  sentences 
are  overtime  parking  tickets. 

Visited  the  Jewish  cemetery  in 
Frankfurt  today.  We  came  across 
a  section  with  hundreds  of  tomb- 
stones, all  alike,  all  telling  the 
same  story.  So  and  so,  age  such 
and  such,  died  January,  1942.  So 
and  so,  such  and  such  age,  died 
March,  1942.  In  all,  some  750 
markers,  each  one  with  an  early 
1942  date.  Turns  out  that  all  of 
them  were  suicides.  Killed  them- 
selves when  they  received  depor- 
tation orders  to  the  concentration 
camps.  750  persons,  teenagers, 
mamas  and  poppas,  whole  families, 
widows,  widowers,  a  community 
dear  God,  in  a  macabre  mass 
charade  of  "escape".  Seven  pitiful 
hundred  and  fifty  souls,  each  last 
one  of  them  killing  himself,  her- 
self, the  children,  rather  than  face 
the  Nazi  tomorrow.  Poor,  poor 
souls  .  .  .  sleep,  sleep  restfully.  .  .  . 

Father  von  G  is  nice.  Looks  like 
Fernandel.

Beside  him  is  his  father,  the  priest's 
paternal  grandfather,  also  in  uni- 
form and  he  was  a  four  star  gen- 
eral in  the  Kaiser's  army.  Daddy 
is  a  Hollywood  typecaster's  cliche

1  liked  Mrs.  von  G.  Mothery, 
dignified,  intelligent.  Nothing  pat- 
ronizing about  her.  Didn't  even 
mention  that  her  husband  had 
been  part  of  the  20th  of  July  plot 
on  Hitler's  life.  (Father  von  G  al- 
so didn't  mention  it.) 

Still,  it's  all  very  confusing.  If 
she  were  not  nice,  if  she  were 
haughty,  if  she  were  stiff  or  proud, 
she'd  fit  snugly  into  the  casting 
office's  file  on  the  wives  of  Nazi 
big  shots.  But  she's  nice  and  that's 
what's  so  confusing.  Was  her  hus- 
band, the  three  star  general,  also 
a  nice  guy?  I  gather  he  was.  The 
priest  is  nice,  the  general  was  nice, 
momma  is  nice.  Were  they  all 
"nice  people"?  Has  it  any  real 
meaning  being  nice? 

Anticipating  all  kinds  of  earth 
shaking  implications  in  their  an- 
swers, we  asked  a  classroom  of 
fourteen  year  olds  who  they  most 
want  to  be  like  when  they  grow 
up.  And  so  who  are  German 
youths  heroes?  Jerry  Lewis,  Rock 


Hudson,  Benny  Goodman.  The 
one  German  mentioned  is  a  long 
dead  author  who  wrote  cowboy 
stories! 

Visited  East  Berlin  today.  Why 
they  permit  visitors  is  beyond  me. 
Like  welcoming  the  public  to  one's 
failure.  Oh,  there  are  the  beauti- 
ful streets,  the  buildings,  the  mon- 
uments but  something  there  is 
about  them  that  is  —  well,  fright- 
ening. It's  like  a  Dali  painting. 
The  subject  matter  is  there,  al- 
most normal,  but  you  look  again 
and  it's  limp,  it's  empty,  it's  eerie. 
And  that's  East  Berlin,  tree-lined 
streets,  attractive  shops,  handsome 
buildings,  but  empty  looking,  all 
limply  suspended  between  a  long 
ago  youth  and  the  potential  of 
future  vitality.  For  the  moment 
however,  sadly  silent,  immobile, 
like  a  surrealist  canvas. 

Returning  to  West  Berlin,  we 
drove  along  the  Wall.  Our  news- 
papers and  our  TV  never  fully 
communicated  to  me  the  utter 
evil,  the  overwhelming  sadness  of 
the  Wall.  Miles  of  ugly  brick, 
capped  by  jagged  pieces  of  glass 
stuck  into  the  top  layer  of  ce- 
ment, and  over  the  glass,  ominous 
barbed  wire.  On  the  east  side, 
deserted  streets,  here  and  there  a 
rifleman,  and  the  feeling  that  in

The  following  statements  by  the  1964  Brotherhood  Week  National 
Chairmen  for  labor  and  management  underscore  the  mutual  objectives 
of  all  Americans.  It  is  hoped  that  such  a  solidarity  of  purpose  can  be 
demonstrated  by  similar  messages  from  local  representatives  of  manage- 
ment and  labor  in  either  a  joint  letter  to  employees,  a  company  publi- 
cation or  bulletin  board  displays. 

Brotherhood  is  basic  to  the  faith  ol  labor. 

In  terms  of  earnings,  brotherhood  means  that  all  men  —  and  women 
—  should  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  their  talents  and  contributions  to 
society  and  not  on  the  basis  of  any  artificial  distinctions  of  race,  color, 
creed,  sex  or  national  origin. 

In  terms  of  public  office,  brotherhood  means  the  elevation  of  the 
wisest,  most  dedicated  and  most  able  to  high  position,  judged  on  their 
merits  as  human  beings  and  useful  citizens. 

In  terms  of  greater  health,  security,  housing,  education,  brother- 
hood means  an  equal  opportunity  to  medical  facilities,  to  health  and 
welfare  plans,  to  a  decent  home  and  to  higher  education  for  every 
family  and  its  children. 

The  concept  of  brotherhood  is  not  only  good  in  and  for  itself,  be- 
cause it  means  that  people  can  live  together  in  peaceful  understanding; 
brotherhood  also  means  a  richer  life,  for  only  by  developing  all  talents 
to  the  full  can  man  derive  the  most  from  the  collective  ingenuity,  talents 
and  hard  work  of  mankind. 

Labor  is  pleased  to  join  with  all  others  in  the  human  family, 
around  the  earth,  to  break  down  the  barriers  of  ignorance,  prejudice, 
and  man's  inhumanity  to  man.

HILLEL  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA 


RABBI  JOSEPH  H. 

The  month  of  January  in  the 
Hillel  Foundation  is  a  relatively 
quiet  month  because  it  is  the  time 
of  final  examinations  and  inter- 
se'mester  break.  This  pause  in  the 
normal  routine  of  programing  en- 
ables us  to  reflect  objectively  upon 
our  progress  and  goals  and  think 
through  together  our  purposes  in 
order  to  obtain  more  perspective 
on  our  programing. 

For  this  reason  our  Student 
Council  informal  discussions  dur- 
ing the  month  of  January  are  al- 
ways designed  to  help  us  probe 
the  inner  dynamics  of  the  Hillel 
program  so  that  we  may  gauge 
our  effectiveness  and  plan  ahead 
lor  the  future. 

One  of  our  efforts  in  Hillel  pro- 
graming is  to  achieve  a  balanced 
appraisal  of  current  alternatives 
in  Jewish  philosophy  and  thought, 
alternatives  that  together  form  in- 
tegral parts  of  the  composite  mean- 
ing of  Judaism  for  the  contempor- 
ary scene.  We  try  to  achieve  this 
sense  of  proportion  in  a  number 
of  ways.  First,  we  make  a  conscious 
effort  in  our  study-group  discus- 
sions to  compare  and  contrast  the 
works  of  leading  Jewish  thinkers 
who  hold  opposing  points  of  view 
about  the  essentials  of  Judaism. 
For  example,  in  our  study  seminar 
at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina at  Chapel  Hill,  we  have  con- 
sidered Rationalism  in  Modern 
Jewish  thought,  and  in  contrast 
to  that,  our  forthcoming  sessions 
will  deal  with  Jewish  mysticism. 
We  believe  that  rationalism  and 
mysticism  are  two  sides  of  one 
coin  and  that  students  need  10  be 
exposed  to  both  the  existentialist 
and  the  Reconstructionist  points 
of  view. 

To  go  one  step  further,  we  al- 
so examine  in  depth  the  specific 
source  materials  and  writings  of 
leading  thinkers  such  as  Abraham 
Joshua  Heschel  and  Mordecai  Kap- 
lan, who  advocate  different  an- 
swers to  the  dilemma  of  modern 
Jewish  existence. 

Another  approach  is  to  consider 
the   Bible   as   a   primary  source

book  of  faith,  and  to  contrast  the 
Biblical  understanding  of  man  and 
human  nature  with  the  contem- 
porary perspective  on  human  na- 
ture suggested  in  poetic  and  dra- 
matic works  inspired  by  the  Bible. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  con- 
sider it  important  to  discuss  such 
plays  as  Archibald  MacLeish's 
play  J.  B.  and  Cheyavesky's  play 
Gideon. 

Actually,  in  terms  of  the  phi- 
losophy of  Hillel  programing,  we 
consider  it  important  to  teach 
Torah  and  tradition,  but  we 
define  Torah  and  tradition  in 
very  broad  terms  to  encompass 
many  great  works  of  literature, 
art  and  drama  that  focus  upon 
significant  moral  dilemmas  in  hu- 
man society.  Our  hope  is  that  bv 
examining  such  significant  works 
we  will  be  able  to  understand  our 
own  human  condition  in  light  of 
some  of  the  great  historic  quests 
of  mankind.

That  John  Kennedy  possessed 
this  special  intuition  is  proved  by 
two  episodes.  One  is  the  Cuban 
crisis  when  he  stared  the  most 
fearful  possibility  in  the  lace.  That 
night  he  must  have  undergone  an 
experience  quite  different  in  de- 
gree or  quality  from  what  anyone 
else,  except  his  two  predecessors, 
can  ever  have  understood.  Another 
episode  on  the  converse  side  of  the 
coin  was  the  breakthrough,  if 
such  it  proves  to  be,  on  the  nu- 
clear tests.  In  each  case  different 
qualities  were  summoned  to  ac- 
tion. 1  do  not  underestimate  the 
potentiality  of  the  Alliance  for 
Progress  or  the  rich  promise  of 
European  Union  if  I  say  that  these 
two  inter-bloc  crisis  were  Ken- 
nedy's main  testing  grounds. 

It  is,  of  course,  impossible  for 
any  political  leader  to  be  always 
right  and  somewhat  difficult  ever 
to  be  right  at  all.  Carl  Sandburg, 
Lincoln's  biographer,  has  reflect- 
ed wisely  on  this.  "If  he  opens  any 
door  of  policy,  he  is  sure  to  hear 
it  should  be  opened  wider;  or  that 
it  should  be  closed  entirely;  or 
that  there  should  be  a  new  door; 
or  a  return  to  the  door  that  was 
(here  before;  or  that  the  original 
intention  of  the  Founding  Fathers 
was  that  a  window  is  better  than 
a  door  anyhow." 

I  believe  that  posterity  will  say 
of  John  F.  Kennedy  that  he  knew 
when  to  open  the  door  and  when 
to  keep  it  shut.  If  we  are  wrong 
in  this  there  will  be  no  posterity 
to  declare  the  error.

It  is  grievous  to  reflect  on  the 
loss  of  such  a  union  of  experience 
and  authority  in  the  service  of 
great  decisions. 

So  much  for  what  John  Kennedy 
managed  to  perform  in  three  short 
years  that  have  become  an  epoch. 
The  bare  account  grossly  under- 
estimates the  scope  of  the  trans- 
formation which  he  wrought.  To 
grasp  this  transformation  we  must 
invoke  the  image  and  the  style 
which  he  conveyed  to  statecraft. 
It  was  a  fresh,  new  wind  born  of 
the  twentieth  century.  (He  was  the 
first  leader  of  a  great  Power  to 
have  been  bom  in  the  twentieth 
century.)  This  is  the  generation  of 
men  who  were  born  in  one  war, 
who  have  survived  a  second,  and 
whose  main  energies  have  since 
been  devoted  to  the  avoidance  of 
a  third.  It  is  a  generation  whose 
political  perils  and  technological 
environment  might  well  have  re- 
duced to  cold,  hard,  icy  habits  of 
thought  and  action,  were  its  as- 
perities not  softened  by  ancient 
truth  and  by  humane  compassion. 
Here  lies  the  importance  of  Ken- 
nedy's role  in  bringing  intellectual 
excellence  into  the  service  of  state- 
craft. He  knew  that  a  statesman's 
stature  now  depended  on  the  qual- 
ity of  the  ideas  in  his  mind,  not 
on  the  number  of  telephones  on 
his  desk.  He  rebelled  against  the 
conventional  belief  that  a  gulf  is 
drawn  between  those  who  act  and 
those  who  think.  The  task  today 
is  to  translate  meditation  and  lofti- 
ness of  purpose  into  deeds.  How- 
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ever  scarce  truth  may  be,  there  is 
always  a  greater  supply  than  de- 
mand. Statecraft  must  be  impelled 
by  a  sense  of  intellectual  adven- 
ture. Without  adventure  civiliza- 
tion is  in  full  decay.  The  eleva- 
tion of  art  and  science  to  the  cen- 
tre of  a  nation's  life  is  not  the  least 
of  the  innovations  of  the  Kennedy 
era.  Another  is  the  high  value  he 
set  on  incisiveness  of  expression. 
There  are,  after  all,  only  two  ways 
of  governing  man.  One  is  through 
violence  and  tyranny,  and  it 
brooks  no  discussion.  The  other  is 
through  speech.  The  word  logos 
meant  both  speech  and  reason 
with  the  Greeks.  In  Hebrew 
thought  "prophecy"  (nebuah)  is 
fundamentally  "expression".  Peri- 
cles speech  contains  the  pronounce- 
ment "The  man  who  can  think 
and  does  not  know  how  to  express 
what  he  thinks  is  at  die  level  of 
him  who  cannot  think."  The  Ken- 
nedy Presidency  is  a  triumphant 
exercise  of  the  power  of  communi- 
cation across  a  continent  —  and 
across  the  seas. 

One  of  the  domains  in  which 
this  communication  was  free  and 
vivid  was  in  the  dialogue  between 
the  United  States  and  Israel.  It  is 
not  only  that  he  was  Israel's 
friend.  Such  a  definition  underesti- 
mates the  truth.  He  did  not  mere- 


ly inherit  a  tradition  from  his 
predecessors.  He  strengthened  and 
enlarged  it  into  newr  directions. 
These  matters  are  still  too  fresh 
lor  public  treatment.  When  the 
American  Israel  dialogue  of  these 
three  years  is  fully  examined  it 
will  be  found  to  have  rested  in 
his  mind  on  a  deep  historical  in- 
sight into  our  people's  ancient 
splendor,  its  recent  martyrdom, 
its  modern  renewal,  its  present 
danger  and  its  future  hope.  From 
Ids  ancestral  Ireland  and  his  na- 
tive Massachusetts  he  had  learned 
something  about  the  cultural  fer- 
tility of  small  communities.  He 
knew  diat  beyond  the  realm  of 
quantity  and  matter  there  lay  the 
more  enduring  domain  of  quality 
and  spirit.  In  these  terms  Israel's 
smallness  is  a  realtive  and  even 
a  misleading  concept.  Because  he 
grasped  our  history  intellectually 
he  could  grasp  it  spiritually.  He 
felt  himself  and  his  countrymen 
to  be  bound  by  a  committment  to 
Israel's  security  and  progress.  1 
have  a  feeling  that  he  saw  this 
not  as  a  burden,  but  as  a  grace. 

There  are  other  chapters  in  this 
story  for  which  the  scope  of  words 
is  still  too  narrow.  The  horrifying 
split-se.cond  transition  from  youth- 
ful  vigor  to  a  great  and  awful  si- 
lence, the  pain  of  widowhood  and 
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not  have  to  collect.  We  will  bill  them.  Address  The  American  Jewish 
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orphanhood  both  enhanced  and 
assuaged  by  public  scrutiny,  the 
question  mark  which  will  eternally 
hover  over  what  might  have  been. 
"The  whole  earth"  wrote  the 
Greek  historian  "is  the  sephulcre 
of  famous  men;  and  their  story  is 
graven  not  only  on  stone  over 
their  native  earth,  but  lives  on 
far  away,  without  visible  symbol, 
woven  into  the  stuff  of  other  men's 
lives". 

I  believe  that  our  lives  have 
something  in  them  which  is  of 
the   fabric   of   these   past  three 


years.  Rarely  has  a  statesman  had 
a  more  universal  sephulcre  in  dis- 
tant lands.  Yesterday  the  rocking- 
chair  was  taken  out  ol  the  White 
House.  The  Kennedy  era  passes 
from  the  realm  of  visible  symbols 
into  that  of  historic  memory. 
There  will,  of  course,  be  other 
eras  of  zest  and  vitality,  when  men 
feel  that  it  is  morning  and  that 
it  is  good  to  be  alive.  This,  how- 
ever, belongs  to  the  future.  In  the 
meantime,  let  us  be  frank  with 
each  other.  The  world  is  darker 
than  it  was  a  week  ago.

those  buildings  behind  the  blinds 
people  are  peering  over  the  Wall, 
hoping  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  free- 
dom. On  the  west  side,  memorial 
markers  to  Herr  so-an-so  or  Frau 
so-and-so  who  jumped  to  freedom 
and  landed  in  death.  West  Berlin- 
ers  standing  on  line  to  climb  a 
platform  from  which  to  look  over 
the  Wall  and  perhaps  catch  a 
glimpse  of  a  mother,  a  father,  a 
friend.  Depressing.  So  depressing. 

But  like  so  much  that  I  have 
experienced  here,  for  me  the  Wall 
too  has  reverse  english. 

This  evening  we  had  dinner 
with  Herr  B.  After  dinner,  he 
showed  movie  slides.  The  first 
slide  was  of  the  Brandenberg  Gate 
and  seeing  it  again,  all  of  the 
morning's  sadness  returned  to  me. 
Sadness  for  these  people  whose 
city,  families  and  circles  of  friends 
have  been  sundered  by  Commu- 


nist evil.  Then  came  the  second 
slide.  Again  the  Brandenberg  Gate, 
but  this  time  all  lit  up,  its  statuary 
glowing  warmly  and  happily,  and 
you  couldn't  but  feel  warm  and 
happy  too  at  this  graphic  represen- 
tation of  Before  Communism. 

Not  for  long,  however,  for 
through  the  darkened  room  came 
Herr  B's  voice  and  his  running 
commentary:  I  took  this  picture  in 
the  good  old  days.  1936. 

Of  course,  he  meant  nothing. 
But,  1936,  the  good  old  days?  For 
the  moment,  there  in  the  dark, 
I  wished  the  Wall  long  life  .  .  . 
for  the  moment.  It's  hard,  so  hard, 
to  be  purely  rational  about  these 
people.  Maybe  our  kids  will  be 
able  to  manage  it.

Outstanding  among  the  galaxy 
of  Hasidic  saints  and  sages  that 
have  flourished  in  Jewry  during 
the  past  two  centuries,  Rabbi  Levi 
Isaac  of  Berditshev,  author  of 
"Kedushath  Levi,"  was  affection- 
ately known  as  the  "Great  Defend- 
er of  the  House  of  Israel." 

Hasidic  legend  has  it,  that 
when  the  Berditshever  war  born, 
Rabbi  Israel  Baal  Shem-Tov,  the 
founder  of  Hasidism,  prophet- 
ically proclaimed  "A  great  and 
holy  soul  has  descended  into  the 
world  and  it  shall  be  an  elequent 
pleader  for  Jewry."  Rabbi  Levi 
Isaac  fulfilled  his  destiny.  He  was 
endowed  with  boundless  optim- 
ism and  with  a  passionate  faith  in 
the  inherent  goodness  of  human- 
ity; he  was  utterly  devoid  of  bit- 
terness, despite  the  many  tribula- 
tions to  which  he  was  subjected. 
He  could  not  "behold  iniquity  in 
Jacob  nor  transgressions  in  the 
House  of  Israel."  Just  as  every 
letter  in  a  Sepher  Torah  is  sacred, 
so  is  every  member  of  the  House 
of  Israel  sacrosanct  and  above  re- 
proach. For  a  man  is  given  two 
eyes;  with  one  he  is  to  regard  his 
own  failings,  and  with  the  other 
he  is  to  observe  the  virtues  of  his 
fellow-men. 

Innumerable  are  the  anecdotes 
and  aphorisms  that  reveal  the  Ber- 
ditchever's  true  nobility  of  chara- 
cter. It  is  related,  for  example, 
that  he  once  chanced  up- 
on a  Jew  eating  in  pub- 
lic upon  the  Fast  of  Ab.  "Surely," 
the  Rabbi  remonstrated,  "you 
must  have  forgotten  that  today  is 
the  9th  of  Ab?"  "No,  I  have  not 
forgotten,"  was  the  reply.  "Per- 
haps, my  son,  you  are  not  enjoying 
good  health  and  were  advised  by 
your  doctor  to  eat?"  "No,  I  am 
in  excellent  health."  Cried  the 
Sage  aloud:  "See,  O  Lord,  what  a 
wonderful  people  are  the  Jews. 
Even  when  they  transgress  thy 
commandments,  they  do  not  stoop 
to  utter  untruths." 

When  he  saw  a  driver,  clad  in 
Talith  and  Tephillin,  lubricating 
the  wheels  of  his  wagon,  the  Rab- 
bi exclaimed:  "What  a  holy 
people  is  Thinel  Even  when  they 
oil  the  wheels  of  their  wagons, 
they  are  mindful  of  Thee,  and 
commune  with  Thee."  And  when 
he  heard  a  thief  boasting  to  con- 
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federates  of  the  night's  haul,  the 
Rabbi  commented:  "It  is  still  a 
long  time  to  Selichoth;  yet  the 
man  has  already  begun  to  confess 
his  sins" 

His  attitude  to  the  sinner  was 
truly  saintly.  He  was  constantly 
striving  "to  love  a  good  Jew  as 
much  as  God  loves  a  wicked  one." 
He  is  reputed  to  have  told  an  in- 
veterate evil-doer;  "I  actually  envy 
you.  For  if  you  would  only  repent 
and  return  wholeheartedly  to  our 
Father  in  Heaven,  a  ray  of  light 
would  go  forth  out  of  every  one 
of  your  transgressions  and  you 
would  be  luminous  altogether." 

If  his  anger  was  ever  roused,  it 
was  always  in  the  cause  of  Israel, 
whom  he  defended  fiercely 
against  the  itinerant  Maggidim 
who  would  castigate  the  assem- 
bled congregations  with  "fire, 
flame  and  brimstone."  When  he 
heard  a  preacher  accusing  the 
people  of  a  multitude  of  sins,  he 
protested  vigorously  "Lord  of  the 
Universe!  This  poor  Maggid  com- 
plains bitterly  against  thy  people 
because  that  is  how  he  earns  his 
livelihood.  Give  him,  I  beg  of 
You,  his  daily  bread,  and  save  him 
the  necessity  of  defaming  your 
holy  nation."  The  Berditshever 
was  equally  distressed  when  he 
heard  another  Rabbi  publically 
admonish  a  congregant  for  the 
hasty  and  indecorous  manner  in 
which  he  was  reciting  his  prayers. 
Said  the  Berditshever.  It  is  wrong 
to  criticize  a  Jew,  and  on  such 
grounds.  God  will  surely  under- 
stand him,  just  as  a  loving  mother 
understands  the  mumblings,  seem- 
ingly unintelligible,  of  her  little 
child." 

On  the  Days  of  Judgment,  on 
Rosh  Hashonah  and  on  Yom  Kip- 
pur,  the  Great  Advocate  excelled 
himself.  The  House  of  Israel  was 
on  trial;  the  Heavenly  Tribunal 
was  assembled;  all  his  legal  facul- 
ties, his  powers  of  eloquence  and 
oratory,  were  called  for  and  were 
fearlessly  employed.  In  a  famous 
colloquay,  that  has  been  set  to 
music,  he  pleaded:  Tell  me,  O 
Lord,  what  hast  Thou  against 
Israel?  Thou  hast  written  in  Thy 
holy  Torah  'speak.'  Unto  whom? 
TTnto  Israel.  Thou  hast  written 
'say'.  Unto  whom?  Unto  Israel. 
Hast  thou  no  other  nation  to  in- 
struct  in    thy   Law?   Thou  hast 
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chosen  Israel.  Have  mercy  there- 
fore upon  Israel." 

Emotion  was  not  the  only  wea- 
pon in  his  armory.  He  would 
seize  upon  every  technicality  t& 
procure  an  acquittal.  When  Rosh 
Hashonah  occurred  on  a  Sabbath, 
he  seized  the  opportunity  offered: 
"O  God,  thou  hast  forbidden  us 
to  write  on  the  holy  Sabbath  ex- 
cept in  order  to  save  a  life.  Write 
us  down  therefore  for  Life,  as 
otherwise  Thou  mayest  not  write 
on  the  Sabbath." 

Like  all  great  advocates,  he 
would  often  use  a  good  story  in 
support  of  his  brief.  On  one  occa- 
sion —  it  was  the  Day  of  Atone- 
ment —  he  urged  a  poor  and  hum- 
ble tailor  to  speak  in  front  of  the 
Congregation;  said  the  man:  "I, 
Yankel,  am  a  poor  tailor,  who, 
the  truth  be  told  have  not  been 
too  honest  in  my  work.  I  have  oc- 
casionally kept  left-over  cloth  and 
I  have  missed  afternoon  service. 
But  Thou,  O  Lord  hast  taken 
away  infants  from  their  mothers 
and  mothers  from  their  infants. 
Let  us,  on  the  Day  of  Days,  be 
quits.  Mayest  Thou  forgive  me  as 
I  forgive  Thee."  Commented  the 
Berditshever  benignly  "O  Yan- 
kel, Yankel,  why  did  you  let  God 
off  so  lightly  ..." 

And  when  the  Rabbi  had  no 
case  to  present,  he  would  question 
the  validity  of  the  Heavenly  Tri- 
bunal: "Do  not  our  sa°<;es  tell  us 
that  a  person  who  is  childless  is 
not  eligible  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Sanhadnin  as  he  is  devoid  of  pity' 


How  then  are  the  Angels  entitled 
to  pronounce  judgements?" 

It  was  said  of  him— and  it  is  in- 
deed a  fitting  epitaph— that  he 
loved  God  and  he  loved  the  Torah 
but  that  his  love  of  Israel  surpass- 
ed all  else. 
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reveal  an  average  of  36^,  or  less, 
attendance  of  school  children  at 
Junior  Congregation  services  at 
schools  affiliated  with  the  Board. 
Statistics  at  Beth  Israel  shovvf  a 
90%,  or  better  attendance!  How 
proud  we  are.  May  our  numbers 
ever  increase!

Confederate  Commissary

An  American  of  the  fifth  gene- 
ration, Raphael  Jacob  Moses  was 
descended  from  Dr.  Samuel  Nunez, 
the  King  of  Portugal's  physician 
who  escaped  the  Inquisition  on  an 
English  boat  and  who  landed  in 
the  new  colony  founded  by  Ogle- 
thorpe on  the  Savannah  River  in 
1733.  Heredity,  perhaps,  accounts 
for  the  strong  romantic  strain 
that  remained  a  part  of  Raphael 
Moses  throughout  his  81  years. 
Born  during  the  War  of  1812,  he 
grew  up  in  Charleston,  attended 
various  schools  —  including  Bishop 
England's  Catholic  institution  — 
and  felt  confident  enough  at  13  to 
begin  active  life.  Unmanageable 
at  home,  he  wandered  about  and 
got  jobs  which  he  would  throw 
up  at  the  slightest  provocation. 

In  Charleston,  Moses  opened  a 
store  and  married  at  22.  But  a 
disastrous  fire  that  destroyed  a 
part  of  the  city  in  1837  put  him 
out  of  business.  Whatever  mer- 
chandise could  be  salvaged  he 
shipped  to  Florida  and  sold  to  ad- 
vantage in  Tallahassee. 

In  Florida  he  ran  into  the  first 
of  those  many  booms  which  help- 
ed to  settle  the  state.  He  obtained 
a  position  in  the  first  railroad  to 
operate  in  Florida.  After  five  years 
the  railroad  failed  and  Moses  de- 
cided to  become  a  lawyer.  He 
practiced  in  Apalachicola  and 
when  that  prosperous  town  went 
dead  he  moved  to  Columbus,  Ga. 
He  rose  to  the  forefront  among 
the  commercial  lawyers  of  Colum- 
bus and  could  easily  have  entered 
the  Georgia  Legislature  but  he 
refused. 

A  fiery  orator,  Moses  ranked 
with  Robert  A.  Toombs,  Howell 
Cobb  and  Alexander  H.  Stephens, 
later  Vice-President  of  the  Con- 
federacy. With  his  law  practice 
flourishing,  Moses  experimented 
in  fruit  and  was  the  first  to  ship 
peaches  and  plums  by  stagecoach 
to  Savannah,  then  by  steamer  to 
New  York.  On  receiving  $30  per 
basket,  he  extended  his  holdings 
until  he  had  20,000  trees,  100  acres 
in  fruit,  and  a  vineyard  of  18 
acres.  His  sales  reached  $7500  a 
year  and  he  owned  47  slaves.  But

all  this  prosperity  ended  with  the 
war.  He  went  to  Virginia  to  make 
final  collections  but  did  not  re- 
turn home.  Instead  he  applied  to 
his  friend,  Robert  A.  Toombs, 
now  a  General,  for  a  place  on  his 
staff.  Toombs  refused  and  offered 
him  the  post  of  Commissary.  Al- 
though over  age,  Moses  wanted 
combat  duty  and  declined,  but 
Howell  Cobb  persuaded  him  to 
accept. 

His  services  were  highly  satis- 
factory. Promoted  from  Toomb's 
Brigade  to  Commissary  in  General 
Jones'   Division,  he  was  further 
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elevated  to  Ghiel  Commissary  in 
General  Longstreet's  Corps  and 
given  the  rank  ol  Major.  He  used 
ingenuity  in  procuring  food  and 
was  able  to  keep  the  army  in 
Tennessee  supplied  for  six  weeks 
after  Longstreet  had  already  plan- 
ned to  retreat  for  want  of  supplies. 
Moses  mingled  on  the  friendliest 
terms  with  the  high  command  in 
the  Army  of  Virginia.  He  sat  at 
the  mess  table  of  Robert  E.  Lee, 
and  during  the  retreat  following 
the  Battle  of  Gettysburg  he  lay 
near  the  immortal  soldier  who  was 
wrapped  in  a  rubber  coat  on  the 
bare  earth  during  a  violent  rain- 
storm. 

In  1864  the  food  shortage  was 
becoming  acute.  Farmers  would 
not  unlock  their  graneries;  the 
shrinking  value  of  the  currency 
made  speculation  unavoidable. 
Moses  applied  to  Longstreet  for 
a  furlough  so  that  he  x>uld  go  to 
Georgia  and  talk  personally  with 
the  farmers,  many  of  whom  he 
knew.  The  approval  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief was  necessary. 
When  Moses  presented  the  docu- 
ment, Robert  E.  Lee  said,  "Major, 
I  would  approve  it,  but  I  really 
can't  spare  you."  Necessity,  how- 
ever, forced  him  to  yield. 

In  Georgia  he  found  a  reason 
lor  the  scarcity  of  supplies.  Com- 
missaries were  grafting  on  a  big 
scale.  They  turned  in  a  small  por- 
tion of  their  seizures  to  the  Army 
and  sold  the  rest  with  big  profits 
to  themselves.  Major  Moses  put  a 
stop  to  this  plundering,  and  the 
State  Commissary  resigned.  The 
High  Command  immediately  plac- 
ed Raphael  J.  Moses  in  charge 
as  the  Confederate  Commissary 
for  the  State  of  Georgia.  This  post 
he  held  until  the  war  ended. 

His  three  sons  served  in  the 
Confederate  Armies.  One  was 
taken  prisoner  and  released  in 
March,  1865;  in  the  following 
month  he  surrendered  together 
with  Lee's  Army  at  Appomattox. 
Major  Moses  was  passing  the 
Treasury  in  Richmond  when  an 
officer  called  out  to  him  that  a 
young  man  with  his  name  had 
just  been  carried  in  by  an  ambu- 
lance. Moses  thought  the  wound- 
ed youth  might  be  his  nephew, 
since  he  had  given  his  son  Albert 
the  surname  Luria  in  memory  of 
an  ancestor.  The  Major  entered 
the  hospital  and  was  shocked  to 
see  his  own  boy  lying  on  a  cot 
shot  in  the  head.  That  night  the 


19-year-old  soldier  died  without 
regaining  consciousness. 

After  the  surrender  of  General 
Joseph  E.  Johnston,  Major  Moses 
received  and  carried  out  the  last 
order  issued  by  the  Confederacy. 
He  held  gold  bullion  in  boxes  for 
the  benefit  of  the  soldiers  return- 
ing home,  but  in  the  disrupted 
government  he  was  not  equipped 
to  distribute  it.  The  hungry,  des- 
perate ex-soldiers,  were  in  a  mood 
for  plunder,  and  even  for  murder. 
General  Toombs  gave  him  ten 
trustworthy  men,  and  Major 
Moses  put  the  $30,000  worth  of 
gold  together  with  a  keg  of  powder 
in  a  wooden  building  and  placed 
a  guard  on  the  outside.  He  stayed 
up  all  night  and  the  following 
morning  moved  the  bullion  on  a 
freight  train  bound  for  Augusta. 
There  were  200  soldiers  on  the 
train.  The  air  was  charged  with 
peril.  The  elderly  conductor  whis- 
pered to  the  Major  that  the  boys 
were  going  to  "charge"  the  last 
car  and  divide  the  bullon  among 
themselves.  The  train  stopped  at 
Barnett,  Georgia.  Major  Moses 
squeezed  out  of  the  car,  went 
among  the  soldiers,  read  his  or- 
ders and  Quickly  informed  them 
that  he  would  protect  the  gold 
which  would  only  be  used  in  feed- 
ing their  fellow-soldiers  and  caring 
for  the  wounded  at  a  hospital  in 
Augusta.  If  they  killed  him  and 
the  guard  it  would  be  murder.  If 
he  killed  them  it  would  be  self 
defense  in  carrying  out  a  sacred 
trust.  Several  officers  spoke  up 
and  convinced  the  men  that  they 
knew  Major  Moses  would  not 
touch  a  dollar  except  in  carrying 
out  orders. 

If  the  gold  could  reach  Augusta 
cjuickly,  all  would  be  safe;  but  the 
railroads  were  badly  disorganized 
and  the  train  for  Atlanta  was 
late.  Again  trouble  was  brewing 
and  Moses  was  informed  that  a 
Tennessean  would  lead  the  men 
to  attack  the  last  car.  The  Major 
sought  out  the  ringleader,  showed 
him  the  orders  and  appealed  to

The  saga  of  human  endurance, 
the  struggle  to  survive  the  most 
inhuman  onslaught  on  a  defense- 
less people  ever  conceived,  is  still 
heard  in  the  Land  of  Israel.  Its 
chapters  are  read  in  purple  num- 
bers tatooed  on  a  laborer's  or  a 
housewife's  wrists.  Its  cadence, 
from  dirge  like  threnody  to  paean, 
can  be  dug  out  from  the  hearts 
of  kibbutzniks  and  city  laborers, 
from  office  workers  to  profession- 
als —  each  story  a  refutation  of  the 
myth  of  the  "Suicide  complex"  of 
the  Jew  during  the  Hitler  holo- 
caust. 

And  this  may  well  be  the  theme 
of  the  story  of  the  life  of  Dr. 
Yenina  Altman,  a  frail,  vivacious 
young  woman  of  o2  who  just  re- 
cently received  her  doctorate  in 
chemistry  at  the  Technion,  Israel's 
Institute  of  Technology  in  Haifa. 

Poland  had  already  been  dis- 
membered, and  Nazi  tenor  was 
reaching  into  Russian  Poland  on 
an  unguarded  and  unsuspecting 
people.  It  was  a  warm  sunny  morn- 
ing in  the  city  of  Iwow  that  July 
morning  when  Yenina,  a  child  of 
ten,  was  walking  with  her  father, 
Henrik  Hesheles,  a  prominent  au- 
thor and  journalist  when  the  blow 
struck. 

A  vanguard  of  Ukrainian  pog- 
romists  paved  a  brutally  sadistic, 
murderous  path  for  the  invading 
Germans  who  began  a  systematic 
search  of  Jewish  homes  and  arrest 
of  prominent  Jews.  Yenina's  fath- 
er among  them. 

He  had  just  a  moment  to  whis- 
per to  her  before  he  was  dragged 
away. 

"Run  home  and  take  care  of 
mama,"  he  said.  "Don't  be  frigh- 
tened, I'll  be  home  soon.  Don't 
cry.  You're  a  big  girl  now." 

She  never  saw  her  father  again. 

The  shreiks  and  screams  of  Jew- 
ish victims  of  the  drunken  Ukrain- 
ian pogromists  added  wings  to  her 
feet  as  she  fled  home,  only  to  find 
her  mother  trembling  in  a  closet 
of  their  ransacked  house.  For  a 
while  they  were  safe.  But  the 
slaughter  of  Jews  kept  on.  The 
Heshels  family  was  being  obliterat- 
ed. First  to  be  killed  were  Yenina's 
grandparents,  then  her  uncles  and 
aunts.  She  and  her  mother,  hiding 
in  cellars  in  the  daytime  and  man- 
aging to  forage  for  food  at  night, 
finally  found  refuge  in  the  home

of  an  old  Polish  women  who  be- 
trayed diem  to  the  police  as  soon 
as  their  last  few  zlotys  were  gone. 
They  were  hauled  away  to  the 
police  station,  and  would  have 
been  deported,  but  instead  were 
put  to  work  in  the  local  hospital. 
After  several  weeks  at  the  hospital, 
the  Germans  decided  to  liquidate 
the  Jewish  personnel.  Her  mother 
decided  to  kill  herself. 

Yenina  pleaded  with  her  mother 
to  take  her  with  her,  but  her  moth- 
er urged  her  to  stay  alive,  to  live 
long  enough  to  take  revenge  on 
the  murderers  of  her  father  and 
mother. 

Her  non-Jewish  appearance 
helped  her  to  outwit  the  Nazis 
and  Yenina  escaped.  Her  horrible 
experience  had  toughened  her, 
matured  her  and  strengthened  her 
will  to  survive. 

"A  child  of  twelve,"  she  told 
this  reporter,  "with  not  a  soul  to 
turn  to  for  help,  in  deadly  fear 
of  being  betrayed  by  the  Poles 
among  whom  I  was  forced  to  live 
and  work  at  odd  jobs,  there  was 
no  longer  any  childhood  for  me. 
And  when  the  last  job  I  had  was 
gone,  I  dressed  up  in  high  heel 
shoes,  padded  my  body  to  look  old- 
er, deliberately  sneaked  into  a 
slave-la  or  camp  where  no  chil- 
dren were  employed." 

Cruel  and  bitter  as  life  was  in 
this  slave  camp  Yenina  felt  that 
her  place  was  with  her  people.  She 
developed  a  talent  for  writing 
songs  and  poetry  in  this  Nazi 
prison  camp  that  attracted  wide 
attention  among  the  inmates.  They 
were  smuggled  out  of  the  camp 
to  the  underground  which  went 
into  immediate  action  to  save  this 
talented  child,  and  spirited  her 
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out  of  the  prison  to  Cracow  where 
she  was  hidden  in  the  apartment 
of  an  underground  fighter.  Here 
at  the  age  of  thirteen  she  wrote 
a  diary,  a  record  of  her  experien- 
ces. 

Yenina  managed  to  survive  the 
war.  Her  diary  was  published  in 
Poland  and  in  Germany,  and  is 
now  being  translated  into  Swedish, 
Italian  and  French. 

She  continued  her  high  school 
studies  in  Poland  and  in  1950 
came  to  Israel.  Here  she  joined 
the  Army  and  served  two  years 
in  the  Israel  Navy,  at  the  same 
time  beginning  her  studies  at  the 
Technion,  taking  a  course  in  chem- 
ical engineering.  At  the  Technion 
she  met  her  future  husband  Dr. 
Kalman  Altman,  an  instructor  in 
the  Department  of  Physics. 

In  her  laboratory  at  the  Tech- 
nion, her  appearance  is  hardly 
distinguishable  from  her  labora- 
tory colleagues,  intently  bent  over 
jars  and  bottles  trying  to  solve 
some  problem  in  organic  chem- 
istry. She  wears  the  same  white 
smock,  laughs  with  them  at  the 
same  jokes  and  joins  them  in  a 
smoke  or  a  chat.  And  one  can  not 
tell  from  her  appearance  that  at 
the  age  of  thirty  two,  she  had  ex- 
perienced one  of  the  most  hor- 
rible events  in  the  history  of  hei 
people,  and  at  the  same  time  one 


of  its  most  glorious. 

And  now  even  as  she  experi- 
ments at  the  Technion  in  organic 
chemistry  which  will  help  scienti- 
fically to  give  life  and  meaning  to 
civilization  her  memory  often, 
momentarily,  flashes  back  to  the 
Nazi  extermination  troops  in  Po- 
land. 

"  I  shall  never  forget"  she  said, 
her  eyes  flashing,  "and  as  forgiv- 
ing, I  agree  with  Israel  authorities 
that  there  is  no  statute  of  limita- 
tions against  Nazi  war  crimes."

A  Review  of  the  book  by  Rabbi  Israel  J.  Gerber,  Temple  Beth 
El,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina. 

Setting  forth  an  entirely  new 
system  for  evaluating  the  Bible, 
Dr.  Israel  J.  Gerber,  in  his  new- 
est book,  "Immortal  Rebels",  top- 
ples the  revered  images  of  the 
patriarchs.  "When  viewed  with 
too  much  awe,  the  personalities 
oJ  the  Bible  lose  their  humanity 
and  become  mere  relics  oi  an  earl- 
ier age,"  he  stated  in  an  interview 
in  his  study  in  Charlotte,  N.  C. 
"The  significance  of  the  Biblical 
characters  lies  in  our  ability  to 
see  them  as  people  with  problems, 
specifically  family  problems,  even 
as  vou  and  I,"  he  said. 


When  subjected  to  analysis  in 
"immortal  Rebels",  the  family  re- 
lationships found  in  Genesis  re- 
veal the  same  psychological  for- 
ces that  turn  the  wheel  of  life  in 
our  own  generation.  Abraham, 
Isaac  and  Jacob  (and  others  from 
Adam  to  Moses)  are  depicted  as 
individuals  embroiled  in  family 
tensions  and  conflicts,  the  author 
shows.  Jealousy  and  competition 
between  children,  favoritism  on 
the  part  of  parents,  and  the  mani- 
festations of  sex,  love  and  hate 
among  the  entire  family  —  these 
and  many  more  aspects  of  dynamic 
human  interrelationships  color  the 
family  portraits.  Their  immortal- 
ity, Rabbi  Gerber  believes,  lies 
not  in  finding  any  final  accomo- 
dation to  the  predicament  of  liv- 
ing, but  in  retaining  their  exis- 
tential freedom. 

Biblical  criticism  concerning  the 
historicity  of  the  persons  is  irrele- 
vant to  a  psychological  study  of 
the  Biblical  families,  Rabbi  Ger- 
ber says.  It  is  unimportant  wheth- 
er there  was  an  Adam,  or  an  Isaac, 
or  a  Rachel.  What  is  of  value,  he 
feels,  is  that  the  characterizations 
found  in  Scripture  and  the  elabo- 
rations found  in  the  Talmud  and 
other  Rabbinic  writings  are  true 
personalities,  psychologically.  Thus 
the  story  of  a  childless  marriage, 
such  as  Jacob's  and  Rachel's,  is 
relevant  today.  Their  relation- 
ship had  deteriorated  to  the  point 
of  bitter  accusations  and  counter- 
accusations,  but  following  the 
therapeutic  effect  of  adopting  a 
child,  Jacob  and  Rachel  had  two 
sons,  fulfilling  their  unsurpassed 
love  story.

In  another  scene  the  squabbling 
husband  and  wife  are  Abraham 
and  Sarah.  Not  at  all  the  passive 
woman  who  patiently  awaited  the 
arrival  of  her  first  child  in  old 
age,  Sarah  is  seen  as  a  domineer- 
ing and  nagging  wife.  Frantically 
trying  to  overcome  her  feeling  of 
inadequacy  and  uselessness,  the 
lirst  matriarch  scratched  Abra- 
ham's face! 

Attributing  needs  and  motiva- 
tions defined  by  modern  psychol- 
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ogy  to  the  Biblical  personalities, 
Rabbi  Gerber  has  unlocked  a  new 
interpretation  of  Genesis.  The 
early  Rabbis,  sages  and  Hebrew 
authors  from  whose  writings  he 
has  drawn  understood  the  dynam- 
ics of  human  behavior,  he  states. 
Moreover,  these  stories  support  a 
single  underlying  theme  —  rebel- 
lion a  gainst  predetermination. 
Primogeniture,  a  system  which 
established  "the  lifelong  superior- 
ity of  the  first-born  and  the  perm- 
anent inferiority  of  the  other  off- 
spring," was  the  obstacle  to  free- 
dom that  each  of  the  immortal 
personalities  strove  to  overcome. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief  and 
Biblical  scholarship,  the  author 
shows  that  the  patriarchs  subvert- 
ed primogeniture  and  flouted  it 
at  every  opportunity  in  order  to 
provide  superior  leadership.  Their 
rebellion  against  primogeniture 
promoted  rivalry  and  placed  a 
premium  on  "freedom-for-the-in 
dividual."  Thus  tension  and  con- 
flict activated  individual  achieve- 
ment and  promoted  growth.  While 
admitting  that  tension  and  con- 
flict can  become  malignant,  as  seen 
in  the  pathological  behavior  ol 
Cain,  Ishmael,  Ham  and  Esau, 
Rabbi  Gerber  considers  such  stress 
essential  to  man's  survival.  They 
help  maintain  his  emotional 
health.  "Without  conflict  and  ten- 
sion, man  is  enervated;  without 
the  continuous  need  to  reorient 
himself,  he  vegetates."  The  one 
characteristic  shared  by  each  of 
the  "Immortal  Rebels"  is  an  un- 
willingness to  accept  a  predeterm- 
ined status  quo. 

An  understanding  of  the  leader- 
ship qualities  of  Joseph  and  Moses 
is  particularly  pertinent  to  modern 
life,  Rabbi  Gerber  believes.  Al- 
though Joseph  was  subjected  to 
the    fullest    expression    of  his 
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brothers'  hostility  (short  of  death) 
he  also  enjoyed  his  father's  "un- 
conditional love."  He  survived  the 
pit,  exile,  slavery  and  seduction  to 
become  a  great  leader.  "Whether 
Joseph  was  strengthened  by  his 
father's  love  or  by  the  hand  of 
God,  his  ultimate  maturity  justi- 
fied Jacob's  emotional  preference 
for  him,"  Rabbi  Gerber  concludes. 

Moses,  on  the  other  hand,  grew 
up  in  the  care  of  an  adoptive 
mother,  with  only  the  subconscious 
memory  of  his  natural  mother 
who  nursed  him  in  infancy.  Yet 
he  broke  away  from  Bithiah  and 
joined  the  Hebrews  "because  he 
felt  a  greater  kinship  await- 
ed him."  Speculation  about 
the  psycho-dynamics  of  Moses' 
leadership  involves  a  re-interpre- 
tation of  "God's  call"  and  the 
symbolism  of  the  burning  bush. 
"Existential  analysis  of  the  ex- 
perience does  not  diminish  Moses' 
stature,"  Rabbi  Gerber  explained. 
Rather,  he  hopes  to  elevate  the 
self-image  of  modern  man:  'We, 
no  less  than  our  forefathers,  can 
give  immortal  meaning  to  our 
lives." 

Activity  in  his  growing  congre- 
gation and  in  the  lively  commun- 
ity life  of  Charlotte,  give  evidence 
that  the  popular  rabbi's  theories 
work.  The  impact  oi  his  person- 
ality on  his  associates  is  a  notable 
absence  of  complacency. 

His  first  book,  "The  Psychology 
of  the  Suffering  Mind,"  a  study  of 
the  Book  of  Job,  pioneered  the 
combination  of  psychology  and 
religion  and  has  become  a  text- 
book and  standard  reference  work 
in  universities  and  theological  sem- 
inaries. 

"Man  on  a  Pendulum,"  the  case 
history  of  a  homosexual  created 
by  Dr.  Gerber  aired  the  daily 
problems  of  an  invert  and  offered 
clinical  proof  that  the  condition 
can  be  cured  —  a  question  still 
hotly  debated  among  psychologists 
and  laymen  alike. 

"Immortal  Rebels",  published 
this  month  by  Jonathan  David 
Company,  will  prove  equally  pro- 
vocative to  laymen  and  profession- 
als interested  in  the  Bible  and  in 
the  psychology  of  family  life.

ABBA  HILLEL  SILVER — 
HIS  PASSION  WAS  ZIONISM

The  Late  Rabbi  Abba  Hillel  Silver 

Abba  Hillel  Silver  was  dedicat- 
ed to  the  Zionist  ideal  from  his 
earliest  youth  and  remained  loyal 
to  the  Cause,  to  the  hour  of  his 
death.  Zionism  was  the  great  pas- 
sion of  his  life  upon  which  he 
lavished  the  God-given  gifts  with 
which  he  was  so  richly  endowed. 
He  was  part  of  the  brilliant  galaxy 
of  Zionist  leaders  that  clustered 
around  Justice  Brandeis  during 
World  War  I.  Like  Brandeis  and 
his  colleagues,  his  Zionism  was 
fused  with  his  Americanism  and 
consistent  with  the  Wilsonian  doc- 
trine of  self-determination  lor  all 
peoples,  great  and  small.  Silver 
was  unique  in  that  he  was  as  firm- 
ly and  deeply  rooted  in  Judaism 
and  Hebraic  civilization  as  he  was 
in  the  great  American  tradition. 

He  rose  to  his  full  stature  in 
1943,  during  the  climactic  years 
of  Woiid  War  II,  when  he  was 
called  to  the  supreme  leadership 
of  American  Zionism  while  die 
Movement  was  passing  through  its 
darkest  moments.  It  was  becalmed, 
surrounded  by  a  terrifying  array 
of  hostile  forces,  politically  help- 
less and  all  but  hopeless  in  spirit. 


In  London,  the  White  Paper  was 
the  law  and  the  prophets.  In  Pal- 
estine the  Yishuv  stood  virtually 
alone,  against  the  Arabs,  against 
the  British,  almost  against  the 
world.  Nowhere  a  ray  of  light; 
nowhere  could  one  find  the  po- 
litical leverage  to  break  the  frozen 
statement. 

Official  Zionist  leadership  con- 
tinued with  its  traditional  British 
orientation.  The  United  States 
was  regarded  at  best  not  as  an 
independent  factor,  but  as  a  pos- 
sible auxiliary  which  might 
strengthen  the  hands  of  pro-Zion- 
ist elements  in  English  public  life. 

Indeed,  the  very  prospect  of  ac- 
tive intervention  from  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic  was  viewed  with 
mixed  feelings:  as  a  dubious  pos- 
sibility and  a  dangerous  recourse. 
The  Jews  of  America  themselves 
—  Zionists  included  —  had  slight 
confidence  in  their  own  strength 
or  their  ability  to  influence  the 
course  of  American  policy.  There 
seemed  little  they  could  do  but 
utter  indignant  protests  against 
British  policy  and  send  delega- 
tions to  Washington,  there  to  de- 
posit their  grievances  and  return 
empty-handed. 

Yet  as  was  proved  by  subsequent 
events  and  as  Dr.  Silver  foresaw 
and  proclaimed  with  growing  in- 
sistence, it  was  the  attitude  of 
America  rather  than  Britain  that 
was  ultimately  decisive.  With  in- 
creasing vigor  he  called  for  the 
concentration  of  all  effort  and  the 
employment  of  every  available 
means  to  force  a  change  in  the 
policy  of  the  American  Govern- 
ment from  one  of  official  neutral- 
ity and  secret  complicity  with  the 
British  Government,  to  one  of 
avowed  sympathy  and  active  in- 
tervention in  favor  of  a  pro-Zion-

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HE  SEEKS  HIS  BRETHREN

KOWPOI,  South  East  Asia  - 
The  dateline  on  this  story  is  not 
real.  But  then,  the  whole  skua 
tion  has  an  unreal  quality  about 
it   —  provincial   European  cities 


built  in  the  midst  of  tropical  para- 
dise isles,  a  local  war  in  which  the 
U.  S.  is  not  fighting  and  in  which 
Americans  are  being  killed,  and  a 
Jewish  congregation,  military  and 
civilian,  which  extends  across  a 
thousand  miles  of  the  Pacific 
Ocean. 

And  for  that  congregation  the 
High  Holy  Days,  and  Passover, 
and  Hanukah,  come  as  they  do 
for  Jews  throughout  the  rest  of 
the  world,  but  there  the  resem- 
blance ends.  How  can  one  arrange 
for  Siddurim  to  reach  a  isolated 
U.  S.  Coast  Guard  base  on  a  re- 
mote island  in  the  Philippines? 
Where  shall  Jews  on  Taiwan  meet 
for  Pesach,  and  who  will  arrange 
the  Seder?  What  will  the  celebra- 
tion be  like  in  Bangkok,  or  Sai- 
gon? 

These  are  the  problems  of  the 
military  Jewish  chaplain,  a  rabbi 
who  has  learned  the  ramifications 
of  the  Law  after  years  of  rabbini- 
cal school,  but  who  now  must 
learn  the  art  of  logistics  and  ad- 
ministration the  hard  way  —  by 
experience.  The  Jewish  chaplain 
who  is  faced  with  these  questions 
now  is  a  young  U.  S.  Air  Force 
Lieutenant  Walter  Zanger,  who 
studied  rabbinics  at  Hebrew  Union 
College-Jewish  Institute  of  Reli- 
gion and  whose  further  practical 
education  is  taking  place  every 
day  in  the  field. 

Stationed  in  the  Philippine  Is- 
lands, at  Hq.,  13th  U.  S.  Air  Force, 
Chaplain  Zanger  is  rabbi  of  what 
is  probably  the  most  widely-dis- 
persed congregation  in  the  world. 
His  "parish"  includes  the  whole 
of  the  Philippines,  Taiwan,  Viet 
Nam  and  Thailand;  ships  at  sea 
as    well    as,    informally,  Jewish 


communities  in  Singapore,  Cey- 
lon, Hong  Kong,  Manila  and 
Bangkok.  For  the  most  part,  his 
is  a  "mail-order"  rabbinate,  al- 
though he  makes  frequent  trips  to 
the  far  corners  of  his  area  of  the 
Pacific.  In  each  of  the  communi- 
ties with  which  Chaplain  Zanger 
has  made  contact,  a  lay  leader  has 
been  appointed  to  maintain  liai- 
son between  the  Jewish  chaplain 
and  the  military  personnel. 

In  common  with  all  Jewish  mili- 
tary chaplains,  who  are  recruited, 
endorsed  and  served  by  the  Nat- 
ional Jewish  Welfare  Board, 
Chaplain  Zanger  attempts  to  pro- 
vide the  members  of  his  GI  con- 
gregation with  the  religious  mat- 
rials,  literature,  kosher  foods  and 
morale  items  supplied  by  JWB 
to  Jews  in  uniform  the  world  over. 
To  do  this,  however,  he  first  must 
find  his  congregants;  the  constant 
movement  of  military  personnel 
and  the  out-of-the-way  places  in 
which  they  are  stationed  make 
this  a  continuing  tough  job. 

So,  he  makes  flying  visits  to  the 
outposts,  looking  for  American 
Jewish  GIs,  U.  S.  Embassy  person- 
nel, economic  mission  aides  and 
the  like.  He  finds  them,  five  in  one 
place,  three  in  another,  ten  some- 
where else  .  .  .  living  in  tents,  be- 
hind trees,  under  rocks,  in  palatial 
mansions.  A  U.  S.  Information 
Service  librarian  in  one  city  gives 
him  the  name  of  an  Army  captain 
stationed  in  the  jungle  miles  from 
anywhere;  a  Navy  officers  on  a 
remote  island  has  heard  that  there 
is  a  Jewish  chaplain  in  the  Phil- 
ippines and  writes  to  have  his 
name  included  on  the  chaplain's 
list;  a  State  Department  expert 
welcomes  him  to  a  capital  city  and 
introduces  him  to  other  Jews 
there.  Military  chaplains  of  all 
faiths  and  denominations  write

call  it  a  Salvation  Army  serving 
the  emotional  needs  of  people. 
Really,  it's  more.  Jesuit  sponsored, 
it's  situated  in  downtown  Berlin 
on  a  street  between  the  business 
section  and  a  street  of  garish 
joints.  People  with  domestic  prob- 
lems, personal  problems,  come  in 
and  talk  things  over  with  a  trained 
psychologist. 

Frau  T,  the  psychologist  in 
charge,  told  of  the  sharp  increase 
in  the  numbers  of  people  with 
torturous  guilt  feelings  who  have 
been  seeking  help  from  the  Open 
Door,  since  the  showing  of  "The 
Deputy".  That's  the  play  that's 
supposed  to  be  savagely  critical  of 
Pope  Pius  XII  for  his  alleged  in- 
difference to  the  Nazi  genocide 
of  Jews.  I  asked  her,  "Are  they 
former  SS  men,  or  concentration 
camp  guards  that  are  coming  in?" 

"Oh  no,"  she  responded.  "Young 
people  are  coming  in.  People  who 
were  obviously  children  during 
the  Hitler  years.  They  are  the 
ones  burdened  with  guilt.  The  old- 
er people  do  not  come.  They  have 
made  an  accommodation  with 
their  past." 


Yes  and  no  I  suppose.  When  we 
visited  the  Bergen  Belsen  Concen- 
tration Camp,  I  saw  something 
that  disposes  me  toward  a  less 
resigned  viewpoint.  Here's  a  camp 
that's  remote  from  any  main  high- 
way, that  offers  absolutely  no  com- 
forts —  I  don't  remember  seeing 
even  a  bench  —  that  is  simply  a 
stark,  excruciating  reminder  of 
the  Nazi  terror.  We  were  there  on 
a  weekday;  it  was  Rosh  Hashonah; 
we  came  to  pray  for  the  dead.  And 
noth withstanding  its  distance  from 
any  city,  its  unrelieved  poignancy, 
it  having  been  the  middle  of  the 
week,  there  were  scores  of  young 
people  there.  Young  people  sober- 
ly, somberly  walking  among  the 
monuments,  thinking  God  knows 
what  kind  of  sad,  sad  thoughts, 
making  God  knows  what  kind  of 
vows.  And  there  were  older  Ger- 
mans there  too.  Doing  the  same 
thing.  No,  not  all  have  made  an 
accommodation.  Some  do  remem- 
ber and  can't  forget  and  teach 
their  young.

All  of  these  people  —  and  their 
numbers  and  locations  are  classi- 
fied military  information  —  hear 
regularly  from  Chaplain  Zanger 
and  receive  copies  of  his  chapel 
bulletin  the  Clark  Alef  Bet.  This 
is  a  chatty  little  paper  which  gives 
news  of  the  scattered  congrega- 
tion, holiday  information  and 
some  general  Jewish  news.  In 
addition  when  circumstances  re- 
quire, the  chaplain  issues  a  cir- 
cular letter  with  special  informa- 
tion. 

One  important  point  of  contact 
for  Chaplain  Zanger  is  the  civilian 
Jewish  community  in  or  near  the 


area  where  Americans  may  be  on 
duty.  Throughout  the  Far  East 
there  are  cities  where  Jews  have 
settled  —  displaced  Jews  from 
both  World  Wars,  Jews  who  have 
made  a  home  and  a  life  in  this 
part  of  the  world.  Officially,  he  is 
not  responsible  for  these  com- 
munities, but,  after  all  —  kol  Yis- 
rael  haverim.  There  is  a  great  deal 
that  he  can  give  such  groups 
simply  by  virtue  of  his  spiritual 
leadership  as  rabbi  as  well  as  his 
guidance  in  communal  affairs.  On 
the  other  hand,  these  organized 
communities  can  be  helpful,  as 
they  are,  in  meeting  religious  and 
recreational  needs  of  Jewish  men 
stationed  nearby.

ist  solution  of  the  Palestine  prob- 
lem. 

Dr.  Silver  marshalled  all  the 
positive  forces  in  the  American 
Jewish  community.  He  threw  him- 
self with  complete  abandon  into 
the  great  historic  struggle  for  Jew- 
ish statehood,  with  all  the  strength 
of  his  powerful  and  magnetic  per- 
sonality, leading  our  people  with 
extraordinary  brilliance.  He  was 
the  impassioned  fighter  and  the 
cool  diplomat,  the  eloquent  spokes- 
man and  sagacious  strategist.  At 
his  best  he  was  both  prophet  and 
statesman. 

Dr.  Silver's  forthright  campaign 
was  not  accepted  without  opposi- 
tion. A  cleavage  developed  in 
American  Zionism  that  precipitat- 
ed a  bitter  controversy.  It  even 
included  his  enforced  resignation 
from  the  chairmanship  of  the 
American  Zionist  Emergency  Coun- 
cil at  the  end  of  1944.  But  certain 
painful  revelations  vindicating  his 
judgement  brought  him  back  to 
leadership. 

Future  generations  will  appraise 
better  than  we  can  today  his  im- 
pact on  the  Jewish  and  non-Jew- 
ish world  and  the  magnitude  of 
his  historic  achievement.  Certainly 
it  will  be  recorded  that  he,  more 
than  any  other  of  his  generation, 
brought  to  successful  conclusion 
the  task  first  set  by  Theodor  Herzl 
—to  secure  international  sanction 
for  the  re-establishment  of  a  free 
and  independent  Jewish  Common- 
wealth. The  dazzling  triumph  won 
under  his  leadership  has  earned 
lor  him  the  proud  title  of  archi-

tect    of    the    new   Jewish  State, 
crowning  his  life  with  the  aura  of 
immortality. 

His  loss  is  irreparable,  but  he 
has  left  us  a  priceless  legacy:  his 
noble  example  of  courageous  and 
heroic  action,  of  fidelity  to  prin- 
ciple, of  undying  faith.  He  has 
taught  American  Jewry  to  stand 
up  as  free  man  in  a  free  society 
and  battle  fearlessly  for  a  cause 
that  is  just.  Not  in  many  years 
can  we  hope  to  see  so  towering  a 
figure  arising  in  our  midst.

Today,  more  than  ever  before  in  our  nation's  history,  the  concept  ot 
the  brotherhood  of  man  has  vital  meaning  and  significance  to  our  own 
countrymen  and  to  our  neighbors  around  the  world.  Millions  of  our 
fellow  Americans  are  striving  as  never  before  to  gain  full  equality  and 
the  full  measure  of  dignity  to  which  they  are  entitled  as  human  beings. 
And  with  the  welcome  exposure  of  international  attention  thus  focused 
on  us,  Brotherhood  Week,  which  has  been  observed  for  many  years  in 
the  past,  takes  on  tremendous  importance  for  every 
this  year. 

We  live  in  an  amazing  age  —  an  age  in  which  man  has  begun  the 
conquest  of  space  and  has  achieved  wonders  of  progress  in  the  develop- 
ment of  new  industrial  technologies,  but  the  social  scientists  are  lagging 
behind  the  physical  scientists  and  true  brotherly  love  remains  a  dream 
in  too  many  places.  Man  is  still  too  quick  to  judge  his  fellow  beings  on 
the  basis  of  their  coloration,  or  the  church  they  attend,  or  the  sound  of 
their  names. 

Each  of  us,  in  our  daily  lives,  can  do  much  to  help  mankind  achieve 
true  brotherhood.  We  must  all  learn  not  merely  to  preach  it,  but  really 
to  practice  it,  and  we  must  work  to  abolish  intolerance;  wherever  and 
whenever  the  opportunity  to  do  so  offers  itself. 

The  great  novelist  Dostoyevski  once  wrote: 

"Until  you  have  become  reallv,  in  actual  fact,  a  brother  of  everyone, 
brotherhood  will  not  come  to  pass." 

We  should  give  serious  and  sober  thought  to  the  principles  that 
Brotherhood  Week  seeks  to  promote  —  and  make  Dostoyevski's  words  a 
credo  to  live  by  on  a  day-to-day  basis.

WHAT  IS  THE  NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF  CHRISTIANS 

AND  JEWS? 
Purpose:  (From  the  NCCJ  By-laws) 

".  .  .  to  promote  justice,  amity,  understanding  and  cooperation 
among  Christians  and  jews,  and  to  analyze,  moderate  and  strive  to 
eliminate  intergroup  prejudices  which  disfigure  and  distort  religous, 
business,  social  and  political  relations,  with  a  view  to  maintaining  at  all 
times  a  society  in  which  the  religious  ideals  of  Brotherhood  and  Justice 
shall  become  the  standards  of  human  relationships." 
Organization : 

The  NCCJ  /.v  not  a  religious  organization.  It  is  not  an  interfaith 
group.  It  is  a  civic  and  educational  organization  —  a  national  and 
voluntary  organization  dedicated  to  the  fundamental  principles  of 
democracy  and,  like  democracy,  motivated  by  the  basic  tenets  of  the 
Judaeo-Christian  religions  —  belief  in  the  prime  worth  of  the  individual. 
A  Civic  Organzation: 

The  leadership  of  the  NCCJ  is  not  religious  leadership.  They  are 
lay  leaders  and  citizens  of  the  Catholic,  Protestant  and  Jewish  faiths. 
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The  NCCJ  was  founded  in  1928,  after  the  Alfred  E.  Smith  campaign 
for  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States.  At  that  time  a  vicious  storm 
of  anti-Catholicism  swept  the  country.  A  group  of  eminent  leaders  in- 
cluding Charles  Evans  Hughes,  Newton  D.  Baker,  S.  Parkes  Cadman, 
Roger  W.  Straus  and  Carlton  J.  H.  Hayes,  decided  there  was  an  urgent 
need  for  an  organization  to  combat  not  only  anti-Catholicism  but  any 
form  of  bigotry  that  tried  to  turn  one  group  of  Americans  against 
another. 

An  Educational  Organization: 

The  NCCJ  seeks,  through  education  and  discussion,  to  promote 
civic  cooperation  and  mutual  understanding  among  men  of  good  will 
of  all  religious  and  ethnic  groups  WITHOUT  COMPROMISE  OF 
RELIGIOUS  BELIEFS.  The  educational  program  of  NCCJ  is  a  positive 
one.  It  seeks  the  resolution  of  community  and  national  problems  by 
bringing  to  bear  on  them  the  moral  insights  shared  by  all  the  major 
religious  groups  and  all  persons  of  good  will  who  make  up  our  pluralistic 
society.  The  program  follows  a  multiple  approach  and  reaches  millions 
of  Americans  annually  by  conducting  programs  with  and  through  exist- 
ing institutions  and  organizations  of  society.  Some  of  these  programs 
are: 

Annual  sponsorship  of  Brotherhood  Week 
Youth  Institutes,  conferences  and  camps 
Teacher  workshops 
Labor-Management  seminars 
Police-Community  Relations  Institutes

A  National  Organization:

The 
NCCJ  is  governed  by  a  75  member  Board  of  Governors  elected  by  a 
Board  of  Trustees  representing  most  geographic  areas  and  many  eco- 
nomic, ethnic  and  social  groups  throughout  the  country.  The  three 
national  Co-Chairmen  are:  Carrol  M.  Shanks,  Robert  D.  Murphy,  and 
Lewis  L.  Strauss.

A  Voluntary  Organization: 

The  NCCJ  is  wholly  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  from 
individuals,  corporations,  foundations,  fraternal  organizations  and  re- 
ligious groups.

"In  all  trying  positions  in  which  I  shall  be  placed,  and  doubtless 
I  shall  be  placed  in  many  such,  my  reliance  will  be  upon  you  and  the 
people  of  the  United  States;  and  I  wish  you  to  remember,  now  and 
forever,  that  it  is  your  business,  and  not  mine;  that  if  the  union  of 
these  States  and  the  liberties  of  this  people  shall  be  lost,  it  is  but  little 
to  any  one  man  of  fifty-two  years  of  age,  but  a  great  deal  to  the  thirty 
millions  of  people  who  inhabit  these  United  States,  and  to  their 
posterity  in  all  coming  time.  It  is  your  business  to  rise  up  and  preserve 
the  Union  and  liberty  for  yourselves,  and  not  for  me.  I  appeal  to  you 
again  to  constantly  bear  in  mind  that  not  with  politicians,  not  with 
Presidents,  not  with  office-seekers,  but  with  you,  is  the  question;  Shall 
the  Union  and  shall  the  liberties  of  this  country  be  preserved  to  the 
latest  generations?"

A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  NATIONAL  CONFERENCE 
OF  CHRISTIANS  AND  JEWS 

Over  a  hundred  years  separate  these  two  speeches,  yet  each  is  a 
clear  call  to  America  to  preserve  the  Union  and  the  liberty  for  which 
it  stands.  Following  Lincoln's  address  in  Indianapolis,  a  tragic  Civil 
War  rent  the  fabric  of  American  peace  and  unity,  pitting  brother  against 
brother  in  a  bitter  PHYSICAL  struggle  to  preserve  the  Unon  and  make 
democracy  a  living  proof  of  freedom  for  all.  We  still  bear  the  scars  of 
this  tragic  conflict. 

Today's  struggle  is  just  as  bitter.  It  is,  however,  an  INTERNAL 
struggle.

The  'Home'  Stretch 

The  announcement  of  the  North  Carolina  Jewish  Associa- 
tions that  their  forthcoming  annual  meeting  on  May  3rd  will 
be  the  occasion  for  ground-breaking  ceremonies  for  the  North 
Carolina  Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged,  at  Clemmons,  N.  C.  is 
the  most  welcome  news  that  we  have  had  for  many  a  moon.  It 
is  a  long  awaited  announcement;  the  impatience  of  nine  or 
ten  years  is  to  be  forgotten  in  the  exuberance  for  what  lies 
ahead. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  impatience  was  a  bit  unreasonable. 
It  was  evident  to  those  who  gave  the  matter  any  thought, 
that  the  project  would  necessarily  be  a  long-range  affair,  con- 
sidering the  scope  of  the  plans.  But,  as  we  have  said,  all  that 
is  a  thing  of  the  past.  It  is  the  immediate  and  more  remote 
future  that  should  concern  us  right  now. 

The  caption  of  this  editorial  was  not  meant  to  be  merelv 
a  catch  phrase.  We  have  reached  the  "stretch"  stage  in  the 
project,  which  means  that  we  must  stretch  all  of  our  efforts  to 
see  that  the  fait  accompli  does  justice  to  the  fine  plans  that 
have  been  made.  Fund  raising  efforts  will  have  to  be  redoubl- 
ed, for  when  building  starts  the  contractors  and  the  builders 
will  have  to  be  paid,  and  funds  will  have  to  be  ample  and 
liquid. 

The  North  Carolina  Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged  will  be 
the  most  outstanding  Jewish  effort  in  this  area.  It  will  be  a 
tribute  to  the  resourcesfulness  and  liberality  of  our  Jewish 
community.  You  will  want  to  be  a  part  of  it,  and  if  you  have 
for  any  reason  been  holding  out  on  your  contribution  to  it, 
this  is  the  time  for  you  to  come  forward. 

Line  forms  to  the  right. 

Continued  Encouraging  Progress 

We  have  from  time  to  time  in  the  past  years  reported  the 
results  of  surveys  by  B'nai  B'rith's  Anti-Defamation  League, 
and  other  defense  agencies,  indicating  progress  in  the  field  of 
hotel  bias  and  discrimination.  We  are  indeed  glad  to  be  able 
to  comment  on  another  such  survey. 

The  field  is  a  particularly  fertile  one  for  defense  agency 
operation.  Not  too  much  can  be  done  in  combating  anti- 
Semitism  that  does  not  show  its  head  above  the  ground.  When 
progress  is  made  in  that  direction  it  is  difficult  to  pin-point  it. 
However,  bias  in  hotels,  motels  and  resorts  is  something  that 
can  be  more  or  less  spotted,  and  it  is  there  that  work  can  be 
done. 

A  survey  made  in  1963,  presented  at  AD.  L.'s  51st  annual 
meeting,  and  compared  with  a  similar  survey  made  in  1957, 
gives  rise  to  the  belief  that  genuine  progress  is  being  made^ 

Credit  for  the  drop  was  givn  by  the  ADL  to  educational 
campaigns  which  diminished  public  apathy  and  prejudice, 
state  and  municipal  laws  against  such  bias,  "the  march  of 
history  and  plain  old  economics." 

Studied  were  2,180  hotels  and  motels.  Of  these  1,972  were 
in  the  United  States  and  the  rest  in  Canada,  Mexico,  Bermuda 


and  the  Carribean.  Bias  was  shown  to  have  declined  where 
anti-bias  laws  were  passed  and  to  have  practically  disappeared 
where  such  laws  were  strongly  enforced.  About  half  of  the 
hotels  practicing  such  discrimination  were  in  Arizona  and 
Florida,  but  both  states  showed  improvement  since  1957.  Fort 
Lauderdale  had  one  third  of  hotels  still  practicing  anti-Jewish 
discrimination  in  1963. 

The  proportion  of  biased  hotels  in  Michigan.  Minnesota 
and  Wisconsin  dropped  by  more  than  half  to  16  per  cent  in  the 
1957-1963  period.  Wyoming  and  Colorado  dropped  from  31 
to  16  per  cent.  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  dropped  from  50 
to  20  per  cent.  Three  states  which  had  no  laws  against  such 
discrimination  in  1 957— Vermont,  Maine  and  New  Hamp- 
shire—had a  record  of  more  than  half  of  their  hotels  barring 
Jews.  By  1963,  all  had  passed  such  laws  and  the  proportion  of 
biased  hotels  fell  to  15  per  cent. 

New  York  and  Massachusetts  were  among  the  first  states 
to  have  laws  against  such  bias  and  to  vigorously  enforce  them. 
Only  one  hotel,  in  New  York  State,  was  listed  in  the  two  states 
as  having  anti-Jewish  bars. 

Such  discrimination  was  cut  in  Canadian  hotels  from  57 
to  14  per  cent.  In  Bermuda  almost  every  hotel  practiced  such 
bias  and  an  educational  campaign  started  there  with  the  result 
that  by  1963  only  one  of  the  15  Bermuda  hotels  studied  still 
barred  Jews. 

While  the  day  when  all  discrimination  and  bias  shall  dis- 
appear is,  of  course,  a  Utopian  dream,  but  it  is  a  source  of 
deep  satisfaction  that  significant  progress  is  being  made. 


No  End  To  Giving 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  enjoyable  dreams  that  we  all 
might  have  is  the  one  that,  upon  awaking  in  the  morning,  we 
will  not  be  faced  with  some  gift  solicitor  during  that  day. 

Of  all  the  conclusions  to  which  we  must  come  regarding 
our  current  mode  of  living,  the  one  that  is  probably  most 
evident  is  that,  for  now  and  for  the  forseeable  future,  we  will 
have  to  continue  to  "give."  We  might  not  be  too  happy  about 
this  realization,  but  we  must  be  realistic  and  take  comfort  in 
the  fact  that  our  national  economy  has  made  it  possible  for  us 
to  give,  and  keep  on  giving. 

We  are  reminded  of  this  by  the  current  national  cam- 
paign for  the  United  Jewish  Appeal,  and  the  Israel  Bond 
campaign.  Of  course,  in  the  latter  instance,  we  are  not  giving, 
but  investing. 

These  two  major  campaigns  frequently  coincide  with 
campaigns  of  local  charity  federations.  Here  too,  we  must 
enable  the  various  beneficiaries  of  these  local  campaigns  to 
continue  to  carry  on  their  most  important  work. 

There  are  all  sorts  of  bromides  about  giving  that  we  could 
quote,  but  we  will  limit  ourselves  to  but  one  suggestion.  When 
you  are  called  upon,  give,  even  with  resignation,  but  give— 
and  try  to  smile  with  it.

The  Hfth  Cup 

Guest  Editorial  by  Isadore  Franzblau, 
Rabbi,  Beth  Shalom  Congregation,  Fredericksburg,  Va. 

Throughout  the  world,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  Nisan. 
Jews  unite  in  the  celebration  of  the  Passover,  beginning  with 
its  opening  ritual,  the  Seder.  At  this  service  in  commemoration 
of  the  liberation  of  the  Children  of  Israel  from  the  tyranny 
of  the  Pharaohs,  each  participant  partakes  of  four  cups  of 
wine.  The  significance  of  these  four  cups  is  well-known  to  all. 
as  the  symbols  of  the  four  descriptive  terms  which  are  used  in 
the  Biblical  narrative  of  God's  deliverance  of  His  people. 

But  there  is  yet  a  fifth  cup— the  Cup  of  Elijah.  What  are 
its  use  and  its  meaning?  It  is  placed  upon  the  festive  table  just 
before  the  door  is  opened  to  welcome  the  coming  of  Elijah, 
who  is  regarded  as  the  harbinger  of  the  Messianic  Era. 

Therein  lies  the  message  of  the  Passover,  timeless  and 
unfading  in  the  concept  that  only  in  world-wide  peace  and 
harmony,  where  "every  man  can  sit  under  his  vine  and  his  fig- 
tree,"  can  there  be  true  liberty.  Only  when  man  can  live  in 
true  brotherhood  can  the  fulfillment  of  God's  plan  come  to 
fruition. 

Slavery  is  more  widespread  today,  and  far  more  versatile 
in  its  effect  than  is  generally  recognized.  Ignorance,  greed  and 
poverty  are  but  a  few  of  its  manifestations  extant  in  the  modern 
space  age.  Pressure  of  the  modern  treadmill  of  industry,  plus 
abject  subservience  to  the  clock  and  the  television,  rob  man 
of  the  opportunity  to  reflect,  to  meditate,  in  order  that  he  may 
recreate  himself  and  those  around  him.  who  are  bound  by 
these  modern  fetters. 

The  sages  of  old  fashioned  the  rituals  of  Judaism  with 
profound  wisdom,  taking  into  account  the  proper  setting  for 
each  of  these  rites,  that  they  may  have  the  most  effective  im- 
pact upon  the  individual  Jew. 

With  this  important  principle  in  mind,  they  placed  the 
ideal  of  universal  human  freedom  at  the  family  table.  For  it 
is  from  the  home  that  every  concept  of  morality  must  spring. 
All  sense  of  co-operation  finds  its  most  fertile  soil  in  the  adap- 
tations which  must  be  made  from  each  generation  to  the  next 
one.  Being  comprised  of  individuals  who  are  tied  together  as 
parts  of  a  unit,  the  home  functions  well  only  by  recognition 
of  each  person's  dignity,  and  his  liberties,  and  the  necessary 
adjustment  thereto. 

The  Jewish  home  was  formulated  upon  the  moral  basis 
which  compels  it  to  function  as  a  fountainhead  and  a  paragon 
of  virtue  and  morality.  The  family  table  at  which  the  mem- 
bers gather  for  their  daily  sustenance,  is  indeed  the  family 
altar.  At  this  holy  place  both  the  father,  in  the  role  of  priest, 
and  the  mother,  the  priestess,  preside  with  equal  power  and 
authority. 

The  Seder  Service  itself  recognizes  this  duality  of  author- 
ity by  dividing  the  responsibility  equally  between  father  and 
mother. 
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In  addition  to  this  plan  of  co-operative  effort,  the  ritual 
provides  most  adequately  for  the  participation  of  the  children 
in  the  ceremonials.  Most  appropriately,  it  is  Youth  who  asks 
the  Four  Questions,  so  that  he  may  be  instructed  in  the  true 
meaning  of  this  sacred  occasion.  While  the  custom  of  the  young 
actually  opening  the  door  to  welcome  Elijah  may  have  a 
seemingly  facetious  connotation,  (that  the  young  girl  who 
opens  the  door  for  Elijah  will  be  a  bride  before  the  next  Pass- 
over), the  basic  significance  is  evident  in  the  fact  that  the  next 
generation  has  its  obligation  to  take  an  active  part  in  hastening 
the  coming  of  the  observance  of  a  universal  Passover,  which 
will  hasten  the  liberation  of  all  mankind. 

Many  Liberal  congregations  have  experimented  with  the 
idea  of  having  congregational  Seders,  to  combat  the  fact  that  so 
many  homes  in  American  Jewry  are  failing  to  fulfill  the  blessed 
privilege  of  personal  celebrations.  In  the  same  vein,  it  is  de- 
plorable that  so  many  families  today  miss  so  much  of  the  funda- 
mental message  of  the  Seder  by  travelling  to  well-known  re- 
sorts to  hear  cantorial  artists  conduct  the  Seder  ritual,  while 
they,  themselve  sit,  supine  and  inactive.  Neither  Congrega- 
tional Seders  nor  resort  Seders  can  possibly  implant  the  true 
message  of  freedom.  They  fail  to  offer  the  individual  respon- 
sibility which  rests  with  each  human  being  to  further  the 
cause  of  universal  freedom.  They  fail  to  remember  the  individ- 
ual responsibility,  as  we  are  told  in  the  Hagadah,  to  remember 
that  "every  Jew  should  regard  himself  as  though  he,  too,  were 
brought  out  of  Egypt." 

Modern  pressures  can  be  circumvented  in  order  to  pre- 
serve the  hope  of  fredom  for  all  mankind.  Passover,  in  its  true, 
most  meaningful  observance,  must  make  man  more  aware  of 
the  tremendous  power  of  its  message.  Only  through  the  under- 
standing of  its  message  can  Elijah  be  hastened  to  arrive  at  each 
door  to  say,  as  he  does  to  Obediah,  "Behold,  Elijah  is  here." 

The  Four  Cups  of  the  Seder  are  important.  But  they 
have  real,  fundamental  meaning  only  when  they  are  rein- 
forced by  the  fifth  cup,  the  Cup  of  Elijah,  to  form  a  bridge 
between  the  Jewish  family  and  the  beauties  of  Judaism. 


"The  Deputy" 

There  are  some  types  of  controversy  that  may  be  consider- 
ed from  the  stand  point  of  truth  or  untruth.  This  is  not  the 
case  in  the  arguments  that  have  arisen  both  in  this  country 
and  abroad,  concerning  the  book  and  play,  "The  Deputy." 
The  American  version  of  the  book  was  published  by  Grove 
Press,  and  the  play  made  its  Broadway  bow  the  latter  part  of 
February. 

The  work  is  authored  by  a  32  year  old  German,  Rudolph 
Hochhuth.  The  basis  of  the  controversy  is  the  accusation  made 
by  Mr.  Hochhuth  that  Pope  Pius  XII  should  have  spoken  out 
against  the  Hitler  holocaust,  and  in  that  way  have  averted 
some  of  the  tragedy.

•children's  names  are  Sammy,  Ben- 
ny, Charley  and  Esther.  So  please 
write  to  them  in  your  Pesach  col- 
umn ...  so  that  they  and  all  others 


of  their  age  of  life,  may  get  the 
Passover  inspiration." 

Yes,  so  I  write  to  them:  Dear 
Sammy,  Benny,  Charley,  Esther, 
and  all  other  kids.  This  is  all 
about  Passover,  and  you  might  say 
1  hat  Passover  celebrates  a  day  of 
Ireedom  .  .  .  the  first  day  of  free- 
dom in  the  history  of  the  human 
race  of  which  we're  all  a  part.  Oh, 
yes  it  all  began  thousands  of  years 
before  the  Fourth  of  July  which 
celebrates  the  freedom  of  all  of  us 
Americans.  The  Jewish  people 
were  the  first  to  make  a  holiday 
out  of  being  free. 

They  had  been  slaves  in  Eg\pt, 
and  they  are  the  originals  of  the 
human  race  to  break  away  from 
slaver)  into  freedom  ...  to  make 
worthwhile  lives  for  themselves 
and  for  their  religion.  Yes,  their 
religion  which,  even  unto  this  day 
.  .  .  thousands  of  years  later  ...  is 
also  yours  and  mine.

Yes,  and  it  was  we  Jews  who,  in 
the  face  of  danger  to  our  lives, 
biavely  took  that  high  step.  We 
set  the  example  of  liberty  to  the 
hearts  ol  the  whole  of  mankind. 

And  that's  what  we're  celebrat- 
ing this  Passover  week  .  .  .  not 
just  by  chewing  matzohs  but  by 
speaking  up  to  God  in  thankful- 
ness. Yes,  when  the  Jewish  people 
fled  their  slavery  in  Egypt  they 
had  to  go  in  a  big  hurry.  The 
mamas  who  had  been  making 
bread  ready  for  their  families, 
had  quickly  to  pick  up  the  dough 
and  go  on  with  it  into  the  desert 
to  bake  it  under  the  hot  sun.  So 
that  their  bread  turned  out  flat 
and  thin  ...  as  matzohs  are  .  .  . 
this  bread  which  we're  chewing  this 
Passover  season. 

Oh,  dear  kids,  all  this  is  an  old, 
old  story,  but  it's  so  worthwhile 
for  us  all  to  keep  remembering  it 
.  .  even  unto  now  when  so  much 
of  this  world  isn't  as  yet  feeling 
free  enough.

ageously away  from  the  masters 
who  made  slaves  of  us.

It's  on  account  of  God  lov- 
ingly passing  over  the  Jews  in 
Egypt  when  the  wrong  doers  there 
were  smitten  for  their  sinning.

Rather  we  celebrate  with  Moses 
and  the  children  of  Israel  who  to- 


gether sang  to  their  new  freedom 
in  these  words: 

The  Lord  is  my  strength  and  song, 
And  he  is  become  my  salvation  .  .  . 
Thy  right  hand,  O  Lord,  glorious 

in  power! 
Thou  in  Thy  love  hast  led  the 

people  thou  hast  redeemed. 
Thou  hast  guided  them  in  Thy 

strength  to  Thy  holy  habitation. 

So  they  sang  that  first  Passover, 
and  Miriam  who  was  called  a 
prophetess  .  .  .  she  was  a  sister  of 
the  priest  Aaron  .  .  .  "Miriam  took 
a  trimbrel  in  her  hand  and  all 
the  women  went  out  after  her  with 
timbrels  and  with  dances,  and 
Miriam  sang  unto  them:  'Sing,  ye 
to  the  Lord,  for  He  is  highly  ex- 
alted.' 

Well,  kids  .  .  .  Sammy,  Benny, 
Charley,  Esther  and  all  others  .  .  . 
that's  the  story  of  Passover  and  I 
hope  that  you'll  know  it  as  much 
higher  than  an  occasion  for  eat- 
ing well.

A  Passover  Story

When  Ma  told  me,  "Passover  is 
next  week  and  I've  got  to  get  you 
a  new  suit  and  shoes  and  maybe  a 
new  shirt  and  tie,"  I  knew  what 
she  had  in  mind:  Her  offspring 
was  going  to  be  on  a  par  if  not 
above  the  other  youngsters  in  the 
neighborhood  and  this  was  one 
time  of  the  year  she  wouldn't 
scrimp  or  bargain  needlessly  for 
my  new  dress-up  I  knew  would 
last  me  into  the  summer,  fall  and 
winter. 

It  was  almost  spring  and  a  rug- 
ged winter  was  giving  way  to  light 
and  airy  outdoor  thoughts,  dreams 
of  things  to  come,  ballooned  imag- 
inations of  festivity,  gayety  and 
heroics. 

Ma's  reminder  of  Passover,  in  a 
sense,  brought  all  sorts  of  possibili- 
ties into  focus,  but  never  did  I 
fondle  the  thought  of  what  would 
happen  that  day  in  P.S.  99,  wedg- 
ed in  the  thick  of  Harlem,  in  those 
days. 

I  was  among  the  hundreds  of 
kids  in  the  auditorium  where  we 
assembled  once  a  week  to  listen 
to  the  kindly  and  guiding  words 
of  our  principal. 

As  he  spoke  you  could  hear 
murmerings  among  the  students, 
some  passing  notes,  others  silently 
repeating  with  their  lips  certain 
remarks  made  by  the  judicious 
looking  man  at  the  lectern  as  he 
looked  over  the  furrowed  headtops 
of  the  children. 

The  whispering  apparently,  at 
this  stage  of  the  game,  became  a 
monotonous  clatter  of  voices  and 
annoyed  the  speaker.  The  princi- 
pal banged  the  gavel  several  times 
and  silence  fell  heavily  on  the  air. 

As  the  principal  resumed  with 
a  half  boiled-smile,  I  sensed 
through  the  fog  that  hadn't  yet 
cleared  up  in  my  mind  about  on- 


coming Passover,  that  Dr.  Frank 
was  espousing  the  cause  of  a  rep- 
resentative group  of  musically-in- 
clined students  to  enter  a  city- 
wide  contest. 

He  already  had  chosen,  or  had 
highly  recommended  to  him,  a 
violinist  and  piano  player  he  was 
sure  he  could  count  on  to  bring 
home  the  honored  prize.  Now  he 
would  like  to  have  a  wind  instru- 
ment, a  youngster  who  could  play 
or  was  familiar  with  a  brassy  affair 
(ailed  the  French  horn. 

This  ruled  me  out,  but  if  he 
asked  who  could  play  longball, 
boxball  or  even  stickball  I  would 
have  thrown  up  my  right  hand  like 
a  piston. 

But  he  didn't  and  I  sat  back, 
listening  to  his  plea  as  my  mind 
took  to  wandering  through  devilsh 
pastures. 

"Who  among  you  bright  and 
intelligent  looking  students  plays 
the  French  horn?"  he  asked  the 
assembly. 

Silence  was  his  answer.  Slowly 
he  looked  to  one  side  of  the  room, 
then  to  the  other  hoping  for  a 
raised  hand  or  lifted  body. 

Again  his  voice  rumbled  over 
the  multicolored  wave  of  heads. 

And  once  more  he  found  no 
one  in  the  crowded  room  interest- 
ed in  making  music  by  blowing 
through  a  mouthpiece.

I  now  was  experiencing  a  funny 
sensation  inside  of  me.

When  early  in  the  nineteenth 
century  the  five  sons  of  Mayer 
Amschel  Rothschild  branched  out 
from  the  ghetto  of  Frankfurt-on- 
Main  to  found  the  international 
House  of  Rothschild,  they  set  in 
motion  a  powerful  influence  on 
the  history  of  modern  times.  Un- 
like the  five  Maccabee  brothers 
two  thousand  years  before,  the 
Rothschild  brothers  carried  no 
battle  flags  and  sounded  no  trum- 
pets, yet  their  quiet  victories  on 
the  field  of  finance  served  to  open 
new  vistas  of  freedom  for  all  Jews 
at  a  time  when  the  rights  of  Jews 
were  severely  delimited. 

No  matter  how  high  they  rose 
in  financial,  social  and  political 
circles,  the  Rothschilds  did  not 
forget  their  ghetto  origin.  Of 
necessity,  their  business  dealings 
were  sometimes  cloaked  in  mystery 
and  secrecy,  but  their  religion  was 
always  an  open  book. 

The  Rothschild  sense  of  respon- 
sibility for  the  welfare  of  fellow 
Jews  became  the  keystone  in  the 


modern  revival  and  resettlement 
of  Israel  as  the  homeland  of  the 
Jewish  people.  It  was  Baron  Ed- 
mond  de  Rothschild  who  in  the 
1880's  almost  single-handedly  fi- 
nanced the  rescue  of  thousands  of 
Jews  from  persecution  in  Czarist 
Russia  and  other  East  European 
countries  and  their  settlement  on 
the  soil  of  Palestine.  He  poured 
many  millions  into  the  purchase 
of  land  from  the  Turks  who  con- 
trolled the  country  at  that  time. 
From  his  Paris  headquarters  and 
later  on  during  visits  to  the  new 
settlements  he  established  in  Is- 
rael, he  directed  the  draining  of 
swamps,  the  cultivation  of  grapes, 
tobacco  and  other  crops  never  be- 
fore grown  in  the  region.  He  as- 
sured the  success  of  the  Jewish 
farmers  by  buying  the  harvested 
crops  himself  at  prices  higher  than 
the  going  rates. 

The  old  Baron,  whose  sense  of 
history  once  prompted  him  to  of- 
fer to  buy  the  Wailing  Wall  for 

the    Jews,   made   every   effort  to 


keep  his  benevolences  anonymous, 
and  his  contributions  invariably 
were  described  as  coming  from  "a 
well-known  benefactor."  In  addi- 
tion to  being  modest,  he  was  afraid 
that  other  well-to-do  Jews  and 
communities  in  Europe  and 
America  woidd  not  feel  obligated 
to  share  in  the  work  if  they  knew 
that  a  Rothschild  was  the  source 
of  large  contributions. 

As  the  years  went  by,  the  Baron 
was  increasingly  preoccupied  with 
assuring  the  continuity  of  his  work. 
Hitler  had  already  come  to  power 
before  the  Baron  died  in  1934  at 
the  age  of  91.  As  he  lay  dying,  he 
called  his  eight-year-old  grandson 
to  his  side.  He  told  him  about  the 
Land  of  Israel  and  its  importance 
for  the  Jewish  people.  Then  he 
asked  the  youngster  to  promise 
that  he  would  carry  on  and  that 
he  too  would  support  the  building 
and  settlement  of  Palestine. 

Today,  the  present  Baron  Ed- 
mond  de  Rothschild,  at  38,  has  al- 
ready planted  his  footsteps  solidly 
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in  the  path  of  his  illustrious  fore- 
bear. The  young  Baron  is  deeply 
devoted  to  Israel  and  to  its  eco- 
nomic development.  In  the  Roths- 
child tradition,  he  has  accepted 
the  responsibility  of  leadership  in 
the  Jewish  community  in  two  vital 
roles:  in  France,  he  is  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Action  Committee  of 
the  French-Israel  Association  for 
Economic  Cooperation;  on  a  wid- 
er scale,  he  is  the  President  of  the 
Israel  Bond  Campaign  in  Europe.

You  have  heard  the  story  about 
the  farmer's  wife,  f  presume.  Be- 
fore you  start  worrying  about  hid- 
ing this  from  the  children,  let  me 
reassure  you.  This  is  a  story  about 
a  Jewish  farmer  and  his  wife. 
What's  more  he  was  a  farmer  not 
in  Israel,  nor  in  Brazil,  not  in  Biro 
Bidjan  nor  Argentina,  but  in  mid- 
western  America. 

To  tell  the  true,  like  my  Aunt 
Jennie  used  to  say  (she  was  a 
woman  of  a  few  thousand  words, 
all  wrong),  it  was  either  marry  the 
man  or  give  up  the  chase  entirely. 


1  had  already  invested  too  much 
time  in  the  pursuit  of  happiness, 
so  in  1930,  without  benefit  oi 
money  and  writh  a  future  notably 
lacking  in  prospects,  I  allowed  my- 
self to  be  trapped  into  the  holy 
state  of  matrimony,  and  for  sev- 
eral years  thereafter,  lived  on  a 
farm. 

Even  in  those  halycon  days, 
Jewish  farmers  were  not  the  usual 
pattern  of  Jewish  life  in  our  area. 
There  were  about  100,000  Jewish 
farmers  in  the  whole  country  at 
the  time    most  of  them  concen- 


trated in  New  York  state.  We 
knew  of  only  one  other  in  our  sec  - 
tion, and  he  ended  up  making  a 
fortune  in  dried  eggs  and  being 
cursed  by  every  G.I.  in  the  U.S. 
Army  and  assorted  allies  of  World 
War  II. 

1  must  remind  you  that  by  Octo- 
ber of  1930  the  Great  Depression 
was  off  to  a  running  start.  The 
leadership  of  our  economy  and 
government  has  made  valiant  ef- 
forts to  forget  that  unhappy  dis- 
aster; there  is  even  a  solemn  ban 
on  the  use  of  the  word.  T  he  busi

ness  cycle  being  what  it  is,  de- 
pressions occur  every  now  and 
then,  but  pass  unnoticed,  dis- 
guised under  pseudonyms  like 
slight  recession,  slump,  overpro- 
duction, seasonal  reductions  or  au- 
tomation, to  name  but  a  few.  But 
the  foolhardy  couples  who  set  up 
housekeeping  in  those  years  are 
not  likely  to  forget  them.

We  embarked  on  the  "Olympia" 
bound  tor  Israel,  and  our  first 
stop  was  in  Lisbon,  Portugal. 
From  there  we  went  to  Naples 
and  Sardinia,  in  Italy,  and  then 
Athens,  Greece,  and  Malta.  Haifa, 
Israel,  was  our  next  port  of  call, 
from  where  we  went  to  The  Shera- 
ton Hotel  in  Tel  Aviv,  where  we 
spent  some  time,  and  proceeded 
to  Jerusalem  for  a  short  stay.  Naz- 
areth, Beth  Sheba  and  Tiberias 
concluded  our  stay  in  Israel. 

While  in  Haifa,  Mr.  Vanitsky, 
head  of  the  Jewish  Agency  there, 
called  us  and  suggested  that  we 
do  not  miss  seeing  die  unloading 
of  a  ship  that  had  brought  650 
immigrants,  mostly  from  Morocco, 
Algeria  and  some  from  Rumania. 
It  was  really  a  tragic  sight  to  see 
how  they  arrived  in  Israel.  For 
the  most  part,  they  were  dressed

in  rags,  and  barefoot.  Groups  like 
this  present  a  difficult  problem 
for  the  Jewish  Agency.  They  have 
their  work  cut  out  for  them  adjust 
ing  them,  and  placing  them  in 
various  places. 

Nazareth  formerly  was  occupied 
mainl)  by  Arabs.  Now  there  is  a 
new  section  for  Jews.  There  is  a 
mountain  where  20,000  Jews  form 
a  settlement.  We  accompanied  13 
Jewish  families.  One  family  in  the 
group  did  not  want  to  settle  in 
Nazareth,  but  wanted  to  go  to 
Beersheba;  however  there  was  no 
room  for  them  there.  They  are 
allotted  two  or  three  rooms,  ac- 
cording to  the  si/e  of  the  family. 
They  receive  ten  dollars  per  per- 
son, plus  food,  until  they  can  find 
work  and  support  themselves.  This 
is  supposed  to  take  a  week,  but  if

GOVERNOR  SANFORD  DESIGNATES 


'CHILD'S  DAY  IN  YOUTH  ALIYAH 


In  designating  March  22nd  as 
"Child's  Day  For  Youth  Aliyah", 
Governor  Terry  Sanford  of  North 
Carolina  commended  the  members 
of  Hadassah,  the  Women's  Zionist 
Organization  of  America,  for  their 
part  in  the  movement. 

Youth  Aliyah  is  an  international 
child  rescue  and  immigration  move- 
ment that  has  brought  more  than 
110,000  uprooted  Jewish  children 
to  Israel,  the  governor  noted. 

Governor  Sanford  was  presented 
an  example  of  modern  Israeli  art, 
made  by  Youth  Aliyah  in  Israel, 
in  the  form  of  a  wall  plaque  —  2 
dancers,  male  and  female  —  carv- 
ed out  of  olive  wood  and  set 
against  a  black  wooden  back- 
ground, framed  in  matching  olive 
wood.  Mrs.  Sam  Freedman,  Dur- 
ham, former  vice-president  of  the 
Southern  Seaboard  Region  of  Ha- 
dassah and  now  president  of  the 
North  Carolina  Association  of  Jew- 
ish Women,  made  the  presentation 
of  the  plaque  to  the  governor. 


With  Mrs.  Freedman  were  Mrs.  J. 
Citron,  president  of  Raleigh  Chap- 
ter of  Hadassah  and  Mrs.  E.  J. 
Evans,  Durham,  former  Vice-Pres- 
ident of  Hadassah. 

Gov.  Sanford  said  that  "in  rec- 
ognition of  the  good  services  of 
Hadassah  and  with  the  hope  that 
North  Carolinians  will  share  to- 
gether this  great  humanitarian  ef- 
fort for  a  sister  democracy,  I  am 
happy  to  designate  March  22, 
1964,  as  Child's  Day  for  Youth 
Aliyah." 

The  day  was  originally  conceiv- 
ed in  England  in  1947  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  murder  by  the  Nazis 
of  more  than  one  million  Jewish 
children.  In  1950  it  became  a 
world  observance.  Throughout  the 
country,  Hadassah  chapters  par- 
ticipate in  this  international  event 
which  highlights  for  young  people 
the  rescue  work  of  Youth  Aliyah, 
and  emphasizes  the  bridge  of 
friendship  existing  between  the 
children  of  the  world  and  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel.

A  Review  of  the  book  written  by  John  P.  Roche 
Bv  Chester  A.  Brown 


What  eventually  results  from 
the  battle  over  civil  rights  that  is 
being  fought  in  the  legislative  halls 
throughout  our  country,  the  facts 
are  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant sociological,  political  and 
economic  problems  of  our  time, 
and  one  that  should  have  the  in- 
terest, if  not  the  active  participa- 
tion, of  every  citizen  of  our  coun- 
try. 

It  is  one  thing  to  appraise  a 
given  situation  merely  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  immediate  fac- 
tors, ft  is  quite  another  matter  to 
know  what  influences  these  lac- 
tors.  There  are  two  factions  in  the 
controversy  —  those  who  seek  a 
liberalization  ot  views  on  civil 
rights,  and  those  who  oppose  it. 

Both  groups  will  benefit  from 


a  reading  of  "The  Quest  For  The 
Dream",  written  by  John  P. 
Roche,  and  published  by  The  Mac- 
millan  Co.  of  New  York.  The 
background  essential  to  a  determi- 
nation of  our  attitude  is  well  sup- 
plied by  this  work,  written  under 
a  grant  from  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  of  B'nai  B'rith,  marking 
its  50th  Anniversary. 

Professor  Roche  treats  his  sub- 
ject, not  from  the  view-point  of 
any  individual  group,  but  from 
th.2  standpoint  of  all  minorities 
in  this  country.  He  treats  them  all 
impartially  und  as  a  result  makes  a 
valuable  contribution  to  our  un- 
derstanding of  the  situation  as  a 
whole.

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Our  March  program  brought  to 
our  campus  111  Chapel  Hill  one  of 
the  noteworthy  Jewish  scholars  on 
the  American  icz\:,  Professor 
Will  Herberg,  Graduate  Professor 
of  Religion  at  Drew  University  in 
Madison,  New  Jersey.  Dr.  Her- 
berg, who  is  author  oi  siv^ral  im- 
portant bocks  on  the  Jewish  re- 
ligion and  Jewish  philosophy, 
spoke  to  an  overflow  crowd  of  un- 
dergraduate and  gradute  students 
at  a  brunch  program  on  Sunday, 
March  15,  in  Hillel  House.  We 
were  fortunate  to  be  able  to  co- 
operate with  die  Department  of 
Religion  here  at  the  University  and 
with  the  Office  of  the  Coordinator 
of  Religious  Affairs  at  North  Car- 
olina State  in  Raleigh,  so  that  we 
were  able  to  have  Dr.  Herberg 
with  us  for  an  entire  week  of  pro- 
grams. 

Following  his  presentations  in 
Chapel  Hill,  where  Dr.  Herberg 
also  lectured  to  the  campus  and 
the  community,  we  were  able  to 
have  him  with  us  at  North  Caro- 
lina State  for  three  luncheon  dis- 
cussions on  basis  questions  of  re- 
ligious faith  in  American  life.  The 
response  was  most  enthusiastic. 

The  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina at  Greensboro  Chapter  of  Hil- 
lel has  been  continuing  its  pro- 
gram of  Sunday  discussions  and 
study  group  programs  with  the 
rabbis  in  the  Greensboro  area  and 
surrounding  communities.

they  cannot  support  themselves  in 
that  length  of  time,  their  allow- 
ance continues  and  they  continue 
to  receive  food  and  free  rent. 

After  stops  in  Turkey  and  Rou- 
nvania,  we  continued  on  to  Russia; 
our  first  stop  was  Odessa,  where 
we  spent  four  days.  Conditions 
here  too,  were  not  so  good.  We 
were  in  one  court  -where  five  fam- 
ilies lived,  all  having  to  share  one 
toilet. 

We  spent  lour  days  also  in  Mos- 
cow, a  beautiful  city,  but  very 
congested.  We  had  been  here  in 
1934,  but  this  time  we  found  every- 
thing different  from  what  we  had 
remembered.  We  marvelled  at  the 


many  new  buildings.  A  visit  to  the 
stores  in  Moscow  revealed  the  high 
cost  of  merchandise.  A  man's  coat 
that  would  cost  $30  in  the  United 
States  was  marked  $150.  Women's 
apparel,  and  food  are  also  very 
high. 

In  Russia,  women  who  reach  the 
age  of  50  are  not  allowed  to  con- 
tinue work,  but  must  live  on  a 
pension  of  45  rubles  a  month. 
Men  receive  55  rubles.  Rent  is  the 
only  thing  that  is  reasonable. 
Rooms  rent  for  $5  to  $8  or  $9  per 
month.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how 
people  can  get  along.  They  have 
to  pay  the  government  5  per  cent 
of  their  earnings.

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In  that  capacity  Baron  Edmond 
de  Rothschild  came  to  the 
United  States  to  be  the  guest  oi 
honor  at  the  1964  international 
Inaugural  Conference  for  Israel 
Bonds,  which  was  climaxed  by 
a  dinner  session  on  Saturday  even- 
ing, February  22,  at  the  Fontaine- 
bleau  Hotel  in  Miami,  Florida. 
The  Conference  celebrated  the 
Bar  Mitzvah  of  the  Israel  Bond 
drive  which  began  in  1951,  launch- 
ed the  Third  Development  Is 
sue  of  Israel  Bonds  which  began 
March  I,  and  which  inaugurated 
plans  lor  this  year's  sale  of  Israel 
Bonds  in  North  and  South 
America  and  in  Western  Europe. 

Serious,  modest,  friendly,  inten- 
sely interested  in  Jewish  affairs. 
Baron  Edmond  de  Rothschild  de- 
votes a  great  deal  of  his  time  to 
Israel.  The  great  heritage  of  the 
Rothschilds  is  always  with  him. 
Besides  his  grandfather,  other 
Rothschilds  have  also  played  his- 
toric parts  in  the  unfolding  of  Is- 
rael as  the  Jewish  homeland. 

There  was  Baron  Lionel  de 
Rothschild,  of  the  London  branch 
of  the  family,  who  changed  the 
course  of  events  in  the  Middle  East 
by  providing  four  million  pounds 
sterling  to  the  British  government 
for  the  purchase  of  the  shares  of 
the  Suez  Canal  in  1875.  Equalh 
historic  was  his  negotiation  of  a 
loan  of  $16,000,000  for  carrying 
on  the  Crimean  War.  Elected  four 
times  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
he  refused  each  time  to  take  his 
seal  because  he  would  not  take 
the  Christian  oath  but  insisted  on 
being  sworn  in  on  the  Old  Testa-

ment.  Parliament  finally  passed 
a  law  allowing  him  and  all  other 
Jews  to  forego  the  required  oath, 
and  he  served  in  Parliament  for 
sixteen  years. 

Lionel's  son  and  heir,  Nathaniel 
Mayer  Rothschild,  became  the 
first  Lord  Rothschild  and  the  first 
professing  Jew  to  sit  in  the  House 
ol  Lords.  In  his  concern  for  Jew- 
ish affairs,  he  even  outdid  his 
father,  by  refusing  to  arrange 
loans  lor  the  Czarist  Russian  gov- 
ernment and  the  Rumanian  gov- 
ernment in  protest  against  their 
treatment  of  Jews. 

Nathaniel's  son,  Lionel  Walter, 
the  second  Lord  Rothschild,  a 
scientist  and  a  leader  of  the  British 
Jewish  community,  was  the  first 
person  outside  of  the  British  gov- 
ernment to  know  that  the  age-old 
hopes  for  a  Jewish  homeland  in 
Israel  were  on  the  way  to  fulfill- 
ment. On  November  2,  1917,  Lord 
Rothschild  received  a  letter  from 
the  British  Foreign  Office.  It  was 
the  Balfour  Declaration,  stating 
that  the  British  government  favor- 
ed the  establishment  of  a  Jewish 
national  homeland  in  Palestine. 

In  1954,  the  remains  of  Baron 
Edmond  and  Baroness  de  Roths- 
child were  brought  from  France 
to  Israel  on  an  Israeli  warship  and 
after  a  State  funeral  were  put  to 
rest  in  the  Rothschild  Tomb  near 
Zichron-Yaacov,  founded  in  1882 
by  Baron  de  Rothschild  and  dedi- 
cated to  his  lather  Jacob  (James). 
Nearby,  the  wine  center  of  Binya- 
mina  is  named  for  Baron  Edmond, 
whose  Hebrew  name  was  Binya- 
min. 
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In  1957,  the  present  Baron  Ed- 
mond  de  Rothschild  visited  Israel 
lor  the  first  time.  He  had  yearned 
to  come  earlier.  Through  all  the 
intervening  years,  he  had  remem- 
bered the  pledge  to  carry  on  his 
grandfather's  work  and  to  help 
make  Israel  a  secure  haven  tor 
the  oppressed.  He  knew  he  could 
never  consider  himsell  as  just  a 
tourist  in  Isral  —  his  name  and 
his  heritage  demanded  more  ot 
him. 

The  Israel  Bond  Organization 
gave  him  an  opportunity  to  be- 
come a  leading  participant  rather 
than  a  spectator  on  the  Israel 
scene.  His  affiliation  with  the  Bond 
campaign  prepared  him  to  play 
a  very  definite  role  in  the  coun- 
try's development. 

He  came  to  Israel,  he  saw,  and 
he  redeemed  the  pledge  he  had 
made  to  his  grandfather.  Deeply  af- 
fected by  his  first  contact  with 
Israel  and  highly  sensitive  to  its 
needs,  the  young  Baron  lost  no 
time  in  undertaking  his  first  pro- 
ject, helping  to  finance  the  oil 
pipeline  from  Elath  on  the  Red 
Sea  to  Haifa  on  the  Mediterran- 
ean. 

In  1956,  Egypt's  nationalization 
of  the  Suez  Canal  meant  that  as 
far  as  Israel  was  concerned,  even 
the  few  ships  that  had  been  allow- 
ed to  traverse  the  canal  without 
harassment  would  no  longer  be 
permitted  to  do  so.  Furthermore, 
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the  Red  Sea  was  also  blockaded 
by  Egyptian  shore  batteries  at  the 
Strait  of  Tiran.  However,  the 
success  of  the  Sinai  Campaign  to- 
ward the  end  of  1956  removed  the 
blockade.  Work  was  immediately 
started  on  a  "dry-land  Suez"  to 
carry  vital  fuel  oil  overland  trom 
the  tankers  berthed  at  Elath  to 
the  oil  refineries  at  Haila.  It  is 
interesting  in  this  connection  that 
many  years  earlier  Lionel  Roths- 
child had  provided  the  funds  for 
Britain's  original  purchase  of  the 
Suez  Canal.  By  assuming  respon- 
sibility for  the  operation  of  the 
original  8-inch  pipeline  and  by 
building  an  additional  16-inch 
pipeline,  Baron  de  Rothschild  has 
enabled  the  Israel  government  to 
utilize  its  development  capital  in 
other  basic  projects  in  the  Negev 
and  elsewhere. 

Because  of  his  experience  in 
farming  and  plan  research,  Baron 
de  Rothschild  established  the  Flan- 
tex  factory  at  Natanya  based  on 
the  exploitation  of  Israeli  herbs 
and  plants  lor  the  manufacture 
of  pharmaceuticals,  mostly  for  ex- 
port. 

He  has  been  deeply  interested  in 
developing  a  modern  vacation  re- 
sort at  Caesarea.  In  ancient  times, 
Caesarea  was  the  capital  of  the 
Romans  in  Palestine  for  some  500 
years.  Later  on,  the  town  was  re- 
stored by  the  Crusaders,  but  it  was 
finally  destroyed  by  the  Moslems 
in  1291.  Recently  archeologists 
have  unearthed  a  very  impressive 
amphitheatre,  as  well  as  a  syna- 
gogue and  other  historic  ruins.

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Woman's  Eye-View

Recently  there  were  two  shows 
on  television  with  plots  of  Jewish 
interests  which,  unfortunately,  on- 
ly served  to  point  up  the  dearth 
of  writers  in  this  field.  Certainly, 
there  are  man)  writers  —  and  fine 
ones  too  —  of  novels  with  a  Jew- 
ish setting.  Their  characters  how- 
ever, are  Jewish  only  incidentally 
and  the  authors  are,  rightly,  con- 
cerned with  them  as  people.  Most 
of  the  time  Judaism  or  Jewry  gets 
a  devastating  raking  over  —  but 
at  least  the  books  represent  the 
honest  views  of  the  writers  and  can 
be  accepted  or  not  accepted  just 
like  other  contemporary  novels. 

Not  so,  however,  the  shows  on 
television  which  occasionally  pur- 
port to  represent  the  "Jewish  point 
of  view."  It  would  seem  that  when 
writers  write  for  this  medium  diey 
go  to  the  other  extreme  —  they 
sentimentalize  and  agonize  to  such 
an  extent  that  their  characters 
seem  about  as  honest  as  a  politi- 
cian the  day  before  election.  Nat- 
urally the  medium  itself  imposes 
a  lot  of  the  restrictions  —  but 
better  no  show  at  all  then  one  in 
which  the  Jew  is  portrayed  with- 
out any  substance  whatsoever. 

The  first  show  was  a  "special" 
in  honor  of  the  High  Holy  Days 
entitled  "'In  the  Last  Days,"  it 
was  written  by  Stephen  Chodorov 
and  dramatized  the  conflict  of  an 
American   family  over  their  atti- 


tudes toward  Germany.  Goodness 
knows  the  Jews  don't  have  to  ex- 
plain any  feelings  of  bitterness 
toward  Germany.  Yet  in  this  play 
the  mother  —  once  a  refugee  from 
Germany  —  does  just  that.  Despite 
the  fact  that  her  whole  family  was 
exterminated  by  the  Germans,  she 
feels  called  upon  to  justify  her 
"prejudice"  against  Germany.  Even 
so,  however,  she  does  not  want  to 
influence  her  son  in  this  direction 
and  urges  him  to  maintain  an  ob- 
jective point  of  view.  To  further 
soften  any  possible  aspersions 
against  Germany,  there  is  a  Ger- 
man girl,  a  poor-imitation  of  Mar- 
lene  Dietrich,  full  of  "Weltsch- 
merz"  and  cynicism,  obviously  in- 
tended to  evoke  sympathy.  The 
show  winds  up  with  the  mother 
leaving  Germany,  the  son  remain- 
ing, and  the  audience  not  know- 
ing what  they  were  talking  about 
and  caring  even  less. 

The  second  show  was  an  in- 
stallment in  the  CBS  series  called 
Breaking  Point"  the  content  of 
which  can  be  readily  deduced 
from  the  title.  The  writer  of  this 
misadventure  was  confined,  of 
course,  not  oniy  by  TV,  but  also 
by  the  format  of  the  show.  Never- 
theless, in  the  annals  of  pure  corn, 
this  one  should  surely  rate  a  high 
place.  It  concerned  a  rabbi  who 
reaches  the  breaking  point  because 
he  had  been  covering  up  his

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THE  SEDER  AND  JEWISH  UNITY

According  to  the  best  estimates 
of  modern  scholars,  the  ceremony 
of  the  Seder  in  which  you  and  I 
participate  each  year  can  be  traced 
back  3200  years.  If  an  advertising 
agent  were  preparing  the  printed 
programs  for  such  a  celebration, 
he  might  print  at  the  top  of  the 
first  page,  "3200th  Annual  Passover 
Observance."  It  is  truly  astonishing 
to  think  that  for  over  3000  years 
Jews  in  every  country  have  been 
either  offering  the  paschal  lamb 
or  talking  about  its  sacrifices 
around  the  family  table  in  the 
warmth  of  their  homes,  while  re- 
citing the  Haggadah. 

When  we  think  about  all  of  the

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major  respect:  namely,  its  univers- 
ality of  observance.  On  no  other 
day  of  the  Jewish  year  can  we  say 
with  relative  certainty  that  all  of 
the  scattered  members  of  the  fam- 
ily will  wend  their  way  home  in 
time  to  be  present  at  this  festivity 
—from  college,  from  a  business 
trip,  or  from  an  out-of-town  con- 
ference. While  we  are  sitting 
around  the  lovely  table  with  its 
clean  white  table  cloth  adorned 
with  china  dishes,  and  brownish- 
white  mat/ot  piled  upon  them, 
and  the  Passover  Plate  containing 
the  culinary  symbols  vividly  por- 
traying the  cherished  and  noble 
concepts  of  our  ancient  history, 
the  goblets  of  sweet  crimson  wine 
ready  to  be  embibed  in  large  doses 
—at  that  very  moment  Jews  in 
London,  Rome,  Copenhagen,  Bom- 
bay, Jerusalem,  and  Denver  are 
drawn  home  by  the  magnetic  force 
ol  the  Seder  Table. 

When  it  comes  to  the  Pesah 
Seder  we  can  say  that  Jews 
throughout  our  long  and  difficult 
history  have  fulfilled  it  all  to- 
gether —  even  when  it  had  to  be 
done  in  a  dark  cellar  out  of  the 
sight  of  a  Torquemando  —  and 
that  today  as  well  it  is  universally 
observed  in  a  more  or  less  tradi- 
tional manner. 


Samuel  S.  Fishzohn,  who  played 
important  roles  in  the  preparation  of 
the  1950  and  1960  White  House  Con- 
ferences on  Children  and  Youth,  is 
retiring  after  a  forty-year  career  of 
distinguished  service  in  social  work 
and  community  welfare.  Mr.  Fishzohn 
is  retiring  from  the  AMERICAN  JEW- 
ISH COMMITTEE,  where  he  served 
as  Director  of  the  Division  of  Youth 
Service  for  18  years. 
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It  seems  apropos  therefore  to 
think  about  this  matter  of  Jewish 
unity  which  is  so  strong  on  the 
Passover  eve.  Instead  of  brooding 
about  the  lack  of  such  unity  in 
the  Jewish  fold  today,  we  should 
be  grateful  that  we  have  it  on  this 
one  night,  and  think  of  ways  by 
which  we  can  extend  its  sway. 

Many  of  our  greatest  religious 
leaders  of  modern  times  have  made 
their  position  firmly  known  that 
they  loved  each  and  every  sheep 
in  the  flock  of  Israel,  no  matter 
how  far  they  have  gone  astray  from 
their  Shepherd.  Solomon  Schecht- 
er's  principle  of  Catholic  Israel 
stands  strong  today  as  a  pillar  of 
Jewish  life  in  this  country.  The 
sainted  Rav  Kuk,  late  Chief  Rabbi 
of  Eretz  Yisrael,  has  been  called 
"the  symbol  of  Kelal  Yisrael"  (All- 
inclusive  Israel),  for  his  wholesome 
attitude  towards  the  halutzim  who 
came  to  build  Israel,  even  though 
they  were  not  religious  in  the 
formal  sense.  For  the  past  half- 
century,  the  Ahad  Ha'am  of  our 
day,  Professor  Mordecai  M.  Kap- 
lan, has  fostered  many  creative 
ideas  the  ultimate  goals  of  which 
were  the  spiritual  unity  of  the 
Jewish  People. 

Each  one  of  us  can  try  in  his 
own  way  to  contribute  to  the 
lengthening  of  the  great  boon  of 
Jewish  unity  on  Seder  eve.  To  do 
so,  we  must  first  broaden  our  Jew- 
ish sympathies  —  to  open  our  eyes 
to  the  existence  of  other  JeAvish 
communities  in  the  world.  Most 
important  of  all  these  communi- 
ties, naturally,  is  the  Yishhuv  in 
Eretz  Yisrael.  Every  Jew  whose 
loyalty  to  Jewishness  goes  beyond 
the  walls  of  his  own  synagogue 
should  be  profoundly  concerned 


with  the  fate  of  his  brethren  in 
that  spiritual  center  of  Jewish  life 
—for  what  transpires  there  will  in 
the  long  range  determine  the 
character  and  the  image  of  die 
Jew  in  the  Diaspora. 

Today,  when  so  many  of  us 
travel  often  to  distant  places  in 
the  world,  we  should  include  Is- 
rael in  our  itinerary  —  and  make 
it  the  next  place  to  visit.  There 
is  no  better  way  to  feel  this  family 
feeling  we  have  been  talking  about 
than  to  live  for  a  while  in  the  only 
country  in  the  world  in  which 
Jews  are  the  majority.  I  would 
paraphrase  the  ancient  proverb  by 
saying  that  "the  very  air  of  Eretz 
Yisrael  fosters  unity." 

11  we  cannot  convene  a  world 
conference  of  Jews  in  Jerusalem 
to  make  a  new  covenant  with  God, 
as  has  been  suggested,  we  can  cer- 
tainly try  to  achieve  the  same  result

The  only  factual  part  in  the  matter  is  that  the  Pope  did 
not  speak  out.  The  rest  is  a  matter  of  conjecture,  and  it 
therefore  rests  with  the  individual  how  he  feels  about  what 
might  have  happened. 

Judging  Hitler  on  a  basis  of  what  we  know  about  his  pro- 
cedure and  how  his  infamous  mind  worked,  it  is  a  grave  ques- 
tion, at  least  in  our  opinion,  whether  anything  that  Pope  Pius 
might  have  said  would  have  changed  his  program  one  whit. 

Those  who  are  defending  the  Pope  point  out  that  he  was 
motivated  by  the  fear  that  anything  he  might  interpose  would 
merely  have  stepped-up  the  attrocities.  So,  again,  we  have  the 
element  of  pure  conjecture. 

The  controversy  will  undoubtedly  stimulate  interest  in 
the  book  and  the  play,  but  as  far  as  proving  anything,  to  tis  it 
is  just  a  tempest  in  a  teapot.

doubts  about  God  ever  since  the 
death  of  his  son.  This  tragedy  had 
reminded  him  of  the  neglect  he 
himself  had  felt  at  the  hands  ol 
his  own  father.  Well,  how  would 
you  expect  a  TV  formula  show  to 
handle  such  a  problem?  After  all, 
within  the  hour's  alloted  time,  all 
the  difficulties  have  to  be  solved 
and  neatly  wrapped  up.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  the  solution  found  was 
in  no  way  injurious  to  the  level  of 
mediocrity  to  which  most  of  the 
formula  TV  shows  are  dedicated. 
The  only  difference  was  that  hav- 
ing a  rabbi,  in  his  full  Sabbth 
regalia,  gratuitously  reveal  to  his 
stunned  congregation  all  his  per- 
sonal conflicts  and  turmoil  was 
not  only  ridiculous  theatrically  but 
very  offensive  and  jarring. 

I  do  not  advocate  the  removal 
of  plays  of  Jewish  content  from

the  TV  scene.  Neither  can  we  in 
all  fairness  expect  shows  with  Jew- 
ish content  to  be  better  than  the 
run-of-the-mill  TV  shows.  This 
can  even  be  construed,  as  some 
dubious  proof  of  our  democracy. 
Is  it  too  much  to  hope,  however, 
to  see  a  few  Jewish  writers  who 
neither  condemn  Judaism  outright 
or  sentimentalize  it  beyond  belief? 

Our  history  is  a  veritable  gold 
mine  of  human  interest  ideas  that 
could  be  adapted  with  dignity  and 
taste  for  any  medium.  Current 
Jewish  attitudes  can  also  be  discuss- 
ed with  some  honesty  and  less 
beating  around  the  bush.  Surely, 
it  is  high  time  for  Jewish  writers 
to  cast  off  the  suffocating  mantle 
of  apologia  and  write  straight  from 
the  shoulder,  just  like  everybody 
else.

collar  which  Junior  won't  wear  be- 
cause they  are  "kookie";  4  pairs  of 
drapes  with  valances:  we  painted 
the  living  room  offwhite  this  year, 
and  they  don't  match;  one  set  of 
Melmac  dishes:  they  refuse  to 
break,  chip,  or  disappear,  and  we 
are  tired  of  looking  at  them),  we 
feel  a  nagging  sense  of  guilt.

On  this  site  Baron  de  Roths- 
child is  building  a  vacation  cen- 
ter which  will  have,  in  addition 
to  a  golf  course  which  was  estab- 
lished by  his  uncle  James,  a  hotel, 
private  homes  and  health  facili- 
ties. He  is  motivated  in  this  effort 
by  the  knowledge  from  his  own 
experience  that,  when  people  come 
to  visit  Israel,  they  frequently  in- 
vest as  well,  and  by  the  fact  that 
the  tourist  trade  itself  is  one  of 
Israel's  growing  sources  of  econom- 
ic income. 

Thus  even  in  Israel  he  is  the 
grand  campaigner  for  Israel's  eco- 
nomic development,  a  role  to 
which  he  has  dedicated  himself 
since  1957  as  the  President  of  the 
Israel  Bond  campaign  in  Europe. 
His  inspiring  leadership  in  this 
effort,  and  his  participation  in  the 


1963  International  Conference  for 
Israel  Bonds  in  Miami  on  Febru- 
ary 21-23,  demonstrate  the  historic 
continuity  of  the  House  of  Roths- 
child in  giving  outstanding  service 
to  the  Jewish  people.

most  solid  farming  citizens  didn't 
want  to  rent  to  us  either.  A  good, 
grass-roots  farmer  hates  having 
anybody  else  on  his  land.  To  this 
day,  he  views  a  city-dweller  with  a 
jaundiced  eye  and  when  he  meets 
a  tenant  farmer,  the  eyes  turn  pos- 
itively orange.  We  finally  con- 
vinced an  elderly  couple,  bent  on 
retirement,  who  had  put  their 
trust  in  cash  instead  of  banks,  that 
we  were  the  soul  of  honor,  the 
voice  of  truth  and  the  heralds  of  a 
new  society,  and  became  the  proud 
tenants  of  a  ten-room  house  (we 
had  furniture  for  one  room),  a 
barn  with  40  stalls  (we  spaced  our 
fifteen  heads  at  intervals,  so  they 
would  feel  lost),  a  milk  house, 
two  sheds,  one  silo,  and  eighty 
acres  of  virgin  soil.  Well,  prac- 
tically virgin;  it  hadn't  been 
touched  for  several  years. 

The  months  that  followed  were 
Idled  with  alarums  and  excur- 
sions, all  well  outside  the  scope 
of  the  planning  committee. 
There  was  a  rumor  that  the  brew- 
eries were  going  to  blow  the  whis- 
tle on  near  beer  and  produce  the 
real  stuff  again.  We  were  nothing 
il  not  the  eager  beavers  of  the 
farming  population.  Before  you 
could  say  L'Chaim  we  planted  half 
of  our  acreage  in  barley  and 
waited  for  fortune  and  3.2  per 
cent  beer  to  fill  our  empty  pock- 
ets. Instead,  we  got  Russian  this- 
tles. Never  was  a  plant  more  aptly 
named.  The  thistles  not  only  over- 
took the  barley,  but  like  dieir 
country  of  origin,  took  over  the 
fields.  As  I  remember  it,  after  the 
plowing,  planting,  cultivating,  and 
reaping  were  over,  we  owed  the 
purchasers  $5.00.  We  had  cows  with 
milk  fever,  a  bull  with  wanderlust 
and  a  hankering  for  a  prize-win- 
ning heifer  up  the  road  a  piece; 
rain  when  we  needed  sun,  and 
stem  ming  heat  when  the  corn  was 
not  even  toe  high.  To  top  it  all, 
the  price  per  pound  of  milk  at  the 
co-op  was  consistent.  It  went  down 
every  day,  like  a  top  falling  from 
a  'pinning  rope. 
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The  day  the  milk  price  hit  a 
cent-and-a-half  was  the  day  my 
husband  picked  up  a  book  about 
goats  at  the  library.  I  said  he  was 
a  great  reader.  He  still  is,  but  his 
interests  have  changed.  He  never 
reads  novels,  but  he  will  read  any 
book  that  is  about  some  other 
place  except  where  he  is  now,  and 
he  will  read  any  book  about  Israel, 
even  if  it  is  written  by  an  Austra- 
lian bushman  whose  entire  life  has 
been  spent  in  a  cave  Down  Under. 
But  even  when  we  are  farming, 
he  read  the  New  York  Times  Sun- 
day edition,  and  books  about  farm- 
ing. So,  the  book  about  goats.  It 
detailed  a  successful  venture  into 
goat  farming  by  two  maiden  sisters 
out  where  the  buffalo  roam  in  the 
great  state  of  Nevada,  or  maybe  it 
was  Texas.  When  he  reached  the 
chapter  on  profit,  he  let  out  a 
whoop  of  pure  joy.  The  sisters 
were  selling  goat's  milk  at  thirty- 
five  cents  a  pint  to  private  and 
public  institutions.  Not  only  were 
they  selling,  but  according  to  their 
book,  a  thirsty  public  stood  wait- 
ing at  their  gates,  clamoring  for 
goat's  milk.  Furthermore,  while 
the  sisters  were  making  this  easy 
buck,  they  were  also  performing 
a  good  deed.  Goat's  milk  was  an 
excellent  food  for  babies  allegeric 
to  cow's  milk.  Adults  with  stomach 
disorders  were  able  to  digest 
goat's  milk.  Adolescents  with  skin 
troubles  either  drank  it  or  bathed 
in  it,  I  forget  which.  What  better 
combination  of  business  and  mitz- 
vah  could  a  Jew  find?  We  jumped 
in  with  both  feet. 

Two  days  later,  while  my  hus- 
band was  delivering  the  milk  to 
the  co-op  in  town,  forty  goats  were 
delivered  into  my  trusting  hands. 
We  should  have  been  suspicious 
then  and  there.  What  dealer  had 
forty  goats  waiting  around  in  his 
dock  at  the  local  stockyard?  When 
did  anyone  ever  get  such  prompt 
service  on  a  stock  delivery?  Who 
sells  to  indigent  tenant  farmers 
with  a  "nothing  down,  first  pay- 
ment sixty  days  from  delivery" 
deal? 

Some  years  later,  1  got  the  deal- 
er's end  of  the  story  from  his  son. 
His  father,  said  the  young  man, 
was  so  glad  to  get  rid  of  the  goats 
that  he  had  given  orders  that  on 
delivery,  his  son  was  to  open  the 
van,  release  the  animals  and  "get 
out  of  there,  fast!"  If  you  knew 
goats,  you  would  understand  his 
urgency.  But  the  young  man  was 
not  long  in  the  business  world.  He 
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still  had  some  compassion  for  what 
was  obviously  a  particularly  stupid 
customer.  I  was  all  for  letting  the 
goats  frolic  on  the  front  lawn,  but 
he  insisted  on  putting  them  into 
an  enclosed  area.  We  had  a  long, 
low  tool  shed  to  the  rear  of  the 
stable,  and  into  this  he  turned  the 
goats.  Once  they  were  discharged, 
he  slammed  the  doors  of  his  van 
shut,  jumped  into  the  truck  and 
left  in  a  cloud  of  dust  without  so 
much  as  a  backward  glance. 

It  was  the  kind  of  hot  July  day 
that  the  midwest  knows  so  well. 
Not  a  cloud  in  the  sky,  not  a  leaf 
stirring.  Squirrels  pawed  letharg- 
ically at  the  ground,  and  thieving 
crows  pecked  at  their  own  feadi- 
ers,  too  dulled  to  steal.  The  heat 
was  not  so  much  oppressive  as  a 
solid,  a  part  of  the  landscape  like 
the  trees  and  the  drowsy  cattle 
huddled  in  the  noon-time  shade 
of  a  solitary  oak.  The  farm  was 
off  the  main  stream  of  traffic,  but 
as  the  temperature  slowly  mounted 
past  the  100  mark,  the  still  clarity 
of  the  air  was  wrenched  and  shat- 
tered into  shimmering  shards. 

A  hail  storm?  An  invading 
army?  A  thousand  cats  on  a  thou- 
sand hot  tin  roofs?  The  goats!  I  ran 
for  the  shed  where  160  hooves  tat- 
tooed a  deafening  orchestration 
on  benches,  harrows  and  empty 
milk  cans,  destroying  the  peace  of 
our  retreat. 

Some  people  are  born  with  the 
urge  to  do  something,  anything 
about  a  given  situation,  and  they 
react  in  this  fashion  when  sensi- 
ble persons  simply,-  reconoiter  and 
decide  to  leave  well  enough  alone. 
My   heart   ached   for   the  goats, 
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locked  in  a  dark,  hot  prison,  with- 
out water,  and  what  was  worse, 
without  freedom.  Logic  to  the 
winds,  I  liberated  the  goats.  They 
left  the  shed,  leaping  blithely 
over  and  around  their  liberator, 
stopping  only  to  nibble  a  tasty  bit 
of  the  New  York  Times  and  the 
pansies  in  my  flower-bed.  Out 
they  went  into  the  wide  world, 
bent  on  re-establishing  normal  re- 
lationships with  other  goats  wher- 
ever they  might  be,  with  never  a 
thought  to  their  humane,  and  by 
this  time,  stunned,  keeper. 

We  had  eighty  acres,  our  neigh- 
bor on  the  left  320,  and  on  our 
right,  the  St.  Croix  River.  If  goats 
were  interested  in  swimming  that 
would  have  ended  the  whole  thing 
right  there.  As  it  was,  I  chased 
goats  from  one  end  of  the  four 
hundred  acres  to  the  other, 
through  corn  and  soy  beans,  up 
peas  and  tomatoes,  down  garlic 
and  onions,  around  duck  ponds 
and  feeding  troughs,  behind  mid- 
den and  ha) stack  aided  only  by 
neighboring  children  come  to 
watch  the  show.  Thoughtfully, 
they  would  hand  me  a  piece  of 
rope  as  I  caught  the  goats,  one  by 
one,  all  forty-four  of  them.  One 
lady  goat  was  enciente,  and  had 
stopped  in  her  merry  chase  to  add 
lour  more  goats  to  the  world. 

It  took  us  only  a  week  to  dis- 
cover that  there  was  more  to 
goat's  milk  than  meets  the  eye. 
Like  almost  any  other  worthwhile 
endeavor,  you  need  more  than 
youthful  enthusiasm  and  a  book. 
The  stock  dealer  happened  to  be 
a  man  who  also  made  his  liveli- 
hood with  honor.  We  were  able 
to  return  the  goats  (48  by  then) 
to  his  loving  care,  and  astute  busi- 
ness sense.  I  understand  that  he 
sold  them  to  a  Syrian  who  in  turn 
shipped  th.m  to  one  of  the  Arab 
lands  where  they  were  welcomed 
with  such  ianlare  as  a  gift  from 
friends  in  America,  and  then  re- 
sold at  fantastic  prices  to  the 
fellahin  in  Egypt  and  Jordan. 
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twenty-five  dollars?  What's  money 
to  you,  anyhow?" 

I  tried  to  calm  her  down,  but  as 
much  as  I  hoped  to  put  ointment 
on  the  rash  she  brought  up  the  fact 
Pop  sweated  day  and  night, 
through  cold  winters  and  hot,  hu- 
mid summers  just  to  make  ends 
meet.  And,  she  complained,  hard- 
ly could  she  put  anything  away 
for  a  rainy  day. 

When  I  couldn't  take  any  more 
1  finally  summoned  sufficient  cour- 
age to  say,  "Aw,  what's  the  use!  I 
might  as  well  quit  school  and  be 
a  garbage  collector  or  street  clean- 
er. Why  should  I  continue  with 
school?  I  try  to  learn  things  and 
just  when  I  get  an  ambition  to  do 
something  different,  to  become  a 
somebody,  you  say,  'Oh,  no  you 
don't  sonny;  you  can't  do  this 
and  you  can't  do  that!'  So  what's 
the  use  of  wasting  any  more  time 
trying  to  learn  things  I'm  not  go- 
ing to  use  so  it  can  benefit  you  in 
the  end?  I  might  as  well  go  down 
for  my  working  papers  tomorrow." 
I  sulked,  to  make  matters  worse, 
plastering  it  on  thick  like  peanut 
butter  between  two  slices  of  bread. 

That  hurt.  It  was  a  little  too 
much  for  Ma  to  take.  I  knew  I  had 
to  wheedle  her  and  the  mention  of 
working  papers  and  going  down 
to  City  Hall  to  personally  apply 
for  them  would  most  likely  do  the 
trick. 

It  worked  like  a  Houdini. 

Ma  shook  off  heir  mad  and  said 
reluctantly,  "Let's  go  see  this 
French  horn  you've  got  in  your 
brainstorm!" 

She  had  a  motive  for  wanting 
to  go  along  and  it's  not  what  I 
imagined.  It  wasn't  because  I  was 
a  junior,  or  minor  and  the  pawn- 
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broker  wouldn't  sell  the  horn  to 
me.  No.  It  was  because  she'd  bar- 
gain, try  to  whittle  down  the  out- 
rageous price,  save  a  few  dollars. 

Which  she  did,  ultimately.  We 
walked  out  of  the  store,  after  an 
hour  of  haggling,  with  the  instru- 
ment tucked  in  a  black  leather 
case,  slightly  tattered  at  the  edges 
and  with  ten  dollars  to  our  credit. 

Leave  it  to  Ma  to  come  out 
ahead  in  a  shop  where  three  brass 
globes  hung  out  of  a  transom  like 
an  umbrella.  She'd  skin  olives  if 
she  knew  she  could  save  money  by 
the  effort,  regardless  how  long  it 
lingered  on. 

Anyway,  before  we  left  the  brok- 
er I  asked  if  he  knew  where  I 
could  find  a  good  teacher,  He 
suggested,  quite  naturally,  the  man 
who  brought  in  the  instrument. 
There  must  be  others  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, he  assumed,  but  since 
we  had  bought  this  man's  musical 
blower  why  not  give  him  first  con- 
sideration. 

That  same  night  I  went  to  the 
address  the  broker  gave  me  and 
saw  Luigi  Pagano.  He  was  not  my 
idea  of  a  teacher,  but  that  didn't 
enter  into  it.  He  gave  lessons,  he 
said,  but  didn't  make  it  a  practice. 

When  I  told  him  I'd  acquired 
his  old  horn,  he  reconsidered,  said 
he'd  take  me  on  for  fifty  cents  a 
lesson,  a  very  reasonable  price  in 
those  clays.  After  talking  awhile 
it  was  agreed  I  would  come  to  his 
house  once  a  week  for  instructions, 
starting  immediately. 

Ma  said  she  wouldn't  give  me 
the  fifty  cents  a  week.  I'd  have  to 
earn  it  for  myself,  she  insisted. 

"You  want  to  be  a  musician, 
you've  got  to  work  for  it.  It's  bad 
enough  I  had  to  lay  out  fifteen 
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dollars,"  she  reminded  me.  "Go 
r  ut  and  get  yourself  a  job  after 
school.  Or  maybe  on  Saturdays  in- 
stead of  playing  handball  or  what- 
ever it  is  you  play  on  the  streets. 
You  can  deliver  suits  for  the  tailor 
on  the  corner.  Or  maybe  work  for 
the  grocer.  You  can  make  your- 
self a  dollar,  maybe  more  week  in 
and  week  out,  as  long  as  you  want 
to  be  a  first  class  musician." 

I  told  the  tailor  my  problem.  He 
gave  me  the  job  for  delivering 
alter  school,  for  the  most  part. 

Early  Saturday  morning  I  went 
to  Luigi  Pagano's  for  my  first  les- 
son. I  must  admit  he  had  a  carload 
of  patience,  showed  me  the  correct 
posture  for  holding  the  horn  and 
how  to  blow  into  the  thick,  silver- 
plated  mouthpiece. 

"Don't  puff  your  cheeks!  Round 
your  lips,  now  blow  gently  into 
the  mouthpiece,"  he  advised. 

I  struggled  a  few  times  before 
getting  exactly  what  he  wanted. 
He  didn't  bother  with  the  cleffs 
and  bars,  just  position,  fingering 
the  valves  and  explaining  the  his- 
tory of  the  instrument  and  other 
minor  details. 

Now  he  was  through  with  my 
maiden  lesson  and  I  let  him  have 
it.  I  mean  about  the  school  trio 
and  the  pieces  I  had  been  given 
to  study.  I  had  brought  them 
along  because  this  was  very  im- 
portant to  me.  Desperately  so. 

Pagano  glanced  at  the  two 
pieces,  his  eyes  then  swiveled  at 
me  and  quietly  said,  "It  should 
take  you  at  least  six  months  to 
learn  how  to  play  these,  I  would 
say  offhand." 
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"Six  months?"  I  blubbered  de- 
jjctedly.  "I've  got  to  be  ready  in 
lour  weeks.  Can't  you  manage  to 
tut  it  down  to  a  month  or  less?" 

Pagano  grimaced,  tightened  his 
lips,  brushed  his  tongue  over  them, 
and  said,  "That's  impossible!  I  know 
ii  as  sure  as  I'm  standing  here!" 

"Oh,  no,"  I  sighed,  completely 
shaken. 

The  musician,  1  could  see,  felt 
sorry  lor  me.  He  thought  for  a 
moment  or  so,  searching  my  face, 
pivoting  on  my  eyes,  then  seem- 
ingly pitied  me.  Then  he  smiled, 
as  if  the  sun  had  just  seeped 
through  gray  clouds,  and  said, 
"Hut  seeing  it's  you,  I'll  tell  you 
what  I'll  do." 

He  hesitated,  briefly,  then  add- 
ed, "You  may  be  a  genius,  but 
you  certainly  don't  look  it." 

Genius  or  no,  I  could  see  he 
didn't  want  to  lose  a  new  student. 
He  was  giving  himself  a  comfor- 
table margin  by  saying  he'd  try.  I 
had  nothing  to  lose  and  all  to 
gain  if  I  practiced  at  it  hard  and 
long.  I'd  begin  without  delay,  I 
told  him,  but  first  I  asked  him  to 
go  over  the  pieces  and  show  me 
how  they  sounded. 

He  played  them  for  my  benefit. 
Once,  twice  and  a  third  time. 
After  the  first  run-through,  I  look- 
ed disappointed  and  he  caught  on. 
After  the  second  version  he  saw  I 
stiil  looked  puzzled  and  didn't 
wait  too  long  to  review  the  music 
for  a  final  blow. 

It  was  then  I  realized  the  would- 
be  hero  who  raised  his  hand  in  the 
school  auditorium  had  no  right  to, 
that  he  would  go  down  as  a  bad  ex- 
ample to  the  rest  of  the  students. 
I  left  Pagano's  place,  confidence 
loitering  with  each  step  on  the 
way  home.

HADASSAH  -  The  Lynchburg 
Chapter  met  the  morning  of  Tues- 
day, February  18th,  at  the  Syna- 
gogue for  a  program  of  colored 
slides  depicting  the  Marc  Chagall 
windows  in  the  Synagogue  of  the 
Hadassah  Hospital  in  Israel. 

The  famed  windows  are  12  feet 
tall  and  8  feet  wide  and  each 
window  symbolizes  one  of  the  12 
tribes  of  Israel.  After  designing  the 
windows  the  artist  worked  in  close 
cooperation  with  two  glass  crafts- 
men, utilizing  light  and  color  as 
well  as  showing  his  early  cubist 
experiments.  Thus  Marc  Chagall 
became  a  master  of  stained  glass 
window  design,  in  addition  to  his 
established  fame  as  an  artist. 

The  program  was  narrated  by 
Mrs.  Robert  Gardner. 

A  very  successful  Hadassah

Day  after  day  I  practiced  many 
long  hours.  The  neighbors  com- 
plained to  the  landlord.  The  land- 
lord passed  on  the  beefs  to  Ma,  and 
she  told  him  point  blank  if  he 
didn't  like  it  we'd  move. 

We'd  lived  in  the  house  so  long 
Ma  often  remarked  that  for  the 
rent  we've  been  paying  we  should 
own  the  house  by  now. 

The  owner  knew  he  couldn't 
easily  get  another  tenant  who  al- 
ways paid  the  rent  promptly  on 
the  first  of  the  month.  Ma  prided 
herself  in  that  trait.  She  knew  the 
trouble  the  owner  was  having  col- 
lecting rents  from  some  tenants, 
several  having  been  two  or  three 
months  in  arrears,  some  having 
been  dispossessed  for  failure  to  pay 
up  in  the  past. 

"All  right,"  the  landlord  conde- 
scended. "See  if  you  can  make  your 
boy  play  a  little  softer  and  not 
so  loud.  Have  him  put  something 
in  that  horn  of  his  so  it  doesn't 
come  out  so  noisy." 

After  considering  what  the  own- 
er asked  for  I  realized  he  was  not 
being  unreasonable.  Why  should 
we  be  troublemakers  lor  him  if 
we  could  avoid  it? 

I  then  bought  a  mute  for  seven- 
ty-five cents.  Ma  had  to  lend  me 
the  money.  Yet,  despite  my  leel- 
ings,  1  didn't  think  it  was  cricket 
for  us  to  stand  the  extra  expense. 

"The  next  time  you  pay  the 
rent,'  I  told  Ma,  '  take  off  the 
seventy-five  cents." 

Ma  listened  to  me,  tried  it,  but 
it  didn't  work.  The  owner  was  so 
enraged  when  Ma  attempted  to  de- 
duct  the  three  quarters  he  threat- 
ened to  send  us  court  notice  to 
vamoose.  So  that  settled  that.  Ex- 
cept for  the  fact  I  had  to  make  up 
the  cost  from  my  weekly  earn- 
ings. 

Now  I  returned  to  Pagano's 
house  for  a  second  lesson. 

He  said  I'd  been  a  good  student 
and  to  keep  up  the  good  work. 
My  lips  were  beginning  to  take 
the  shape  of  the  mouthpiece.  This 
was  very  important,  in  his  opinion. 
Every  few  minutes  I  would  exer- 
cise them:  pucker  and  roll  my 
tongue  inside  my  mouth  until  the 
lips  softened  up. 

Again  I  made  sure  to  bring 
along  the  two  school  pieces.  I  re1 
moved  them  from  the  case  and  for 
the  first  time  discovered  there 
were  half  and  quarter  notes,  a 
mess  of  sharps  and  flats  to  be 
considered.  If  you  think  Latin  is 


tough  you  can  just  imagine  what 
I  was  up  against.  Fly  specks  with 
tails,  dots  and  needle  points  and 
capitals  appeared  and  busted  out 
all  over  the  wide  sheets. 

"Mr.  Pagano,"  I  said  with  all 
the  gumption  I  could  muster.  "Do 
you  mind  putting  the  valve  num- 
bers on  top  of  the  notes  so  I  can 
study  them  at  home?" 

He  threw  me  a  quizzical  glance, 
then  answered,  "You're  not  ready 
for  this  stuff!"  He  didn't  mince 
any  words. 

"I  know,  but  can't  I  try  it  on 
my  own  if  1  want  to,  at  home?" 

He  now  seemed  annoyed.  And 
f  still  suspected  he  had  no  desire 
to  lose  a  new  student  so  early  in 
the  overall  outlook.  "You  can  try 
anything  for  all  I  care,  but  take 
my  advice  and  wait  at  least  anoth- 
er week  or  so." 

Persistence  never  hurt  anyone, 
so  1  wouldn't  let  down.  "If  it 
isn't  any  skin  off  your  back,  please 
mark  down  the  numbers.  Maybe 
I'll  go  over  them  at  home,  maybe 
I  won't.  I'd  just  like  to  have  them, 
if  you  don't  mind." 

He  wrote  the  valve  arrangements 
in  pencil,  as  1  suggested,  and  when 
I  got  home  1  went  over  them  in 
ink. 

After  supper  I  didn't  waste  a 
minute  getting  to  the  two  pieces, 
following  carefully  the  numbers 
Pagano  had  scribbled  as  a  guide. 
]  cracked  more  notes  than  Alias 
|immy  Valentine  did  safes  in  his 
time.  The  results  were  a  brutal 
cacophony. 

Most  of  all  I  was  amazed  none 
of  the  neighbors  squawked.  They 
were  getting  used  to  me,  no  doubt, 
or  maybe  it  was  the  mute  that  did 
the  trick.  I  don't  know,  little  did 
I  care. 

Anyway,  after  finishing  the 
pieces  I   started  with  the  scales 
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again,  up  to  the  roof,  down  to  the 
cellar,  up  and  down.  They  sounded 
much  better,  smoother  as  I  slurred 
and  staccatoed  in  slow  and  fast 
time. 

All  that  week  I  diligently  studied 
the  two  pieces.  I'd  skip  some  of 
my  homework  so  I  could  have  more 
time  for  the  contest  music.  The  re- 
sults were  far  from  good  and  I 
knew  it.  But,  I  reminded  myself, 
practice  makes  perfect  and  carried 
on  with  a  stiff  upper  lip,  a  little 
swollen  at  times  but  stiff  just  the 
same. 

On  the  following  Saturday  I 
again  paid  my  respects  to  Pagano 
and  this  time  went  over  the  two 
pieces.  He  almost  tore  his  hair  out 
when  he  heard  what  I  had  done 
with  them. 

This  didn't  phase  me  one  iota. 
I  told  him  I  had  to  go  to  rehearsal 
Monday  and  play  them  in  school 
with  the  others  in  the  trio. 

However  he  restrained  himself 
I'll  never  know.  He  was  fit  to  be 
tied,  wanted  to  drop  me  like  a 
hot  potato,  sulked  like  the  tem- 
pcrmental  artist  that  he  was  and 
walked  out  of  the  room. 

He  was  back  after  a  spell,  his 
eyes  burning  with  ringer.  "I  don't 
know  if  I  want  to  teach  you  any 
more,"  he  blurted  out.

Hut  1  wasn't  to  be  downed  that 
easy.  I  had  plenty  of  nerve,  come 
to  think  of  it.  I  told  him,  "If  you 
don't  want  to  help  me  I  can  get 
another  teacher,  one  who  is  more 
understanding.  They're  not  so 
hard  to  get." 

Of  course  I  was  bluffing.  I  didn't 
know  of  another  instructor.  I  sup- 
pose 1  (ou Id  have  gone  back  to 
the  pawn  broker  and  asked  if  he 
knew.  But  there  was  no  need  for 
that.  Pagano  had  cooled  off  in  the 
next  few  minutes  and  we  were  on 
friendly  talking  terms  once  more. 

He  ran  through  the  pieces  quick- 
Is.  "That's  the  way  they  should 
sound,"  he  jabbed  at  me  for  what 
it  was  worth.  I  agreed.  That's  the 
way  I  should  have  played  them. 

Pagano  deserved  a  lot  of  credit 
lor  his  patience  with  me  from  then 
on.  I  almost  felt  like  one  of  his 
own  as  he  asked  me  to  play  each 
piece  again  and  again,  according 
to  the  numbers,  slowly,  carefully 
with  intermissions  in-between. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  round 
Pagano  shook  his  head  mounriul- 
ly. 

After  another  run-through  1  felt 
much  better.  1  left  him  feeling  sort 
ol  lifted  up.  1  was  getting  there 
.lowly  but  surely. 

Over  the  week  end  I  practiced 
assiduously.

in  the  principal's  office  right 
away."

While  for  the  most  part  the  book 
covers  the  period  from  the  turn  of 
the  century  to  the  early  days  of 
1963,  the  author  some  times  goes 
into  the  years  immediately  beyond, 
in  order  to  clarify  the  situations 


a  "police-action"  and  includes  sev- 
eral presidential  incumbencies  in 
the  half-century  which  the  book 

covers. 

Mr.  Roche  is  forthright  in  his 
criticisms  and  condemnations,  and 
as  a  result  many  of  us  will  amend 
our  evaluation  of  many  highplac- 
ed  individuals  who  are  targets  for 
his  barbs.  His  criteria  are,  of  course 
the  extent  to  which  the  individual 
contributed  to  or  retarded  the  con- 
flict  lor  civil  rights.  The  study  is 
exhaustive,  and  our  own  way  of 
thinking  contributes  to  an  under- 
standing of  the  problem  better 
than  any  other  work  to  which  we 
have  had  access.  Many  of  the  latter 
were  written  with  but  a  single 
axe  to  grind.  Mr.  Roche's  opus 
does  not  have  that  limitation. 

The  book  ends  on  an  optimistic 
note.  Pointing  out  that  there  is 
still  much  to  be  done,  the  author 
expresses  the  viewpoint  that  the 
tremendous  strides  that  have  been 
made  in  this  country,  can  allow 
us  to  look  forward  to  continued 
progress  in  the  right  direction.

Immigrants,  chiefly  from  Moroco,  Algeria,  and  a  few  from  Rumania  land- 
ing in  Haifa  Israel. 


We  went  to  Schul  on  a  Friday 
night  in  Leningrad  and  while 
there  were  about  40  people  pres- 
ent, the  youngest  was  about  60 
years  of  age.  The  Jews  we  met 
were  all  afraid  to  talk,  particularly 
to  American  tourists.  This  con- 
trasted sharply  with  our  recollec- 
tions of  our  previous  visit  30  years 
earlier,  when  people  would  accost 
us  on  the  street  and  ask  us  about 
America.  One  source  of  wonder  to 


us  was  the  Moscow  subway  which 
is  like  a  beautiful  museum  of  art. 

From  Russia  we  proceeded  to 
Stockholm,  Norway,  Sweden  and 
then  to  Copenhagen,  Denmark. 
From  Lapland  we  went  to  Berlin, 
East  and  West.

Another  Important  Mile-Stone 

Clemmons,  N.  C.  will  really  be  put  on  the  map  on  Sunday. 
May  3rd,  when  the  ground-breaking  for  the  North  Carolina 
Home  For  The  Jewish  Aged,  and  the  annual  conventions  of 
the  North  Carolina  Associations  of  Jewish  Women.  Men  and 
Rabbis  will  take  place.  The  convention  will  be  held  at  the 
Jack  Tar  Hotel  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  A  fine  program,  be- 
fitting the  occasion,  has  been  prepared,  including  the  partici- 
pation of  North  Carolina's  Governor.  Terry  Sanford. 

This  event,  long  awaited,  will  be  an  important  mile-stone 
for  the  Jewish  people  of  North  Carolina  and  will  be  a  fitting 
additional  contribution  which  the  State  has  made  over  the 
years,  to  the  part  it  has  played  in  advancing  the  interests  of  its 
Jewish  people.  The  ground-breaking  will  set  at  rest  some  of 
the  apprehensions  of  those  who,  since  the  project  was  first 
advanced  almost  ten  years  ago.  will  see  the  culmination  of  a 
fond  dream. 

The  expectations  are  for  a  record  breaking  turnout,  and 
if  you  have  not  already  made  plans  to  be  there,  you  certainly 
ought  to  subordinate  anything  else  to  be  present  at  this,  for 
our  State,  history-making  occasion. 


The  Change  Seems  Justified 

For  the  first  time,  this  year  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
North  Carolina  Anti-Defamation  League  Advisory  Board  was 
abandoned  and  in  its  place  five  sub-regional  meetings  were 
held  in  High  Point,  Asheville,  Charlotte,  Goldsboro  and 
Raleigh.  These  meetings  were  all  held  in  the  week  of  Febru- 
ary gth. 

Some  questions  were  raised  in  the  High  Point  gathering 
as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  change.  It  was  finally  decided  to  await 
the  results  of  the  subsequent  sub-regional  meetings  before 
passing  judgement.  We  are  now  in  a  position  to  evaluate  the 
new  system,  if  only  on  a  basis  of  interest  shown.  On  that  basis 
the  change  seems  to  have  been  justified. 

The  five  sub-regional  conferences  brought  out  in  aggre- 
gate 200,  of  which  75  were  board  members.  The  best  attend- 
ance for  statewide  meetings  was  100,  with  no  more  than  40 
board  members  in  evidence. 

Obviously,  the  new  system  imposes  quite  a  task  on  the 
area  director  and  his  staff,  and  presumably  entails  greater  ex- 
pense. However,  if  it  proves  beneficial,  as  it  apparently  has, 
in  enlisting  the  interest  and  participation  of  more  B'nai  B'rith 
members,  these  objections  are  secondary. 

Where  an  expression  of  opinion  was  invited  at  the  sub- 
regional  meetings,  the  change  was  overwhelmingly  favored. 

The  sub-regional  meetings  have  what  appears  to  us  ai 
least  one  important  advantage  over  the  state-wide  gatherings. 
Strangely  enough,  attitudes  on  major  issues  are  not  always 
identical  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  For  example,  on  the  most 


important  issue  of  religion  in  the  schools,  some  communities 
are  averse  to  having  the  ADL  take  too  beligerent  action.  Others 
advocate  an  all-out  ultimatum.  While  the  Advisory  Board 
does  not  hesitate  to  carry  out  national  ADL  policies,  it  can 
exercise  judgement  in  its  application  of  these  policies.  In- 
dividual conditions,  as  evidenced  by  opinions  expressed  at  sub- 
regional  meetings  can  be  an  important  guide  in  what  action 
is  taken. 

Subsequent  developments  may  change  the  picture,  but 
from  what  we  know  now,  the  burden  of  proof  for  a  reversion 
to  the  former  system  will  be  up  to  those  who  advocate  the 
return. 


On  The  Brighter  Side 

Newspapers,  and  other  periodicals,  are  prone  to  give 
their  headlines  to  events  on  the  darker  side  of  our  everyday 
living.  That  they  should  consider  tragedy  so  newsworthy  must 
be  the  result  of  their  analysis  of  what  holds  greatest  interest 
for  their  readers. 

However,  we  do  not  subscribe  to  that  view  point,  and  it  is 
with  considerable  relish  that  we  report,  when  we  can,  some- 
thing on  the  brighter  side. 

Such  a  gloom-chaser  is  found  on  the  editorial  page  of  the 
New  York  Times  of  January  2nd.  We  cannot  hope  to  improve 
upon  it  so  we  quote  it  verbatim.  The  Times  editorial  says." 

"Remembering  Dallas,  we  tend  to  think  instinctively  of 
1 963  as  a  year  of  ill  will  and  bitterness.  But  goodwill  and  better 
understanding  can  also  be  found  in  1963,  if  one  takes  a  closer 
look.  The  American  Jewish  Congress  has  taken  such  a  look, 
and  its  report  is  cheering. 

Thanks  to  progress  made  in  1963,  every  industrial  state 
otitside  the  South  now  has  an  enforceable  fair  employment 
law.  More  than  115  million  Americans  are  protected  by  such 
a  legal  prohibition  against  racial  or  religious  bias  in  job-hiring. 
More  than  50  million  Americans  are  covered  by  laws  barring 
discrimination  in  education  and  more  than  74  million  by  fair 
housing  laws.  Some  25  states  strengthened  their  anti-discrimin- 
ation laws  in  1963— the  largest  number  ever  to  take  such  action 
in  a  single  year. 

The  old  year  had  its  sunny  side."

I  Introduce  A  Doctor 

I  was  in  a  building  of  our  town 
which  contains  quite  a  few  doc- 
tors' offices.  I  had  accompanied

my  wife  there  for  a  check-up  for 
her.  We  sat  in  the  big  waiting 
room,  while  I  was  complimenting 
myself  for  not  needing  any  of  the 
doctors.  Nothing  at  all  the  matter 
with  my  aging  body. 

But,  after  all,  I  found  some  high 
healing  there  for  my  poor  soul. 
These  doctors  seem  to  have  the 
idea  that  there's  more  than  the 
bodies  of  people  to  be  looked  after. 
And  really,  it  isn't  just  our  human 
bodies  which  are  sickly. 

On  the  clerk's  counter  of  the 
doctors  big  waiting  room  there 
rests  a  pile  of  little  books  for  the 
patients,  by  which  to  treat  their 
souls  while  they  waited  for  their 
doctors  to  call  'em  in,  to  have 
their  bodies  looked  over. 

I  picked  up  one  of  these  book- 
lets .  .  .  really  a  small  papercover 
pamphlet.  The  cover  reads::  Time- 
less Truths  .  .  .  Proverbs  of  Solo- 
mon." Yes,  those  Proverbs  out  of 
our  Old  Testament;  on  the  cover- 
page  stood  the  image  of  King 
Solomon  himself  with  his  crown 
on. 

So  I  sat  down  in  the  doctors' 
waiting  room  to  treat  my  poor 
soul  spiritually  by  aid  of  grand 
Dr.  Solomon.  (Yes,  I'd  rather  no- 
tice him  as  good,  old  Dr.  Solomon 
than  King  Solomon.)  Oh,  1  hadn't 
been    reading    his    teachings  in 


Scripture  for  sometime  past.  So 
while  my  wife's  body  was  being 
looked  into  by  our  doctor,  I  my- 
self was  giving  my  laggard  soul 
to  treatment  by  Dr.  Solomon  out 
of  his  Proverbs. 

He  began  by  telling  me  in  the 
small  book:  "The  Proverbs  of 
Solomon  the  son  of  David,  king  of 
Israel." 

I'm  handing  all  diis  on  to  all 
other  souls  that  may  feel  sickly 
and,  maybe,  can  be  served  well 
by  this  Dr.  Solomon. 

In  his  Proverbs  he  was  telling 
my  own  sickly  soul:  ''To  receive 
the  instruction  of  wisdom,  justice, 
judgement  and  equity,  a  wise  man 
will  hear  and  will  increase  his 
learning;  and  a  man  of  under- 
standing shall  attain  wise  counsels 
.  .  .  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the 
beginning  of  knowledge;  but  fools 
despise  wisdom  and  instruction." 

Yes,  I  was  thinking,  Dr.  Solo- 
mon's right!  What  a  fool  I  myself 
have  been  at  times  when  I  wasn't 
looking  up  to  wiser  men  but  rath- 
er admiring  my  own  folly  as  I 
pounded  it  out  on  my  typewriter 
for  people  to  read  in  the  press! 

And  Dr.  Solomon  went  on  with 
further  treatment  for  my  soul.  He 
was  telling  me:  "My  son,  if  sinners 
entice  thee,  consent  thee  not  if 
they  say,  Come  with  us  .  .  .  let 
us  lurk  privily  for  the  innocent 
.  .  .  My  son,  walk  not  thou  in  the 
way  with  them."  (The  sinners, 
that  is.)  "Refrain  thy  feet  from 
(heir  path." 

Though,  really,  dear  Dr.  Solo- 
mon, 1  myself  have  grown  old 
enough  to  be  wise  enough  to  keep 
away  from  sinners;  much  more 
happily  I  associate  rather  with  my 
grandchildren  who,  in  their  time 
of  life,  are  altogether  without  any 
sin  at  all  .  .  .  just  nice,  happy  kids. 

So,  you  see,  how  my  soul  kept 
on  improving  in  this  big  office  of 
the  doctors,  even  while  others 
were  being  served  on  their  poor 
bodies  by  the  M.D.'s.  Dr.  Solomon 
by  his  Proverbs  may  do  even  more 
successfully  than  physicians  do  for 
the  bodies  of  the  human  race,  I 
guessed.  My  poor  soul  had  come 
to  feel  healthier,  as  I  sat  there  in 
the  doctors  waiting  office. 

Dr.  Solomon  went  on  to  tell 
me:    "My   son,   despise   not  the 
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chastening  of  the  Lord;  neither 
be  weary  of  His  correction,  even 
as  a  father  the  son  in  whom  he 
delighteth.  Happy  is  the  man  that 
lindeth  wisdom;  and  the  man  that 
getteth  understanding.  For  the 
merchandise  of  it  is  better  than 
the  merchandise  of  silver,  and  the 
gain  thereof  than  fine  gold." 

Just  then  one  of  the  patients 
had  come  hobbling  out  of  one  of 
the  doctors'  offices  looking  sickly; 
but  this  Segal  seemed  to  feel  better 
as  he  applied  himself  to  treatment 
by  the  great,  good,  Dr.  Solomon 
who  is  more  widely  known  as 
King  Solomon.  Dr.  Solomon  went 
on  to  speak  to  me:  "Enter  not  in- 
to the  path  of  the  wicked,  and  go 
not  in  the  way  of  evil  men.  .  .  . 
For  they  eat  the  bread  of  wicked- 
ness, and  drink  the  wine  of  vio- 
lence." 

He  went   on   to  report  on  a 


lovely  lady  for  me  to  go  along 
with.  "Forsake  her  not,  and  she 
shall  preserve  thee;  love  her  and 
she  shall  keep  thee." 

And  who  is  this  beautiful  girl 
I'm  asked  to  love:  The  wise  Dr. 
Solomon  told  me:  She's  wisdom 
and  understanding  .  .  .  "exalt 
her,"  he  went  on,  "and  she  shall 
promote  thee;  she  shall  bring  thee 
to  honor  when  thou  dost  embrace 
her.  She  shall  give  to  thine  head 
an  ornament  of  grace;  a  crown 
of  glory  shall  she  deliver  thee." 

Well,  at  last  my  wife  came  out 
of  our  doctor's  office,  after  the 
check-up  and  I  closed  this  little 
book  of  "Timeless  Truths  .  .  . 
Proverbs  of  Solomon."  I  stuck 
the  book  into  my  coat  pocket  to 
hand  it  on  to  the  readers  of  this 
column. 

I  hope  they're  all  feeling  thank- 
ful, anyway.

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DIARY  OF  A  TAR-HEEL 
CONFEDERATE  SOLDIER

In  celebrating  the  current  cen- 
tenary of  the  War  Between  the 
States  we  cannot  but  wonder  at 
the  curious  hysteria  that  prevail- 
ed in  1861.  The  pressure  for  shell- 
ing Fort  Sumter  appears  quixotic. 
Today  no  Dixiecrat  sighs  for  the 
return  of  the  "peculiar  institu- 
tion" for  which  Confederates 
fought  and  bled  with  such  hero- 
ism. Nor  is  any  segregationist 
eager  to  secede  from  the  Federal 
Union  even  though  rt  faces  the 
perils  of  a  nuclear  war  while  to- 
talitarian, monolithic  communism 
is  perhaps  preparing  to  assault  the 
land  that  harbors  free  enterprise. 

We  can  understand  the  slave 
owner's  anxiety  about  losing  his 
wealth.  The  concern  for  lower 
tariffs  on  manufactured  goods  was 
quite  laudable  in  the  planter  who 
had  the  problem  of  feeding  and 
clothing  his  human  chattels.  But 
it  is  difficult  to  grasp  the  mental 
state  of  the  laborer,  the  menial 
who  gave  his  life  readily  to  pre- 
serve a  system  that  militated 
against  his  ability  to  earn  a  liveli- 
hood. 

It  might  seem  incomprehensi- 
ble for  a  foreign-born  Jewish  teen- 
ager, a  clerk  in  a  dry  goods  store, 
to  possess  the  urges  and  emotions 
of  a  native  plantation  owner.  Yet 
Lewis  Leon,  living  in  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  enlisted  in  April 
1861  immediately  alter  the  bom- 
bardment of  Fort  Sumter.  For 
three  years  he  suffered  at  times 
hunger,  cold  and  the  rigors  of 
those  severe  campaigns  until  cap- 
tured at  the  Battle  of  the  Wilder- 
ness, for  a  year  he  remained  a 
prisoner  until  liberated  from  the 
Elmira  stockade  three  days  after 
the  surrender  of  Robert  E.  Lee  at 
Appomattox. 

From  the  day  of  his  enrollment 
Lewis  Leon  kept  a  journal  and 
published  in  1913  his  Diary  of  a 
Tar  Heel  Confederate  Soldier. 
This  diary  written  with  realism 
and  humor  reveals  a  highly  cou- 
rageous youth,  a  crack  shot  who 
served  in  a  North  Carolina  sharp- 
shooters corps.  During  the  most 
trying  hardships  he  never  com-

plained.  Above  the  average  mental- 
ly, he  was  nevertheless  content 
with  his  station  as  a  private  and 
never  hungered  for  rank  or  post. 
While  in  no  sense  a  pietist  he  at- 
tended the  synagogue  on  the  high 
holidays  and  enjoyed  the  society 
of  fellow  Jews,  but  not  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  Centile  friends  or  as- 
sociates. Sensible,  rational,  unpre- 
tentious he  was  nevertheless  in- 
fected with  the  spirit  of  his  time 
and  place.  He  believed  in  the 
Southern  cause  and  felt  strongly 
on  the  issue  of  secession  and  states 
rights.  He  did  not  record  his  pref- 
erence, for  nor  opposition  to,  slav- 
ery but  resented  deeply  the  Ne- 
groes fighting  in  the  Northern 
army  against  the  South.  His  adora- 
tion of  Robert  E.  Lee  is  revealed 
in  these  words: 

"We  can  never  forget  this  Get- 
tysburg campaign.  We  had  hard 
marching,  hard  fighting,  suffered 
hunger  and  privation,  but  our 
general  officers  were  always  with 
us,  to  help  the  weary  soldier  carry 
his  gun,  or  let  him  ride.  In  a  fight 
they  were  with  us  to  encourage. 
Many  a  general  have  I  seen  walk, 
and  a  pool,  sick  private  riding 
his  horse,  and  our  father,  Lee,  was 
scarcely  ever  out  of  sight  when 
there  was  danger.  We  could  not 
feel  gloomy  when  we  saw  his  old, 
gray  head  uncovered,  as  he  would 
pass  us  on  the  march,  or  be  with 
us  in  a  fight.  I  care  not  how  weary

or  hungry  we  were;  when  we  saw 
him  we  gave  that  Rebel  yell,  and 
hunger  and  wounds  would  be  tor- 
gotten  .  .  ." 

Lewis  Leon  was  made  a  prisoner 
and  he  records  the  capture  which 
took  place  on  May  5th,  1864: 

"Moved  this  morning,  feeling 
for  the  enemy,  and  came  up  to 
them  at  noon,  live  miles  from  the 
Run,  in  the  Wilderness.  It  cer- 
tainly is  a  wilderness;  it  is  almost 
impossible  for  a  man  to  walk,  as 
the  woods  are  thick  with  an  under- 
brush growth  and  all  kinds  of 
shrubbery,  old  logs,  grapevines, 
and  goodness  knows  what. 

"My  corps  of  sharpshooters  was 
ordered  to  the  front.  We  formed 
in  line  and  advanced  to  the  enemy. 
We  1  ought  them  very  hard  for 
three  hours,  they  falling  back  all 
the  time.  Our  sharpshooters'  line 
got  mixed  up  with  Gordon's  Bri- 
gade and  fought  with  them.  In 
one  charge  we  got  to  the  most  ele- 
vated place  in  the  Wilderness.  We 
looked  back  for  our  brigade,  but 
saw  it  not.  Just  then  a  Yankee  of- 
ficer came  up,  and  we  took  him 
prisoner.  Some  of  Gordon's  men 
took  him  to  the  rear.  Six  of  our 
regiment,  sharpshooters,  myself 
included,  went  to  the  right  to 
join  our  regiment,  but  were  pick- 
ed up  by  the  Yankees  and  made 
prisoners.  We  were  run  back  in 
their  line  on  the  double-quick. 
When  we  got  to  their  rear,  we 
found  about  300  of  our  men  were 
already  prisoners." 

His  attachment  to  the  Confeder- 
acy was  deep,  fervent  and  passion- 
ate. He  closes  the  diary  in  April 
1865  with  the  following: 

"I  suppose  the  end  is  near,  for 
there  is  no  more  hope  for  the 
South  to  gain  her  independence. 
On  the  tenth  of  this  month  we 
were  told  by  an  officer  that  all 
those  who  wished  to  get  out  of 
prison  by  taking  the  oath  of  allegi- 
ance to  the  United  States  could  do 
so  in  a  very  few  days.  There  was 
quite  a  consultation  among  the 
prisoners.  On  the  morning  of  the 
twelfth  we  heard  that  Lee  had 
surrendered  on  the  ninth,  and 
about  400,  myself  with  them,  took 
the  cursed  oath  and  were  given 
transportation  to  wherever  we 
wanted  to  go.  I  took  mine  to  New 
York  City  to  my  parents,  whom 
I  have  not  seen  since  1858. 

"Our  cause  is  lost;  our  comrades 
who  have  given  their  lives  for  the 


independence  of  the  South  have 
died  in  vain;  that  is,  the  cause 
tor  which  they  gave  their  lives  is 
lost,  but  they  positively  did  not 
give  their  lives  in  vain.  They  gave 
it  for  a  most  righteous  cause,  even 
if  the  cause  was  lost.  Those  that 
remain  to  see  the  end  for  which 
they  fought  —  what  have  we  left? 
Our  sufferings  and  privations 
would  be  nothing,  had  the  end 
been  otherwise,  for  we  have  suf- 
fered hunger,  been  without  suffi- 
cient clothing,  barefooted,  lousy, 
and  have  suffered  more  than  any- 
one can  believe,  except  soldiers  of 
the  Southern  Confeeleracy.  And 
the  end  of  all  is  a  desolated  home 
to  go  to.  When  I  commenced  this 
diary  of  my  life  as  a  Confederate 
soldier,  I  was  full  of  hope  for  the 
speedy  termination  of  the  war, 
and  (for)  our  indepenelence.  I  was 
not  quite  nineteen  years  old.  I 
am  now  twenty-three.  The  four 
years  that  I  have  given  to  my  coun- 
try I  do  not  regret,  nor  am  I  sorry 
for  one  day  that  I  have  given.  My 
only  regret  is  that  we  have  lost 
that  for  which  we  fought.  Nor  do 
I  for  one  moment  think  that  we 
lost  it  by  any  other  way  than  by 
being  outnumbered  at  least  five, 
if  not  ten,  to  one.  The  world  was 
open  to  the  enemy,  but  shut  out  to 
us.  I  shall  now  close  this  diary  in 
sorrow,  but  to  the  last  I  will  say 
that,  although  but  a  private,  I 
still  say  our  cause  was  just,  nor 
do  I  regret  one  thing  that  I  have 
done  to  cripple  the  North."

Joe  Kowalsky,  a  friend  oi  mine 
who  was  in  mourning  for  Ins 
mother  the  same  as  I  was,  and  I 
had  heard  of  a  synagogue  of  black 
Jews  in  Harlem  and  thought  that 
as  long  as  we  were  saying  the 
mourner's  kiddish  anyway,  it 
would  be  an  interesting  experi- 
ence to  worship  there  one  Satur- 
day morning  and  set  what  their 
services  were  like. 

Thinking  that  their  services 
might  begin  the  same  time  as  ours 
in  Jackson  Heights,  we  arrived  at 
87  West  128th  Street  at  a  quarter 
to  nine.  (The  congregation  has 
since  moved  to  West  123rd  St.) 
There,  over  a  liquor  store,  we  saw 
two  front  stained-glass  windows  of 
the  synagogue  with  the  words  "Bet 
ha-T'filoh  No.  1"  on  one  of  them 
and  "Commandment  Keepers  Con- 
gregation" on  the  other.  I  went  up 
the  stairway  to  the  second  floor 
but  the  door  marked  "SYNA- 
GOGUE" in  huge  black  letters 
was  shut  tight.  Joe  then  went  into 
the  liquor  store  and  asked  the  own- 
er whether  or  not  he  knew  when 
services  began. 

"Ich  zol  azay  veesen  foon  mein 
t/ores,"  the  man  said,  in  flawless 
Yiddish  ("I  should  know  as  much 
about  my  troubles  as  I  know  when 
services  begin.") 

He  then  asked  a  man  in  the 
More  whether  he  knew,  and  the

man  replied,  "About  10:30."  'T  he 
services  are  beautiful,''  Joe  was 
told.  "Don't  miss  them.  People 
come  from  all  over  to  see  them. 

We  went  for  a  tup  of  coffee 
and  then,  since  we  still  had  pleim 
of  time,  went  to  see  whether  Kohol 
Beth  B'Nai  Yisroel  on  Lenox  Ave., 
another  Harlem  synagogue,  was 
open.  Sure  enough,  the  rabbi  was 
about  to  begin  services  but  there 
was  only  one  other  man  there. 
Joe  and  I  introduced  ourselves  and 
asked  him  how  many  people  gen 
erally  came  to  services.  We  ex- 
plained that  since  we  had  to  say 
the  mourners'  kaddish,  we  needed 
at  least  ten  men. 

"1  appreciate  your  problem,' 
the  rabbi  said,  "but  we  only  gel 
four  or  five." 

We  thanked  him  and  left.  We 
walked  over  to  128th  Street  and 
arrived  at  the  synagogue  at  about 
the  same  time  that  a  man  with  a 
regal  bearing  did.  He  had  a  neat- 
ly trimmed  gray  beard  and  he  was 
wearing  a  black  Homburg. 

"Are  you  the  rabbi?"  Joe  want- 
ed to  know. 

"One  of  them." 
"One  of  them?" 

"Yes,  we  have  three,"  the  man 
answered  casually,  just  as  if  it  was 
the  most  natural  thing  in  the 
world  for  a  small  synagogue  to 
have  three  rabbis. 

We  followed  him  up  the  stairs. 
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Mrs.  Joseph  Willen  of  New  York  City,  President  of  the  National  Council 
of  Jewish  Women,  presents  a  hand-crafted  Chanukah  menorah  to  Dr.  Ralph 
Bunche,  United  Nations  Undersecretary  for  Special  Political  Affairs,  for  his 
work  to  further  human  rights.  The  award  was  made  at  the  Council's  seventh 
annual  United  Nations  Institute,  attended  by  leaders  of  the  70  year-old  educa- 
tional and  service  organization  from  all  parts  of  the  U.S. 


He  unlocked  the  door,  kissed  the 
elongated  mezuzah  on  the  door- 
post, and  let  us  in. 

"The  first  three  rows  are  tor 
men,"  the  rabbi  said.  We  took 
seats,  and  he  disappeared  into  a 
room  in  the  rear  of  the  synagogue. 

Joe  and  I  looked  around.  On 
the  front  wall  near  the  Ark  hung 
a  photograph  of  a  man  holding 
a  partially  opened  Torah.  (This 
mined  out  to  be  another  one  of 
i  he  three  rabbis.)  On  one  side  of 
t  lie  synagogue  was  another  stained- 
glass  window  with  two  Stars  of 
David.  The  star  on  top  had  an  eye 
in  the  center,  and  the  one  on  the 
bottom  had  a  pointing  hand. 

There  was  a  plaque  on  a  side 
wall  which  paid  honor  to  Rabbi 
W.  A.  Matthew,  who  was  the  only 
one  we  had  ever  heard  of  in  con- 
nection with  the  Commandment 
Keepers  Congregation.  The  plaque 
identified  Rabbi  Matthew  as 
"Chief  Rabbi  of  the  Ethiopian  He- 
brews of  the  Western  Hemis- 
phere." On  the  same  wall  there 
was  a  mizarach,  a  paper  with  num- 
erous drawings  representing  a 
variety  of  Bible  stories. 


While  we  were  walking  around, 
a  handsome,  heavy-set  man  with 
a  bushy,  gray  beard  came  over 
to  me.. 

"Shalom  aleichem,  advonee,"  he 
said.  "Mah  shlomcha?" 

Not  expecting  that  f  would  be 
called  upon  to  talk  Hebrew  that 
morning,  I  was  taken  aback.  1 
managed  to  blurt  out,  "Tov  ma- 
od"  but  1  forgot  to  ask  him  how  he 
was. 

This  was  Rabbi  Matthew.  He 
smiled,  and  retired  to  the  room  in 
the  rear. 

Joe  and  1  took  our  seats,  and 
the  shamas  (sexton)  gave  us  our 
prayerbooks. 

"fs  all  of  the  service  in  He- 
brew?" we  asked  him. 

"About  half  Hebrew,  hall  Eng- 
lish," he  said. 

There  were  other  visitors  be- 
sides us.  There  were  some  people 
from  Cuba  and  Israel,  Detroit, 
Mich.,  and  Binghamton,  N.  Y. 
The  man  in  the  liquor  store  was 
right.  People  do  come  from  all 
over  to  see  the  services. 

The  congregation  has  a  choir, 
men  and  women,  separated  by  a 
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piano.  If  someone  were  to  sec  the 
women  on  the  street,  they  might 
mistake  them  for  nuns  or  saints 
in  one  of  the  other  of  the  "holi- 
ness" churches.  They  were  all 
dressed  in  white  with  royal  blue 
cloth  headdresses.  The  Hebrew 
word  for  Zion  was  embroidered  on 
their  garments,  and  some  of  them 
wore  the  Magen  David. 

Services  were  about  to  begin. 
Rabbi  Matthew  announced  that 
the  cantor  had  sent  word  that  he 
could  not  make  it  to  services,  and 
then  remarked  that  summertime 
had  made  some  of  the  members 
"delinquent."  (Actually,  many 
white  rabbis  would  have  liked  to 
have  had  that  kind  of  attendance.) 

"But  time  waits  for  no  man," 
the  rabbi  continued.  "And  we 
must  begin  our  devotions." 

The  book  used  was  Philips'  He- 
brew Prayer  Book,  found  in  many 
Orthodox  congregations.  But  un- 
like many  Orthodox  congregations, 
they  started  the  Saturday  morning 
services  with  Borchu,  Borchu  does 
not  generally  come  until  about 
15  minutes  after  the  service  has 
begun. 

After  the  opening  prayer  and 
response  by  the  congregation  in 
Hebrew,  Rabbi  Matthew  shifted 
to  English,  and  the  prayers  were 
recited  antiphonally.  1  he  rabbi 
chanted  a  portion  of  a  sentence, 
and  the  congregants  responded 
with  the  following  portion,  in  very 
quick  fashion,  like  this: 

And  shall  thank  Thee/and  all 
shall  praise  Thee/and  all  shall 
say,  There  is  none  holy  like  the 
Lord./All  shall  extol  Thee  for- 
ever,/Thou  Creator  of  all  things, 
/O  God  who  openest  every  day 
the  doors  of  the  gates  of  the  East,/ 
and  cleavest  the  windows  of  the 
firmament./bringing  forth  the  sun 
from  his  place,/ and  the  moon  from 
her  dwelling,/ giving  light  to  the 
whole  world/and  to  its  inhabitants 
whom  Thou  createdst  by  Thy  at- 
tribute of  mercy.  .  .  . 

This  continued  for  a  while  at 
such  a  rapid  pace,  that  it  was  dif- 
ficult to  keep  up  with.  Instead  of 


ending  the  prayers  with  an  "A- 
men,"  the  congregants  chanted 
fervently,  "Halleluyah,  Amen!" 
This  was  punctuated  with  notes 
from  the  piano,  which  had  a 
harpsichord  attached  to  give  it  the 
effect  of  an  organ. 

The  prayers— some  in  Hebrew, 
others  in  English— alternated  with 
hymns  sung  by  the  choir,  and 
everything  ended  with  "Hallelu- 
yah, Amen!" 

The  high  point  of  the  service 
came  when  the  Torah  was  read. 
In  virtually  all  Orthodox  and  Con 
servative  synagogues,  seven  men 
are  called  up  to  the  Torah  on 
Saturday  morning.  Each  one  re- 
cites an  opening  blessing,  after 
which  a  reader  reads  a  portion  of 
the  Torah.  After  the  portion  is 
read,  each  man  says  the  closing 
blessing.

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Company  of  Greensboro,  North 
Carolina  has  been  awarded  the 
highest  honor  that  can  be  received 
from  the  National  Safety  Council 
for  an  outstanding  safety  record 
in  1963. 

This  award  is  the  award  of  hon- 
or of  the  National  Safety  Council, 
which  is  presented  to  companies 
which  make  excellent  records  in 
preventing  accidents.  This  is  the 
third  consecutive  year  the  firm  has 
received  such  recognition  from  the 
National  Safety  Councd. 

The  Thompson-Arthur  Award 
was  on  the  basis  of  its  record  in 
1963  when  its  accident  frequency 
rate  was  1.24  for  each  million  man- 
hours  of  work  and  the  severity 
rate  was  49  days  of  time  lost  for 
each  million  manhours. 

For  the  entire  highway  construc- 
tion industry  in  the  nation  the 
average  for  the  three  years  prior 
to  1963  was  30.24  accident  fre- 
quency rate  and  a  severity  rate  of 
3,368.

A  Tribute

The  pace  quickens  and  old 
friends  depart.  This  time  it  is 
Florence  Rosenstein  Moel,  cut  ott 
in  the  very  prime  of  her  lite  on 
Friday,  March  G,  1964.  It  seems 
so  heartless,  so  cruelly  unneces- 
sary! But,  who  am  I  to  judge? 

Born  and  reared  in  Durham, 
the  daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  Na- 
than Rosenstein  and  Mary  Rosen- 
stein, Florence  spent  most  of  her 
life  in  Durham.  She  was  married 
to  Leon  A.  Moel  of  Huntington, 
W.  Va.,  who  survives  with  two 
daughters,  Mrs.  Natalie  Schneider- 
man,  Miss  Susie  Moel  and  a  son, 
Morton.  In  1957,  the  Moel  family 
moved  to  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

All  the  impressive  things  have 
already  been  said  about  Florence. 
Her  personality;  her  many  deeds 
of  kindness  and  of  her  humanity; 
her  achievements;  and  her  honors. 
I  can  add  nothing  to  the  imposing 
roster.  It  is  written  large  and  will 
serve  as  an  inspiration  to  others 
in  our  community.  We  do  not 
often  meet  her  kind. 

What,  then,  remains  to  be  said? 
The  word  "dedication"  above  all 
others  sums'  up  the  life  of  Florence 
Rosenstein  Moel. 

From  her  parents  she  inherited 
an  example  of  unanswering  Jewish 
loyality.  To  the  Beth  El  Congrega- 
tion, Sisterhood  and  Hadassah, 
Florence  gave  that  full  measure  of 
dedication  which  found  no  work 
too  arduous,  no  task  too  forbid- 
ding for  her  to  tackle  and  to  han- 
dle successfully. 

The  quality  of  her  dedication 
is  best  seen  in  the  nature  of  so 
much  of  the  work  she  did  for 
many  years  in  Durham  before  she 
left  with  her  family  in  St.  Louis. 
Florence  performed  the  drudgery 
in  many  of  the  projects  she  shared 
in.  She  did  not  seek  the  lime- 
light, nor  did  she  choose  the  tasks 
which  brought  the  rewards;  rather 
she  labored  at  the  essential  chores 
which  every  effort  requires  but 
which  not  many  like  to  do.  So  we 
find  her  working  as  Chairman  of 
the  Education  Committee,  Chair- 
man of  Fund  Raising  Committees, 
Chairman  of  the  Sisterhood  Cook 
Book  and  laboring  over  the  de- 
tails of  many  other  projects  in  the 
community. 

A  few  years  ago,  Beth  El  Sister- 
hood honored  her  by  inscribing  her

The  Commandment  Keepers 
Congregation  does  things  differ- 
ently. Here  any  number  of  men 
are  called  up,  the  rabbi  announces 
their  name  and  tribe,  and  each 
man  says  all  of  the  blessings  as  he 
is  called  up.  (I  counted  representa- 
tives from  at  least  five  tribes  — 
Levi,  Judah,  Reuben,  Naphtali 
and  Simeon.)  After  the  male  mem- 
bers of  the  congregation  had  been 
called  up,  the  rabbi  asked  the 
visitors,  "Yould  any  of  you  gen- 
tlemen like  to  be  called  up?  You 
have  that  privilege." 

f  would  have  gone  up,  but  i 
didn't  know  what  tribe  I  belonged 
to.  The  visitor  from  Binghamton 
did  go  up,  and  when  he  returned 
to  his  seat,  1  asked  him,  "How 
did  you  know  your  tribe?'' 

"He  assigns  the  tribes,"  he  an- 
swered. 

After  all  of  the  men  had  said 
their  blessings,  one  of  the  other 
two  rabbis  read  an  entire  section 
of  the  Torah.  Then  the  Torah  was 
rolled  up,  tied  and  covered.  Rabbi 
Matthew,  the  Torah  in  his  arms, 
then  led  all  of  the  male  congre- 
gants in  a  march  around  the  syna- 
gogue, and  everyone  sang  a  hymn 
and  clapped  hands. 

After  the  Torah  was  put  back 
into  the  Ark,  Rabbi  Matthew  ad- 
dressed the  congregation.  For  the 
benefit  of  the  visitors  he  stated 
that  the  congregants  were  Ethio- 


pian Hebrews,  who  traced  their 
descent  to  Solomon  and  Sheba. 
He  said  that  the  order  was  found- 
ed 46  years  ago,  and  in  that  time 
it  has  grown  from  eight  people  to 
350,000  Ethiopian  Hebrews 
throughout  the  Western  Hemi- 
sphere. Fie  said  that  members  ob- 
serve kashruth  and  circumcision, 
and  called  upon  black  people  to 
be  as  proud  of  being  black  as 
white  people  are  proud  of  being 
white. 

"After  all,"  Rabbi  Matthew 
said,  "the  black  man  was  here 
first."  And  then,  apparently  to 
support  this  theory,  he  quoted  the 
first  chapt.r  of  Genesis: 

"...  and  darkness  was  upon  the 
lace  of  the  earth  .  .  .  and  God  said: 
'Let  there  be  light.'.  And  there 
was  light."

Rabbi  Matthew  codified  the 
principal  beliefs  of  the  Royal  Or- 
der of  Ethiopian  Hebrews  and 
published  them  under  the  title, 
"The  Twelve  Principles  ot  the 
Doctrines  of  Israel  with  Scriptur- 
al Proof,"  around  1940  in  the 
Minute  Book  of  the  Command- 
ment Keepers.  This  book  also  in- 
cludes the  curriculum  o!  the  Ethi- 
opian Hebrew  Rabbinical  Col- 
lege (of  which  Rabbi  Matthew  is 
dean)  and  an  article  on  the  "An- 
thropology of  the  Ethiopian  He- 
brews." 

Throughout  the  rabbi's  re- 
marks, one  fellow  on  the  other 
side  of  Joe,  interrupted  with 
shouts  of  "Halleluyah,''  "Holy 
God,"  and  "Halleluyah,  Amen!", 
reminding  the  writer  of  this  arti- 
cle of  the  time  he  covered  a  re- 
vival meeting  when  he  was  a 
newspaperman  in  Texas. 

After  Rabbi  Matthew  finished, 
the  mourner's  kaddish  was  recited, 
not  by  the  mourners  alone,  but 
by  the  entire  congregation,  as  is 
the  custom  in  many  Reform  tem- 
ples. 

Rabbi  Matthew  explained: 

"This  is  an  example  of  united 
prayer.  We  hope  that  one  day 
(here  will  be  united  brotherhood." 

To  which  the  entire  consrega- 
tion  responded  fervently,  "Hallelu- 
vah,  Amen!"

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EDITORIALS 


The  Responsibilities  Of  Leadership 

We  have  been  an  observer  of  the  organizational  scene  of 
our  Jewish  community  nigh  on  to  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
and  some  late  happenings  put  us  into  a  reminiscing  frame 
of  mind  recently.  Not  only  have  we  been  an  observer,  but  we 
have  been  active  in  organizations  on  a  local,  state  and  national 
level;  hence,  our  viewpoints  are  those  of  an  observer-partici- 
pant. 

It  is  almost  elementary  to  say  that  the  success  or  failure 
of  a  given  organization  is  a  direct  reflection  on  its  leadership. 
Those  who  have  been  able  to  secure  the  interest  of  men  and 
women  of  initiative  and  dedication  will  prosper,  and  con- 
versely, those  which  do  not,  sink  into  lethargy  and  apathy— 
ultimately  into  oblivion. 

The  problem  of  the  older  organizations  is  universal— 
that  of  periodically  being  able  to  secure  the  participation  of 
younger  people  who  will,  during  a  transition  period,  share  the 
load  with  the  older  hands,  and  ultimately  take  their  place.  In 
too  many  communities  the  same  relatively  small  group  is 
expected  to  keep  carrying  on  indefinitely  and  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  some  of  them  finally  get  tired  of  bearing  the  load 
of  leadership. 

For  leadership  is  a  responsibility.  We  see  too  many  in- 
stances where  this  responsibility  is  taken  lightly.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  of  the  younger  generation  who  glory  in  the 
honor  that  has  come  their  way  with  election  to  office,  but  who 
are  not  willing  to  put  in  the  licks  that  become  their  duty  by 
their  acceptance  of  the  office. 

We  are  reminded  of  an  instance  that  goes  back  quite  a 
bit.  but  the  principles  remain  the  same  today.  We  were  once 
invited  to  speak  at  the  meeting  of  a  chapter  of  a  national  or- 
ganization in  a  small  town.  Present  were  not  only  the  local 
members,  but  those  of  an  adjacent  large  city  —  one  of  the 
largest  in  the  state.  At  a  reception  that  followed  the  dinner,  we 
were  waited  upon  by  two  rabbis  from  the  larger  city.  It  seems 
that  their  chapter  had  fallen  upon  hard  times.  They  asked  us 
what  they  could  do  to  restore  the  prestige  of  this  chapter,  the 
membership  in  which  had  dropped  to  about  half  of  its  better- 
time  strength. 

We  tried  to  be  as  helpful  as  we  could,  and,  departing  for 
home,  we  promptly  forgot  all  about  it.  It  was  just  a  year  later 
that  we  were  present  at  a  state-wide  executive  board  meeting 
of  this  organization,  and,  as  we  listened  to  the  reports  of  the 
various  chapter  presidents,  we  were  particularly  intrigued  by 
the  statement  of  the  president  of  the  chapter  in  the  large  city 
to  which  we  have  previously  referred.  He  indicated  that  the 
membership  in  this  chapter  had  doubled  in  the  year,  and  was 
now  about  what  it  had  been  in  their  better  days,  and  they  were 
again  functioning  actively.  We  were  sufficiently  interested  in 
learning  what  had  happened  to  bring  about  this  change,  and 
we  discovered  that  they  had  succeeded  in  interesting  an  entire- 
ly new.  younger  group  of  talent,  which  was  taking  responsibil- 
ity seriously.  Which  again  proves  what  we  have  pointed  out 
previously  as  being  a  solution.

This  matter  of  recruiting  new  talent  applies  not  only  to 
organizations,  but  to  life  in  the  communities  as  a  Avhole.  We 
know  of  one  such  which,  for  many  years  squirmed  under  the 
thumb  of  one  autocrat,  whose  word  was  law.  Nothing  could 
take  place  there  without  his  approval.  This  situation  continu- 
ed until  a  relatively  new  comer  had  the  fortitude  and  temerity 
to  challenge  the  status  quo,  and  the  result  was  the  delivery  of 
an  autocracy  into  a  democracy. 

The  recent  election  of  officers  of  the  North  Carolina  As- 
sociation of  Jewish  Men,  at  its  convention  in  Winston-Salem 
last  month,  resulted  in  a  situation  that  will  be  watched  with 
considerable  interest.  All  of  the  officers  elected,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  were  men  who  had 
not  previously  held  office  in  the  association.  It  is  an  ideal 
example  of  bringing  in  new  talents,  and  with  the  expectation 
that  the  new  officers  will  take  their  responsibilities  seriously, 
the  association  can  look  forward  to  greater  growth  and 
achievement. 

It  would  be  cheering  to  learn  of  more  of  such  situations. 
For,  only  in  this  manner,  will  organizational  life  prosper,  and 
the  objectives  of  the  various  groups  be  able  to  continue  on  to 
success. 


No  Cause  For  Alarm 

"Some  3,000  teenagers  stomped  their  feet,  screamed, 
clapped  thir  hands,  jumped  out  of  their  seats  in  ecstasy,  roared 
and  generally  went  wild  with  adoration,"  says  a  recent  Reu 
ther's  dispatch. 

There  would  be  nothing  particularly  eye-brow  raising  in 
this  if  it  described,  as  it  well  might,  a  scene  in  our  own  United 
States.  There  have  been  many  such  demonstrations  here. 

What  makes  it  a  bit  unusual  is  that  it  took  place  in  Tel 
Aviv.  What  brought  it  about  was  a  performance  by  British  pop 
singer  Cliff  Richard,  singing  to  the  accompaniment  of  his 
small  band. 

The  incident  caused  some  consternation  among  Israeli 
educators.  They  feared  that  a  trend  was  indicated  that  was  a 
reflection  on  the  mental  attitudes  of  Israel's  youth. 

We  have  become  particularly  sensitive  to  our  youth  pro- 
blems, what  with  the  amount  of  space  given  in  our  newspapers 
to  juvenile  delinquency.  We  of  course,  should  be  apprehensive, 
but  our  concern  should  differentiate  between  those  things  in 
our  youth  which  are  but  inocuous,  natural  attributes  of  the 
teen  age,  and  those  which  indicate  traits  that  may  make 
them  even  greater  problems  in  later  years. 

We  see  no  cause  for  alarm.  Teen-agers  are  teen-agers  no 
matter  to  which  country  they  give  allegiance.  Whatever  short- 
comings our  youth  have,  we  do  not  believe  that  they  can  be 
attributed  to  wholesome  appreciation  of  entertainment  that 
they  enjoy.  We  regard  it  as  a  safety-valve  for  letting  off  steam 
inherent  in  youth.  We  would  rather  see  them  enjoy  them- 
selves in  this  manner  than  to  indulge  themselves  in  other  more 
sinister  preoccupations.

New  Berns  Brunswick,  N.  J.  The 
rabbi  speaks  about  dying  under 
the  subject  "  The  Jewish  Way  of 
Death"  in  an  article  of  his  in 
"American  Judaism,"  die  maga- 
zine published  by  the  Union  of 
American  Congregations. 

The  rabbi  is  speaking  about  tbe 
way  of  funerals  in  these  times,  He 
says,  in  part:  "The  funeral  prac- 
tices that  reach  the  point  of  lavish 
perversion  and  abnormal  denial 
of  death's  reality  are  created  not 
by  the  funeral  director  alone,  but 
by  the  needs  and  drives  of  his 
clients  which  in  turn  are  largely 
determined  by  the  ethical  and  so- 
cial forces  coursing  through  the 
fabric:  of  society.  Death  has  be- 
come a  remote  phenomenon  in 
our  daily  lives;  we  do  not  encoun- 
ter it  as  intimately  as  prior  gene- 
rations. .  .  .  The  opposite  attitude 
is  developed  in  Judaism  .vith  its 
insistence  on  confronting  death 
naturally  and  openly.  Just  as  birth 
and  life  are  accepted  as  normal 
occurences,  so  death  must  be  ac- 
cepted." 

Oh,  yes,  dear  rabbi,  I  myself 
know  one  who  thinks  the  same  as 
you  do  about  dying  and  about 
funerals.  He  has  arrived  at  the 
age  of  80.  He  guesses  that  one  of 
these  days  .  .  .  not  too  far  .  .  .  he'll 


be  getting  out  of  this  world,  down 
to  his  grave  and,  maybe,  also  to- 
ward the  reward  which  is  calied 
Hea\en.  His  name  is  Segal  .  .  . 
that  is  to  say,  the  Segal  who  writes 
this  column. 

He  asks  his  family  for  a  plain 
wooden  box  in  which  to  stay 
asleep.  Oh,  dear  family,  how  can 
I,  after  I've  fallen  into  permanent 
sleep,  appreciate  a  fancy  box:  in 
which  to  be  buried?  I'll  be  deep- 
ly content  just  to  rest  there  pleas- 
antly through  all  eternity.  And, 
dear  Rabbi  Wohl,  he'll  be  con 
ducting  the  Jewish  service  over 
me  ...  no  speech  of  tribute  please! 
A  dead  man's  tribute  is  all  in  the 
kind  of  family  he  leaves  behind, 
and  my  three  sons  are  all  OK  gen- 
tlemen and  my  seven  grandchil- 
dren are  OK  also,  as  they  go  on 
through  to  university. 

So,  please,  clear  sons  of  mine,  no 
fancy  funeral  for  me  .  .  .  just  a 
service  in  the  character  of  old- 
time  Jewish  funerals  .  .  .  the  few 
words  to  God  and  then  to  the  grave 
in  a  wooden  casket  .  .  .  and  a  verv 
plain  one. 

Yes,  dying  is  the  least  a  guy 
does;  he's  all  through  and  is  of  no 
more  use  in  this  world.  He  tried 
to  look  good  when  he  was  alive 
and  was  justified  by  his  apparel 
of  expensive  clothing.  But,  oh,  in 
his  grave  to  wear  just  a  plain 
wooden  casket  is  enough  for  him! 

In  this  80th  year  of  mine  I  go 
along  all  the  way  with  Rabbi 
Spiro  who's  saying  in  the  magazine 
called  American  Judaism:  "The 
ceremonies  of  the  Jewish  funeral 
follow  upon  the  Jewish  attitude 
to  death.  The  essential  purpose  of 
the  funeral  is  to  encourage  the 
bereaved  to  face  the  reality  and 
finality  of  death.  .  .  .  That  is  why 
in  Jewish  practice  the  coffin  should 
be  made  of  plain  wood,  so  that 
the  reality  of  death  is  not  evaded 
.  .  .  One  of  the  dangers  is  wasting 
great  sums  of  money  on  funerals 
is  the  same  as  prodigality  frequent- 
ly associated  with  Bar  Mitzvah  and 
wedding  receptions." 

Oh,  yes,  dear  rabbi,  it  took  all 
of  my  R0  years  finally  to  come 
around  to  your  philosophy  about 
being  dead.  Not,  sir,  that  I  feel 
prepared  to  be  passing  otit  of  this 


world  soon.  Each  morning  I  am 
at  my  job  on  one  of  the  daily 
newspapers  to  write  a  column.  I've 
been  at  it  all  of  59  years  ...  as 
reporter,  city  editor  and  colum- 
nist. I  may  seem  rather  boastful, 
but,  sire,  it  seems  much  nobler  to 
keep  on  one's  job  in  ripe  age  than 
to  look  forward  toward  a  grand 
funeral. 

Yes,  dear  rabbi,  some  day  .  .  I 
hope  it's  a  long  time  off  .  .  I'll 
be  at  my  own  funeral  and  1  invite 
you  to  be  there  also,  not  to  my 
dead  glory,  but  to  observe  my  ex- 
ample of  a  modest  funeral  in  a 
plain,  wooden  box.  If  you  don't 
mind  you  may  rise  there  to  speak 
upon  the  grandeur  ol  a  simple 
funeral  in  an  unadorned  box. 

And  Rabbi  Spiro  goes  on  to 
tell  more  about  "The  Jewish  Way 


of  Death:  Our  first  step  is  to 
realize  death's  unavoidable  occur- 
ence and  then  understand  its 
meaning.  We  can  do  tins  as  Jews 
because  we  need  not  rely  on  the 
distorted  values  and  symbols  sur- 
rounding us  .  .  .  Judaism  is  equal- 
ly sensitive  to  life  and  to  death 
.  .  .  Underlying  all  the  Jewish 
values  and  observances  concerning 
death  is  the  story  of  a  man  who 
lost  his  brother  and  was  asked, 
'What  was  the  cause  of  his  death?' 
He  replied:  'Life.'  " 

Thanks,  thanks,  dear  rabbi,  for 
your  help  to  me  in  this  column, 
and  please  don't  forget  to  come 
along  to  my  own  funeral  to  notice 
whether  I'm  being  served  there 
in  accordance  with  your  plain  wis- 
dom about  the  meaning  of  a  fun- 
eral. And  thanks  once  more.

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The  Early  Years- 

The  Beginnings  of  the 

Weizmann  Institute

The  lirst  time  I  saw  Rehovoth 
was  in  October  or  November  1919, 
during  the  very  first  visit  which 
I  paid  to  what  was  then  Palestine. 
No  distinct  recollection  remains 
in  my  mind  of  the  village  itself, 
except  an  impression  of  sandy 
roads  and  wide  uncultivated  ex- 
panses as  my  husband  and  I  drove 
through  on  the  way  to  Gdera.  Had 
I  then  been  told  that  we  should 
both  eventually  take  up  perma- 
nent residence  in  this  sandy  place, 
I  am  sure  I  would  have  laughed 
the  mere  suggestion  to  scorn. 

Years  passed  by  and  it  was  not 
until  April  1933,  some  thirteen- 
and-a-hali  years  later,  that  we 
<ame  back  to  Rehovoth,  this  time 
b\  deliberate  design.  The  Jewish 
Agency's  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station,  which  was  directed  by  Dr. 
Isaac  Wilkansky  (later  Volcani), 
had  been  transferred  from  Tel 
Aviv  the  previous  summer  to  the 
heart  of  the  citrus-groves  near  the 
Rehovoth  railway-station.  My  hus- 
band decided  that  it  would  be  ap- 
propriate to  erect  his  dreaint-ot 
chemistry  and  biology  research 
laboratories  on  an  adjoining  site. 

There  were  several  factors  that 
led  to  his  decision.  Firstly,  the 
proximity  of  the  Experiment  Sta- 
tion directed  by  his  close  friend 
Dr.  Wilkansky;  secondly,  his  in- 
tention that  the  program  of  re- 
search he  was  contemplating 
should  be  linked  with  the  Station's 
work  for  the  advancement  of  the 
country's  agriculture;  thirdly,  his 
deep  emotional  feeling  for  the  as- 
sociations with  the  ancient  site  of 
Yavneh,  not  far  away  from  Reho- 
voth. It  was  to  Yavneh  that  the 
center  of  Jewish  learning  and 
scholarship  was  removed  after  the 
destruction  of  Jerusalem  in  70 
C.E. 


And  last  but  not  least,  there  was 
his  wish  to  create  a  scientific  ref- 
uge for  the  young  and  promising 
scientists  recently  expelled  from 
Genu  any. 

Our  return  to  Rehovoth  was  lor 
the  laying  of  the  foundation  stone 
of  the  Daniel  Sieff  Research  In- 
stitute, held  on  12th  April,  1933. 
It  was  a  modest  ceremony,  yet  an 
cxhi  lira  ting  one  because  of  the 
significance  which  it  held  for  the 
future.  The  speeches  were  on  a 
hopeful  note.  I  remember  in  par- 
licular  my  husband's  prophetic 
statement,  "Palestine,  a  small  coun- 
try, can  only  be  brought  to  Eruitifi- 
cation  by  scientific  research," 
which  proved  itself  in  the  fulfil- 
ment of  the  past  30  years. 

In  referring  to  the  man)  unde- 
veloped stretches  of  land  in  the 
Jordan  Valley,  the  Vale  of  Beisan 
and  the  Huleh  swamps,  he  also 
said  that  "Science  marching  hand 
in  hand  with  colonization  can  turn 
these  places  into  flourishing  settle- 
ments." 

I  remember  some  of  those  who 
delivered  addresses,  in  addition  to 
my  husband,  or  who  helped  to  lay 
the  stone  —  Dr.  Wilkansky,  who 
presided;  Chaim  Arlosoroff  for  the 
Jewish  Agency;  Itzhak  Ben-Zvi,  Is- 
real's  second  President,  for  the 
Vaad  Leumi;  Arthur  Ruppin;  and 
Shlomo  Kaplansky  of  the  Techn- 
ion.  Alas,  they  are  no  longer  in 
our  midst. 

As  1  sat  there,  I  thought  of  Dan- 
iel Sieff,  a  charming,  gifted  boy  of 
17,  who  was  a  great  friend  of  my 
late  son  Michael.  Daniel  had  ask- 
ed to  come  to  Israel  to  study 
biology  and  Hebrew  because  he 
was  too  young  to  go  to  Cambridge. 


When  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sieff  wanted 
to  commemorate  him,  my  husband 
suggested  that  the  best  memorial 
would  be  an  institute  of  research 
in  his  name,  and  this  idea  was 
prompt  1\  accepted.  The  project 
was  then  taken  up  by  the  Family 
as  a  whole. 

A  year  later  we  returned  to  ded- 
icate the  new  Daniel  Sieff  Research 
Institute,  on  3rd  April,  1934.  It 
was  a  remarkable  building  lor 
those  days. 

I  remember  how  thrilled  1  was

to  see  my  husband's  delight  and 
satisfaction  at  the  way  in  which 
his  plans  for  the  new  laboratories 
had  been  realised.  Few  people 
were  aware  that  when  my  hus- 
band once  started  on  a  project  he 
really  went  all  out  for  it.  He  saw 
human  affairs  in  his  own  projec- 
tion as  a  series  of  stages  or  phases 
stretching  away  into  the  infinite, 
without  limits.  The  creation  and 
opening  of  the  Sieff  Institute 
marked  the  completion  of  one  ol 
those  phases;  what  happened  after

Co-incident  with  Uie  annual 
meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  As- 
sociations of  Jewish  Women,  Men 
and  Rabbis,  the  North  Carolina 
Home  for  the  Jewish  Aged  held 
ground-breaking  ceremonies  on 
May  3rd.  The  meeting  of  the  as- 
sociations were  held  at  the  Jack 
Tar  Hotel,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C, 
during  the  morning  and  the 
ground-breaking  took  place  at  the 
site  of  the  Home,  Clemmons,  N.  C, 
in  the  afternoon.  The  associations 
jointly  had  a  luncheon  at  the  Jack 
Tar. 

North  Carolina's  Governor  Terry 
Sanford  was  the  principal 
speaker  at  the  ground-breaking 
ceremonies,  which  were  attended 
by  about  300.  Mrs.  Sam  Freed- 
man,  of  Durham,  N.  C,  retiring 
president  of  the  Women's  Associa 
tion,  presided.  Other  speakers  ii>-

'Chairman  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners,  and  George  W. 
Cooper,  Jr.,  Clemmons  Postmas- 
ter.

ALEPH  BETH

Rabbi  Israel  Baal  Shem  Tov, 
the  founder  of  Chassidism,  yearn- 
ed for  the  land  of  Israel  and  his 
dearest  wish  was  to  set  foot  on 
the  sacred  soil.  Twice  he  tried  to 
make  the  journey  but  each  time 
there  were  obstacles  in  the  way 
and  he  was  unable  to  reach  his 
destination.  Then  one  day  Rabbi 
Israel  decided  to  try  once  again. 
For  the  third  time  he  set  out 
from  Miedzyboz  on  the  perilous 
pilgrimage  to  the  Land.  This  time 
he  was  accompanied  by  his  daugh- 
ter Adela  and  one  of  his  disciples. 
The  three  pilgrims  travelled  for 
many  days  and  after  many  ad- 
ventures they  arrived  in  Instanbul. 
Here  they  were  fortunate  in  find- 
ing a  ship  and  they  eagerly  em- 
barked on  the  last  stage  of  their 
difficult  journey. 

Three  days  passed  uneventfully 
at  sea  and  the  ship  steadily  ap- 
proached nearer  and  nearer  to 
the  land  of  Rabbi  Israel's  dreams. 
Then,  on  the  fourth  day,  a  band 
of  pirates  fell  upon  the  ship  and 
took  the  passengers  captive.  Among 
the  prisoners  was  the  Rabbi,  to- 
gether with  his  daughter  and  dis- 
ciple. 

"Rabbi,"  cried  the  disciple  in 
anguish,"  you  are  the  master  of 
God's  Name.  You  heal  the  sick, 
you  raise  the  fallen.  Men  say 
there  is  no  problem  that  you  can- 
not solve,  no  burden  that  you  can- 
not lighten.  Rabbi,  save  yourself 
and  rescue  us  from  all  this  fearful 
danger." 

"Alas,  alas,"  lamented  Rabbi 
Israel.  "I  am  powerless.  There  is 
nothing  I  can  do.  I  have  forgotten 
all  I  ever  knew." 

"All!"  exclaimed  the  disciple 
in  horror. 

"Yes,  all,"  said  Rabbi  Israel 
sadly.  My  mind  is  a  blank.  I 
cannot  remember  a  single  passage 
of  the  Zohar,  the  Book  of  Mystery 

cannot  recall  a  single  verse  of 
the  Holy  Bible.  I  cannot  recollect 

single  word  of  the  Talmud  or 
the  Mishnah.  I  have  forgotten 
every  phrase  in  the  prayerbook, 
the  Siddur.  Could  I  but  recall  a 
single  passage,  then  we  would  be 
saved." 

The  disciple  gazed  at  Rabbi  Is- 
rael with  pity  and  fear.  He  had 
never  seen  the  revered  Rabbi  in 


such  distress.  "Is  there  nothing- 
nothing  at  all-that  you  remem- 
ber?" he  stammered.  Then  a  flame 
flickered  in  the  Rabbi's  eyes. 

"Yes,"  he  said  joyfully.  "I  be- 
gin to-I  remember-the  letters  of 
the  Hebrew  alphaet.  Come,  my 
son,  let  us  say  them  together. 
Aleph,  beth,  gimmel,  daleth-"  Be- 
fore they  reached  the  fifth  letter, 
the  Rabbi  and  his  companions 
were  miraculously  back  in  Miedzy- 
boz. Pirates,  prisoners  and  chains 
had  vanished  like  a  fleeting  dream. 

Why  had  this  happened?  Why 
had  heaven  intervened  to  prevent 
the  Master  from  reaching  the 
Holy  Land  he  longed  for?  The 
fate  of  many  worlds  was  in  the 
balance.  The  time  appointed  for 
he  coming  of  the  Messiah  had 
not  yet  arrived,  but  had  Rabbi 
Israel  set  foot  in  the  Land  of  Is- 
rael nothing  could  have  delayed 
the  coming  of  the  Messiah  for 
another  minute.  So  the  Rabbi  was 
deprived  of  his  knowledge  for 
that  crucial  moment  and  the  world 
was  forced  to  wait  for  the  Messiah 
until  the  hour  of  destiny. 

The  great  Rabbi  was  not  saved 
by  his  great  wisdom,  for  all  his 
learning  had  left  him.  His  saviours 
were  the  letters  of  the  alphabet- 
the  letters  learned  by  every  little 
Jewish  child.  For  the  Chassidim 
believed  that  a  man  need  not  be 
a  saint  or  a  scholar  to  obtain  au- 
dience with  the  King  of  Heaven. 
If  a  man  but  recite  the  Aleph 
lieth  with  passion  and  sincerity, 
then  his  prayer  would  soar  straight 
to  his  Heavenly  Father  and  God 
vould  look  down  upon  him  with 
mercy  and  loving  kindness.

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HABIMAH 

By  Joseph  Lapse! 

On  February  3rd.  HABIMAH,  THE  ISRAEL  NATIONAL  THEATRE,  open- 
ed a  seven  week  engagement  at  the  Little  Theatre  in  New  York  City.  This  will 
be  followed  by  a  four-week  tour  of  the  large  cities.  Mr.  Lapid  is  one  of  Israel's 
foremost  critics  and  Israeli  correspondent  for  Variety. — THE  EDITOR 


Like  many  great  endeavors  in 
the  history  of  the  arts  HABIMAH 
started  with  an  absurd  idea  —  a 
theatre  which  would  play  in  a 
language  that  nobody  understood. 

Exactly  fifty  years  ago,  when 
HABIMAH  was  born,  no  modern 
Hebrew  culture  of  literature  ex- 
isted. Hebrew  as  a  language  was 
as  dead  as  Latin  today. 

HABIMAH's  aim  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  permanent  theatre 
that  would  demonstrate  that 
world  drama  could  be  revealed  to 
the  Jewish  people  through  He- 
brew. Long  before  Israel  was  born 
it  had  its  national  theatre.  Unlike 
other  great  theatres  in  the  world, 
HABIMAH  is  not  only  a  sovereign 
reflection  of  its  people's  culture, 
but  a  primary  source  of  it. 

HABIMAH  appeared  for  the 
first  time  on  September  2,  1913 
before  a  selective  audience,  dele- 
gates at  the  Zionist  Congress,  who 
met  in  Vienna. 

The  group,  assembled  by  the 
late  Nachum  Zemach,  performed 
in  Hebrew  translation,  a  famous 
Yiddish  play,  Dimov's  "The  Etern- 
al Wanderer."  A  most  appropriate 
title  for  a  Jewish  audience.  A 
newspaper  clipping,  yellow  with 
age,  notes  that  ".  .  .  the  play  was 
directed  by  the  well-known  actor 
Joshua  Bertonov." 

Joshua  Bertonov  is  today  85 
years  old  and  still  an  active  mem- 
ber of  HABIMAH's  ensemble.  He 
now  appears  in  "Genesis,"  a  Bib- 
lical comedy  written  by  Aharon 
Meged,  one  of  the  leading  young 
Hebrew  authors  and  playwrights. 
Joshua  Bertonov  appears  in  the 
role  ol  God.  He  says  he  feels  al- 
most as  old  as  God. 

In  the  lifetime  of  Mr.  Bertonov, 
HABIMAH  went  through  many 
changes:  the  original  group  dis- 
solved and  reassembled  five  years 
later  in  Moscow;  in  the  twenties 
HABIMAH  embarked  on  a  world 
tour,  performing,  among  others, 
"The  Golem"  and  Ansky's  "The 
Dybbuk"  in  eastern  and  western 
Europe  and  in  the  United  States. 
The  majority  went  to  Palestine 
and  settled  in  Tel  Aviv.  Today, 
HABIMAH   appears  in  its  own 


building,  in  the  center  of  Tel 
Aviv,  in  two  halls:  one  with  2,000 
seats  and  one  seating  500  for  more 
intimate  productions. 

The  old  guard,  still  active,  con- 
sists of  some  actors  of  internation- 
al repute:  Hannah  Rovina,  the 
Grand  Old  Lady  of  the  Hebrew 
theatre  is  one  of  the  great  actresses 
of  our  time.  She  was  a  kindergar- 
ten teacher  when  Nachum  Zemach 
recruited  her  in  Warsaw  forty-five 
years  ago.  Aharon  Meskin,  the 
leading  actor  ol  the  theatre  —  a 
huge  man  with  a  voice  like  Big 
Ben  —  is  described  as  one  of  the 
ten  great  living  actors  in  the  world 
by  Professor  John  Gassner,  head 
of  the  Yale  University  Drama 
School.  Some  of  Meskin's  best  per- 
formances were  in  "The  Golem," 
Arthur  Miller's  "Death  of  a  Sales- 
man," O'Neill's  "Anna  Christie" 
and  several  Shakespearean  trage- 
dies. His  entrance  to  the  theatre 
was  unusual.  During  the  Russian 
revolution  he  was  a  soldier  and 
supplied  the  starving  HABIMAH 
ensemble  with  bread.  When  the 
war  was  over,  the  group  invited 
him,  out  of  gratitude,  to  play  a 
minor  role.  They  didn't  know 
that  they  had  found  the  theatre's 
leading  actor. 

HABIMAH  is  a  repertory 
theatre,  a  co-operative  of  about

ENEMIES!"  yelled  the  4-year-old 
hugging  the  breakfast  cereal  box 
10  his  heart. 


"Davy!"  muttered  his  mother  in 
impotent  anguish.  She  Flashed  us 
a  stunted  smile.  "Why,  the  baby 
doesn't  even  know  what  the  word 
means." 

"Davy,  what  are  enemies?"  ask- 
ed a  tactless  kinsman. 

"Enemies  are  cousins!"  chirped 
the  child,  scattering  cornflakes 
wildly  to  the  winds. 

We  older,  more  inhibited  cous- 
ins laughed  a  mirthless  laugh 
and.  hurriedly  launched  a  counter- 
series  of  overlapping  qu^sii  r.-> 
about  one  another's  health.

As  many  guests  as  possible  were 
accomodated  in  the  b  r  i  d  e' s 
house,  on  couches,  hastily  put-up- 
put-you-ups,  improvised  beds,  bor- 
rowed bunks,  and  armchair-foot- 
stool contraptions.  Local  hotels 
were  crowded  to  uncomfortable 
capacity  in  the  biggest  burst  of 
business  for  years  and  many  of  us 
were  boarded  out  with  neighbors 
and  collected  by  the  family  at 
specified  times. 

The  eve  of  the  wedding  was  an 
interminable  era  of  almost  total 
anarchy.  The  lights  fused,  the 
cook  had  hysterics,  and  the  dress- 
maker wept  all  over  the  trous- 
seau.

Madame  Angelina,  imported  es- 
pecially from  Los  Angeles,  had 
been  sewing  away  in  a  basement 
room  for  a  full  three  weeks.  Faced 
with  hours  of  extra  work  adjust- 
ing half  a  dozen  dresses  for  the 
bride's  readjusted  measurements, 
madame  reacted  with  a  fit  of  tem- 
perment  which  could  hardly 
have  been  bettered  by  any  prima 
donna  at  the  Metropolitan  Opera 
House.

thirty  actors  and  actresses  who  in- 
terchange in  six  to  ten  plays  stag- 
ed each  season.  Sometimes  there 
are  as  many  as  three  HABIMAH 
performances  going  on  in  one 
night.  The  repertoire  is  as  color- 
ful as  the  theatrical  rainbow: 
"Oedipus  Rex"  to  Trma  la 
Douce."  from  "The  Caine  Mut- 
iny" to  "The  Three  Penny  Op- 
era," from  more  than  2,000  per- 
formances of  "The  Dybbuk"  —  a 
Jewish  classic  —  to  an  increasing 
number  of  modern  Israeli  plays, 
written  by  young  Hebrew  play- 
wrights: Mossinsohn,  K  i  s  h  o  n, 
Meged,  Yosh  Tomer  and  others. 

Except  for  the  Moscow  Art 
Theatre,  HABIMAH  is  probably 
the  last  genuine  Stanislavsky  group 
in  the  world.  During  the  fledgling 
days  of  HABIMAH  in  Moscow, 
the  Maestro  took  an  interest  in

the  improbable  enterprise  and 
worked  with  its  more  talented  ac- 
tors. He  prodded  his  most  im- 
portant director,  Vachtangov,  in- 
to directing  "The  Dybbuk."  This 
became  HABIMAH's  greatest  pro- 
duction. But  the  young  guard  of 
HABIMAH  -  Miryam  Zohar, 
Elisheva  Michaeli,  Ada  Tal,  Misha 
Asherov,  Shlomo  Var-Shavit  and 
others  —  does  not  identify  itself 
with  the  methods  of  the  old  guard. 
A  rather  typical  example  is  Am- 
non  Meskin,  son  of  Aharon,  who 
studied  for  years  at  Lee  Strasberg's 
Actors  Studio,  before  returning 
home  to  join  his  father  in  what 
became  the  success  of  the  last  sea- 
son, Ben-Zion  Tomer's  "The  Chil- 
dren of  the  Shadows."  The  young 
generation  prefers  the  modern 
play  to  the  classic  one  and  the 
universal  to  the  profoundly  Jew- 
ish theme.  Consequently  there 
are,  in  fact,  two  HABIMAHs': 
the  old  one,  which  tends  toward 
the  classic  and  the  traditional  and 
the  young  generation  immersed 
in  modern  Israel  and  scanning 
the  horizons  for  playwrights  like 
Arthur  Miller,  Friedrich  Dueren- 
matt  and,  ol  course,  Bertold 
Brecht.

that  was  to  exceed  the  imagination 
of  all  who  took  part  in  the  original 
project. 

Yet,  fascinated  though  I  was  by 
the  achievement  of  the  first  stage, 
1  must  confess  thai  1  could  not 
help  having  mingled  feelings  and 
being  worried  over  what  was  to 
come.  1  was  deeply  concerned  by 
the  prospect  of  moving  away  from 
London  —  something  1  could  hard- 
ly have  forseen  on  my  first  visit 
to  Palestine  in  1919!  —  and  leav- 
ing there  my  two  sons,  my  home, 
my  friends,  my  entire  life  for  al- 
most 30  years  past,  and  of  coming 
to  the  sandy  little  village  of  Reho- 
voth of  all  places  in  the  world,  in- 
stead of  Jerusalem.  But  the  pros- 
pect had  to  be  laced  and  accepted; 
and  so  it  was. 

From  time  to  time  my  husband 
and  I  returned  in  the  ensuing 
years  until  our  own  home  was  built 
and  made  ready  for  our  occupancy 
in  1937.  The  living  quarters  which 
we  inhabited  during  these  so- 
journs varied.  One  time  we  had 
a  three-room  bungalow  with  an 
attic  which  belonged  to  the  Ameri- 
can poetess  Jessie  Sampter.  Later 


there  were  two  rooms  in  the  old 
Club-House  of  the  Sieff  Institute. 

On  the  day  of  the  opening,  as  1 
was  looking  out  of  the  window  of 
my  husband's  study  there,  my  eyes 
alighted  on  the  hill  to  the  south- 
east and  I  recall  saying  to  Dr.  Is- 
rael Magazannik,  of  the  Experi- 
ment Station,  "I'd  like  to  have 
our  house  there."  He  said  that  he 
thought  the  land  was  available  for 
purchase  and  promised  to  make 
inquiries.  He  did  so,  and  took  me 
out  there  one  afternoon  to  inspect 
the  area.  The  land  belonged  to 
one  of  the  founders  of  Rehovoth, 
and  a  former  resident  of  Pinsk 
whom  my  husband  remembered 
from  his  younger  clays,  Mr.  Aharon 
Eisenberg. 

The  site  was  acquired  and  it  was 
here  that  our  home  was  planned 
and  buill  by  Eric  Mendelson. 
When  we  took  up  residence  there, 
I  recall  being  visited  by  the  feel- 
ing that  the  second  stag  of  my 
husband's  vision  had  been  fulfill- 
ed. 

As  for  the  subsequent  stages, 
thev  are  a  matter  of  historv.

News  To  Us 

In  a  recent  syndicated  newspaper  column,  Drew  Pearson, 
writing  from  Addis  Ababa,  Ethiopia,  discussed  the  campaign 
that  was  being  waged  to  unseat  Emperor  Haile  Selassie.  He 
quoted  some  radio  broadcasts,  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Soviet 
Union  and  Egypt's  Nasser,  emanating  from  the  nearby  republic 
lie  of  Somaliland. 

A  portion  of  one  of  the  broadcasts  was  of  particular  in- 
terest to  us.  It  was  made  on  February  gth,  and  began  with  the 
innocuous  question,  "What  has  happened  to  the  Ethiopian 
people?"  It  continued  along  the  lines  of  suggesting  an  uprising 
against  Selassie,  and  then,  at  one  point,  said,  "What  steps  can 
you  take  in  view  of  the  trick  of  this  Jew,  Hailie  Selassie?  Get 
prepared  and  rise  up  and  free  your  country  from  the  cruel 
immigrant  Jew,  Hailie  Selassie." 

This  is  the  first  time  that  we  heard  that  Ethiopia's  Em- 
peror was  one  of  us,  and  there  was  no  accompanying  explana- 
tion in  the  broadcast.  We  assume  that  the  broadcasters  had 
run  out  of  epithets,  and  was  casting  what  it  considered  the 
height  of  opprobium  —  calling  him  a  Jew. 

Ho-hum. 


The  World's  Fair  At  Cross-Purposes 

Dore  Senary,  producer-playwright,  and  currently  Nation- 
al Chairman  of  B'nai  B'rith's  Anti-Defamation  League,  has 
brought  legal  action,  with  ADL  as  co-petitioneer,  to  compel, 
Robert  'Moses,  President  of  the  World's  Fair  Corporation,  to 
cancel  the  lease  of  the  Jordanian  Pavilon  at  the  Fair,  unless 
the  Jordan  government  removes  from  its  exhibit  a  mural  that 
is  alleged  to  be  anti-Semitic.  An  order  to  show  cause  has  been 
signed  by  New  York  State  Supreme  Court  Justice  Joseph  A. 
Sarafite. 

The  weakness  in  the  action,  as  we  see  it,  is  that  there  is 
no  mention  of  Jewry  in  the  statement  that  accompanies  the 
mural.  There  is  not  much  doubt  about  the  reference;  however, 
the  law  at  times  can  be  exacting. 

The  Jordan  Pavilon  wall  display  in  question  consists  of  a 
large  photo  of  an  Arab  refugee  woman,  holding  a  bedraggled 
child  in  her  arms,  and  a  statement  in  letters  ten  inches  high 
which  reads  in  part: 

"Strangers  from  abroad,  professing  one  thing,  but  under- 
neath another,  began  buying  up  the  land  and  stirring  up  the 
people  .  .  .  The  strangers,  once  thought  terror's  victims,  be- 
came terror's  fierce  practitioners  .  .  .  But  even  now  to  protect 
their  gains  ill-got  as  if  the  land  was  theirs  and  has  the  right, 
they  are  threatening  to  disturb  the  Jordan's  course  and  make 
the  desert  bloom  with  warriors." 

This  display,  Mr.  Schary  contends,  "is  intended  and  cal- 
culated to  incite  hatred  against  persons  of  Jewish  faith,  charg- 
ing them  with  being  'terror's  fierce  practitioners,'  and  'with 
having  ill-gotten  gains,'  and  with  'inciting  war  in  the  area  of 
the  Jordan  River'." 


On  May  25th,  Dr.  Joachim  Prinz,  president  of  the  Ameri- 
can Jewish  Congress,  together  with  Irving  Dwork,  the  organ- 
ization's secretary,  and  Theodore  Bikel,  the  actor,  were  arrest- 
ed for  participating  in  a  demonstration  outside  the  Jordan 
pavilion.  They  were  charged  with  violating  the  ban  on  picket- 
ing at  the  Fair. 

What  puzzles  us  is  why  legal  action  was  necessary.  It  is  to 
be  assumed  that  an  attempt  was  made  to  convince  the  Fair 
authorities  and  the  fact  that  the  suit  was  institu- 
ted seems  to  indicate  that  no  headway  was  made  by  peaceful 
means.  The  Jordan  mural  is  unquestionably  propaganda  of 
the  lowest  order  and  certainly  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  pri- 
mary aims  of  a  World's  Fair,  which  should  be  that  of  educating 
the  peoples  of  the  word  concerning  the  interdependence  of 
nations,  and  the  need  for  lasting  peace. 


On  that  score  alone  the  offending  mural  should  be  re- 


moved. 


Young  Israeli  Prize-Winner 

When  Itzhak  Perlman,  18-year-old  Israeli  violinist,  won 
first  place  in  the  Leventritt  International  Competition  last 
week  at  Carnegie  Hall  in  New  York,  the  America-Israel  Cul- 
tural Foundation  added  a  new  name  to  its  roster  of  prize- 
winning  scholarship  students.  Itzhak,  a  protege  of  the  Founda- 
tion since  he  was  eleven  years  old,  is  one  of  the  many  youthful 
Israelis  who  have  studied  under  the  Foundation's  scholarship 
program,  which  annually  grants  some  250  scholarships  in  all 
the  arts. 

Other  Foundation  scholarship  students  who  have  won 
major  awards  recently  are  Shmuel  Ashkenazi,  violinist,  who 
won  second  place  in  the  Tchaikovsky  competition  in  Moscow, 
and  Moshe  Atzmon,  conductor,  who  took  second  prize  in  the 
International  Mitropoulos  competition  in  New  York. 

Itzhak,  a  handsome,  curly  haired  youth,  was  the  youngest 
contestant  in  the  Leventritt  competition  this  year  and 
the  third  18-year-old  in  the  history  of  the  competition  to  win 
the  award.  His  victory  put  him  in  the  company  of  such  former 
winners  as  Van  Cliburn,  Gary  Graff  man,  John  Browning, 
Eugene  Istomin  and  Malcolm  Frager.  The  Leventritt  award 
includes  a  $1,000  grant  and  guaranteed  appearances  with  some 
of  the  nation's  most  important  orchestras  including  the  New 
York  Philharmonic,  the  Cleveland,  Pittsburgh.  Detroit,  Buf- 
falo, Denver  and  New  Haven  Symphonies. 

In  1956,  when  he  was  10,  Itzhak  was  heard  in  a  perform- 
ance in  Israel  by  a  member  of  the  Foundation's  board.  His 
talent,  personality  and  eagerness  were  so  impressive  that  the 
Foundation  gave  him  a  scholarship  to  further  his  studies.  Since 
then  Itzhak  has  developed  steadily.  For  the  last  four  years  he 
has  been  studying  at  the  Juilliard  School  in  New  York  under 
Ivan  Galamian,  giving  concerts  in  many  communities. 

He  made  his  American  debut  in  the  grand  style,  appear- 
ing on  the  Ed  Sullivan  show  at  the  age  of  13.  Last  year  he 
played  for  the  first  time  in  Carnegie  Hall,  as  soloist  with  the 
National  Orchestral  Association.  The  leading  music  critics 
gave  him  a  warm  reception,  predicting  his  career  would  grow.

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"THE  CHOSEN  0! 
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A  Review  of  Harry  Simonhoff's  Novel 
Published  by  Thomas  Yoseloff  -  New  York  and  London 
By  Chester  A.  Brown 

There  have  been  many  books, 
both  factual  and  fanciful,  that 
have  been  written  about  the  Mar- 
ranos  —  those  Jews  of  15th  and 
16th  century  Spain  and  Portugal 
who  were  forced  to  embrace  Chris- 
tianity, yet  who  continued  to  prac- 
tice secretly  their  Jewish  faith  — 
but  none  that  we  know  of  that 
can  compare  in  breath-taking  in- 
terest with  this  new  novel  by 
Harry  Simonhoff. 

The  novel  is  a  new  form  for 
Mr.  Simonhoff,  an  attorney  of  Mi- 
ami, Florida,  who  up  to  this  point 
had  established  the  right  to  be 
considered  a  leading  exponent  of 
Jewish  biography.  His  "Jewish 
Notables  in  America",  "Saga  of 
American  Jewry",  and  "Jewish 
Participants  in  the  Civil  War" 
have  interested  and  informed 
countless  readers.  A  bit  off  his 
beaten  track,  is  his  "Under  Strange 
Skies"  —  a  book  of  his  travels. 


'"The  Chosen  One"  has  for  its 
background  the  expulsion  of  the 
Jews  from  Spain  late  in  the  15th 
century,  and  the  locale  is  l(5th 
century  Portugal  although  we  are 
also  taken  to  various  parts  of  It- 
aly. The  story  centers  around  a 
Portugese  Marrano,  who,  until  his 
24  th  birthday  did  not  know  that 
he  had  been  born  a  Jew.  Upon 
learning  this,  from  the  lips  of  his 
dying  mother,  he  renounces  Chris- 
tianity and  returns  to  the  faith  of 
hr;  forbears. 

Following  the  Spanish  Enquisi- 
tion,  a  great  many  Jews  had  found 
their  way  to  nearby  Portugal, 
where  they  were  given  relative 
freedom  as  long  as  they  remained 
'Conversos  —  that  is.  remained 
Christians.  Tt  is  in  this  atmosphere  ' 
that  Diogo  Pirez.  now  reverting 
To  his  Jewish  name,  Salomo  Molko, 
enters  on  a  career  that  has  for  its 
obiective  the  liberation  of  his  fel- 
low-Jews. 

Pressure  is  beinij  exerted  on  the 
rulers  of  Portueal  to  follow  the 
lead  of  Snain  in  the  establishment 
of  an  Inouisition.  and  Molko's 
TJrst  pf^rts  are  rbV^rt^d  in  trvln? 
to  head  that  off.  Subsequently  he

steers  his  campaign  to  an  effort  to 
obtain  governmental  release  of  the 
Jews  to  their  former  Palestine 
homeland. 

His  zeal  and  general  personality 
enable  him  to  obtain  the  coopera- 
tion, of  the  current  Pope,  and  over 
a  period  of  time  he  builds  up  a 
following  that  finally  envisages 
him  as  the  Messiah.  It  wasn't  of 
course,  until  much  later  that  with 
the  Jews  the  Messianic  concept  be- 
came that  of  an  era,  rather  than 
a  personality. 

There  are  some  romantic  in- 
tervals introduced  which,  however 
fall  short  of  fruition  because  of 
burning-eyed  zealot  who  is  the 
chief  character,  is  so  dedicated  to 
his  project  that  he  has  no  time 
fov  dalliance. 

There  is  so  much  mysticism,  and 
so  little  really  known  about  the 
period,  of  which  the  author  writes 
that  he  has  free  rein.  However,  at 
no  time  is  the  reader  conscious  of 
inplausibility.  The  book  is  written 
with  amazing  erudition  that  be- 
speak much  intensive  study  and 
research;  the  style  is  scholarly,  but 
not  borihgly  so. 

We  recommend  the  "Chosen 
One"  as  a  must,  not  onlv  to  the 
readers  of  the  TIMES-OUT- 
LOOK, to  which  Mr.  Simonhoff 
has  been  a  frequent  contributor, 
but  to  all  who  enjoy  an  amazing 
narrative,  skillfully  told.

ISRAELS  TV  PILOT  PROJECT 

As  has  been  reported  previously,  the  State  of  Israel  has 
been  talking  about  television,  but  up  to  this  point  little  has 
been  done  about  it.  However,  things  seem  to  be  looking  up  a 
bit  in  that  direction. 

The  State's  inertia  has  been  brought  about  largely  because 
there  exists  a  sharply  divided  opinion  as  to  whether  the  med- 
ium should  be  adopted.  The  opposition  has  contended  that  it 
would  culturally  impair  the  country's  strength,  and  that,  with 
the  economic  situation  what  it  is,  funds  would  be  diverted  from 
the  more  necessary  building  of  roads,  schools,  and  industry. 

There  are  about  10,000  television  sets  in  Israel.  At  pre- 
sent, oddly  enough,  all  that  can  be  received  are  telecasts  origi- 
nating in  Arab  countries  —  Cairo,  Beirut  and  Damascus.  These 
sets  are  there  only  because  the  Ministry  of  Commerce  recently 
lifted  the  ban  on  their  importation.  They  cost  in  the  neighbor 
hood  of  $1,000  each,  what  with  the  installation  of  antenna  and 
kindred  paraphanalia.  Necessarily,  this  definitely  limits  private 
ownership.  However,  there  is  avid  interest  in  the  telecasts, 
despite  their  points  of  origin.  Nightly  thousands  gather  in 
private  homes  that  can  afford  them,  and  in  cafes  and  restau- 
rants to  watch  such  programs  as  are  received. 

From  this  those  who  favor  serious  consideration  for  TV 
telecasting  in  Israel  argue  that  there  is  no  sense  in  having  the 
Arab  and  Oriental  Jews  listening  to  the  propaganda  of  Nasser, 
et  al. 

The  hope  for  the  future  is  based  on  the  recent  announce- 
ment that  a  three-year  pilot  project  for  TV  will  be  launched  in 
October.  This  has  come  about  through  a  plan,  spearheaded 
and  financed  by  the  Edmond  James  de  Rothschild  Memorial 
Group,  which  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  rather  reluctant  green- 
light  from  the  Knessest.  This  project  is  at  present  definitely 
limited  to  programs  of  an  educational  nature.  In  a  new  section 
in  the  north  of  Tel  Aviv,  administration  offices  are  being  set 
up,  two  studios,  each  about  2,300  square  feet  in  size,  are  being 
built,  along  with  all  the  other  required  technical  departments. 

The  first  experimental  area  to  be  serviced  is  roughly  tri- 
angular in  shape,  running  south  from  Ramlah  (southeast  of 
Tel  Aviv)  to  Kiryat  Gat  and  then  northeast  to  Jerusalem.  At 
least  one  television  set  will  be  placed  in  each  selected 
elementary  and  secondary  school.  Although  subjects  for  study 
will  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ministry  of  Education  and 
Culture,  the  courses  to  be  offered  remain  to  be  decided.  Mean- 
Avhile,  it  is  expected  that  lectures  will  run  from  20  minutes 
to  a  half  hour;  material  to  be  covered  will  be  agreed  upon  be- 
tween the  classroom  teacher  and  the  one  in  the  studio. 

Still  to  be  determined  also  are  the  number  of  lessons  a 
studio  teacher  will  be  required  to  give  a  day,  but  it  is  definite 
that  the  teachers  will  be  employed  on  a  fulltime  basis  and  that 
they  will  be  responsible  for  editing  guide  books  and  attending 
conferences.  Programs  are  to  be  rendered  both  live  and  on 
tape,  principally  the  latter  during  the  early  stages  for  checking 
and  editing.  An  open  circuit  system  will  be  in  operation,  and 
Channel  8  on  Band  3  will  be  utilized  for  the  present.  If  the 
project  is  successful,  it  may  become  nationwide,  with  the  addi- 
tional prospect  of  the  government,  itself,  contributing  funds. 


For  those  of  us  to  whom  television  has  become  so  much  an 
integral  part  of  our  daily  living,  Israel's  experiment  will  be 
something  to  watch  with  more  than  casual  interest. 

Determining  Factors  In  Children's 
Character 

The  behavior  of  the  children  of  today  is  a  matter  of  grave 
concern  for  all  of  us.  Our  daily  press  continues  to  make  plain 
to  us  the  necessity  for  deep  study  of  what  motivates  the  young- 
er generation,  and  anything  that  can  help  us  to  understanding 
of  what  makes  children's  mind  tick  is  to  be  considered  im- 
portant. 

Psychologists  tell  us  that  the  first  years  of  a  child's  life  are 
most  important  in  molding  the  later  years,  and  in  a  country's 
history  probably  much  the  same  is  true.  No  nation,  as  no 
individual,  is  perpetually  right.  Israel,  as  our  Torah  tells  us, 
often  deviated  from  the  path  laid  out  for  it,  but  when  there  is 
a  great  past  to  look  back  to,  there  is  always  a  lamp  to  help 
illumine  the  road  to  the  future. 

Rabbi  Israel  J.  Gerber,  spiritual  leader  of  Charlotte's 
Temple  Beth  El,  in  his  recently  published  book,  "Immortal 
Rebels"  gives  us  much  valuable  insight  into  the  problem  in 
his  stories  of  Adam  and  Eve,  Abraham,  Sarah  and  Hagar,  and 
Isaac  and  Rebekah  in  that  portion  of  his  splendid  work  that 
deals  with  the  story  of  Isaac  and  Ishmael,  the  two  sons  of 
Abraham.  Rabbi  Gerber  says,  "Abraham's  treatment  of  Ish- 
mael poses  the  question  as  to  the  type  and  extent  of  discipline 
necessary  to  maintain  a  stable  home.  Discipline  is  essential  of 
two  types  —  the  permissive  approach  and  the  authoritative  ap- 
proach. The  course  adopted  by  parents  distinctly  influences 
the  child's  emotional  development." 

The  author  goes  on  to  contrast  the  effects  of  permissive 
and  authoritarian  methods.  In  the  former  attitude  where  the 
parents  permit  the  child's  wishes  to  go  unchecked,  lack  of  dis- 
cipline will  often  turn  out  an  unruly  child  —  one  that  in  later 
life  may  turn  out  a  "problem."  In  the  authoritarian  home,  the 
parents  dominate  the  child's  thinking  and  actions,  and  while 
this  is  not  always  perfect,  it  seems  on  the  whole  to  be  the  better 
of  the  two  methods. 

Later,  Rabbi  Gerber  observes,  "Many  child  psychologists 
agree  that  a  combination  of  both  schools  of  thought  is  poss- 
ible." With  that  we  are  in  perfect  agreement.  Our  own  per- 
sonal belief  is  that  the  authoritarian  method  is  a  must  for 
children  before  they  reach  the  age  of  reason.  When  that  stage 
is  reached,  then  a  happy  combination  of  both  methods  is  in 
order. 

Elsewhere  in  the  book,  in  the  story  of  Adam  and  Eve, 
Rabbi  Gerber  points  out  how  the  home  environment  of  Cain 
and  Abel  resulted  in  the  first,  biblical  fraticide.  This  matter  of 
environment,  hinging  as  it  does  on  parental  attitude,  does 
much  to  shape  the  future  lives  of  our  offspring. 

Rabbi  Gerber's  opus,  in  addition  with  supplying  us  with 
these  indications  of  what  determines  the  character  of  our  chil- 
dren, is  a  fine  book,  and  we  recommend,  without  reservation, 
its  reading.

My  Impression 
Today"  and  he  goes  on:  "This 
little  country  that  announced  its 
independence  on  May  15,  1948, 
now  is  the  gateway  to  Asia,  Africa 
and  Europe.  Since  its  rebirth  the 
visitors  have  been  kings  and 
queens  .  .  .  the  most  recent  were 
of  the  Belgian  royal  family,  and 
others  such  as  raiahs,  potentates, 
princes,  V.I. P.  leaders  from  Eng- 
land's labor  partv,  financial  lead- 
ers from  the  Scandinavian  coun- 
tries. And.  in  fact.  Israel's  sold 
c<~>ins  are  selling  at  hiVh  premium. 
One  $1^0  p-nlr!  ni^re  brings  SfiOO. 
as  a  collector's  item." 


Oh,  thanks,  thanks,  Dr.  Katz, 
for  serving  my  column  that  high- 
ly so  far,  and  he  goes  on: 

Yes,  he  tells  me:  "The  pre-war 
population  of  the  land  of  Israel 
was  a  half-million.  Now  it  is  close 
to  three  million.  Israel  was  ex- 
porting a  half  million  dollars 
worth  of  its  products  in  its  earlier 
days.  Now  it  exports  400  million 
dollars  annually.  Do  you  know 
that  diamonds  are  No.  1  in  Is- 
rael's export  market?  Citrus  fruit 
is  second  and  tourism,  third.  They 
even  export  cement  to  the  U.S.A." 

And  my  friend  the  doctor  goes 
on:  "Israel's  economy  consists  of 
all  three  world  systems:  Capitalism 
in  the  financial  institutions  and 
large  corporations.  It  has  even  pro- 
duced an  Israel  made  millionaire. 
And  Socialism  in  labor  and  indus- 
try. Modified  Communism  as  in 
the  Kibbutzim.  In  the  Kibbutzim 
they  can  come  and  stay,  or  leave 
if  one  thinks  he  can  better  him- 
self. All  they  get  is  complete  main- 
tenance. If  one  leaves  he  gets  his 
chair,  bed  and  what's  on  his  back. 
The  government  gets  the  profits." 

And  once  more,  Dr.  Katz,  thanks 
for  doing  this  column  so  well  for 
me  on  this  loveliest  of  days  when 
the  fragrance  of  those  roses  rise 
to  the  high  windows  at  which  I'm 
sitting. 

So  the  doctor  goes  on  with  his 
diagnosis  of  Israel:  "Labor  is  pro- 
tected by  the  Histadrufh,  the  giant 
CIO-A.F.L  in  Israel.  Wages,  work- 
ing hours,  vacations,  severance  pay 
and  other  benefits  are  arranged. 
And  the  workers  are  completely 
covered  by  health,  medical  and 
surgical  care  .  .  .  and  vacations 
are  included." 

And,  oh  yes,  the  doctor  rejoices 
further  toward  the  fact  that  doc- 
tors in  Israel  haven't  so  much  to 
do  there  about  sick  kids.  He  tells 
me:  "Israel  has  the  third  lowest 
infant  mortality  rate  in  the  world. 
Child-birth  is  encouraged  by  the 
mothers  receiving  $150  per  child 
if  it  is  hospital-born." 

Besides  this  goodness,  there  are 
some  millionaires  who  have  been 
serving  Israel  toward  jobs  and 
good  life  for  its  people  and  for 
its  prosperity.  .  .  .  "They've  done 
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Israel  .  .  .  just  as  he  does  on  ex- 
amination of  the  human  body 
.  .  .  "Yes,"  he  says,  "little  Israel 
with  every  kind  of  people  of  vis- 
ion and  dedication  is  here  to  stay 
.  .  .  Israel  pays  principal  and  in- 
terest for  anything  it  gets,  and  this 
is  Israel  of  today." 

So  I  thank  Dr.  Katz  once  more 
for  this  worthwhile  column  which 
carries  my  name  but  which  is  all 
his.  I  applaud  him  for  being 
a  good  reporter  and  as  a  fine  doc- 
tor, and  I  am  especially  thankful 
to  him  because  he  took  my  place 
as  columnist  on  this  lovely  spring- 
day. 

Yes,  to  enjoy  that  rose-bush  is 
more  desirable  to  the  soul  than 
pounding  the  typewriter  .  .  .  and 
there  are  those  violets  in  bloom! 


lots  for  Israel,"  Dr.  Katz  reports. 
"The  Wolfsons  of  England  have 
tremendous  investments  in  Israel, 
and  also  the  Rothschild  family. 
They  erected  large  industries  and 
financial  institutions.  They  have 
donated  lots  of  land  to  people. 
Thev  have  developed  mass  produc- 
tion systems  in  constructing  towns, 
villages  and  cities  that  are  unique. 
They  locate  concrete  factories  in 
certain  areas,  which  thus  are  bless- 
ed. And  multi-apartment  houses 
are  constructed,  like  rows  of  sol- 
diers. It's  amazing  .  .  .  all  the  build- 
ing which  goes  there.

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A  FLYING  MAGGIO

"Tell  them,"  said  the  good 
friend  who  asked  me  to  write  this 
article,  "tell  them  how  it  feels  to 
be  a  flying  Maggid!" 

A  flying  Maggid!  Shades  of 
Queen  Scheherazade,  Hirsch  Mas- 
liansky,  and  John  Glenn!  I  never 
thought  of  it  in  quite  that  way  but 
perhaps  the  description  is  not  en- 
tirely inappropriate. 

When  and  how  did  I  become  a 
flying  Maggid?  When?  In  Janu- 
ary, 1950.  How?  At  the  request  of 
the  Chief  of  Chaplains  of  the 
United  States  Air  Force,  I  helped 
to  conduct  a  chaplain's  retreat  and 
a  Torah  Convocation  in  the  Carri- 
bean  area,  i.e.,  Panama  and  Puerto 
Rico. 

Sometime  between  the  end  of 
World  War  II  and  the  beginning 
of  the  Korean  "police  action,"  the 
Chiefs  of  Chaplains  of  the  Armed 
Forces  decided  that  they  would 
sponsor  annual  religious  retreats 
for  all  chaplains  stationed  over- 
seas and  annual  preaching  mis- 
sions for  overseas  service  person- 
nel. There  would  be  separate 
gatherings  of  the  chaplains  and 
servicemen  of  each  of  the  three 
major  faiths  (Catholic,  Protestant, 
Jewish).  Because  the  term  "preach- 
ing mission"  is  one  which,  in  the 
Jewish  mind,  evokes  memories  of 
frenetic  non-Jewish  attempts  to 
"save"  Jewish  souls,  the  annual 
gatherings  of  Jewish  military  per- 
sonnel would  not  be  labeled  Jew- 
ish preaching  missions  but  would 
be  known  as  "Torah  Convoca- 
tions." 

And  so,  in  January,  1950,  I  was 
brought  to  Washington,  briefed 
on  my  assignment,  and,  together 
with  two  Protestant  ministers  and 
a  Catholic  priest,  flown  to  the 
area.  I  turned  out  to  be  as  a  fact 
the  only  Jewish  chaplain  in  the 
whole  Carribean  area,  Rabbi 
Nathan  Witkin,  who,  since  1935, 


has  been  Mr.  JWB  in  Panama  and 
spiritual  advisor  to  all  Jewish  per- 
sonnel stationed  in  the  Canal 
Zone,  Central  America  and  the 
West  Indies.  (He  is  also  USO  area 
director  for  the  Canal  Zone.)  After 
a  week  of  meetings  in  Panama,  we 
flew  on  to  Puerto  Rico,  via  Miami, 
Florida. 

We  arrived  just  as  the  military 
forces  in  Puerto  Rico  were  about 
to  join  up  widi  a  Marine  division 
from  Camp  Lejeune,  N.  C,  for  a 
simulated  amphibious  assault  on 
the  island  of  Viecques,  off  the  east 
toast  of  Puerto  Rico.  Result:  All 
military  chaplains  stationed  in 
Puerto  Rico  were  living  in  the 
Carribean.  In  the  years  since,  I 
have  been  sent  on  four  more  such 
air  journeys,  to  Europe  in  1952 
and  1963,  to  the  Far  East  in  1954 
and  1958.  An  additional  invitation 
to  fly  to  Europe  in  1960  had  to 
be  declined  regretfully  because  of 
temporary  ill  health. 

My  companions  on  the  Carri- 
bean jaunt  were  the  Rev.  Craw- 
ford W.  Brown,  Cannon  of  the 
W ashington  Cathedral,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  the  Rev.  Silas  A. 
Meckel,  then  pastor  of  the  May- 
flower Congregational  Church  in 
Minneapolis,  and  Father  Matthew 
Miller,  head  of  St.  Francis  Friary, 
Brookline,  Mass. 

First  we  flew  to  Panama.  My 
companions  were  housed  at  the  air 
base  on  the  Colon  side  of  the  isth- 
mus while  I  stayed  at  Amador 
Naval  Base,  on  the  Panama  City 
side.  This  was  done  so  that  I  could 
be  close  to  the  only  Jewish  chap- 
plain  in  Panama,  as  a  matter  of 
field  under  tents  on  Viecques  Is- 
land. Further  result:  The  four 
civilian  clergymen  from  the 
United  States,  totally  unprepared 
for  "camping  out,"  would  have  to 
conduct  their  chaplaincy  retreats 


and  their  preaching  missions 
under  simulated  combat  condi- 
tions on  Viecques  in  the  midst  of 
the  maneuvers.  Which  is  what  we 
did,  in  our  civilian  clothes,  trudg- 
ing around  in  torrential  rains  and 
through  mud  that  often  came  over 
our  civilian  shoetops. 

The  Navy  Admiral  in  San  Juan 
who  received  us  and  gave  us  the 
good  news  about  Viecques  was 
Jewish,  although  he  never  re- 
vealed by  the  slightest  hint  that 
this  was  so.  I  learned  it  from  the 
rabbi  of  the  San  Juan  congrega- 
tion, who  said  that  each  year,  just 
before  Pesach,  the  Admiral's 
Episcopalian  wife  would  call  to 


ask  him  to  please  send  her  Jewish 
husband  some  matsos.  So  far  as 
the  rabbi  knew,  this  was  the  Ad- 
miral's only  formal  tie  with  his 
religious  heritage.  (I  might  add 
that,  up  to  and  including  World 
War  II,  this  was  about  par  for  the 
Jewishness  of  most  high-ranking 
Jewish  military  officers.  I  had  a 
CO  in  World  War  II  overseas  who 
was  the  nephew  of  the  head  of 
one  of  America's  leading  Jewish 
organizations.  This  colonel-boss  of 
mine  did  not  own  up  to  being; 
Jewish  until  we  had  been  in  com- 
bat for  over  three  months.  Being, 
under  fire  changed  his  religious, 
perspective   a   bit   and,   after  a 
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while,  he  became  one  of  my  best 
congregants.  When  Major  Gen- 
eral Maurice  Rose  was  killed 
while  his  division  was  lighting  in 
our  Corps,  we  were  required  by 
military  regulations  to  bury  him 
under  a  cross  and  not  a  Star  of 
David,  because  there  was  nothing 
in  his  military  records  nor  in  the 
knowledge  of  his  division  chap- 
lain to  indicate  that  he  was  Jew- 
ish. Since  World  War  II,  there  has 
been  a  decided  change  for  the  bet- 
ter in  this  regard.  Outstanding 
and  high-ranking  Jewish  career 
officers,  such  as  General  Abe 
Beck  of  the  Air  Force  and  Gen- 
eral Bernard  Waterman  of  the 
Army  and  others,  have  been  loyal- 
ly and  proudly  faithful  to  their  re- 
ligious tradition  throughout  their 
entire  military  careers.) 

When  I  flew  to  Europe  for  the 
Army  in  the  summer  of  1952,  my 
team-mate  for  the  chaplains'  re- 
treat was  that  wise,  kindly,  and 
gentle  rabbi,  Max  Davidson  of 
Perth  Amboy,  N.  J.  The  retreat 
was  held  at  Bad  Nauheim,  north- 
east of  Frankfurt,  in  the  only 
kosher  hotel  in  all  Germany. 
After  the  retreat,  I  visited  the  in- 
dividual Jewish  chaplains  at  their 
posts  in  England,  France  and  Ger- 
many and  talked  at  each  post  to 
the  Jewish  servicemen. 

In  January,  1954,  the  Armed 
Forces  Chaplains  Board  sent  me  to 
Japan  and  Korea.  What  a  trip  that 
was  for  "the  flying  Maggid,"  in 
the  days  before  the  swift  jets. 
After  a  long  flight  from  New 
York  across  the  States  and  a  one 
day  rest  in  San  Francisco,  I  flew 
practically  non-stop  from  San 
Francisco  to  Tokyo,  38  hours  in 
the  air,  except  for  a  one-hour  stop 
in  Hawaii  and  forty-five  minutes 
at  Wake  Island!  Despite  intense 
fatigue,  it  was  difficult  to  fall 
asleep.  So,  about  nine  hours  out  of 
Tokyo,  I  took  a  sleeping  tablet. 
Unfortunately  for  me,  it  did  not 
take  effect  until  we  were  about 
three  hours  from  Tokyo.  In  con- 
sequence, I  had  to  be  half-carried 
from  the  plane.  The  committee  of 
waiting  chaplains  thought  that  I 
was  drunk.  Only  some  days  later, 
when  I  happened  to  mention  the 
sleeping  pill,  did  they  learn  the 
not-as-interesting  truth. 

This  was  ot  the  end  of  my  fly- 
ing adventures  on  this  trip.  Hop- 
ping around  Korea  in  little  C-19's 
and  C-20's  and  helicopters  was  not 
much  fun  for  me,  who  gets  scared 


silly  whenever  I  have  to  look  down 
from  any  great  height.  To  add  to 
my  sense  of  well-being,  flying  from 
I  Corps  to  X  Corps,  our  little 
plane  iced  up  in  a  snowstorm  and 
we  just  about  made  it  back  to  I 
Corps  Hq.,  where  my  stay  as  guest- 
of-honor  of  General  Bruce  Clarke 
was  prolonged  until  the  weather 
conditions  improved.  I  never  did 
get  to  X  Corps.  And  then,  com- 
ing back  from  Korea  to  Japan,  the 
snow-gremlins  got  us  again  so  that 
our  plane  was  compelled  to  land 
at  Nogoya,  250  miles  southwest  of 
our  destination,  Tokyo.  However, 
this  was,  indeed,  a  blessing  in  dis- 
guise. It  gave  me  the  opportunity 
to  take  my  first  Japanese  train- 
ride,  which  was  most  delightful. 
Particularly  enchanting  was  the 
sight  ot  orange  trees  in  full  bloom, 
right  in  the  middle  of  a  heavy 
snowstorm! 

Annually,  the  Armed  Forces 
Chaplain's  Board,  the  Air  Force 
and  the  Army,  in  cooperation  with 
the  National  Jewish  Welfare 
Board's  Commission  on  Jewish 
Chaplaincy,  assign  members  of  the 
Commission  and  its  staff  to  make 
such  flying  trips  to  many  parts  of 
the  world  where  U.S.  military 
forces  are  stationed.  The  purpose 
of  these  missions  is  to  provide  spir- 
itual and  advanced  Jewish  educa- 
tional oppotunities  for  Jewish 
chaplains  overseas  and  members 
of  their  GI  congregations. 

In  March  and  April  of  1958,  I 
went  to  the  Far  East  a  second 
time.  This  time  I  flew  more  than 
30,000  miles,  conducting  chap- 
laincy retreats  and  Torah  Convo- 
cations in  Hawaii,  Guam,  Philip- 
pines, Okinawa,  Korea,  Japan  and 
Alaska.  The  high  point  of  this  trip 
was  taking  part  in  the  Passover 
Sedarim  in  Korea  at  Ascom  City, 
near  Seoul.  What  a  great  time  we 
had  together,  hundreds  of  Jewish 
soldiers  who  had  come  in  from 
all  over  Korea,  down  from  the 
38th  Parallel  and  up  from  as  far 
south  as  Pusan,  fine  officers  like 
Lt.  Col.  Lennie  Einstein,  fine 
chaplains  like  Norman  Twersky 
and  Sherman  Wine,  all  of  them  so 
very  far  from  home,  completely 
separated  from  their  families,  liv- 
ing in  primitive  and  uncomforta- 
ble surroundings.  (And  as  I  write 
this,  in  1964,  hundreds  of  our 
Jewish  men  and  three  of  our  chap- 
lains are  still  there,  guarding  the 
very  frontier  of  our  freedoms. 
How  fitting  it  would  be  for  you, 
who  read  these  words,  to  offer  a 


word  of  thanks  to  God  at  your 
own  Seder  table  for  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  uniformed  Amer- 
ican men  and  women  of  all  faiths 
who,  on  Passover  night,  1964,  are 
still  standing  watch  in  Korea  and 
more  than  fifty  other  countries 
throughout  the  world,  to  preserve 
the  political  and  religious  free- 
doms of  your  family  and  mine.) 

Most  recently,  in  October  and 
November,  1963,  accompanied  by 
my  wife,  1  conducted  Torah  Con- 
vocations for  the  Air  Force  in 
Turkey,  Spain,  France,  Germany, 
and  England.  It  was  my  wife's  first 
trip  overseas.  She  went  along  for 
a  very  special  reason.  Now  we  had 
a  son  of  our  own  in  the  military 
chaplaincy,  stationed  in  Germany. 
And  our  son's  wife  would,  please 
God,  soon  have  her  first  baby.  And 
what  more  appropriate  reason 
could  there  be  for  mama's  coming 
along,  if  anyone  should  happen  to 
ask?  So  papa  and  mama  travelled 
all  over  Europe  together  by  plane, 
train,  bus,  and  ferry  to  the  oddest 
sounding  places:  Izmir,  Karamur- 
sel,  Zaragossa,  Evreaux,  Bitburg, 
Hahn,  South  Ruislip,  Lakenheath, 
bring  a  Jewish  word  to  Jewish 
servicemen  and  their  families. 
(And  here  let  me  pause  again  to 
say  that  there  has  been  a  great 
change  in  the  composition  of  the 
Jewish  group  in  the  military  since 
1  started  these  journeys  thirteen 
years  ago.  In  1950,  there  were  very 
few  Jewish  career  officers  with 
families  in  the  military.  Most  of 
the  Jewish  soldiers  were  unmar- 
ried adolescents.  This  is  no  longer 
true.  There  are  now  comparatively 


lew  teen-aged  Jewish  soldiers 
overseas.  Even  the  unmarried  ones 
are  mostly  in  their  early  or  middle 
twenties.  And  there  is  an  ever- 
increasing  number  of  married  fam- 
ilies. Jews  are  found  among  the 
career  officers  and  NCOs  in  a  pro- 
portion that  quite  accords  with 
our  population  percentage.  The 
programs  of  most  Jewish  chap- 
lains, complete  with  religious 
school,  sisterhood,  and  so  forth, 
currently  resemble  those  of  their 
civilian  colleagues  more  closely 
than  ever  before.) 

So,  sof-sof,  what  does  it  feel  like 
to  be  a  flying  Maggid?  By  now, 
you  should  be  able  to  guess.  It 
teels  wonderful.  Once  in  a  while 
one  of  my  less  knowledgeable  and 
less  fortunate  colleagues  and 
friends  says  to  me:  "Max,  don't 
you  really  believe  that  you  would 
have  been  happier  and  more  use- 
ful in  the  active  rabbinate?"  by 
which  he  means  "Shouldn't  you 
have  gone  back,  after  World  War 
II,  to  Temple  Israel  in  Tallahas- 
see rather  than  have  stayed  on 
with  the  National  Jewish  Welfare 
Board  as  Director  of  Field  Opera- 
tionus  of  its  Commission  on  Jew- 
ish Chaplaincy?"  I  do  not  reply.  I 
just  look  at  him  and  smile  a  smile 
which  he  cannot  possibly  compre- 
hend. Not  that  I  have  anything 
against  the  fine  Jewish  people  of 
Tallahassee,  God  forbid.  They  are 
good  Jews,  proud  Jews,  much  bet- 
ter Jews  than  most  of  the  Jews  in 
the  larger  cities.  But  I  ask  you: 
If  I  had  gone  back  to  Tallahassee, 
would  I  ever  have  had  the  chance 
to  become  a  flying  Maggid?

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Isaac  Hermann's  Adventures  in 
the  Confederate  Army

When  Isaac  Hermann  publish- 
ed his  memoirs  in  1911  there  was 
little  chance  of  verifying  their 
authenticity.  Most  of  his  cronies 
in  the  Confederate  Army  were 
dead.  Personal  anecdotes  are  rare- 
ly recorded  in  documents.  Cau- 
tious readers  may  suspect  that 
some  of  the  adventures  might 
have  been  exaggerated.  Yet  they 
cannot  be  dismissed  merely  as  tall 
tales. 

In  1859  Isaac  Hermann  left 
France  and  came  to  Georgia;  some 
members  of  his  family  had  settled 
there.  Quickly  he  absorbed  the  at- 
titudes, the  prejudices,  the  Welt- 
anschauung of  its  people.  He  be- 
came so  thoroughly  imbued  with 
the  right  of  states  to  secede  from 
the  Federal  Union  that  he  joined 
the  Georgia  Washington  Rifles  of 
the  First  Infantry  Regiment  with- 
in three  months  after  war  was  de- 
clared. To  his  dying  day  he  re- 
tained bitter  animositv  towards 
the  North,  engendered  before  and 
(luring  the  War  of  Secession. 

A  kind  of  pushing  aggressive- 
ness directed  Ike  Hermann,  as  he 
was  called  in  the  army;  a  quality 
that  could  win  popularity  but  also 
create  hostility.  Arriving  in  camp 
he  became  aware  of  being  stared 
at.  On  learning  thru  soldiers  from 
the  backwoods  wanted  to  see  what 
a  real  live  Frenchman  looked  like 
he  mounted  an  old  stump  and  de- 
claimed, "Gentlemen,  it  seems  I 
am  eliciting  a  great  deal  of  curios- 
ity; now  all  of  you  will  know  me 
as  Isaac  Hermann,  a  native  French- 
man who  came  to  assist  you  to 
fight  the  Yankees."  Immediately 
he  asked  the  names  of  his  listen- 
ers and  their  comnanies.  In  a  short 
time  be  knew  every  man  in  the 
mriment. 


A  sentry  suffered  a  chili  while 
on  duty.  Ike  went  looking  for  an 
officer  who  could  order  another 
soldier  to  relieve  the  sick  sentinel. 
But  all  officers  were  at  a  Satur- 
day night  drinking  party.  Ike  com- 
posed a  pasquinade  about  officers 
drinking  up  government  whiskey 
and  nailed  it  on  the  big  pine 
where  orders  were  posted.  Officers 
and  men  got  a  laugh  out  of  the 
lampoon  but  one  humorless  lieu- 
tenant became  angry  and  demand- 
ed the  culprit's  name.  The  sol- 
diers kept  silent;  yet  when  [ke 
heard  about  the  inquiry  be  went 
to  Lieutenant  Howell  and  confess- 
ed. A  little  tact  might  have  ap- 
peased the  angry  officer.  But  Ike's 
bravado  enraged  Howell  still 
more.  He  reduced  Ike's  rank  from 
sergeant  to  private,  then  imposed 
double  duty  for  thirty  days,  also 
forcing  him  to  wear  the  ball  and 
chain,  then  considered  a  degrad- 
ing form  of  punishment.  Ike 
escaped  the  penalty  by  volunteer- 
ing for  duty  at  Charleston.  On  his 
return  the  time  had  expired;  sec- 
retly he  threw  the  ball  and  chain 
into  the  Ogeechee  River.  The  lieu- 
tenant bided  his  time. 

Later  in  the  war  the  regiment 
stationed  in  Mississippi  underwent 
hardships.  Ike  Hermann's  baggage 
was  limited  to  the  clothes  on  his 
back,  and  they  were  overrun  with 
vermin  which  the  men  called 
creepers.  After  washing  his  clothes 
in  the  river  he  hung  them  up  to 
dry  and  fell  asleep  in  the  bushes. 
Awaking  he  found  his  only  shirt 
had  been  stolen.  For  weeks  he 
walked  about  with  his  uniform 
tightly  buttoned  to  cover  his 
naked  chest. 

General  Walker  offered  a  sad- 
dler-horse and  thirty-day  furlough 


to  anyone  wno  would  carry  a  mes- 
sage tlirougn  tne  enemy  lines  to 
General  Pembenon,  tlie  command- 
er of  Vicksburg.  ike  undertook 
the  assignment  and  General  Wal- 
ker gave  his  one  of  his  own  three 
shirts.  The  next  day  Ike  presented 
himself  for  duty  only  to  iearn 
that  General  Pemberton  had  sur- 
rendered Vicksburg.  Nevertheless, 
General  Walker  gave  him  a  four- 
teen-day furlough. 

While  at  home  in  Georgia  on 
sick  leave,  Ike  Hermann's  name 
appeared  in  the  county  newspaper 
as  absent  without  leave,  hence  a 
deserter.  The  advertisement  was 
signed  by  Captain  Evan  P.  Howell, 
the  former  lieutenant  he  had  an- 
tagonized. In  the  same  paper  Ike 
branded  the  statement  as  false 
and  requested  thai  the  printed 
letter  be  sent  to  Captain  Howell. 
Several  days  later  he  was  placed 
under  arrest  by  a  sergeant  and 
four  men.  Brought  before  Major 
Roland,  Ike  produced  the  fur- 
lough, which  was  pretty  well  fray-

ed.  The  officer  said,  "This  paper 
is  forged;  some  brother  country- 
man fixed  it  up  lor  you.''

Major 
Roland  grabbed  his  sword  and 
Ike  drew  his  pistol.  A  Colonel 
Colquitt  came  up  and  whispered, 
"Put  up  your  pistol;  I  am  your 
friend  ...  I  am  on  my  way  to  my 
command  but  intend  now  to  re- 
main to  see  you  out."  ^ 

Hermann  submitted  and  spent 
that  night  in  the  calaboose  in  a 
room  tightly  packed  with  Con- 
federate and  Federal  prisoners. 
Next  morning  his  name  was  call- 
ed at  the  wicket.  Outside  Colonel 
Colquitt  greeted  him  with  "Well, 
you  are  a  free  man."  Ike  asked 
"How  did  you  do  it?"  The  Colonel 
smiled,  "Ask  me  no  questions  and 
I'll  tell  you  no  lies  ...  I  wish  I 
had  a  thousand  men  like  you,  and 
I  would  walk  through  Yankee- 
dom."

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SHOULD  ISRAEL  BE  A  RELIGIOUSLY 

GOVERNED  STATE?

Recently  there  appeared,  par- 
ticularly in  the  Yiddish  Press,  a 
great  deal  of  controversial  material 
which  has  created  dissension 
among  Jewish  circles.  This  con- 
troversy arose  because  ol  one 
specific  divorce  case. 

The  incident  became  known 
when  an  American  conservative 
Rabbi  issued  a  divorce  to  a  Jew- 
ish woman  who  left  the  United 
States  and  went  to  Israel  where 
she  attempted  to  remarry.  The  di- 
vorce, however,  was  not  recogniz- 
ed by  the  Israeli  Rabbinatt,  for 
all  religious  matters,  including  di- 
vorce, come  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  rabbis  in  Israel.  This  re- 
ligious authority  was  given  to  the 
religious  parties  as  a  concession, 
so  that  they  might  form  a  coali- 
tion with  the  Mapai,  a  labor  group 
and  the  largest  party  in  Israel. 
The  coalition  became  necessary, 
because,  although  the  Mapai  is  the 
largest  party  in  the  country,  it 
did  not  have  an  absolute  majority 
in  the  Kneseth  (Parliament). 

Thus,  it  was,  that  when  the 
Rabbinatt  refused  to  recognize  a 
•divorce  by  a  conservative  rabbi  in 
the  United  States,  and  when  this 
became  known  to  the  world,  a 
great  furor  arose  among  religious 
and  secular  groups  in  the  United 
States.  The  orthodox,  of  course, 
did  not  become  embroiled  over 
the  issue  of  divorce  which  was  de- 
clared to  be  invalid  solely  upon 
the  basis  of  its  issuance  by  a  con- 
servative rabbi,  because  they  were 
probably  in  agreement.  But,  sev- 
eral organizations,  among  them 
the  reformed  rabbis,  the  conserva- 
tive rabbis,  the  American  Jewish 
Congress,  and  the  Jewish  Com- 
mittee sent  telegrams  of  protest  to 
Israeli  Prime  Minister  Lavi  Esh- 


kol,  asking  him  how  far  the  Is- 
raeli government  intended  to  go 
in  order  to  pacify  the  teligious 
groups.  This  in  turn  brought  a 
hue  and  cry  from  orthodox  groups 
in  the  United  States  as  well  as  in 
Israel,  protesting  that  the  Ameri- 
can Jewish  organizations  were  at- 
tempting to  interfere  in  the  intern- 
al affairs  of  Israel.  The  orthodox 
groups,  by  using  these  pressure 
tactics,  are  unwittingly  forcing 
the  Mapai  Party  to  attempt  a  coali- 
tion with  the  leftist  Mapam  and 
Achdouth-Avodah.  This  coalition 
will  no  doubt  come  about  soon, 
although  one  such  recent  attempt 
failed.  When  this  coalition  is 
brought  to  fruition,  the  religious 
parties  will  undoubtedly  be  forc- 
ed out  of  the  government. 

1  personally  feel  that  no  Jew, 
regardless  ol  religious  conviction, 
should  interfere  in  the  affairs  of 
Israel,  because  it  is  a  state.  We 
Jews  who  live  in  the  Diaspora  are 
citizens  of  our  given  countries, 
and,  as  such,  we  have  obligations 
10  the  country  in  which  we  live. 
Non-interference  by  outsiders 
would  prove  to  be  a  sensible  thing 
if  various  orthodox  and  ultra  or- 
thodox groups  would  also  abstain 
horn  interfering  in  Israeli  matters. 
Unfortunately,  that  has  not  proved 
true  where  certain  fanatic  groups, 
who  have  demonstrated  against  the 
Israeli  government,  are  concern- 
ed. These  fanatic  groups  have 
gone  so  far  as  to  post  placards 
with  swastikas  on  the  Israeli  con- 
sul building  in  New  York.  These 
same  groups  are  constantly  issu- 
ing propagandic  literature  on  how 
the  Israeli  government  should  be 
run.  Some  would  have  it  run  ac- 
cording to  the  Talmud  of  2,000 
years  ago. 


The  religious  parties  in  Israel, 
011  the  other  hand,  have  been 
given  more  concessions  than  any 
religious  party  in  any  democratic 
country  in  the  world.  The  religious 
parties  do  not  necessarily  repre- 
sent a  large  portion  of  the  Israeli 
population,  which  is  representative 
of  people  from  all  over  the  world. 
There  are  immigrants  from  the 
East  as  well  as  from  Europe,  and 
those  from  the  East  (Yemen,  Mo- 
rocco, Iran,  Irak,  etc.)  are  about 
1,000  years  behind  the  western 
civilization  in  thinking  as  well  as 
in  mode  of  living.  They  are  steep- 
ed in  the  traditions  and  depths 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  and  they  are 
ultra-fanatic  in  their  religious  be- 
liefs. There  are  some  from  Eastern 
and  central  European  countries, 
such  as  Poland  and  Hungary,  who 
are  equally  fanatically  religious. 
But,  many,  like  the  Chalutzim,  are 
non-religious,  having  been  raised 
in  the  socialist  party  groups  of 
their  particular  localities,  and  they 
are  therefoie  without  religious 
lies.  Some  eastern  and  central  Eu- 
ropeans, having  attended  univer- 
sities and  schools  of  higher  learn- 
ing, have  a  modern  outlook  on 
life  and  are  strictly  non-religious. 

Thus,  we  see  that  Israel  is  a 
melting  pot  of  people  with  many 
varying  beliefs.  Yet,  religious 
groups,  such  as  the  Natura  Kartu 
and  the  Agudath-Israel,  are  so  fa- 
natic that  they  want  a  state  where 
religion  will  dictate  or  dominate 
the  life  of  every  individual.  The 
Agudath-Israel  is,  in  fact,  so  fa- 
natic, that  they  staunchly  opposed 
emigration  to  Palestine  before 
World  War  II,  because  they  were 
waiting  for  the  Messiah  to  take 
them  and  all  Jews  to  the  Promised 
Land.  Now,  they  are,  nevertheless, 


in  Israel,  and  they  claim  to  be  the 
"real*'  Jews.  And,  they  want  things 
their  way.  They  want,  among  other 
things,  a  strict  Sabbath  observance 
by  every  Jew  in  the  land;  they 
want  to  prohibit  missionary  work 
by  the  Christians;  they  want  to 
regulate  family  life  in  the  areas 
of  marriage  and  divorce  and  in 
all  other  areas  of  personal  life; 
and  they  want  the  right  to  decide, 
according  to  their  interpretation, 
who,  where  there  is  intermarriage, 
qualifies  as  a  Jew  and  who  does 
not  so  qualify. 

These  rigid  regulations  would 
have  been  acceptable  1,000  years 
ago.  In  our  modern  society,  how- 
ever, with  the  majority  of  the  nine 
10  ten  million  Jews  living  in  Gen- 
tile countries  (half  of  these  are  in 
the  United  States),  this  would  not 
be  wise.  We  who  live  among  Gen- 
tiles in  Gentile  countries  demand 
religious  freedom,  and  we  do  not 
wish  to  be  bound  by  the  "blue 
laws"  existing  in  certain  states  ol 
1  lie  Unted  States  (one  case  involv- 
ing these  "blue  laws"  is  now  pend- 
ing in  the  courts  of  this  state) 
which  prohibit  business  on  Sun- 
day. How  can  we  as  Jews,  demand- 
ing religious  freedom  and  privi- 
leges as  well  as  strict  separation  ot 
religion  from  state,  approve  of  the 
reverse  in  Israel,  where  religion 
would  rule  the  state?  How  can 
we  expect  Christians  to  give  Jews 
religious  freedom,  when  we  are 
not  willing  to  guarantee  this  same 
freedom  to  all  groups  in  Israel? 

What,  then,  can  we  do  about 
the  Christian  missionary  work  in 
Israel  which  has  converted  many 
Jewish  children?  Instead  of  ban- 
ning the  missionaries,  we  should

LET  MOSES  BE  YOUR  GUIDE

"Did  you  hear  Nasser's  last 
speech?"  Abba  Ebzan  was  recently 
asked. 

"I  hope  so."  was  the  quick  re- 
ply. 

Nasser's  first  speech  was  made 
several  thousand  years  ago.  It  is 
ironical  that  Egypt  has  changed 
so  little  between  the  time  when 
Nasser's  predecessor,  Pharoah,  so 
myopically  refused  to  be  fair  to 
the  Jews. 

It  has  been  said  that  those  who 
do  not  learn  from  history  are 
doomed  to  repeat  it.  It  is  hardly 
likely  that  Nasser  could  be  induc- 
ed to  attend  a  Passover  Seder,  but 
if  he  would  he  would  indeed  learn 
much  of  value.  He  would  learn 
that  in  the  Jews  he  laces  an  in- 
domitable foe,  committed  to  free- 
dom and  decency. 

When  Hitler,  according  to  an 
apocryphal  stoiy,  asked  an  astrolo- 
ger when  he  was  going  to  die,  the 
latter  replied,  "On  a  Jewish  holi- 
day." Asked  which  one,  the  occult 
one  replied,  "When  you  die  it  will 
be  a  Jewish  holiday." 

Nasser  may  not  be  as  evil  as 
Hitler,  but  he  certainly  is  as  as- 
tigmatic. It  has  been  said  that  Nas- 
ser is  a  revived  Hitler;  the  Yiddish 
verse-quip  goes:  i/  areingefah- 
len  in  vasser  un  aroisgekumen  a 
nasser,"  Hitler  fell  into  the  water 
and  emerged  a  wet  one  (nasser.) 

We  pray  not  for  Nasser's  demise 
but  for  his  being  awakened  to  the 
realization  that  the  Israelis  do  not 
threaten  him,  that  indeed  they 
could  be  a  valuable  aid  to  his  na- 
tion and  to  his  people. 

And  if  Nasser  would  do  so  un- 
likely a  thing  as  go  to  a  Seder,  he 
would  also  learn  that  Jews  do  not 
harbor  grudges.  Little  of  the  Sed- 
er deals  with  the  expected  feelings 
of  indignation  over  the  harsh  man- 
ner in  which  the  Egyptians  treat- 
ed the  Jews.  The  narrative  is  told, 
of  course,  but  the  emphasis  in  the 
Seder  and  ai  other  Passover  ob- 
servances is  the  arousing  not  of 
vindictiveness  but  of  spiritual  for- 
titude on  the  part  of  the  worship- 
per. 

The  one  ritual  at  the  Seder 
which  deals  directly  with  the  pun- 
ishment meted  out  to  Pharaoh 
("Vengence  is  mine,  saith  the  Lord, 
i.e.  not  something  we  should  in- 
dulge in)  is  the  ceremony  of  the 
makkos.  The  plagues  are  enumer- 


ated, true,  but  the  spilling  of  a 
bit  of  wine  in  the  course  of  the 
enumeration  is  meant  to  induce 
sympathy  with  the  Egyptians  as 
they  met  their  fate  at  the  Red  Sea. 
Mercy,  not  retaliation,  is  the 
theme  of  the  rite. 

In  actuality,  the  intent  ol  the 
Passover  observance  is  not  to  rail 
so  much  at  Egyptian  oppressors, 
obnoxious  though  they  have  been 
from  Pharaoh  to  Nasser,  but  to 
make  us  conscious  of  our  own 
faults.  The  eating  of  the  mat/oh  is 
supposed  to  give  us  a  taste  of  the 
meager  fare  eaten  the  year  round 
by  the  poor,  and  induce  in  us  the 
determination  to  remove  leaven 
from  our  indifferent  hearts.  This, 
also,  the  eating  of  the  bitter  herbs 
is  to  make  us  feel  for  a  moment 
the  bitterness  of  the  disadvantag- 
ed and  to  prod  us  to  join  in  eas- 
ing their  ordeal.  The  parsley  is 
the  emblem  of  spring,  reminding 
us  of  our  indebtedness  to  the  Al- 
mighty for  His  care  of  us.  The 
large  role  given  to  the  children, 
is  designed  to  make  us  focus  on 
the  need  to  impart  to  them,  by  ex- 
ample as  well  as  by  exhortation, 
values  that  will  give  meaning  to 
their  existence. 

It  has  become  trite  (but  ii  still 
is  right)  to  say  that  Passover  is 
meant  not  only  to  help  us  rejoice 
over  the  emergence  ol  the  Israe- 
lites from  Egypt  but  to  urge  us  to 
remove  Egypt  from  the  Israelites. 

One  doesn't  fully  celebrate  Pass- 
over, then,  by  sharpening  one's  ire 
over  the  outrages  of  Nassers,  pres- 
ent and  past.  What  the  holiday 
helps  us  to  do  is  to  examine  the 
signs  of  Pharaohism  without  our- 
selves —  hardness  of  heart,  indif- 
ference to  the  plight  of  minori- 
ties, cynicism  and  recklessness 
and  to  remove  them. 

In  one  part  of  the  Haggadah  we 
are  urge  to  regard  ourselves  as  ihe 
slaves  who  were  delivered  by 
Moses.  But  the  holiday  as  such 
stirs  us  to  confess  that  often  we 
are  actually  tyrants,  Pharaoh-like 
in  our  attitudes.  That  tendency, 
says  Passover  to  us,  is  to  be  extir- 
pated. Down  with  Pharaoh,  of 
course;  but  also,  down  with  Phar- 
aohism. If  you  occasionally  talk 
like  Nasser,  may  you  have  given 
your  last  Nasser-like  talk.  From 
now  on,  let  Moses  be  your  -mide.

individuals  in  Israel? 


attempt  to  alleviate  the  cause  ol 
the  conversion.  II  the  children, 
who  are  from  poor,  ignorani  fami- 
lies, were  given  food,  clothing, 
and  schooling  in  special  schools 
set  up  by  either  the  government  of 
Israel  or  the  religious  groups  who 
protest  the  missionary  work,  the 
problem  would  be  virtually  solv- 
ed. The  religious  groups  are  not 
without  funds;  they  support  many 
yeshivahs.  This  would  be  a  worth- 
while undertaking,  for  prohibiting 
the  missionary  work  would  draw 
naught  but  criticism  from  every 
Christian  country  in  the  world. 

Furthermore,  how  can  we  ex- 
pect the  Russians  to  give  Jews 
religious  and  cultural  freedom, 
when  we  are  not  willing  to  give 


The  answer  to  this  problem,  is 
I  see  it,  is  for  a  state  of  Israel 
whose  government  and  Constitu 
tion  are  based  upon  democracy 
and  individual  freedom.  I  reiter 
ate  that  no  organization  or  group 
outside  of  Israel  should  interfere 
in  the  policies  of  that  country.  It 
is  a  young,  energetic  land  which 
has  made  great  strides,  but  it  is 
plagued  by  so  many  contradictions 
of  belief  and  way  of  life.  Israel 
should  be  left  alone  to  solve  her 
own  problems  without  interfer- 
ence. If  we  wish  to  be  of  any  help 
to  the  Israelis,  we  should  give  as 
much  financial  and  moral  support 
as  possible;  we  should  help  but  not 
hinder  by  interference.
